No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  or  employed  in  any 
office,  place  or  position,  in  any  of  the  executive  or  judicial 
branches  of  the  state  government,  or  under  any  commission, 
board  or  department,  for  which  appropriaitions  are  herein 
made,  who  is  related  by  blood  or  marriage  to  the  head  or  heads, 
principal  or  chief  of  such  office,  board,  commission,  depart- 
ment, or  executive  or  judicial  branch,  or  who  is  related  by 
blood  or  marriage  to  the  chief  assistant  or  secretary  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  appropriations  herein  made  for  salaries  shall, 
in  all  cases,  except  those  otherwise  provided  for,  not  begin  or 
become  available  until  July  1, 1919. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  cases  in  which  appropriations  are  made  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  officer  or  person  having  charge  of 
such  appropriation  shall,  in  no  case,  by  any  contract,  act  or 
proceeding  attempt  to  obligate  the  state  of  Kansas  at  any  time 
to  pay  a  larger  sum  or  sums  than  that  herein  specifically  ap- 
propriated ;  and  no  larger  sum  or  sums  shall  be  audited  by  the 
jiuditor  of  state  for  the  purposes  herein  mentioned  and  are 
herein  appropriated,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  appropriation 
herein  provided  for  be  used  for  any  purpose  or  purposes  except 
that  specifically  stated  herein ;  and  no  officer  or  employee  of  the 
state  shall  purchase  any  article  for  any  of  the  executive  of 
judicial  departments  of  the  state  on  the  state's  credit  unless 
specific  appropriation  has  been  made  therefor. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  salaried  state  officers,  their 
assistants  and  clerks,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  account 
for  and  deliver  to  the  treasurer  of  state  all  fees  received  by 
them,  and  to  account  for  and  turn  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
state  all  fees  collected  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  for  any  serv- 
ices required  of  them,  or  either  of  them,  by  law,  for  which 
they  may  charge  and  receive  a  fee,  which  said  fee  shaU  be 
credited  by  the  treasurer  of  state  to  the  general  revenue  of 
the  state  as  is  now  provided  for  by  law:  Provided,  that  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  district  court 
stenographers,  stenographers  of  the  common  pleas  courts,  nor 
the  reporter  of  the  Public  Utilities  C!ommission. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  to  whom  money  is  payable  out  of  the 
appropriations  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  file  with  the  audi- 
tor of  state  an  itemized  account  made  in  conformity  with  the 
statutes  authorizing  the  expenditure,  duly  certified  by  his 
affidavit  that  such  an  amount  is  just,  correct  and  due,  and  the 
expenditure  was  necessarily  and  actually  made.  Such  an  ac- 
count shall  be  approved  by  the  officer  having  charge  of  the 
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appropriation,  and  the  vouchers  for  salary  of  steno^rraphers 
for  the  judicial  district,  as  provided  for  in  section  1  of  this  act, 
shall  be  approved  by  the  judges  of  the  district  court  to  which 
the  stenographers  are  accredited. 

Sec.  7.  The  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
his  warrants  on  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the  amounts  and  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  this  act»  upon  the  presentation  of  veri- 
fied vouchers  duly  itemized.

That  the  Executive  Council  of  the  state  of  Kan- 
sas is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  let  contracts  for  re- 
pairs, alterations,  electric  light  fixtures  and  wiring  in  certain 
parts  of  the  state  house/ as  follows: 

(a)  Painting  and  decorating  the  first  floor  west  corridor^ 
traveling  library  rooms  and  men's  toilet  room;  the  second 
floor  west  corridor,  two  offices  of  treasurer,  the  governor's 
offices,  and  attorney-general's  offices;  the  third  floor  rooms 
adjoining  Representative  Hall,  and  the  west  wing  stairways. 

(b)  New  marble  wainscot  and  marble  floor  in  senate  vesti- 
bule. 

(c)  Revolving  doors  in  west  entrances,  first  and  second 
floors. 

(d)  Fireproof  stairs  in  west  wing  from  basement  to  east 
balcony  of  Representative  Hall. 

(e)  Marble  wainscot  and  floor  in  Representative  Hall  lobby ^ 
(/)  New  roof  on  west  wing  and  repairs  to  roof  guttering 

and  down  spouts  on  north  and  south  wings. 
(g)  New  stone  balustrades  on  west  wing  roof. 
(h)  Cement  floors  in  basement, 
(t)  Replacing  broken  glass  in  dome. 
( ; )  Drain  tile  around  state  house  walls. 
(k)  Vault  door  and  floor  in  attorney-general's  office. 
(l)  Controller  for  east  elevator. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Council  is  further  authorized  and 
directed  to  let  a  contract  for  electric  light  fixtures  in  Repre- 
sentative Hall,  galleries,  vestibule,  and  coat  rooms ;  corridors, 
second  and  third  floors;  offices  of  governor,  attorney-general, 
secretary  of  state,  auditor  of  state,  treasurer  of  state,  and 
superintendent  of  public  instruction ;  winches  for  raising  and 
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lowering  fixtures  in  Senate  Chamber  and  Representative  Hall ; 
also  wiring  for  new  fixtures  and  moving  old  fixtures. 

Sec.  3.  The  Executive  Council  is  further  authorized  and 
directed  to  let  a  contract  for  a  freight  room,  elevator  and 
electrician's  room,  and  revolving  door  on  first  floor  south  wing. 

Sec.  4.  The  Executive  Council  is  further  authorized  and 
directed  to  let  a  contract  for  a  complete  new  heating  system 
and  repairing  water  system. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is.  hereby 
appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  state  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  sections  1,  2, 
8  and  4  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  The  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
warrants  upon  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the  purposes  specified 
in  this  act  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  Executive  Council 
of  the  state,  and  upon  presentation  of  said  warrants,  the  same 
shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  out  of  the  moneys  hereby 
appropriated.  "        .. 

Sec-  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

The  state  treasurer  and  auditor  of  state  shall 
cr^it  ten  percent  of  all  the  fees  remitted  into  the  state  treas- 
ury by  the  Kansas  Board  of  Review  in  pursuance  of  chapter 
808  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  and  all  acts  amendatory  or 
supplemental  thereto,  to  the  sr^neral  revenue  fund  of  the  state 
to  reimburse  said  fund  for  the  expenses  of  printinsr,  legal 
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advice,  auditing  and  handling  of  accounts  and  funds  and  all 
other  general  expenses  which  are  paid  out  of  the  general  reve- 
nue fund  but  which  are  properly  chargeable  to  the  Kansas 
Board  of  Review  department ;  the  remaining  ninety  percent  of 
said  fees  shall  be  by  the  state  treasurer  and  auditor  of  state 
placed  into  a  special  fund  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Kansas 
Board  of  Review. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  nioneys  now  in  the  state  treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  Kansas  Eioard  of  Review  and  all  moneys  collected 
as  provided  for  in  said  chapter  308  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1917,  and  all  acts  amendatory  and  supplemental  thereto,  during 
the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1919,  June  30,  1920,  and  June 
30,  1921,  except  the  ten  percent  to  be  credited  to  the  general 
revenue  fund  as  provided  for  in  section  1  of  this  act,  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  use  •of  the  Kansas  Board  of  Review  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  and  for  the  purposes  expressed 
and  specified  in  said  chapter  308  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917, 
and  any  acts  amendatory  or  supplemental  thereto.  Any  bal- 
ance remaining  in  said  fund  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  years  end- 
ing June  30, 1919,  and  June  30, 1920,  are  [is]  hereby  reappro- 
priated  and  made  available  for  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  emr 
powered  to  draW  his  warrants  on  the  treasurer  of  state  for 
the  purposes  herein  specified,  upon  duly  itemized  and  verified 
vouchers  approved  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  said 
Kansas  Board  of  Review. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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credit  10  percent  of  all  fees  collected  by  .said  board  and  re- 
mitted as  provided  in  section  1  hereof  to  the  general  revenue 
fund  of  the  state.  The  remaining  90  percent  of  the  fees  ire- 
mitted  by  the  above  board  shall  be  by  the  state  treasurer  and 
auditor  of  state  placed  in  the  special  fee  fund  of  the  above 
board;  the  compensation  of  members  and  other  actual  and 
necessary  expenses  of  the  board  to  be  paid  therefrom. 

Sec.  3.  That  90  percent  of  the  fees  now  in  the  state  treas- 
ury to  the  credit  of  the  above  board  together  with  90  percent 
of  all  fees  collected  by  the  said  board  during  the  fiscal  years 
ending  June  30,  1919,  June  30,  1920,  and  June  30,  1921,  are 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  State  Board  of  Chiropractic  Ex- 
aminers for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  act,  and  all  such  fees 
hereby  appropriated  and  made  available  for  the  uSfe  of^'-th^ 
State  Board  of  Chiropractic  Examiners  shall  be  paid  but^^by 
the  state- treasurer  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  auditof  i>f 
state  upon  duly  itemized  and  verified  vouchers  signed  and 
approved  by  the  president  and  secretary-treasurer  of  said 
board  for  the  expenses  of  said  board  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  291  of  the  Laws  of  1913,  whether  such  ex- 
penses shall  have  been  heretofore  incurred  or  shall  hereafter 
be  incurred :  Provided,  however,  that  no  such  monies  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  state  treasury  upon  warrants 
issued  by  the  state  auditor  to  members  of  said  board,  until 
the  quaHfications  of  members  of  said  Board  of  Chiropractic 
Examiners  are  approved  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  so  far  as  they  are  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

That  section  10395  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  10395.

That  the  following  sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  the  agricultural,  horticultural  and  apiary  interests 
of  the  state  against  injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases,  and  to 
conduct  the  work  of  eradication  and  prevent  the  further  intro- 
duction of  such  injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  further  introduction  of  injurious  insects  and  diseases 
pertaining  to  the  state's  bee  culture,  to  the  State  Entomological 
Commission  $1,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920, 
and  $1,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921 ;  and  for 
the  apiary  inspection,  $3,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1920,  and  $3,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1921 :  Pro- 
vided, that  any  unexpended  balances  in  either  of  the  appropria- 
tions herein  made  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1920,  are  hereby  reappropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
80,  1921. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  moneys  now  in  the  state  treasury  received 
and  paid  in  under  the  provisions  of  section  10400  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915  are  hereby  appropriated  and 
made  available  to  said  commission,  together  with  all  moneys 
that  may  be  received  during  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30, 
1920,  and  June  30,  1921,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  as  is  pro- 
vided in  and  by  chapter  108  of  article  36,  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas,  1915. 

Sec.  5.  The  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  draw  his  warrants  upon  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the 
amounts  appropriated  in  sections  3  and  4  of  this  act  upon  duly 
itemized  and  verified  vouchers  approved  by  the  secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.

1920,  $1,000;  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921, 
$1,000 ;  and  for  work  of  apiary  inspection,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1920,  $3,000 ;  and  for  the  year  ending  June  30,

There  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money 
in  the  state  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  the  Kan- 
sas State  Fair  at  Hutchinson,  Kansias,  for  the  fiscal  years  end- 
ing June  30, 1920,  and  June  30, 1921,  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  general  expenses  of  maintaining  the  Kansas  State  Fair  at 
Hutchinsqn,  Kansas,  fol*  a  revolving  fund,  and  for  buildings 
and  special  improvement,  as  follows:

All  moneys  derived  from  the  operation  of  the  said 
Kansas  State  Fair  shall  be,  by  the  Board  of  State  Fair  Man- 
agers, converted  into  the  state  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  re- 
volving fund  created  by  this  act,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  said  state  treasurer  to  carry  as  a  separate  account  on 
the  books  of  his  office  the  said  revolving  fund,  which  fund  shall 
be  used  for  the  payment  of  warrants  drawn  against  the  same 
upon  the  vouchers  of  the  Board  of  State  Fair  Managers  with- 
out further  appropriation. 

Sec.  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  State  Fair  Managers 
shall  give  a  bond  in  such  sum  and  with  such  security  as  said 
board  may  require  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  funds  that  may

Sec.  4.  The  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw 
his  warrants  on  the  treasurer  of  state  upon  duly  itemized  and

An  Act  making  appropriations  to  the  Kansas  Free  Fair  Association  of 
Topeka,  Kansas,  to  aid  in  meeting  the  operating  expenses  thereof  for 
the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1920,  and  June  30,  1921,  and  pro- 
hibiting gambling  and  gambling  devices  on  said  fair  grounds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  following  sums  are  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  state  treasury,  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  the  Kansas  Free  Fair  Association  of  Topeka, 
Kansas,  to  aid  in  meeting  the  expenses  of  said  fair  association 
in  holding  fairs  at  Topeka,  Shawnee  county,  Kansas :  fifteen 
thousand  ($15,000)  dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1920;  and  fifteen  thousand  ($16,000)  for  the  fiscal  year  end* 
ing  June  30, 1921 :  Provided,  however,  that  before  the  auditor 
of  state  shall  issue  any  warrant  for  the  payment  of  said  funds 
there  shall  be  placed  on  file  in  his  ofiice  an  itemized  statement, 
under  the  certificate  of  said  association,  showing  the  total  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  connected  with  the  holding  of  said 
fair  association's  exposition  for  the  preceding  year  under 
which  this  appropriation  is  made  payable:  And  provided 
further,  that  no  part  of  the  above  appropriations  herein  made 
for  the  Topeka  fair  shall  be  available  or  payable  if  said  asso- 
ciation shall  use,  permit  or  cause  to  be  used  the  word  ''state'' 
in  its  officially  designated  and  authorized  name. 

K  is  hereby  expressly  provided  that  the  appropria- 
tions as  herein  made  shall  not  be  available  if  any  gambling  or 
gambling  device  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  on  the  grounds 
where  said  association  holds  its  fairs. 

Sec.  3.  The  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  draw  his  warrants  upon  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the 
several  amounts  and  for  the  purposes  as  herein  appropriated 
upon  duly  verified  vouchers  approved  by  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Kansas  Free  Fair  Association  of  Topeka,  Kansas. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  14. 

STATE  FIRE  MARSHAL'S  DEPARTMENT  FOR  FISCAL  YEARS 

ENDING  JUNE  30,  1920  AND  1921. 

Senate  bill  No.  826. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  state  fire  marshara  department  and  making 
appropriations  for  the  operation  thereof  as  provided  by  chapter  198 
of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  or  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  all  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1919,  known  as  the  state 
fire  marshars  fee  fund,  together  with  all  fees  received  by  said 
department  which  shall  accrue  to  said  fund  as  is  provided  in 
and  by  chapter  198  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  or  as  may  be 
provided  by  law,  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  state  fire  mar- 
shars fee  fund,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  for 
the  use  and  purposes  expressed  and  specified  in  said  chapter 
198  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  or  as  may  be  provided  by 
law:  Provided  further,  that  any  balance  remaining  in  said 
fund  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  to- 
gether with  all  fees  received  by  said  department  which  shall 
accrue  to  said  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  and  made  avail- 
able for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  for  the  use  and 
purposes  expressed  and  specified  in  said  chapter,  or  as  may  be 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  money  so  credited  to  said  fund  shall  be  paid  by 
the  state  treasurer  upon  the  warrants  drawn  by  the  auditor 
of  state  for  the  purposes  only  as  expressed  and  provided  in 
and  by  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  198  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917,  or  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  upon  duly  itemized  and 
verified  vouchers  approved  by  the  state  fire  marshal,  and  in 
no  event  shall  the  total  expenses  of  the  department  exceed  the 
total  amount  received  as  fees  belonging  to  the  state. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

AND  1921. 

Senate  bill  No.  220. 

An  Act  making  appropriations  to  pay  for  the  storing  and  properly  dis- 
playing the  records,  relics,  etc.,  of  individuals,  etc.,  who  fought  in  the 
war  of  the  Union,  in  the  Grand  Army  Museum,  and  to  pay  for  publish-

ganizations who  fought  in  the  late  war  of  the  rebellion  and  of 
other  individuals .  and  military  organizations  as  have  now  or 
may  hereafter  come  into  the  possession  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  Department  of  Kansas,  or  wh'ch  shall  from  time 
to  time  come  into  possession  of  the  Grand  Army  Museum,  as 
provided  by  chapter  156,  Laws  of  1895,  and  for  publication  of 
the  reports  of  the  department  commander  to  the  governor :

for  the  maintenance  of  an  office,  the  preservation  of  banners, 
mementoes^  relics,  flags,  and  records  of  the  service  of  individ- 
uals and  organizations  who  fought  in  the  late  war  with  Spain 
and  of  other  patriotic  organizations  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  and 
for  publication  of  reports  of  the  department  commander  to  the 
governor:  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1920, 
$1,000.00.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1921, 
$1,000.00. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  takS  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

has  been  by  this  legislature  directed  to  print  and  bind. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  auditor  of  state  is  directed  to  draw  his 
warrants  upon  the  state  treasury  in  the  sum  and  for  the  pur- 
pose indicated  in  section  1  of  this  act  in  favor  and  upon  the 
verified  voucher  of  the  state  printer.

172,  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  of  1917,  and  to  cooperate  with  the 
federal  government  in  all  matters  pertaining  thereto  and  to 
assure  appropriations  and  benefits  heretofore  made  and  con- 
ferred and  hereafter  to  be  made  and  conferred  by  the  federal 
government  the  following  sums : 

For  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919, 
$1,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  $5,000;  and 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  $5,000:  Provided, 
that  all  moneys  hereby  appropriated  which  shall  be  unex- 
pended on  June  30,  1919,  are  hereby  reappropriated  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  and  all  moneys  so  appropri- 
ated for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  which  shall  re- 
main unexpended  on  that  date  are  hereby  reappropriated  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  auditor  of  the  state  is  hereby  directed  to 
draw  his  warrants  upon  vouchers  duly  verified  by  the  claim- 
ants and  approved  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the 
Kansas  Water  Commission. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

All  private  institutions  of  the  state  of  a  chari- 
table nature,  which  shall  receive  state  aid,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  visitation,  inspection  and  supervision  by  the  State 
Board  of  Administration,  as  are  the  public  charitable  institu- 
tions of  this  state,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Stat^ 
Board  of  Administration  to  pass  annually  upon  the  fitness  of 
every  such  institution,  and  every  such  institution  shall  an- 
nually, at  such  time  as  said  State  Board  of  Administration 
shall  direct,  make  report  thereto,  showing  its  condition,  man- 
agement and  competency  to  adequately  care  for  its  inmates 
or  patients,  and  such  other  facts  as  said  State  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration may  require;  and  upon  said  State  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration being  satisfied  that  such  institution  is  competent 
and  has  adequate  facilities  to  care  for  such  patients  or  inmates, 
and  as  not  being  conducted  for  profit,  and  the  proper  handling 
of  the  amounts  received  from  public  funds  and  from  donations 
and  from  all  other  sources,  the  State  Board  of  Administration 
shall  grant  state  aid. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  sum  of  $15,750,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  money 
in  the  state  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30, 1920,  and  the  sum  of  $15,750,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of 
any  money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  to  all  the  private 
institutions  of  the  state,  of  a  charitable  nature,  which  shall  be 
apportioned  by  the  said  State  Board  of  Administration  among 
such  institutions  as  those  mentioned  in  section  1  of  this  act, 
according  to  the  needs  of  such  institution  and  the  amount  of 
charitable  work  carried  on :  Provided,  that  no  more  than  $500 
shall  be  apportioned  to  any  one  of  such  institutions  for  a  fiscal 
year. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  State  Board  of  Administration  shall 
furnish  the  auditor  of  state  a  list  of  such  institutions,  and  the 
amounts  apportioned  to  such  institutions;  and  the  auditor  of 
state  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrants  on  the  treas- 
urer of  state  in  favor  of  such  institutions  for  the  amounts 
apportioned,  upon  verified  vouchers,  signed  and  sworn  to  by 
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the  president  and  secretary  of  the  institution  receiving  such 
aid,  and  approved  by  said  State  Board  of  Administration. 

Sec.  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

Sec.  2.  That  the  salaries  of  all  officers  and  employees  in  all 
of  the  institutions  for  which  appropriations  are  made  in  this 
act,  except  such  as  may  be  fixed  by  law,  shall  be  fixed  annually 
by  the  governing  board  thereof,  and  when  so  fixed  shall  remain 
in  force  and  effect  until  changed  or  amended  by  said  board 
with  the  written  approval  of  the  governor.  Copy  of  the  sched- 
ule of  the  salaries  for  each  of  said  institutions,  when  so  fixed 
and  determined,  shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor  of  state  to  be 
used  as  the  basis  in  auditing  the  monthly  payrolls.

These  schedules  shall 
show,  in  addition  to  the  salary  fixed  for  each  position,  the  exact 
period  of  time  during  the  year  covered  by  said  salary,  and  the 
additional  amount,  if  any,  which  is  paid  to  each  employee  from 
federal  or  funds  other  than  those  appropriated  herein.  The 
salary  so  fixed  shall  be  prorated  into  monthly  payments  and 
paid  as  earned.  No  officer  or  employee  in  any  of  said  institu- 
tions shall  claim  or  accept  any  additional  compensation  or  re- 
muneration from  the  state  of  Kansas  or  any  department  or  sub- 
division thereof  for  any  service  rendered  or  performed  by  him 
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during  the  period  covered  by  said  salary  schedule,  and  it  shall 
hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  professor,  instructor  or  other 
employee  of  any  of  the  said  institutions  to  charge  or  accept  as  a 
personal  perquisite  any  fee  or  per  diem  from  any  individual, 
society,  club,  association  or  community  for  any  service  properly 
belonging  to  the  resident  or  extension  work  of  the  institution 
in  which  he  is  employed.

tive authority  shall  have  power  to  fix  and  collect  charges,  costs 
and  fees  for  expenses  incurred,  services  rendered,  and  material 
or  supplies  furnished  to  the  students  and  others:  Provided, 
that  if  said  institution  shall  levy  a  student  activity  fee  that  the 
fund  collected  from  said  fee  shall  be  set  apart  and  used  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  the  student  entertainment  and  informa- 
tion along  the  lines  of  lectures,  athletics,  musical  entertain- 
ments, etc.  Any  commencement  fee  levicid  may  be  set  apart 
for  the  commencement  purposes.  Any  sum  in  excess  of  ten 
dollars  ($10.00)  in  the  fee,  estate  fund,  interest  and  rent 
funds  of  any  institution  or  its  auxiliaries,  branches,  or  con- 
nected institutions  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1919,  are  [is]  hereby  reappropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1920,  and  any  unexpended  balance  remaining  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  is  hereby  re- 
appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  and  any 
unexpended  balance  in  any  of  the  said  revolving  funds  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1920,  and  any  un- 
expended balance  remaining  in  any  revolving  funds  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year  1920,  is  hereby  reappropriated  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1921 :  Provided,  that  the  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration through  its  business  manager  shall  make  an  an- 
nual report  to  the  auditor  of  state  of  all  fees  and  receipts 
separately  collected  at  each  institution  under  its  supervision;

Said  revolving  funds  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  sums  here- 
tofore placed  in  the  hands  of  the  authorit'es  of  state  institu- 
tions for  like  purposes.  The  sums  so  appropriated  or  so  much 
thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  shall  be  paid  out  upon  a  voucher 
in  such  form  as  the  business  manager  of  the  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration may  prescribe,  which  voucher  shall  be  verified  by 
the  superintendent  .or  chief  executive  of  the  institution  and 
approved  by  the  business  manager  of  the  State  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration.

from  the  funds  out  of  which  said  payments  would  have  been 
made  if  they  had  not  been  made  out  of  said  revolving  funds 
to  the  said  revolving  funds  amounts  equal  to  such  payments 
so  as  to  restore  said  revolving  funds  to  their  original  amounts, 
and  the  amount  so  restored  shall  thereupon  be  subject  to  pay- 
ment upon  voucher  as  above  prescribed. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  several  amounts  herein  appropriated  shall 
in  no  case  be  used  or  expended  for  any  other  use  or  purpose 
than  that  indicated  in  such  respective  items;  nor  shall  any 
obligations  be  incurred  or  money  expended  on  account  of  any 
item,  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  item.  No  such  excess 
expenditure  or  obligation  shall  ever  be  or  become  a  charge 
against  or  obligation  of  the  state  of  Kansas. 

Sec.  6.  All  persons  on  the  pay  roll  of  said  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration and  the  institutions  covered  by  this  act  shall  be 
paid  by  warrant  of  the  auditor  of  state  drawn  on  the  treasurer 
of  state  upon  certificate  of  the  amount  due  them,  signed  by  the 
business  manager  of  the  Board  of  Administration,  and  all 
other  claims  upon  detailed  itemized  and  verified  voucher  which 
shall*  be  approved  by  said  business  manager  of  the  Board  of 
Administration  and  signed  by  such  official  as  he  may  direct. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

ployees of  the  State  Soldiers'  Home  and  the  Mother  Bickerdyke 
Home,  which  salaries  when  so  fixed  shall  be  and  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

The  commandant  and  superintendent  of  the  State  Soldiers' 
Home  and  the  Mother  Bickerdyke  Home  respectively,  shall 
pay  monthly  to  the  treasurer  of  state  all  moneys  that  may  come 
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into  their  hands  from  sales,  or  from  the  care  of  inmates  or 
from  any  other  source,  and  shall  submit  to  the  State  Board  of 
Managers  and  the  auditor  of  state  an  itemized  and  -verified 
statement  of  all  moneys  so  received,  which  moneys  shall  be 
placed  by  the  treasurer  in  the  general  maintenance  fund  ap- 
propriated for  the  respective  institutions,  which  moneys  may 
be  drawn  upon  by  the  State  Board  of  Managers,  the  same  as 
any  other  moneys  belonging  to  the  general  maintenance  fund 
of  such  institutions.  All  moneys  on  hand  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  state  from  the  above  institutions  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  regulations,  and  what  may  be  paid  during  fiscal 
years  1920  and  1921,  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
above  stated  and  for  permanent  improvements. 

Sec.  2.  Any  unexpended  balances  of  any  fund  heretofore 
appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  are 
hereby  reappropriated  for  maintenance  purposes  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1920 ;  and  any  and  all  money  herein  ap- 
propriated for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1920,  which  shall 
not  be  expended  during  that  year  is  hereby  reappropriated  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  money  now  in  the  state  treasury  received 
from  the  United  States  for  the  support  of  the  State  Soldiers' 
Home  at  Fort  Dodge,  Kansas,  and  all  such  money  which  shall  be 
received  from  such  source  for  the  support  of  said  home  during 
or  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1920,  and  June  30,  1921, 
shall  be  covered  into  the  state  treasury  and  become  a  part  of 
the  general  fund  of  the  state,  the  state  having  appropriated 
funds  to  cover  these  amounts. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  state  auditor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw 
his  warrants  upon  the  state  treasurer  for  the  sums  and  for  the 
purposes  specified  in  this  act  on  sworn  vouchers  of  the  claim- 
ants and  approved  by  the  president  of  the  State  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  said  Soldiers'  Home,  and  certified  by  the  secretary 
of  the  si^id  board  as  having  been  audited,  approved  and  allowed 
by  said  board  at  a  regular  session,  giving  the  date  and  the 
amount  of  such  allowance. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

'  Sec.  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

ending  June  30,  1919. 

Sec  2.  The  auditor  of  state  shall  draw  his  warrants  on  the 
treasurer  of  state  for  the  several  sums  and  purposes  specified 
in  this  act  upon  verified  vouchers  approved  by  the  business 
manager  of  the  Board  of  Administration. 

Sec  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  ofi[icial  state  paper.

That  the  Industrial  Department  of  the  Western 
University  at  Quindaro  shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  con- 
trol of  the  State  Board  of  Administration  of  the  state  of  Kan- 
sas; the  trustees  of  said  institution  shall  be  appointed  as  is 
provided  by  chapter  108,  article  51  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas,  1916.

Said 
funds  may  be  drawn  upon  by  the  business  manager  of  the 
Board  of  Administration  the  same  as  any  other  moneys  be- 
longing to  the  general  maintenance  of  said  institution  and  for 
permanent  improvements.

That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($26,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  Industrial  Farm  for  Women  out  of  any 
money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  for 
the  period  ending  June  30,  1919,  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
salaries  and  for  maintenance  and  repairs. 

Any  unexpended  balance  in  the  above  appropriation  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  is  hereby  re- 
appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1920,  and  any 
unexpended  balance  remaining  in  these  funds  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  is  hereby  reappropriated 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  auditor  of  state  shall  draw  his  warrants  on  the 
treasurer  of  state  for  the  several  sums  and  purposes  as  speci- 
fied in  this  act  upon  verified  vouchers  approved  by  the  business 
manager  of  the  Board  of  Administration.

An  Act  relating  to  the  Kansas  State  Penitentiary  and  making  appro- 
priations therefor  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1920,  and 
June  80, 1921. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  following  sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money 
in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  the  Kansas 
State  Penitentiary  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1920, 
and  June  30, 1921,  as  follows:

Any  unexpended  balance  of  any  of  the  above  appropria- 
tions made  to  this  institution,  including  any  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  any  appropriation  made  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1919,  is  hereby  reappropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1920,  and  any  unexpended  balance  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  is  hereby  reappropriated 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  for  the  purposes  only 
as  made  herein. 

The  Board  of  Administration  shall  annually,  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  July,  determine  and  fix,  with  the  written  approval 
of  the  Governor,  the  annual  salaries,  except  such  as  are  fixed 
by  law,  of  all  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  said  Peniten- 
tiary, which  salaries  when  so  fixed  shall  be  in  and  remain  in 
force  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  unforeseen  reason  specific  appropriations 
should  become  exhausted,  or  for  any  extraordinary  reason  it 
should  become  necessary  to  make  expenditures  of  money  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Penitentiary  or  its  appurtenances,  the  war- 
den of  the  Penitentiary  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  sum, 
minutely  estimating  and  stating  the  purpose  for  which  the' 
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money  is  to  be  expended ;  such  estimate  and  statement  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  business  manager  of  the  Board  of  Adminis- 
tration for  his  approval;  such  estimate  with  a  statement  for 
which  purpose  the  money  is  to  be  expended,  thus  approved  by 
the  business  manager  of  the  State  Board  of  Administration 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Council  of  the  state  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting  thereof,  and,  if  approved  by  said 
Executive  Council,  the  auditor  of  state  shall  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the  amount  estimated  by  the  war- 
den, and  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the  warrant  out  of  the  con- 
tingent fund  appropriated  in  section  1  of  this  act;  but  such 
money  shall  be  expended  for  no  purpose  other  than  that  which 
is  designated  in  the  estimate  upon  which  the  auditor  draws 
his  warrant. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  allow  any  convict  in  the 
Penitentiary  to  perform  any  labor  for  private  citizens  outside 
of  the  Penitentiary  grounds  for  hire  or  otherwise,  except 
upon  the  public  highways  of  the  stete,  and  the  warden  shall 
employ  the  surplus  convict  labor  in  extending  and  repairing 
the  state  and  county  roads,  and  upon  other  work  exclusively 
for  the  benefit  of  the  stete.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
other  person  other  than  the  convicte  to  be  boarded  or  fed  at  the 
expense  of  the  stete. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  to  furnish  each' 
of  the  employees  of  the  Penitentiary  at  Lansing,  being  the 
head  of  a  family,  one  hundred  fifty  bushels  of  coal  annually 
from  the  mine  free  of  charge,  and  additional  coal  necessary  to 
supply  the  residence  of  said  officer  may  be  furnished  them  at 
actual  cost  of  production. 

Sec.  5.  The  warden  shall  pay  monthly  to  the  treasurer  of 
stete  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  from  sales  or 
from  any  other  source,  and  shall  submit  to  the  business  man- 
ager of  the  Board  of  Administration  and  the  auditor  of  stete 
an  itemized  and  verified  stetement  of  all  moneys  so  received, 
and  any  balances  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1919,  is  [are]  hereby  reappropriated.for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1920,  for  general  maintenance  purposes ;  and  any  un- 
expended balance  remaining  in  this  fund  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  is  hereby  reappropriated  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  for  general  maintenance 
purpose  of  said  institution. 

Sec.  6.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  a  revolving  fund  for 
said  institution  to  be  used  in  emergency  to  pay  the  bills  and 
accounte  thereof  which  demand  immediate  attention,  said  in- 
stitution is  hereby  authorized  to  make  out  and  present  to  the 
auditor  of  stete  a  voucher  duly  verified  by  the  executive  head 
of  said  institution  and  approved  by  the  business  manager  of 
the  Board  of  Administration  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, drawn  against  the  appropriation  of  said  institution  for 
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general  maintenance  purposes.  Said  revolving  fund  shall  be  in 
lieu  of  all  other  funds  placed  in  the  hands  of  said  institution 
for  like  purposes.  At  the  close  of  each  month  there  shall  be 
filed  by  the  business  manager  of  the  Board  of  Administration 
with  the  auditor  of  state  an  itemized  and  detailed  statement  of 
all  payments  made  out  of  said  revolving  fund  together  with 
such  evidence  of  such  payment  as  the  auditor  of  state  and  said 
business  manager  may  require,  and  the  auditor  of  state  shall 
thereupon  transfer  from  the  funds  out  of  which  said  payinents 
would  have  been  made  if  they  had  not  been  made  out  of  said 
revolving  fund  to  the  said  revolving  fund  amounts  equal  to 
such  payments  so  as  to  restore  said  revolving  fund  to  its  orig- 
inal amount,  and  the  amount  so  restored  shall  thereupon  be 
subject  to  payment  upon  voucher  as  above' prescribed. 

Sec.  7.  The  warden  of  the  Penitentiary  shall  give  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond  to  the  state  of  Kansas,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Governor,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars, 
conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office  and  faithfully  and  promptly  account  for  and  pay  over 
all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his  possession  as  warden  of 
the  Kansas  State  Penitentiary,  the  premium  of  said  bond  to  be 
paid  from  the  appropriation  made  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
twine  plant. 

Sec.  8.  The  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
his  warrants  upon  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the  amounts  and 
purposes  specified  in  this  act,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  liquidate  all  such  accounts  as  may  be  presented  to 
him,  in  accordance  with  section  17  of  an  act  in  relation  to  the 
Penitentiary  approved  March  3,  1868:  Provided,  that  no  ac- 
count shall  be  allowed  or  audited  unless  upon  itemized  vouch- 
ers, duly  verified  by  affidavit,  showing  that  the  funds  appro- 
priated are  to  be  applied  to  the  specific  purpose  for  which  they 
are  appropriated,  which  said  vouchers  shall  be  approved  by 
the  business  manager  of  the  State  Board  of  Administration. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and

KANSAS  STATE  PENITENTIARY— HARD  FIBER  TWINE  PLANT 
REVOLVING  FUND;  CLERK  AND  CASHIER,  BOND. 

Senate  bill  No.  301. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  hard-fiber  twine  plant  of  the  Kansas  State 
Penitentiary,  at  Lansing,  and  making  appropriation  for  the  operation 
thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  all  moneys  now  in  the  state  treasury 
or  in  the  care  and  custody  of  the  warden  of  the  State  Peniten- 
tiary at  Lansing,  known  as  the  hard-fiber  twine  plant  revolv- 
ing fund,  created  under  and  by  chapter  24  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1899,  together  with  all  amendatory  acts  thereto,  being  an 
act  entitled :  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  creation  and  mainten- 
ance of  a  hard-fiber  twine  plant  at  the  Kansas  State  Peniten- 
tiary at  Lansing,  Kansas,  and  making  appropriations  there- 
for," together  with  all  profits  which  may  thereafter  accrue  to 
said  fund  and  the  interest  upon  said  fund,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  appropriated  to  and  made  a  part  of  the  revolving  fund 
of  said  hard-Aber  twine  plant  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June 
30,  1920,  and  June  30,  1921. 

Sec.  2.  The  moneys  in  said  revolving  fund  shall  be  paid  by 
the  state  treasurer  upon  warrants  issued  by  the  auditor  of 
state  upon  itemized  and  verified  vouchers  of  the  warden  of  the 
Kansas  State  Penitentiary,  approved  by  the  managing  board 
of  said  institution. 

Sec.  3.  All  moneys  received  by  or  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  warden  shall  remain  on  deposit  in  the  state  treasury  until 
actually  needed  for  disbursement;  and  when  necessary  to  be 
deposited  in  any  bank,  such  bank  shall  be  designated  by  the 
governor,  and  such  bank  shall  be  required  to  pay  at  least  two 
per  centum  interest  on  daily  balances. 

Sec.  4.  The  chief  clerk  of  the  Kansas  State  Penitentiary  at 
Lansing  shall  be  the  clerk  and  cashier  of  the  said  hard-fiber 
twine  plant  and  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  forty  thousand 
dollars  ($40,000)  in  some  reliable  and  responsible  surety  com- 
pany authorized  to  do  business  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  to  be 
approved  by  the  governor,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duty  and  the  faithful  accounting  to  the  state  of  Kansas  for  all 
moneys  that  may  come  into  his  possession  or  under  his  control, 
and  the  said  clerk  shall  receive  the  expense  of  the  premiums  on 
the  said  surety  bonds,  together  with  the  sum  of  six  hundred 
dollars  per  annum  as  cashier  and  clerk  for  said  hard-fiber 
twine  plant,  to  be  paid  from  the  profits  of  said  twine  plant: 
Provided,  however,  that  the  said  clerk  and  cashier  shall  pay  out 
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the  funds  coming  into  his  hands  only  upon  the  order  of  the 
warden. 

Sec.  5.   This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  [the]  statute  book.

war,  which  said  sum  so  borrowed  and  expenses  incurred  were 
authorized  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  as  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  state  in  order  that  Kansas  might  properly  and 
effectively  cooperate  with  the  National  Council  of  Defense 
and  perform  the  state's  duty  in  looking  after  the  nation's 
defense. 

Sec.  2.  The  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer  of  state  for 
the  amount  herein  appropriated  upon  the  presentation  of  a 
duly  verified  voucher  approved  by  the  chairman  and  secre- 
tary of  said  Kansas  State  Council  of  Defense  and  by  the  then 
governor  of  the  state  who  created  said  council.

An  Act  for  compensation  to  Harold  H.  Amos  for  the  loss  of  his  hand, 
the  loss  of  hearing  in  one  ear,  and  other  injuries  while  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty  in  the  State  Agricultural  College  at  Manhattan,  Kansas, 
and  making  appropriation  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.    That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  state  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the 
sum  of  $3,000  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  Harold  H.  Amos,  assist- 
ant in  the  chemical  department  in  the  State  Agricultural  • 
College  at  Manhattan,  Kansas,  who  on  May  14,  1917,  while  in  / 
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the  line  of  his  duty  and  acting:  under  the  order  of  his  superior 
authority,  who  was  empowered  by  the  state  of  Kansas  to  issue 
such  order  and  direction,  sustained  and  received  personal  in- 
juries and  disabilities  in  an  explosion  while  conducting  a 
chemical  experiment  under  the  orders  and  direction  of  said 
superior.  The  injury  necessitated  the  amputation  of  his  left 
hand  at  the  wrist ;  caused  the  loss  of  hearing  in  his  left  ear  by 
breaking  the  drum  thereof ;  shocked  and  impaired  his  nervous 
system ;  and  produced  more  or  less  impairment  of  his  general 
health ;  and  inflicted  numerous  cuts  and  bruises  upon  his  body, 
face,  and  head. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  state  treasurer  for  the  sum  herein 
appropriated,  and  the  said  sum  shall  be  in  full  and  complete 
payment  for  all  claims  which  said  Harold  H.  Amos  shall  have 
against  or  receive  from  the  state  of  Kansas  on  account  of  the 
injuries  set  forth  in  section  1  of  this  act.

FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  C.  A.  BAYSINGER,  INJURED  AT  FORT 

HAYS  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

Sabstitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  562. 

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  relief  of  C.  A.  Baysinger,  a 
state  employee  injured  by  accident  at  the  Fort  Hays  Normal  School. 

Whereas,  C.  A.  Baysinger,  on  and  prior  to  January  30, 1919, 
was  employed  by  the  state  of  Kaiisas  as  fireman  at  the  power 
plant  of  the  Fort  Hays  Kansas  Normal  School  at  a  salary  of 
$75  per  month,  and  was  upon  said  day  severely  scalded  and 
otherwise  seriously  injured  by  accident  caused  by  the  bursting 
of  a  steam  pipe  and  connection,  without  fault  upon  his  part; 
and 

Whereas,  His  injuries  have  incapacitated  him  for  work,  has 
placed  his  life  in  danger,  and  he  has  been  necessarily  placed  in 
a  hospital  for  treatment,  and  has  no  other  means  of  support 
than  his  salary  and  has  a  family  dependent  upon  him:  now, 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  sum  of  $1,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  and 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  State  Board  of  Administration  out 
of  any  funds  in  the  state  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
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for  the  following  purposes,  to  wit :  In  pa3rment  to  said  C.  A. 
Baysinger  an  amount  from  month  to  month  equal  to  tiie  salary 
that  he  was  receiving  at  the  time  of  said  accident,  during  the 
time  of  his  disability  caused  by  said  accident,  not  to  exceed 
the  period  of  four  months.  Also  in  payment  of  all  necessary 
surgical  and  medical  attendance  and  hospital  expenses.  The 
State  Board  of  Administration  shall  determine  the  amounts 
necessary  to  be  expended  for  the  above  purposes,  and  the  busi- 
ness manager  of  said  board  shall  prepare  and  certify  necessary 
vouchers  therefor,  and  when  so  certified  shall  be  honored  by 
the  state  auditor,  who  shall  draw  and  issue  his  warrants  there- 
for upon  the  state  treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  and  the  appropriations  herein  provided 
shall  not  be  construed  as  the  acknowledgment  of  liability  on 
the  part  of  the  state ;  the  purpose  of  this  act  being  simply  to 
furnish  temporary  and  necessary  relief  to  the  said  C.  A.  Bay- 
singer  during  the  period  of  his  inability  to  work.

Whereas,  Although  the  state  of  Kansas  has  recognized  the 
justice  of  this  obligation  and  has  frequently  so  declared  by 
solemn  act  of  the  legislative  and  executive  departments  of  the 
state  government  of  Kansas,  N.  I.  Sturdevant  has  never  re- 
ceived the  said  sum  of  $500,  nor  any  part  thereof :  now,  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the 
sum  of  $500  to  N.  I.  Sturdevant,  to  be  accepted  by  him  as  pay- 
ment in  full  for  all  claims  he  may  have  against  the  state  of 
Kansas  for  the  destruction  of  ten  head  of  cattle. 
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Sec.  2.  That  the  auditor  of  state  is  directed  to  draw  his 
warrants  upon  the  treasury  of  state  in  favor  of  the  person 
named,  in  the  amount  and  for  the  purposes  specified  in  section 
1  of  this  act,  upon  the  verified  voucher  of  such  claimant. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

An  Act  making  appropriations  to  certain  officers  and  members  of  the 
legislature  for  postage,  telegraph  and  telephone  expenses. 

Be  it  enucted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  to 
every  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  every  Sena- 
tor»  to  the  speaker  of  the  House,  to  the  lieutenant  governor,  to 
the  chief  clerk  of  the  House,  and  to  the  secretary  of  the  Senate 
the  following  sums  of  money  for  the  purposes  stated : 

For  postage  during  the  session  of  1919 $25.00 

For  telegraph  and  telephone  expenses 26.00 

Making  a  total  aggregate  of 8,450.00 

Sec.  2.  That  the  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  directed  to  draw 
his  warrants  upon  the  treasurer  of  state  to  the  persons,  for 
the  amounts  and  purposes  stated  in  section  1  of  this  act,  upon 
duly  verified  vouchers  issued  by  the  proper  authorities  in  the 
respective  houses. 

Sec.  S.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

An  Act  relating  to  motor  vehicles,  providing  penalties  for  the  violation 
of  this  act,  and  amending  sections  500  and  610  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1915  and  sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  6  of  chapter  74  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917,  and  repealing  said  original  sections. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature' of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  500  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1916  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  600.  The  words  and  phrases  used  in  this  act  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  be  construed  as  follows :  "Motor  vehicles" 
shall  include  all  vehicles  propelled  by  any  power  other  than 
muscular  power,  excepting,  however,  traction  engines  used 
exclusively  in  drawing  or  propelling  farm  machinery,  road 
rollers,  any  vehicle  that  runs  on  a  track,  and  any  vehicle  that 
travels  through  the  air.  Highways  shall  include  public  streets, 
roads,  turnpikes,  parks,  parkways,  drives,  alleys  and  other 
public  ways  used  for  the  passage  of  road  vehicles. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  one  of  chapter  74  of  the  Laws  of  1917 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  1. 
Every  person,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  owning, 
or.  who  may  hereafter  own,  a  motor  vehicle  shall  make  or 
cause  to  be  made,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  in  the  office  of  the 
county  treasurer,  an  application  for  registration  on  a  suitable 
blank,  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state,  setting  forth  a  de- 
tailed description,  the  name  and  make  of  car,  engine  number, 
year  of  model,  style  and  horsepower,  the  name  and  address  of 
the  owners,  and  such  other  information  as  the  secretary  of 
state  may  require,  together  with  a  registration  fee  of  $2  for 
each  motorcycle  and  $5  for  each  motor  vehicle  other  than  a 
motorcycle :  Provided,  that  after  the  first  six  months  of  any 
registration  year  has  expired,  the  fee  for  registration  shall  be 
reduced  to  half  the  amount  for  the  remainder,  or  any  part  of 
the  remainder,  of  such  registration  year.  The  registration 
year  shall  begin  July  1  of  each  year,  and  all  licenses  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  dated  the  day  and  year 
of  their  issue  and  shall  expire  on  the  30th  day  of  June  next 
thereafter :  Provided,  no  registration  fee  shall  be  charged  for 
any  motor  vehicle  owned  by  any  municipal  corporation  in  this 
state  or  Red  Cross  ambulances  not  operated  for  profit,  but  such 
vehicle  shall  be  registered  as  herein  provided.  Such  registra- 
tion shall  be  renewed  annually  in  the  same  manner  and  upon 
the  payment  of  the  same  fee  as  provided  for  original  registra- 
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tion,  such  renewal  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  of  each 
year.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application,  said  secretary  of 
state  shalKfile  such  application  in  his  office  and  shall  resrister 
each  such  motor  vehicle  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  assign  and  transmit  to  each  such  applicant  a  number 
plate  and  a  license  certificate,  numbering  them  consecutively, 
and  no  person  shall  operate  or  drive  a  motor  vehicle  on  the 
highways  of  this  state  unless  the  official  number  plate  fur- 
nished by  said  secretary  of  state  shall  be  conspiciously  dis- 
played on  the  rear  of  such  motor  vehicle:  Provided,  that  a 
receipt  from  the  proper  officer  for  the  fees  above  provided  for 
shall  entitle  said  applicant  to  operate  and  drive  said  motor 
vehicle  until  said  license  certificate  and  number  plate  shall  be 
furnished  by  said  secretary  of  state:  And  provided  further, 
that  said  permission  to  operate  said  motor  vehicle  without  said 
license  certificate  and  number  plate  shall  not  be  for  a  period 
longer  than  fifteen  days. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  610  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1916  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  610. 
The  provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  registration 
and  fees,  shall  not  apply  to  any  motor  vehicle  owned  and  oper- 
ated for  a  period  not  longer  than  sixty  days  at  a  time,  by  a  non- 
resident of  this  state :  Provided,  the  owner  thereof  can  show 
satisfactory  proof  that  he  has  complied  with  the  law  govern- 
ing the  licensing  and  registration  of  motor  vehicles  in  the  state, 
territory,  federal  district  or  foreign  country  of  which  he  is  a 
resident,  and  shall  display  on  said  motor  vehicle  a  number  plate 
or  plates  in  conformity  with  the  law  of  the  state,  territory,  fed- 
eral district  or  foreign  country  of  his  residence :  And  provided 
further,  that  a  receipt  from  the  proper  officer  of  such  state, 
territory,  federal  district  or  foreign  country,  showing  that  the 
owner  of  such  motor  vehicle  has  made  application  for  the 
registration  of  the  same  and  has  paid  the  fees  therefor,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  that  the  owner  of  such  motor  vehicle  has 
complied  with  the  law  of  said  state,  territory,  federal  district 
or  foreign  country,  and  shall  entitle  him  to  operate  such  motor 
vehicle  in  this  state  until  a  license  certificate  and  a  number 
plate  or  plates  are  received  by.  such  owner  from  the  proper 
officer  of  such  state,  territory,  federal  district  or  foreign  coun- 
try: Provided,  that  such  permission  to  operate  said  motor 
vehicle  without  such  license  certificate  and  number  plate  or 
plates  shall  not  be  for  a  period  longer  than  fifteen  days.  Motor 
vehicles  used  wholly  or  partly  in  this  state  as  service  cars  or 
for  hauling  freight  or  carrying  passengers  for  hire  shall  be 
held  to  be  owned  in  this  state,  for  all  the  purpoj^es  of  this  act, 
if  when  not  in  use  such  motor  vehicles  are  housed  and  kept 
within  this  state. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  2  of  chapter  74  of  the  Laws  of  1917 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:    Sec.  2. 
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There  is  hereby  created  in  each  county  in  this  state  a  special 
road  fund  to  be  known  as  the  motor  vehicle  license  fund,  and 
the  county  treasurer  shall  place  all  fees  collected  by  him  under 
this  act,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  in  said  motor 
vehicle  license  fund  to  be  used  only  to  apply  on  the  dragging 
of  legally  established  county  and  township  roads  excepting 
that  in  townships  where  the  roads  are  not  sufficiently  im- 
proved to  be  dragged  said  money  may  be  used  in  upkeep  and 
the  same  shall  be  paid  out  only  on  properly  approved  vouchers 
drawn  on  said  fund  for  that  purpose:  Provided,  that  if  said 
fund  shall  not  all  be  required  to  pay  the  expense  of  dragging 
roads  as  herein  provided,  any  balance  remaining  shall  be 
turned  into  the  county  road  fund  for  the  maintenance  of 
roads  otherwise  than  by  dra^ng.  All  registration  fees,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  be  paid  to  the  county 
treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  the  applicant  for  registration 
resides,  and  said  county  treasurer  shall  issue  a  receipt  in  tripli- 
cate, on  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state,  one 
copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  state  auditor,  one  copy 
to  be  delivered  to  the  applicant,  which  receipt  shall  entitle  said 
applicant  for  license  to  operate  his  said  motor  vehicle  until 
said  number  plate  and  license  certificate  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  secretary  of  state,  as  provided  in  section  2  hereof ;  and 
said  county  treasurer  shall  immediately  transmit  one  copy  of 
such  receipt,  together  with  fifty  cents  for  each  motor  vehicle 
other  than  motorcycle  and  fifty  cents  for  each  motorcycle,  to 
the  secretary  of  state.  After  remitting  the  fees  provided  for 
to  the  secretary  of  state,  the  remainder  of  said  fund  shall  be 
distributed  as  follows:  All  registration  fees  provided  for  in 
this  act  on  motor  vehicles  owned  by  residents  of  cities  of  the 
first  and  second  classes  shall  be  credited  to  the  special  fund 
herein  provided  for  to  be  applied  in  dragging  legally  estab- 
lished county  roads.  Of  the  remainder  of  such  refifistration 
fees,  fifty  percent  shall  be  credited  to  the  same  fund  for  the 
same*  purpose  and  fifty  percent  shall  be  credited  to  the  town- 
ships in  which  the  owners  reside,  to  be  used  as  herein  provided 
outside  of  the  limits  of  incorporated  cities,  by  the  township 
board  of  said  township.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  file  said 
applications  herein  provided  for  in  his  office  and  register  each 
of  such  motor  vehicles  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  assign  and  transmit  to  each  a  number  plate  and 
license  certificate,  numbering  them  consecutively.  Said  secre- 
tary of  state  shall  at  least  monthly  deposit  all  fees  collected 
by  him  under  this  act  in  the  state  treasury,  to  be  placed  in  a 
special  fund,  which  fund  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  use 
of  the  secretary  of  state  in  supplying  number  plates  and 
license  certificates  and  employing  all  necessary  help  and  pay- 
ing all  expenses  incident  to  the  administration  of  this  law,  upon 
vouchers  approved  by  the  state  auditor:    Provided,  that  any 
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balance  remaining  in  such  fund  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurers  of  the  several  counties  of  the 
state  by  warrants  drawn  by  the  state  auditor  upon  vouchers 
properly  approved  by  the  secretary  of  state,  in  proportion  that 
the  number  of  motor  vehicles  registered  in  each  county  bears 
to  the  total  number  of  motor  vehicles  registered  in  the  whole 
state,  and  the  amount  so  paid  to  the  several  counties  shall  be 
credited  by  the  county  treiasurers  to  the  motor  vehicle  license 
fund  of  such  counties  to  be  used  as  hereinbefore  provided 
Upon  the  sale  or  transfer  of  a  motor  vehicle  registered  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  number  plate  issued  for  such 
motor  vehicle  shall  remain  on  such  motor  vehicle,  and  the 
vendor  shall  immediately  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  secre- 
tary of  state  of  the  sale  of  the  same,  giving  the  registered 
number  and  description  of  such  motor  vehicle,  including  the 
name,  style,  year  of  model  and  the  engine  number  thereof,  and 
the  name  and  post-office  address  of  the  purchaser,  and  the  pur- 
chaser shall  immediately  apply  to  the  secretary  of  state,  on  a 
blank  to  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state  upon  request, 
for  a  transfer  of  the  ownership  of  such  motor  vehicle  on  the 
records  of  the  secretary  of  state.  Such  application  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  and  upon  the  receipt  of 
such  fee  and  application,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  enter 
such  transfer  on  the  records  of  his  office  and  issue  to  such  ap- 
plicant a  license  certificate  for  the  operation  of  such  motor 
vehicle.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  one  to  change  to  or  use 
a  tag  on  any  other  such  vehicle  than  the  specific  one  for  which 
it  was  issued,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  in  case  of  deal- 
ers' tags. 

Sec.  5.  That  section  3  of  chapter  74  of  the  Laws  of  1917 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  3. 
Each  manufacturer  of  or  dealer  in  motor  vehicles  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state  may  apply  to  the  county  treasurer,  upon  a 
blank  to  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state,  for  a  general 
distinguishing  number  for  each  class  of  motor  vehicles  manu- 
factured by  or  dealt  in  by  him,  and  in  construing  this  section, 
electrically  driven  motor  vehicles  shall  constitute  a  class,  those 
propelled  by  steam  a  class,  and  those  propelled  by  gasoline  or 
kerosene  a  class.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  application  with  the 
secretary  of  state  by  the  county  treasurer,  the  secretary  of 
state  shall  issue  to  such  manufacturer  or  dealer  a  general  dis- 
tinguishing license  certificate  and  three  license  plates,  and  if  a 
number  plate  is  displayed  on  the  rear  of  each  motor  vehicle 
owned  or  controlled  by  such  manufacturer  or  dealer,  while 
same  is  being  operated  or  driven  on  the  public  highways,  it 
shall  be  deemed  sufficiently  registered  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  until  such  motor  vehicle  is  sold,  let  for  hire  or  used 
for  livery.  The  fee  for  such  license  and  three  number  plates 
shall  be  fifteen  dollars :  Provided,  that  the  fee  for  motorcycle 
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dealer  or  manufacturer's  license  shall  be  four  dollars  and  two 
number  plates  be  furnished  for  such  fee,  and  tag  required  to 
be  placed  on  the  rear  of  such  motorcycle:  And  provided  fur- 
ther, that  the  fee  for  the  last  six  months  of  any  registration 
year  shall  be  one-half  the  above  amounts,  respectively.  Such 
registered  manufacturer  or  dealer  may  obtain  as  many  num- 
ber plates  of  the  number  assigned  him  as  desired  by  remitting 
fifty  cents  to  the  secretary  of  state  for  each  of  such  motor- 
cycle dealers'  tags  or  motor  vehicle  dealers'  tags:  Provided, 
that  if  such  manufacturer  or  dealer  has  an  established  place 
of  business  in  more  than  one  city  or  town,  such  manufacturer 
or  dealer  shall  secure  a  separate  and  distinct  certificate  or  reg- 
istration and  number  plates  for  each  place  of  business.  Every 
manufacturer  of  and  dealer  in  motor  vehicles  in  this  state 
shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  secretary  of  state  on  or 
before  the  third  day  of  each  month,  on  blanks  to  be  furnished 
by  the  secretary  of  state  upon  request,  of  all  cars  purchased, 
sold,  bartered  or  exchanged  by  him  during  the  previous  month, 
giving  the  name  and  post-office  address  of  the  purchaser,  name 
and  style  of  car,  year  of  model,  engine  number,  and  such  other 
information  as  the  secretary  of  state  may  require ;  and  in  case 
no  cars  are  purchased,  sold,  bartered  or  exchanged  by  him  dur- 
ing any  one  mOnth,  he  shall  report  that  fact  to  the  secretary  of 
state.  Any  manufacturer  of  or  dealer  in  motor  vehicles  who 
shall  fan  to  make  such  report  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  to  ex- 
ceed $500. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  to 
keep  a  card  index  of  the  engine  numbers  of  all  motor  vehicles 
registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  cards  used  in 
said  index  to  be  white  in  color.  Whenever  a  motor  vehicle  has 
been  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  secretary 
of  state  shall  immediately  enter  or  cause  to  be  entered  on  a 
white  card  the  registration  number,  the  name  of  the  make  and 
engine  number  of  the  same,  and  he  shall  file  said  card  in  said 
card  index  under  an  appropriate  guide  card,  showing  the  make 
of  said  motor  vehicle,  and  in  the  numerical  order  of  the  engine 
number  of  the  same.  If  the  secretary  of  state  shall  receive  a 
report  of  the  theft  of  a  motor  vehicle,  whether  the  same  be 
registered  or  not,  and  whether  owned  in  this  or  any  other  state, 
bearing  a  description  of  the  same,  including  the  engine  number 
thereof,  he  shall  carefully  file  and  prescribe  such  notices  so  as 
to  be  a  ready  reference,  and  he  shall  immediately  enter  oh  a 
card  of  a  distinguishing  color,  other  than  white,  the  name  of 
the  make  of  said  motor  vehicle,  the  engine  number  thereof  and 
complete  description  of  same,  or  a  reference  to  the  afore- 
mentioned file,  and  shall  file  such  card  in  the  card  index  above 
provided  for,  under  an  appropriate  guide  card  and  in  the  nu- 
merical order  of  such  engine  number,  and  he  shall  immediately 
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report,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  the  theft  of  said  motor  vehicle  to 
all  the  other  secretaries  of  state  of  the  United  States,  or  other 
officer  charged  with  the  duty  of  registration  of  motor  vehicles 
therein,  giving  a  complete  description  of  the  same,  including 
the  engine  number  thereof,  together  with  the  name  and  post- 
office  address  of  the  person  reporting  the  theft  of  the  same: 
Provided,  that  whenever  any  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle,  previ- 
ously reported  as  stolen,  shall  recover  the  same,  he  shall  notify 
the  secretary  of  state  that  the  same  has  been  recovered  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  remove  from  his 
files  the  card  of  distinguishing  color  as  above  described,  and  to 
notify  all  the  secretaries  of  state  of  the  United  States,  or  other 
ofRcer  charged  with  the  duty  of  registering  motor  vehicles 
therein,  of  his  action  in  so  doing.  In  case  application  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  for  the  registration  of 
a  motor  vehicle  previously  reported  as  stolen,  the  secretary  of 
state  shall  file  said  application  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and 
shall  enter  the  same  in  the  card  index  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
and  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  owner  of  such  motor  vehicle 
as  shown  by  the  records  of  his  office,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  of 
the  registration  of  such  motor  vehicle,  describing  the  same, 
and  including  the  name  and  post-office  address  of  the  person 
registering  the  same;  and  if  the  application  for  such  regis- 
tration be  for  a  motor  vehicle  previously  reported  as  stolen 
from  a  resident  of  another  state,  then  the  secretary  of  state 
shall  file  and  index  such  application  as  above  provided,  and  he 
shall  immediately  notify  the  secretary  of  state  or  other  officer 
charged  with  the  registration  of  motor  vehicles  in  the  state 
where  such  owner  resides,  of  the  registration  of  such  motor 
vehicle,  giving  a  complete  description  of  the  same,  together 
with  the  name  and  post-office  address  of  the  person  registering 
the  same. 

Sec.  7.  That  section  4  of  chapter  74  of  the  Laws  of  1917  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  4. 
No  person  shall  operate  or  drive  a  motor  vehicle  on  the  public 
highway  of  this  state,  unless  the  official  number  plate,  fur- 
nished by  the  secretary  of  state,  shall  be  conspicuously  dis- 
played on  the  rear  of  such  motor  vehicle.  Such  number  plate 
shall  at  all  times  be  kept  free  from  oil,  grease,  or  dirt,  or  other 
substance  likely  to  impair  its  legibility,  and  shall  at  all  times 
be  entirely  unobscured,  and  from  one  hour  after  sunset  until 
one  hour  before  sunrise  while  upon  the  public  highways  such 
number  plate  on  the  rear  shall  be  so  lighted  as  to  be  plainly 
visible  and  readable  at  a  distance  of  fifty  feet.  Such  number 
plate  shall  be  of  standard  size  and  shall  have  thereon  separate 
arable  numerals  and  the  letters  KAN,  of  such  form  and  size 
as  the  secretary  of  state  may  determine,  said  letters  and  fig- 
ures to  be  in  such  contrast  of  color  to  the  tag  as  to  make  such 
letters  and  numbers  easily  read.    The  color  and  design  of  such 
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number  plate  shall  be  changed  each  year  by  the  secretary  of 
state.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  operator  of  any 
motor  vehicle,  or  any  dealer  in  motor  vehicles,  or  other  person 
or  persons  in,  this  state  to  display  any  number  plate,  tag  or  de- 
sign of  any  kind  tending  to  show  that  such  owner  or  operator 
has  complied  with  the  law  provided  for  the  licensing  of  motor 
vehicles,  other  than  the  official  tag  or  number  plate  provided 
and  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state.  Upon  compliance  with 
this  act  all  such  motor  vehicles  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  any  and  all  municipal  motor  vehicle  license  fees. 
Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
any  tag  or  number  plate  in  imitation  of  the  tags  or  number 
plates  provided  by  the  secretary  of  state,  or  anyone  who  shall 
paint,  or  otherwise  change  any  tag  or  number  plate  to  rep- 
resent the  current  tags  or  number  plates  provided  by  the  sec- 
retary of  state  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  forgery  in  the  fourth 
degree,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  con- 
finement and  hard  labor  in  the  state  penitentiary  not  exceeding 
five  years,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than 
six  months.  Any  person  who  shall  destroy  or  cause  to  be  de- 
stroyed, remove  or  cause  to  be  removed,  alter  or  deface  or 
cause  to  be  altered  or  defaced,  the  engine  number  of  any  motor 
vehicle  in  this  state,  or  who  shall  change  any  engine  from  one 
motor  vehicle  to  another  or  who  shall  give  a  wrong  descrip- 
tion in  an  application  for  the  registration  of  any  motor  vehicle 
in  this  state,  for  the  purpose  of  concealing  or  hiding  the  iden- 
tity of  such  motor  vehicle,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
state  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  two  years  nor 
more  than  five  years.  Any  person  who  operates,  takes  or  re- 
moves any  automobile  or  other  motor  vehicle  from  the  place 
where  left  by  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof  without 
the  consent  of  the  owner  or  person  in  charge,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  a 
sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  ($10)  nor  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars  ($200)  or  be  confined  in  the  county  jail  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. In  case  any  official  number  plate  furnished  by 
the  secretary  of  state,  shall  become  lost  or  mutilated,  the 
owner  thereof  may  make  certified  application  to  the  secretary 
of  state  upon  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state 
upon  request,  and  upon  the  filing  of  such  certified  application 
accompanied  by  a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  said  secretary  of  state 
shall  issue  such  applicant  a  new  tag.  For  the  purpose  of  en- 
forcing the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  is  hereby  mad^  the  duty 
of  every  police  officer,  city  marshal,  deputy  marshal,  or  watch- 
man of  any  city  or  village  and  every  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff, 
and  every  and  all  other  law  enforcement  officers  of  any  county, 
city  or  township  to  arrest  within  the  limits  of  their  jurisdiction 
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any  person  known  to  any  such  officer,  or  upon  the  sworn  infor- 
mation of  a  credible  witness,  to  have  violated  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  to  immediately  bring  such  offender  be- 
fore a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  providing  that  such 
offender  shall  have  the  right  to  immediate  trial,  and  if  such  im- 
mediate trial  cannot  be  had,  be  released  upon  the  deposit  of  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  tlie  maximum  fine  of  such  crime  or  offense 
with  which  he  is  charged  or  on  bond  approved  by  the  court,  or 
on  his  own  recognizance  to  appear  for  trial  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  who  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act 
shall  sell,  barter  or  exchange 'or  offer  for  sale,  barter  or  ex- 
change in  this  state,  or  who  shall  own  or  have  the  custody  or 
possession  of  a  motor  vehicle  the  original  engine  number  of 
which  has  been  destroyed,  removed,  altered  or  defaced,  or  who 
shall  sell,  barter  or  exchange,  or  offer  for  sale,  barter  or  ex- 
change, own  or  have  the  custody  or  possession  of  a  motor 
vehicle  having  no  engine  number,  excepting  electrically  pro- 
pelled motor  vehicles,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
two  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  not  less  than 
thirty  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment:  Provided,  that  any  person  being  the  owner  or 
custodian  of  or  having  possession  of  a  motor  vehicle  at  the  time 
of  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  the  original  engine  number  of 
which  had  been  previously  destroyed,  removed,  altered  or  de- 
faced, shall  within  thirty  days  after  the  taking  effect  of  this 
act,  apply  to  the  secretary  of  state,  on  a  blank  to  be  furnished 
by  the  secretary  of  state  upon  request,  for  permission  to  make 
or  stamp,  or  cause  to  be  made  or  stamped  on  the  engine  of  such 
motor  vehicle  a  special  engine  number.  The  application  for 
permission  to  make  or  stamp  a  special  engine  number  on  the 
engine  of  a  motor  vehicle  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
contain  a  description  of  such  motor  vehicle,  including  the  make, 
style  and  year  of  model  of  the  same,  as  complete  a  description 
of  the  original  engine  number,  if  any  part  of  the  same  remains, 
as  is  possible  to  give,  any  distinguishing  marks  that  may  be  on 
the  engine  or  body  of  such  motor  vehicle,  the  name  and  post- 
office  address  of  the  applicant,  the  date  on  which  he  purchased 
or  procured  possession  of  the  same,  the  name  and  post-office 
address  of  the  person  or  persons  from  whom  he  purchased  such 
motor  vehicle  and  such  other  information  as  the  secretary  of 
stete  may  require,  all  of  which  description  and  facts  shall  be 
sworn  to  by  said  applicant.  Upon  receipt  of  such  application, 
together  with  a  fee  of  one  dollar,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretary  of  state,  provided  he  shall  find  said  application  to  be 
in  good  faith  and  the  facts  therein  stated  to  be  true,  to  issue  to 
said  applicant  written  permission  to  make  or  stomp  on  the 
engine  of  such  motor  vehicle  a  special  engine  number  to  be 
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designated  by  the  secretary  of  state,  and  when  such  special 
engrine  number  so  designated  has  been  stamped  or  otherwise 
placed  on  the  engine  of  such  motor  vehicle,  it  shall  become  and 
thereafter  be  the  lawful  engine  number  of  such  motor  vehicle 
for  the  purpose  of  indentification  [identification]  and  registra- 
tion and  for  all  other  purposes  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  the  owner  thereof  may  sell  and  transfer  the  same  under 
said  special  engine  number  so  designated  by  the  secretary  of 
state ;  and  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  destroy,  remove,  al- 
ter or  deface  any  special  engine  number  so  designated  by  the 
secretary  of  state  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
state  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  five  years.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  sheriff,  deputy 
sheriff,  constable,  deputy  constable,  chief  of  police  or  other 
peace  officer  in  this  state  having  knowledge  of  a  motor 
vehicle  the  engine  number  of  which  has  been  destroyed,  re- 
moved, altered  or  defaced  to  immediately  seize  and  take  posses- 
sion of  such  motor  vehicle,  arrest  the  owner  or  custodian 
thereof,  and  cause  prosecution  to  be  brought  in  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  retain 
the  custody  of  such  motor  vehicle  pending  the  prosecution  of 
the  person  arrested,  and  in  case  such  person  shall  be  found 
guil^  said  motor  vehicle  shall  remain  in  the  custody  of  the 
court  until  the  fine  and  costs  of  prosecution  shall  be  pai^.  In 
case  such  fine  and  costs  shall  not  be  paid  within  thirty  days 
after  the  rendition  of  judgment  said  court  shall  proceed  to 
advertise  and  sell  said  motor  vehicle  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law  for  the  sale  of  personal  property  under  -execution.  The 
proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  applied  on  the  payment  of  the 
fine  and  costs  of  such  prosecution  and  sale,  and  if  after  the 
pajonent  of  the  same  there  shall  be  any  sum  remaining,  such 
sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  court  to  the  legal  owner  or  custodian 
of  such  motor  vehicle.  In  designating  special  engine  numbers 
for  motor  vehicles  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  secre- 
tary of  state  shall  designate  and  number  the  same  consecu- 
tively, beginning  with  the  number  one,  preceded  by  the  letter 
S  and  followed  by  the  letters  KAN  and  in  the  order  of  the  filing 
of  application  therefor:  Provided,  that  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  secretary  of 
state  to  register  any  motor  vehicle  with  a  defective  engine 
number  or  to  issue  a  license  for  the  operation  of  the  same: 
Provided  further,  that  if  any  person  being  the  owner  or  in 
possession  of  any  such  vehicle,  the  original  engine  number  of 
which  has  been  destroyed,  removed,  altered,  or  defaced,  at  the 
time  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  shall  apply  to  the  secretary 
of  state,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  for  permission  to  stamp  or 
cause  to  be  stamped  on  such  engine  a  special  engine  number, 
such  person  shall  not  be  subject  to  prosecution  under  the  pro- 
visions thereof. 
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Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  purchase  or 
receive  in  exchange  or  barter  any  motor  vehicle  from  any  per- 
son except  dealers  regularly  engaged  in  the  sale  of  such  vehicles 
and  having  an  established  place  of  business,  unless  the  person 
offering  such  vehicle  for  sale  or  barter  is  identified  by  two  per- 
sons, each  one  of  whom  shall  be  personally  known  to  such  pur- 
chaser, and  such  purchaser  shall  require  and  obtain  from  such 
vendor,  except  dealers  as  herein  provided,  a  bill  of  sale  in  writ- 
ing, which  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  vehicle  so  pur- 
chased, including  the  make,  style  and  year  of  model  of  same  to- 
gether with  the  engine  number,  and  the  full  name  and  address 
of  such  vendor,  and  such  bill  of  sale  shall  be  signed  by  the 
persons  identifying  such  vendor,  as  herein  provided,  as  wit- 
nesses, giving  their  respective  addresses.  Any  person  pur- 
chasing a  motor  vehicle  without  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  or  any  person  having  in  his  possession  any  such 
motor  vehicle  which  he  has  purchased  without  complying  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  be  punished  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  purchasing  or  receiving  in  exchange 
or  barter  a  second-hand  motor  vehicle  from  any  person  other 
than  a  regular  dealer  engaged  in  the  sale  of  such  vehicles  and 
having  an  established  place  of  business,  shall  without  delay 
notify  the  sheriff,  chief  or  [of]  police,  marshal  or  other  police 
officer  of  the  nearest  city,  of  the  purchase  of  such  vehicle,  giv- 
ing the  name  of  the  vendor  and  purchaser,  and  a  description  of 
such  vehicle,  including  make,  style  and  year  of  model,  the 
engine  number,  and  the  number  of  the  license  tag  of  the 
vehicle  so  purchased. 

Sec.  11.  That  section  6  of  chapter  74  of  the  Laws  of  1917 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  6. 
The  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  as 
otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  or  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than 
ninety  days. 

Sec.  12.  That  original  sections  500  and  510  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1915  and  sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  6  of  chapter  74  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  1917  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  July  1,  1919,  and  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  89. 

RELATING  TO  THE  OFFICERS  AND  DIRECTORS  AND  THE 
MANAGEMENT   QF   THE   AFFAIRS   OF   BANKS. 

Senate  bill  No.  540. 

An  Act  relating  to  banks  and  banking  and  amending  section  522  of  th« 
General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  section  522. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Section  522  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  522.  The  affairs  and 
business  of  any  banking  corporation  doing  business  under  this 
act  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  a  board  of  directors, 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  in  number,  who 
shall  be  selected  from  the  stockholders  at  their  annual  meet- 
ing, which  shall  be  held  on  any  day  between  the  first  and  tenth 
days  of  January  of  each  year,  and  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  general  corporation  act,  A  majority  of  such  directors 
shall  be  residents  of  the  county  or  adjoining  counties  to  that 
in  which  the  bank  is  located.  The  board  i^hall  designate  one  of 
their  number  to  act  as  president  and  one  as  secretary,  and  may 
designate  one  or  more  of  their  number  to  act  as  vice  president 
or  vice  presidents,  and  shall  select  from  among  the  stockhold- 
ers a  cashier.  Such  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified, 
and  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  shall 
take  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  that  they  will,  so  far  as  the  duty 
devolves  upon  them,  diligently  and  honestly  administer  the 
affairs  of  such  bank,  and  will  not  knowingly  or  willingly  permit 
to  be  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  that  they 
are  the  owners,  in  good  faith  and  in  their  own  right,  of  the 
number  of  shares  of  stock  subscribed  by  them  or  standing  in 
their  names  on  the  books  of  the  bank ;  and  no  person  shall  hold 
the  office  of  director  or  cashier  or  managing  officer  of  any  bank 
unless  he  owns,  in  his  own  name  and  right  and  in  good  faith, 
at  least  five  hundred  dollars  in  stock,  which  shall  not  be  pledged 
or  in  any  way  hypothecated:  Provided,  that  any  trust  com- 
pany which  shall  be  the  owner  of  the  required  amount  of  stock 
in  any  bank  may,  by  resolution  of  its  board  of  directors,  desig- 
nate one  of  its  stockholders  to  represent  it,  and  when  so  desig- 
nated such  stockholder  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  an  owner 
in  good  faith  for  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Such  oath,  sub- 
scribed by  the  directors  making  it  and  certified  by  the  officer 
before  whom  it  is  taken,  shall  be  immediately  transmitted  to 
the  bank  commissioner  and  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  in  his 
office.  The  board  of  directors  shall  require  the  cashier,  and 
any  and  all  other  officers  and  employees  having  the  .care  and 
handling  of  the  funds  of  the  bank,  to  each  give  a  good  and  suf- 
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ficient  bond  to  cover  the  term  for  which  they  are  elected,  or 
the  time  they  are  appointed  or  employed,  such  bond  to  be  exe- 
cuted by  an  approved  incorporated  surety  company  authorized 
to  do  and  which  is  doing  business  in  this  state,  such  bond  to 
be  in  an  amount  named,  and  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
directors,  and  to  be  held  by  such  custodian  as  the  board  may 
designate,  and  that  the  expense  of  providing  such  bond  or 
bonds  shall  be  charged  to  the  expense  account  of  said  bank. 
The  board  of  directors  shall  hold  not  less  than  four  regular 
meetings  each  year;  such  meetings  shall  be  held  between  the 
first  and  tenth  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of 
each  year,  and  at  such  meetings  a  thorough  examination  of 
the  books,  records,  funds  and  securities  held  by  the  bank  shall 
be  made  by  them,  and  the  result  of  such  examination  shall  be 
recorded  in  detail  upon  the  record  book  of  the  bank.  A  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  record  of  such  meetings,  properly  sworn  to 
and  duly  verified  by  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  said  bank, 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  bank  commissioner  within  ten  days 
after  the  holding  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.    Original  section  622,  General  Statutes  of  1916,  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  90. 

CASH  RESERVE  TO  BE  KEPT  AND  MAINTAINED  IN  BANKS. 

Senate  bill  No.  548. 

An  Act  relating  to  banks  and  banking,  amending  section  525  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  sec- 
tion 525. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  525  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section 
525.  That  each  bank  doing  business  under  this  act  shall  hold 
and  maintain  a  reserve  consisting  of  cash  in  its  vaults  and 
credits  in  solvent  banks  none  of  the  stockholders  of  which  are 
stockholders  in  the  depositing  bank»  except  when  approved  by 
the  state  bank  commissioner.  Such  reserve  shall  be  held  and 
maintained  as  follows:  (a)  A  bank  located  in  a  city  having 
less  than  fifty  thousand  population,  in  which  the  cr^its  due 
other  banks  are  less  than  twenty  per  centum  of  its  deposits, 
shall  hold  and  maintain  reserves  equal  to  seven  per  centum  of 
the  aggregate  amount  of  its  demand  deposits  and  three  per 
centum  of  its  time  deposits  as  foUows:    In  its  vaults  four- 
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twelfths;  and  either  in  its  vaults  or  in  other  banks  eight- 
twelfths  :  Provided,  that  upon  approval  of  the  bank  commis- 
sioner, any  bank,  located  in  a  city  having  less  than  one  thou- 
sand population,  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  in  its  vaults  more 
than  three-twelfths  of  its  reserves,  (b)  A  bank  located  in  a 
city  having  less  than  fifty  thousand  population,  in  which  the 
credits  due  other  banks  are  not  less  than  twetity  per  centum  of 
its  deposits,  and  any  bank  located  in  a  city  having  a  population 
of  fifty  thousand  or  over,  shall  hold  and  maintain  reserves 
equal  to  ten  per  centum  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  its  demand 
deposits  and  three  per  centum  of  its  time  deposits  as  follows : 
In  its  vaults  five-fifteenths,  and  either  in  its  vaults  or  in  other 
banks  ten-fifteenths.  The  reaerves  carried  by  a  bank  in  other 
banks  may  be  checked  against,  under  such  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  state  bank  commissioner,  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  liabilities :  Provided,  that  no  bank  shall  make  new 
loans  or  pay  dividends,  unless,  at  the  time,  the  required  re- 
serves are  maintained. 

Sec.  2.   That  original  section  525  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.   That  this  act  shaU  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  91. 

FEES  TO  BE  CHARGED  BY  BANK  COMMISSIONER'S  DEPART- 
MENT FOR  THE  EXAMINATION  OF  BANKS  AND  TRUST 
COMPANIES. 

•         Senate  bill  No.  424. 

An  Act  amending  section  1  of  chapter  75  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas 
for  1917,  and  repealing  said  original  section  1  of  said  chapter  75. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  75  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  for  1917  be  and  the  same  is  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  [Section  1.]  Each  bank  or  trust  company  examined  by 
the  state  bank  commissioner,  his  assistants,  or  deputies,  for 
each  and  every  examination  shall  pay  to  the  officer  making  the 
.  examination  a  fee  as  follows :  Any  bank  or  trust  company  hav- 
ing total  resources  aggregating  $100,000  or  less,  $20 ;  any  bank 
or  trust  company  having  total  resources  aggregating  more 
than  $100,000  shall  pay  an  additional  fee  of  seven  one-thou- 
sandths of  one  percent  on  all  of  its  additional  total  resources 
up  to  the  sum  of  $500,000 ;  five  one-thousandths  of  one  percent 
on  all  its  additional  total  resources  over  $500,000  up  to  the  sum 
of  one  million  dollars ;  three  one-thousandths  of  one  percent  on 
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all  its  total  resources  over  one  million  dollars  up  to  the  sum  of 
two  million  dollars,  and  one  one-thousandth  percent  of  its  total 
resources  over  two  million  dollars. 

Sec.  2.    Original  section  1  of  chapter  76  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  for  1917  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.   This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  92. 

CONCERNING  THE  BIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  BANK 

COMMISSIONER. 

Senate  bill  No.  865. 

An  Act  concerning  the  biennial  report  of  the  state  bank  commissioner, 
amending  section  574  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  and 
repealing  original  section  574. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Thai  section  574  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915  is  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  574.  That 
the  bank  conunissioner  shall  make  a  report  to  the  governor  on 
September  first  of  every  evesi-numbered  year,  which  report 
shall  contain  the  names  of  the  owners,  or  the  principal  officers, 
the  paid-up  capital  of  each,  the  number  of  banks  in  the  state, 
the  name  and  location  of  each,  the  number  and  date  of  examina- 
tions and  reports  made  of  and  by  each  during  the  period  cov-

fund  in  cash  and  in  bonds  stated  separately,  and  such  other  in- 
formation concerning  the  same  as  the  bank  commissioner  may 
deem  necessary  to  inform  the  governor  of  the  condition  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  574  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  93. 

RELATING  TO  THE  REGISTRATION  AND  CANCELLATION  OF 

BONDS  ISSUED  BY  MUNICIPALITIES. 

HouM  biU  No.  102. 

Relating  to  registration  and  cancellation  of  all  bonds  issued  by  cities, 
counties,  townships,  school  districts  or  other  municipal  corporations 
within  the  state  of  Kansas,  providing  for  certified  transcripts  of  the 
proceedings  leading  up  to  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  to  be  filed  with 
the  auditor  of  state,  amending  section  645  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1916,  and  repealing  sections  635,  636  and  645  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  before  any  bond  hereafter  issued  by  any 
city,  county,  township,  school  district,  board  of  education, 
drainage  district  or  other  municipal  corporation  or  district 
shall  become  a  valid  obligation  a  full  and  complete  transcript 
properly  certified  of  the  proceedings  leading  up  to  its  issuance 
shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor  of  state  and  said  bond  shall  be 
registered  in  the  oflice  of  the  auditor  of  state  in  proper  records 
kept  for  that  purpose,  and  after  being  so  registered,  the  state 
auditor  shall  under  the  seal  of  his  •office  certify  upon  said 
bonds  the  fact  that  they  have  been  so  registered. 

Sec.  2.  Section  645  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  645.  The  clerk  of  every 
county,  city,  township,  school  district,  drainage  district,  board 
of  education,  and  other  districts  authorized  to  issue  bonds, 
issuing  bonds,  shall  register  the  same  in  his  office.  Such  bonds 
shall  also,  in  every  ciase,  except  city  bonds  and  bonds  issued 
by  boards  of  education,  be  registered  by  the  county  clerk, 
showing  the  date,  number  and  amount  thereof,  rate  of  interest, 
number  of  coupons  and  amount  of  each,  to  whom  payable, 
where  payable,  date  of  maturity,  and  if  optional,  under  what 
conditions.  And  all  bonds  refunded  shall  have  the  words 
'Taid  in  full"  marked  in  a  plain  manner  across  the  face  of 
each  bond  and  coupon  so  refunded;  and  such  canceled  obliga- 
tion shall  be  carefully  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk,  or  destroyed  by  the  county  commissioners,  a  register 
of  the  number,  amount  and  date  of  issue  having  been  first 
made  by  the  county  clerk.  The  proper  officers  shall,  at  the 
time  of  issuing  refunding  bonds,  make  out  and  transfer  to  the 
auditor  of  state  a  certified  statement  of  all  proceedings  had 
by  the  proper  board  or  city  council,  as  shown  of  record,  and 
that  the  said  bonds  have  been  issued  for  certain  indebtedness 
surrendered,  distinctly  describing  the  bonds  issued  and  the 
indebtedness  surrendered,  and  that  they  have  been  duly  regis- 
tered by  the  attesting  clerk  and  the  county  clerk,  as  required 
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herein;  which  statement  shall  be  in  such  form  and  include 
such  other  information  as  the  auditor  of  state  may  require, 
and  be  signed  by  all  the  officers  whose  signatures  are  attached 
to  such  bonds,  and  attested  by  the  proper  clerk  with  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  the  county,  city,  township,  school  district,  drain- 
age district,  or  board  of  education,  if  any,  and  be  duly  ac- 
knowledged before  the  county  clerk*  And  the  auditor  shall 
register  the  said  bonds  in  his  office  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  and  shall  under  seal  of  his  office  certify  upon  such 
bonds  the  fact  that  they  have  been  so  registered. 

Sbc.  3.  It  is  hereby  niade  the  duty  of  the  fiscal  agents  of 
the  state  of  Kansas  upon  the  payment  of  any  bond  of  any 
municipality  mentioned  in  section  1  of  this  act  to  cancel  the 
same  and  deliver  it  to  the  auditor  of  state,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  cancel  the  same  of  record  in  his  office  and  to  return 
said  canceled  bond  to  the  clerk  of  the  municipality  issuing 
same.  No  fee  shall  be  charged  said  municipality  by  any  of 
the  officers  mentioned  above  in  connection  with  ihe  registra- 
tion or  cancellation  of  said  bonds:  Provided,  however,  that 
this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  regular  statutory  fiscal 
agency  fees. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  state 
to  revise  the  bond  records  in  his  office  by  canceling  of  record 
all  bonds  which  have  heretofore  been  paid,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling  him  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  each  city,  county, 
township,  school  district,  drainage  district,  board  of  education 
or  other  municipal  corporation,  to  furnish  to  the  said  auditor 
of  state  a  sworn  statement  of  all  outstanding  bonded  indebted- 
ness in  such  form  as  said  auditor  shall  direct,  and  said  clerks 
shall  render  any  other  necessary  assistance  required  in  the 
perfecting  of  said  records. 

Sec.  5.  Original  sections  635,  636  and  645  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1915  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  94. 

INVESTMENT  OF  COUNTY,  TOWNSHIP,  CITY  OR  SCHOOL 

DISTRICT  SINKING  FUND. 

Substitute  for  Senate  bUl  No.  44. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  investment  of  county,  township,  city  or  school  dis- 
trict sinking  fund,  and  amending  section  680  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915,  and  repealing  such  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  680  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas of  1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  680.  That  the 
proper  officers  having  charge  and  control  of  any  moneys  which 
have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  levied  and  collected  as  a  sinking 
fund  to  redeem  the  outstanding  bonds  of  any  county,  township, 
city  or  school  district  may  invest  such  sinking  fund  by  pur- 
chasing the  bonds  of  any  county,  township,  city  or  school  dis- 
trict within  the  state  of  Kansas,  subject  to  the  following  con- 
ditions: First,  no  such  bonds  shall  be  purchased  unless  the 
same  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  attorney- 
general  of  the  state  of  Kansas  in  accordance  with  section  6  of 
chapter  110  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1909  of  the  state  of 
Kansas,  showing  such  bonds  to  be  acceptable  as  security  for 
deposit  of  state  funds  under  the  state  depository  law.  Second, 
no  such  bonds  shall  be  purchased  under  this  act  which  shall  not 
mature  and  become  due  at  or  prior  to  the  time  fixed  for  the 
payment  of  the  bonds  for  which  such  sinking  fund  was  created. 
Third,  no  sinking  fund  shall  be  invested  under  this  act  in 
the  bonds  of  any  county,  township,  city  or  school  district  where 
the  bonded  and  floating  indebtedness  thereof  shall  exceed  ten 
percent  of  its  total  assessed  valuation  as  shown  by  the  last  as- 
sessment preceding  such  investment.  Fourth,  any  officer  or 
officers  investing  sinking  funds  under  this  act  shall  be  author- 
ized to  pay  such  premium  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
bonds  desired  in  the  open  market :  Provided,  that  no  premium 
shall  be  paid  for  any  bonds  purchased  under  this  act  which 
shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  annual  income  from  such 
investment  to  less  than  three  percent :  Provided  further,  that 
in  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  in  excess  of 
85,000,  the  proper  officers  having  charge  and  control  of  moneys 
as  hereinbefore  described  may  and  are  authorized,  in  cases 
where  work  is  being  performed  in  and  for  such  city,  by  an 
original  contractor  with  such  city,  under  contract  and  bonds  as 
provided  by  law,  and  such  city  is  about  to,  or  has  issued  bonds 
to  enable  it  to  pay  for  such  work  or  improvement,  but  such 
bonds  have  not  been  sold,  or  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  have 
not  been  received  by  such  city,  loan  or  advance  to  said  con- 
tractor, out  of  such  moneys  held  as  a  sinking  fund  or  funds, 
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upon  a  partial  estimate  duly  issued  to  such  contractor,  and  duly 
assi^rned  to  such  city,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ninety  days, 
a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  eighty-five  percent  of  the 
amount  of  such  partial  estimate,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  less 
than*  four  and  one-half  percent  per  annum,  which  moneys  so 
loaned  or  advanced  shall  be  immediately  returned  to  and  re- 
placed in  the  sinking  fund  from  which  the  same  has  been 
taken  out  of  the  first  moneys  received  by  such  city  from  the 
sale  of  said  bonds.  No  such  loan  or  advance,  however,  shall  be 
made  unless  the  bonds  of  said  city  issued  or  to  be  issued  for 
the  payment  of  such  contract  are  to  be  sold  within  the  said 
period  of  ninety  days ;  and  no  moneys  shall  be  taken  for  the  pur- 
pose of  such  loan  or  advance,  from  any  sinking  fund  or  funds, 
for  the  payment  of  bonds  maturing  within  six  months  from  the 
date  of  the  making  of  such  loan  or  advance.  All  moneys  re- 
ceived as  interest  upon  the  loan  or  advance  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for  shall,  upon  its  receipt  by  such  officers,  be  immediately 
placed  in  the  particular  sinking  fund  from  which  such  loan  or 
advance  was  made  and  credited  to,  and  thereafter  form  a  part 
of  such  sinking  fund. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  680  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  95. 

RELATING  TO  THE  REFUNDING  OF  OUTSTANDING  INDEBTED- 
NESS BY  THE  VARIOUS  COUNTIES,  TOWNSHIPS,  CITIES 
AND  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS  IN  THIS  STATE. 

House  bill  No.  459. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  refunding  of  outstanding  indebtedness  by  the 
various  counties,  townships,  cities  and  school  districts  in  this  state, 
and  repealing  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  any  county,  township,  city  or  school  dis- 
trict in  this  state  now  having  authority,  or  that  may  hereafter 
be  authorized  to  refund  its  outstanding  indebtedness  shall 
issue  such  refunding  bonds  in  installments  of  approximately 
equal  amounts  each  year,  none  of  which  refunding  bonds  shall 
run  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  years,  nor  bear  interest  to 
exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and  shall  annually  there- 
after levy  a  tax  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  now 
levied  to  pay  the  installments  of  the  principal  and  interest  of 
such  bonds  next  thereafter  maturing,  and  collected  4p  the  same 
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manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  other 
taxes,  it  being  the  intention  of  the  legislature  to  require  that 
an  aliquot  part  of  the  principal  of  such  refunded  bonds  shall 
be  paid  annuaUy. 

Sec.  2.   That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  96. 

FLOATING  INDEBTEDNESS  IN  TOWNSHIPS  AND  SCHOOL  DIS- 
TRICTS;  RETIREMENT  BY  ISSUANCE  OF  BONDS  OR  LEVY- 
ING  TAX. 

Senate  biU  Mo.  76. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  floating  indebtedness  of  townships  and  school 
districts  and  providing  for  the  retirement  thereof  by  the  issuance  of 
bonds  or  the  levy  of  a  tax. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Upon  the  presentation  of  a  petition  signed  by 
51  percent  of  the  taxpayers  of  any  township  or  school  district, 
the  board  of  township  trustees  of  the  various  counties  of  the 
state  of  Kansas  and  the  boards  of  education  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such  township 
or  school  district  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  redeem  and  refund 
all  outstanding  floating  indebtedness  against  such  townships  or 
school  districts  existing  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act, 
including  accumulated  interest  on  outstanding  warrants.    The 

bonds  shall  be  known  and  deemed  as  " Funding  Bonds/^ 

and  shall  be  issued  in  denominations  in  not  less  than  one 
hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
($1,000.00)  dollars,  with  interest  coupons  attached  and  shall 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  greater  than  six  per  cent  (6%)  per 
annum,  payable  semiannually,  the  first  days  of  January  and 
July  in  each  year :  Provided,  however,  that  any  township  or 
school  district  not  desiring  to  issue  bonds  hereinbefore  provided 
for  may  levy  a  tax  in  lieu  thereof,  not  exceeding  three-tenths 
of  a  mill  on  the  dollar  of  the  taxable  property  in  such  township 
or  school  district,  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  its  outstanding 
and  floating  indebtedness:  Provided,  that  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  boards  of  education  or  school  districts  pertaining  to 
cities  of  the  first  class. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  bonds  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
thirty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  may  be  made  payable 
in  installments  and  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal 
agency  of  the  state  of  Kansas  at  such  time  within  the  period 
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aforesaid  as  the  board  of  township  trustees  or  boards  of  educa- 
tion shall  designate.  Each  bond  shall  bear  on  its  face  the 
amount  thereof,  the  rate  of  interest  it  bears,  the  number  of 
such  bonds,  when  issued,  when  and  where  payable,  for  what 
purpose  issued,  and  be  payable  to  bearer ;  which  bonds  together 
with  the  coupons  thereto  attached  shall  be  signed  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  and  attested  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  and 
each  bond  shall  have  the  impression  of  the  seal  of  the  county 
thereon :  Provided,  that  said  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  until  regis- 
tered in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  and  the  office  of  the 
auditor  of  state  and  shaU  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par. 

Sec.  3.   That  all  acts  and  all  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.   This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

DEFINING  "BRIDGE,"  "CULVERT,"  "SUBWAY"  AND  "STRUC-

BRIDGES  OR  FORDS. 

HouM  bni  No.  896. 

An  Act  relating  to  bridges,  culverts  and  subways,  to  amend  section  1  of 
chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  of  1917,  and  repealing  said  original 
section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of 
Kansas  of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1. 
That  the  word  "bridge"  when  used  herein  shall  mean  a  struc- 
ture having  a  clear  opening  exceeding  ten  (10)  feet  in  length, 
spanning  a  watercourse  or  other  opening,  or  obstruction  on  a 
public  highway,  to  carry  the  traffic  across,  including  the  sub- 
structure, superstructure,  and  any  trestlework  approaches 
thereto.  The  word  "culvert"  when  used  herein  shall  mean  a 
structure  having  a  clear  opening  of  ten  (10)  feet  or  less  in 
length,  spanning  a  watercourse  or  other  opening  or  obstruc- 
tion on  a  public  highway  to  carry  the  traffic  across,  including 
the  substructure,  superstructure  and  any  trestlework  ap- 
proaches thereto.  The  word  "subway"  as  used  herein  shall 
mean  a  clear  opening  for  public  highway  travel  under  a  bridge 
or  trestlework.  The  word  "structure"  when  used  herein  shall 
mean  either  a  bridge  or  a  culvert  or  a  subway.  For  all  pur- 
poses in  this  act  a  concrete  overflow  bridge  or  ford  shall  be 
considered  a  bridge,  and  may  be  constructed  and  maintained  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  construction 
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and  maintenance  of  bridges:  Provided,  that  the  overflow 
bridge  or  ford  shall  not  be  constructed  from  the  bridge  fund 
in  excess  of  six  hundred  (600)  feet  in  length  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

Sec.  2.  Original  s|ection  1  of  chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of  Kan- 
sas of  1917  is  hereby  repealed.     - 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

House  bill  No.  384. 

An  Act  relating  to  bridges,  culverts  and  subways,  and  amending  sections 
2,  3,  4,  6, 16,  20  and  21  of  chapter  80,  Laws  of  Kansas,  1917,  and  repeal- 
ing said  original  sections. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  2  of  chapter  80,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  engineer  of  each  county  to  make  a  careful 
inspection  of  all  bridges  and  culverts  in  his  respective  county 
(these  inspections  shall  be  made,  so  far  as  practicable,  in  con- 
nection with  his  other  work  between  April  and  July) ,  and  make 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  all  repairs  and  maintenance  on  each 
existing  bridge  and  culvert  necessary  to  keep  the  same  in  a 
reasonably  safe  and  fit  condition  for  public  traffic,  and  make 
report  of  the  same  and  file  with  the  county  clerk,  for  the  use 
of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  before  the  regular  July 
meeting  of  the  board.  Such  report  shall  give  the  exact  loca- 
tion, the  character  of  the  repairs  needed,  the  materials  that 
should  be  used,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  such  repairs  for  each 
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structure.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  at  its 
regular  or  special  meeting  in  June  determine  what  new  bridges 
or  culverts  shall  be  built  during  the  next  ensuing  year,  the 
location,  the  type,  and  the  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  each  such  bridge  and  culvert,  and  furnish  a  list  of  the 
same  to  the  county  engineer.  The  county  engineer  shaU  visit 
the  sites  of  all  proposed  new  structures,  and  shall  prepare 
plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  of  cost  for  each  structure, 
and  submit  the  same,  together  with  his  recommendations,  to 
the  board  at  its  regular  meeting  in  July.  Based  upon  the 
county  engineer's  estimates  and  recommendations,  the  board 
shall  determine  the  amount  of  tax  which  in  its  judgment 
should  be  raised  for  such  repair  and  construction.  To  the 
amount  of  tax  so  determined  the  board  shall  add  an  amount 
equal  to  20  percent  of  the  same  for  a  contingent  bridge  fund: 
Provided,  that  whenever  such  contingent  fund  on  hand  equals 
19  percent  or  less,  the  county  board  shall  make  only  such  levy 
as  will  increase  the  contingent  fund  to  20  percent  of  such  esti- 
mated cost  of  repair  and  construction.  Before  the  levies  are 
finally  determined  upon  the  county  board  shall  hold  a  public 
meeting  and  hear  protests,  if  any,  against  the  said  levies  and 
the  said  bridge  and  culvert  improvements  contemplated :  Pro- 
vided, that  notice  of  such  hearing  shall  be  published  in  two 
consecutive  issues  of  the  official  county  paper  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  such  meeting,  which  notice  shall  contain 
the  following  information,  to  wit :  The  location  of  each  bridge 
and  culvert  which  the  board  proposes  to  repair;  the  character 
of  repairs  to  be  made,  and  the  estimated  amount  of  money 
necessary  to  repair  each  such  structure ;  the  location,  the  type, 
the  materials  to  be  used  in  construction,  and  the  estimated 
cost  of  each  new  structure,  and  the  time  and  place  of  such 
meeting;  but  failure  to  publish  the  notice  or  hold  tiie  public 
meeting  herein  required  shall  in  no  wise  vitiate  the  levies  au- 
thorized by  this  section.  After  the  termination  of  the  hearing 
the  county  board  shall  make  an  order  and  spread  the  same 
upon  the  journal  of  its  proceedings,  stating  the  exact  location 
of  the  bridges  and  culverts  to  be  constructed  and  repaired,  the 
character  of  the  construction  and  repairs  contemplated,  and 
the  amount  of  money  to  be  appropriated  for  such  bridge  and 
culverts.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  at  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  levying  county  taxes  shall  levy  a  tax  of  not 
more  than  one  and  one-half  mills  on  the  dollar  on  aU  taxable 
property  in  the  county,  to  be  collected  as  other  taxes,  and  when 
collected  shall  be  expended  for  the  repair  and  construction  of 
bridges  and  culverts.  The  board  of  county  commissioners 
shall  not  be  prohibited  from  using  bridge  funds  on  other 
bridges  than  the  ones  designated  when  in  their  judgment 
necessary.  Whenever  a  county  by  vote  decides  to  operate 
under  the  county  road  unit,  the  board  of  county  commission- 
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ers  of  said  county  shall  have  the  authority  to  increase  the 
bridge  levy  to  three  and  one-fourth  (3Vi,)  mills.  This  levy 
shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  county  levies  authorized  by 
law. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  3  of  chapter  80,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  3.  That  whenever  it  is 
necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  bridge  or  culvert  on  a 
county  road  in  any  county  of  the  state,  the  county  engineer's 
estimated  cost  of  which  does  not  exceed  $25,000,  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  shall  appropriate  from  the  county 
bridge  fund  a  sum  suflficient  to  meet  the  entire  expense  of  the 
said  work,  and  the  board  shall  make  all  contracts  for  labor, 
material,  and  other  expenses  necessary  for  the  construction 
or  repair  of  said  work  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act:  Pro- 
vided, that  in  any  county  having  a  population  of  more  than 
30,000  and  containing  two  or  more  cities  of  the  second  class, 
or  one  city  of  the  first  class  of  less  than  60,000  population,  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  may  determine  the  necessity 
of  and  pass  resolutions  declaring  such  necessity  and  build 
bridges  at  a  cost  per  bridge  to  be  determined  by  the  county 
engineers'  [engineer's]  estimate  of  not  to  exceed  $60,000,  and 
appropriate  money  therefor :  Provided,  that  the  levy  for  such 
purpose  shall  not  exceed  two  mills  upon  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  county. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  4  of  chapter  80,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  4.  That  whenever  it  is 
necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  bridge  or  culvert  on  a 
township  road  in  any  county  of  this  state,  the  county  engi- 
neer's estimated  cost  of  which  will  not  exceed  six  hundred 
dollars  ($600),  the  township  board  of  highway  commissioners 
of  the  township  in  which  such  bridge  or  culvert  is  located  shall 
appropriate  from  the  road  fund  [of]  such  township  a  sum 
sufficient  to  meet  the  entire  expenses  of  the  proposed  work,  and 
the  township  board  shall  make  all  contracts  for  labor,  material 
and  other  necessary  expenses  for  such  construction  or  repair 
in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act,  and  when  the  county  engi- 
neer's estimated  cost  of  such  work  exceeds  the  sum  of  six  hun- 
dred dollars  ($600)  the  county  board  shall  make  an  appro- 
priation from  the  county  bridge  fund  and  shall  proceed  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  in  this  act :  Provided  further,  that 
the  township  board  of  highway  commissioners  shall  assist  in 
the  construction  of  all  bridges  on  township  roads  to  the  extent 
of  $400 ;  the  entire  construction  to  be  in  charge  of  the  county 
engineer.  When  any  county  has  elected  to  operate  under  the 
county  unit  system  all  bridges  and  culverts  shall  be  built  by 
the  county. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  6  of  chapter  80,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  6.  That  whenever  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  any  county  shall  determine 
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that  it  is  necessary  to  build  or  repair  any  bridge,  the  cost  of 
which  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  [dollars] 
($25,000) ,  it  shall  pass  a  resolution  declaring  such  construction 
or  repairs  a  necessity.  Before  making  the  appropriation  there- 
for it  shall  submit  the  question  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
county  at  either  a  general  or  special  election,  or  when  a  petition 
signed  by  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  county, 
based  on  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  the  secretary  of 
state  at  the  last  preceding  election,  shall  be  presented  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  requesting  that  the  question 
of  building  such  bridge  be  submitted  to  the  people,  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  shall  order  such  election;  and  if  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  the  proposition  submitted  shall 
be  in  favor  thereof,  the  board  shall  make  the  appropriation, 
and  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  same  by  orders  on  the 
county  treasurer,  payable  in  such  sums  and  at  such  times  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  board ;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  or- 
ders be  given  for  a  longer  time  than  five  (5)  years  from  the 
completion  of  the  building  or  repairing  of  said  bridge ;  and  for 
the  payment  of  such  orders  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
shall  levy  a  county  bridge  tax,  in  addition  to  all  other  levies, 
sufficient  to  pay  the  same  as  they  become  due:  Provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  any  Hi>ridge  work  or  bond 
issue  therefor  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  64,  Laws  of 
1909. 

Sec.  5.  That  section  16  of  chapter  80,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  16.  That  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  prohibit  the  board  from  buying  materials  and  con- 
tracting all  or  any  part  of  the  labor  or  purchasing  or  renting 
equipment  to  do  the  work  by  day  labor  under  the  direction  of 
the  county  engineer :  Provided,  that  before  beginning  the  con- 
struction or  repair  of  any  bridge  or  culvert  work  by  day  labor 
the  approved  plans  and  specifications  and  the  county  engi- 
neer'is  estimates  of  the  cost  must  be  filed  in  the  county  clerk's 
office,  and  the  said  county  engineer  shall  keep  an  accurate 
itemized  account  of  all  expenditures  for  labor  and  materials 
and  work  performed  and  file  a  sworn  statement  of  the  same 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  at  the  end  of  each  month  and 
final  statement  when  the  work  is  completed:  Provided,  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  work  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  which  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000), 
unless  the  board  of  county  commissioners  have,  upon  applica- 
tion to  the  State  Highway  Commission,  received  its  permission 
to  construct  said  bridge  by  the  day  labor  system. 

Sec.  6.  That  section  20  of  chapter  80,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  20.  That  in  compliance 
with  the  statutes  of  this  state,  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners may  make  partial  payments,  upon  written  estimate  of 
their  engineer,  on  any  contract  for  bridge  or  culvert  work  un- 
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der  this  act  as  the  same  progresses ;  but  at  no  time  shall  more 
than  ninety  percent  (90%)  of  the  estimate  of  the  materials 
at  such  time  furnished  and  of  the  work  at  such  time  done  be 
paid  in  advance  of  the  full  and  satisfactory  completion  of  said 
work :  And  provided,  that  final  payment  shall  not  be  made  on 
any  of  such  contracts  where  the  amount  of  the  contract  in- 
volved exceeds  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  by  any  county 
board  until  the  county  engineer  has  inspected  the  structure 
and  certified  in  writing  that  the  work  has  been  done  prgn^rly 
and  completed  according  to  contract,  plans  and  specifications, 
and  labor  and  materials  paid  for,  and  his  certificate  to  that 
effect  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk.  The  ac- 
ceptance of  any  bridge  or  the  approval  thereof  shall  not  re- 
lieve the  contractor  or  his  sureties  from  any  liability  for  any 
failure  to  fully  perform  the  contract  or  under  any  provisions 
of  his  bond. 

Sec.  7.  That  section  21  of  chapter  80,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  21.  That  it  shall «be  the 
duty  of  the  county  engineer  in  the  several  counties  of  the  state 
to  keep  separate  itemized  accounts  of  all  expenditures  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  each  county  bridge  and  cul- 
vert in  a  book  prepared  for  that  purpose,  and  the  records  shall 
be  kept  uniformly  in  every  county  in  the  state.  Upon  the  com- 
pletion and  approval  of  all  bridge  and  culvert  work  a  duplicate 
statement  of  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  filed  at  once  with  the 
State  Highway  Commission  by  the  county  engineer. 

Sec.  8.  That  original  sections  2,  3,  4,  6,  16,  20  and  21  of 
chapter  80,  Laws  of  1917,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent or  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  99. 

USE  OF  HIGHWAY  BY  CERTAIN  HEAVY  VEHICLES;  REQUIR- 
ING THE  PLANKING  OF  BRIDGES  AND  CULVERTS,  AND 
CROSS-WALKS  IN  CITIES  AND  TOWNS. 

Senate  bill  No.  216. 

An  Act  concerning  the  use  of  the  highway  by  certain  heavy  vehicles; 
amending  section  29  of  chapter  80  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for 
1917;  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof;  and  repealing 
said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  29  of  chapter  80  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  for  1917  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Section  29.    That  all  persons  owning,  controlling,  operating, 
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or  managing  a  steam  or  gasoline  threshing  engine,  sawmill 
engine,  traction  engine  of  any  kind,  or  any  vehicle  of  great 
weight,  and  moving  the  same  over  the  public  highway,  are  re- 
quired to  lay  down  planks  not  less  than  one  foot  wide,  three 
inches  in  thickness,  and  of  sufficient  length  on  the  floor  of  all 
bridges  and  culverts,  and  across  all  cross  walks  in  incorpo- 
rated towns  and  villages,  situated  on  the  public  highways, 
while  crossing  the  same,  for  the  wheels  of  the  said  engine  or 
heavy  vehicle  to  run  on  while  crossing  such  bridge,  culvert  or 
cross  walk;  all  such  bridges,  culverts  and  cross  walks  shall 
be  plank^  in  such  manner  as  will  prevent  injury  from  all 
mechanical  devices  such  as  lugs:  Provided,  that  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  any  truck  or  wagon  with  its  load  not  exceed- 
ing five  tons  in  combined  weight,  or  to  bridges  and  culverts 
having  a  concrete,  brick  or  stone  floor  covered  with  not  less 
than  four-inch  wearing  surface  of  earth,  gravel,  macadam  or 
other  durable  material :  Provided  further,  that  no  person,  firm 
or  corporation  hereafter  seeking  to  recover  damages  against 
any  city,  township  or  county  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  secure  a  judgment  therein  unless  the  jury  find  that 
such  person,  firm  or  corporation  had,  before  receiving  the  in- 
jury complained  of,  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion: Provided  further,  that  any  person  owning,  controlling, 
operating  or  managing  any  engine  or  vehicle  as  hereinbefore 
described,  who  shall  crush  or  damage  any  bridge  or  culvert 
with  such  engine  or  vehicle  on  any  highway,  either  while  com- 
plying wiUi  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  section  as  to 
planking  or  by  neglecting  to  so  plank,  while  crossing  the  same 
shall  place  a  warning  signal  of  sufficient  size  and  character, 
and  in  plain  view  of  all  parties  using  said  highway,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  three  hundred  feet  from  each  end  of  such  damaged 
bridge  or  culvert,  and  further,  shall  notify  a  member  of  the 
township  board  of  the  township  within  which  such  bridge  or 
culvert  is  located,  in  'writing,  either  by  United  States  mail  or 
in  person,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  time  said  bridge 
or  culvert  shall  have  been  crushed  or  damaged,  stating  in  such, 
written  notice  the  time  at  which  such  damage  occurred,  and 
stating  the  point  in  the  road  at  which  such  bridge  or  culvert  i^s 
located,  and  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  damage  done  thereto. 
Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this 
section  shaJl  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  an  amount  not  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  2.    That  original  section  29  of  chapter  80  of  the  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  100. 

RELATING  TO  THE  BUILDING  OF  BRIDGES  BY  A  TOWNSHIP 
OR  BY  TWO  OR  MORE  TOWNSHIPS  JOINTLY,  AND  THE  ISSU- 
ING OF  BONDS  AND  TAXATION  TO  PAY  THE  SAME. 

Substitute  for  House  bill  No.  405. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  building  of  bridges  by  a  township  or  by  two  or 
more  townships  jointly  and  the  issuing  of  bonds  and  taxation  to  pay 
the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  The  township  board  of  highway  commissioners 
of  any  township,  in  any  county  in  Kansas  having  a  population 
of  3,000  people  or  less,  is  hereby  authorized  to  call  an  election 
for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the  voters  of  said  township 
whether  or  not  there  shall  be  bonds  issued  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  or  repairing  a  bridge  or  bridges  in  the  said  town- 
ship, providing  the  cost  of  each  such  bridge  shall  not  be  less 
than  $300  nor  more  than  $10,000,  and  the  said  township  offi- 
cers shall  give  thirty  days'  notice  of  said  election  by  posting 
five  written  or  printed  notices  in  as  many  public  places  therein 
in  said  township  and  by  at  least  foui"  publications  in  some 
paper  in  general  circulation  in  said  township:  Further  pro- 
vided, that  whenever  any  township  board  in  any  county  hav- 
ing a  population  of  3,000  people  or  less  in  the  slj^te  of  Kansas 
is  authorized  by  virtue  of  an  election  held  for  that  purpose  to 
build  such  a  bridge,  the  said  township  board  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  issue  bonds  for  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  or  bridges,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  such  bonds  to  be 
made  payable  in  twenty  years  from  date  thereof  and  to  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six  percent  per  annum  and  shall 
have  semiannual  interest  coupons  therewith:  Further  pro- 
vided, that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  board  of  any 
township  issuing  said  bonds  to  levy  a  uniform  tax  each  year 
to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  as  the  same  may  become  due, 
on  all  taxable  property  of  such  township,  and  such  township 
board  is  hereby  further  empowered  and  it  shall  be  their  duty 
before  the  maturity  of  any  series  of  such  bonds  to  levy  a  tax 
for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  at  the  maturity  thereof,  and  all 
money  realized  from  the  sale  of  such  bonds  shall  be  used  only 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  building  of  said  bridge  as 
herein  provided.  No  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of  this  act 
shall  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value  nor  any  commission 
paid  for  sale  thereof.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  on  behalf  of 
the  township  issuing  the  same  by  the  township  board  of  such 
township  and  duly  registered  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk 
of  the  county  in  which  such  township  is  located,  and  such  reg- 
istration shall  be  certified  to  by  said  county  clerk  upon  said 
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bonds  by  his  official  signature  and  the  seal  of  the  county  in 
which  the  township  is  located.  Said  bonds  shall  also  be  re^ris- 
tered  by  the  auditor  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  and  he  shall  certify 
on  such  bonds  the  registration  thereof  by  his  official  signa- 
ture-and  seal  of  office.  All  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  contain  a  recital  that  the  same  are  issued  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act  and  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions, restrictions  and  limitations  thereof,  and  such  bonds 
and  interest  thereon  are  to  be  paid  by  a  general  tax  levied  upon 
all  the  taxable  property  of  the  township  issuing  the  same ;  that 
such  recital  shall  be  conclusive  in  favor  of  the  persons  pur- 
chasing such  bonds;  that  all  prior  acts  have  been  done,  pro- 
ceedings taken  and  conditions  precedent  performed,  and  exist- 
ing, to  authorize  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  and  the  levy  of  a 
tax  necessary  for  the  pa3mrient  of  the  principal  and  interest 
thereon  as  and  when  the  same  become  due  by  the  terms 
thereof:  Provided  further,  that  the  limitations  of  section  4, 
chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  of  1917,  shall  not  apply  to 
any  bridge  constructed  or  repaired  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  bridge  as  described  in  section  1  of  this 
act  be  necessary  that  is  located  on  the  township  line  between 
two  townships  or  within  80  rods  thereof  in  any  county  in 
Kansas  having  a  population  of  3,000  people  or  less,  the  town- 
ship boards  of  highway  commissioners  may,  after  authoriza- 
tion at  an  election  held  in  each  such  township,  unite  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  bridge :  Provided,  that  the  proportion  of  the 
cost  to  be  paid  by  each  township  shall  be  on  the  ratio  of  their 
assessed  valuation. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  the  preparation  of.  plans,  letting  of  con- 
tracts and  construction  of  the  bridges  authorized  by  this  act, 
the  township  board  of  highway  commissioners  shall  follow  the 
same  proceedings  and  regulations  as  are  provided  in  chapter 
80  of  the  Laws  of  1917,  and  amendments  thereto,  for  county 
bridges,  as  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  101. 

REMOVAL,  RELOCATION  OR  RECONSTRUCTION  OF  BRIDGES 
IN  COUNTIES  WITH  AN  ASSESSED  VALUATION  OF  OVER 
110  MILLION  DOLLARS. 

Senate  bill  No.  448. 

An  Act  amending  section  755  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for 
1915,  relating  to  public  bridfi^es  in  certain  counties,  and  supplemental 
to  chapter  64,  Laws  of  1909,  and  repealing  said  original  section  755. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  755  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section 
755.  That  whenever  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  any 
county  of  this  state,  having  an  assessed  valuation  for  taxation 
purposes  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  ten  million  dollars,  has 
heretofore  been  ordered  or  required,  or  shall  hereafter  be  or- 
dered or  required,  to  remove,  relocate,  reconstruct  or  other- 
wise improve  any  public  bridge  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 64,  Laws  of  1909,  and  there  is  any  portion  of  such  bridge 
which  has  not  been  used,  or  which  is  not  practicable  to  use,  in 
the  reconstruction  thereof,  said  board  of  county  commissioners 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  locate,  erect  and  con- 
struct another  bridge  over  any  river  in  said  county  and  located 
within  two  miles  of  the  bridge  so  ordered  or  required  to  be 
removed,  relocated,  reconstructed  or  improved  and  to  use  in 
the  construction  thereof  such  portion  of  the  bridge  so  ordered 
or  required  to  be  removed,  relocated,  reconstructed  or  im- 
proved as  may  be  practicable,  and  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
any  costs  and  expense  of  the  construction  of  such  other  bridge, 
may  issue  the  bonds  of  such  county  without  the  same  being 
authorized  by  any  election  called  or  held  for  such  purpose,  not 
exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  eighty 
thousand  dollars  and  subject  only  to  the  limitations  contained 
in  sections  756,  757,  758,  759,  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for 
1915. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  is  supplemental  to  and  is  to  be  con- 
strued as  amendatory  of  and  not  as  repealing  chapter  64,  Laws 
of  1909. 

Sec.  3.  *  That  section  755  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  102. 

AUTHORIZING    THE    COUNTY    COMMISSIONERS    OF    NORTON. 
COUNTY  TO  PAY  A  PORTION  OF  THE  COST  OF  A  CERTAIN 
BRIDGE. 

House  bill  No.  231. 

An  Act  relating  to  bridgres  and  authorizing  the  county  commissioners  of 
Norton  county,  Kansas,  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  a  certain  bridge 
upon  the  state  line. 

Whereas,  During  the  year  1917  a  certain  bridge  was  built 
across  Sappa  creek  on  the  public  highway  where  such  high- 
way crosses  the  Kansas-Nebraska  state  line  between  Norton 
county,  Kansas,  and  Furnas  county,  Nebraska,  pursuant  to  and 
in  accordance  with  an  oral  agreement  entered  into  between  the 
proper  authorities  of  said  Furnas  county,  Nebraska,  and  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  Norton  county,  Kansas,  and 
with  the  entire  approval  of  said  authorities  and  said  board  and 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  laws  of  Nebraska ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  authorities  and  said  board  of  county  com- 
missioners did  believe  in  good  faith  that  the  laws  of  Kansas 
were  fully  complied  with  in  relation  to  the  construction  of  said 
bridge;  and 

Whereas,  Said  bridge  is  a  public  utility  to  the  people  of  both 
of  said  states  and  both  of  said  counties  and  has  been  paid 
for  in  full  by  said  Furnas  county,  Nebraska,  in  the  sum  of 
$3,104.00 ;  and 

Whereas,  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Norton 
county,  Kansas,  before  the  construction  of  said  bridge,  agreed 
with  said  authorities  of  Furnas  county,  Nebraska,  to  pay  one- 
half  the  cost  of  said  bridge  and  has  become  and  now  is  under 
moral  obligation  to  pay  same  and  said  has  not  been  paid ;  now, 
tlierefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Nor- 
ton county,  Kansas,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  allow  and 
pay  from  the  general  fund  or  the  bridge  fund  of  said  county  the 
claim  of  said  Furnas  county,  Nebraska,  for  the  just  propor- 
tion of  the  actual  cost  of  said  bridge,  not  to  exceed  one-half 
thereof  and  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $1,552.00,  together  with 
5%  interest  thereon  from  November  1,  1917,  until  paid. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  103. 

OBJECT  OF  BUILDING  AND  LOAN  CORPORATIONS;  VALUE  OP 
SHARES;  FORM  OF  LIEN;  SECURITY  FOR  LOANS. 

Senate  bin  No.  276. 

An  Act  to  amend  sections  2214  and  2219  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915, 
relating  to  building  and  loan  associations,  and  repealing  said  original 
sections. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Section  2214  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  2214.  The  object 
of  such  corporations  shall  be  the  accumulation  of  a  capital  in 
money,  to  be  derived  from  the  payments  by  its  members  in 
periodical  installments  or  otherwise  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  by-laws,  and  from  the 
profits  and  accumulations  arising  from  the  investments  of  such 
payments.  The  capital  so  accumulated  by  any  corporation 
created  by  virtue  hereof  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  equal 
value;  the  ultimate  value  of  such  shares  shall  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars.  Said  capital  may  be  issued  in  full-paid, 
prepaid,  deposit,  or  installment  shares,  in  such  amounts  and 
at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  in  the 
by-laws.  Any  such  corporation  may  also  issue  permanent 
stock,  for  which  full  par  value  shall  be  paid  at  time  of  issue  or 
in  monthly  installments  of  five  dollars  per  share,  at  the  option 
of  the  purchaser,  and  upon  which  permanent  stock  a  full  divi- 
dend, or  a  definite  dividend,  may  be  paid,  which  dividend  shall 
in  no  case  exceed  the  percent  of  profit  per  annum  acquired  by 
any  other  class  or  series,  of  stock  at  the  time  such  dividend  is 
declared.  The  balance  of  profits  (if  any)  and  the  principal 
paid  on  said  stock  shall  not  be  paid  to  the  holders  of  the  same 
untfl  all  lawful  claims  of  every  other  class  of  stock  in  its  series, 
as  expressed  in  the  certificate  of  such  other  classes,  and  all 
other  liabilities  of  such  corporation,  shall  have  been  fully 
liquidated  and  paid.  Pasrments  of  dues  or  installments  on 
shares  shall  commence  and  date  from  the  time  provided  in  the 
by-laws.  There  shall  be  issued  to  every  shareholder  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  corporation, 
and  evidenced  by  its  corporate  seal,  setting  forth  distinctly 
and  clearly  the  class  of  stock  for  which  he  has  subscribed,  and 
the  provisions  in  the  by-laws  relating  to  stock  of  the  class,  the 
dividend  which  it  may  draw,  and  the  withdrawal  value  which 
it  may  have  at  any  time,  and  shall  provide  that  a  nonborrow- 
ing  stockholder  on  withdrawing  shall  receive  not  less  than  the 
full  amount  of  the  dues  he  has  paid  to  the  association.  Such 
certificate  shall  be  deemed  in  all  courts  of  justice  to  be  a  con- 
tract betwten  the  corporation  and  the  shareholder,  and  shall 
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determine  at  all  times  the  liability  of  the  corfwration  to  the 
holders  of  its  shares.  It  shall  be  subject  to  a  lien  in  favor  of 
the  corporation  for  the  payment  of  unpaid  installments,  fines 
and  other  charges  incurred  thereon  under  the  provisions  of  the 
charter  and  by-laws.  The  by-laws  may  prescribe  the  form  and 
manner  of  enforcing  such  lien.  New  shares  may  be  issued  in 
lieu  of  any  shares  withdrawn,  redeemed,  canceled,  or  forfeited. 
Said  capital,  as  accumulated,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  loaned 
or  advanced  to  members  of  the  corporation,  who  shall  give  se- 
curity for  the  prompt  and  continued  payment  of  all  dues,  in- 
terest, premium,  and  fines,  until  each  of  the  shares  so  ad- 
vanced upon  shall  reach  the  ultimate  and  full  value  thereof. 
The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  affect  certificates  of 
stock  issued  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  Section  2219  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  2219.  For  every 
loan  or  advance  made,  a  note,  or  bond,  and  mortgage  shall  be 
given,  which  shall  be  nonnegotiable  and  nonassignable,  and 
shall  be  a  first  lien  on  real  estate,  except  taxes  and  special 
assessments,  and  except  the  prior  liens  held  and  owned  by  the 
association,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  transfer  and  pledge 
of  the  shares  of  stock  of  the  member,  or  members,  so  obtain- 
ing a  loan  or  advance:  Provided,  that  the  association  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  bank  commissioner,  sell  and  assign 
such  notes  and  mortgages  whenever  funds  are  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  withdrawals  or  maturing  shares,  or  for 
the  purpose  of  liquidating  the  business  of  the  association,  or 
may  assign  such  notes  and  mortgages  to  other  building  and 
loan  associations  when  funds  are  needed  to  complete  loans  to 
waiting  borrowers,  such  loans  to  be  reclaimed  by  assigning 
association  when  funds  will  permit:  And  provided  further, 
that  when  a  mortgage  is  subject  to  foreclosure,  the  association 
may  sell  and  assign  its  mortgage  to  a  junior  lien  holder.  Said 
shares  so  transferred  and  pledged  shall  be  held  by  the  corpora- 
tion as  additional  or  collateral  security  for  the  performance  of 
the  agreements,  covenants  and  conditions  of  said  note  or  bond 
and  mortgage.  Said  note  or  bond  and  mortgage  shall  recite 
and  set  forth  the  number  of  shares  transferred  and  pledged 
by  the  particular  shareholder  so  borrowing,  and  the  amount  of 
money  advanced  thereon,  and  shall  be  expressed  to  be  con- 
ditioned for  the  payment,  to  the  corporation,  of  the  dues  on 
the  number  of  shares  so  pledged  and  advanced  upon  and  the 
interest  upon  the  loan  or  advance  for  which  said  shares  are 
pledged  and  said  note  or  bond  and  mortgage  given,  together 
with  all  fines  chargeable  upon  arrears  of  such  payment,  until 
said  sharies  shall  reach  the  ultimate  value  thereof  or  said  loans 
shall  be  otherwise  sooner  canceled  and  discharged :  Provided, 
however,  that  the  shares  of  the  particular  corporation,  except 
permanent  shares,  without  other  security,  may,  in  the  discre- 
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tion  of  the  board  of  directors,  be  accepted  as  security  for  loans 
or  advances,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  nine-tenths  of  the 
withdrawal  value  of  such  shares  at  the  time,  as  shown  by  the 
books  of  such  association.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
apply  to  corporations  heretofore  organized  as  well  as  those 
hereafter  to  be  organized. 

Sec.  3.  Original  sections  22*14  and  2219  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1915  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  104. 

RELATING  TO  CEMETERIES  WHICH  ARE  PUBLIC  CORPORA- 
TIONS,  AND  TO  RESURVEYING  AND  REPLATTING  SAME. 

.   HonM  biU  No.  282. 

An  Act  relating  to  cemeteries  which  lire  public  corporations  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  article  XV.  chapter  23,  General  Statutes  of 
1868  (bein^  sections  2265,  2266  and  2267  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915),  providing  for  the  vacation  of  streets,  avenues  and/or  ways  and 
surveying  and  platting  the  vacated  portions  of  such  streets,  avenues 
and/or  ways  into  ways,  and  into  lots  and  blocks  for  purposes  of 
sepulture,  and  the  vacating  of  unsold  lots  and  .blocks  and  certain 
streets  skirting  such  lots  and  blocks,  for  the  purpose  of  resurveying 
and  replatting,  and  to  provide  out  of  the  sale  of  lots  and  blocks  a  per- 
manent fund  for  the  upkeep  and  beautification  of  such  cemetery. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  where  a  cemetery  corporation  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  article  XV  of  chapter  23  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  1868  (being  sections  2265,  2266  and  2267  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  1915)  was  duly  chartered  more  than 
forty-two  years  next  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
did  plat  and  duly  record  said  plat  in  accordance  with  said 
statute  more  than  forty  years  previous,  and  where  more  than' 
fifty  per  centum  of  the  tract  so  platted  is  platted  as  streets, 
avenues  and/or  ways  of  ingress  or  egress  to  or  from  lots  and 
blocks,  and  where  more  than  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the 
ground  platted  for  sepulture  has  been  sold  and  conveyed,  and 
there  remains  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars  in  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  cemetery  corporation  as  funds 
to  invest  to  provide  an  income  for  the  upkeep  and  beautifica- 
tion  of  the  cemetery*  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  cemetery  cor- 
poration to  vacate  streets,  avenues  and/or  ways  or  any  part 
thereof  and  to  make  a  new  survey  and  plat  of  such  vacated  por- 
tions of  said  plat  and  to  plat  the  vacated  portions  of  the  orig- 
inal plat  into  lots  and  blocks  for  sepulture  and  for  ways  of  in- 
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gress  and  egress:  Provided,  however,  that  before  any  lots  or 
blocks  shall  be  sold  in  the  new  plat  that  such  plat  shall  be  duly 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  county 
wherein  said  cemetery  is  situate :  And  provided  further,  that 
no  lot  number  or  other  mark  of  designation  of  the  original 
plat  shall  be  changed :  And  provided  further,  that  each  one  of 
the  blocks  originally  platted  shall  abut  on  at  least  one  side  on 
a  street  or  avenue  not  less  than  ten  feet  wide. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  blocks  which  may  be  platted  out  of  such 
vacated  streets,  avenues  and/or  ways  shall  be  separated  from 
the  blocks  as  surveyed  and  platted  in  the  original  plat  by  a  way 
at  least  four  feet  wide. 

Sec.  3.  That  before  making  such  vacation  of  such  streets, 
avenues  and/or  ways  as  herein  provided  and  surveying  and 
platting  of  any  portion  of  the  plat  proposed  to  be  vacated,  the 
board  of  directors  shall  advertise  for  two  weeks  before  an 
annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  in  a  news- 
paper qualified  to  publish  legal  notices  and  which  newspaper 
shall  be  in  general  circulation  in  the  community  which  said 
cemetery  serves,  that  the  question  of  vacating  streets,  avenues 
and/or  ways,  and  of  platting  the  vacated  parts  for  purposes  of 
sepulture  will  be  considered  and  that  if  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers voting  at  such  meeting  shall  authorize  the  board  of  di- 
rectors to  make  the  survey  and  plat  conformably  to  law  that 
such  action  shall  be  binding  on  all  the  members  of  the  cor- 
poration. The  said  notice  shall  specifically  designate  the  por- 
tions of  the  original  plat  proposed  to  be  vacated,  and  a  general 
description  of  the  proposed  plat,  and  no  other  plan  shall  be  con- 
sidered at  such  meeting.  If  the  plan  proposed  is  not  adopted 
at  such  meeting  the  question  of  adopting  the  same  or  some 
other  plan  may  be  submitted  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  mem- 
bers, the  calling  and  powers  of  which  special  meeting  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  to  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  That  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  a  lot  or  block 
or  part  of  a  lot  or  block  the  board  of  directors  shall  set  aside 
not  less  than  seventy-five  per  centum  of  such  sale  for  and  as  a 
permanent  investment  fund,  the  interest  only  of  which  may 
be  used  for  the  current  upkeep  of  the  ground  sold  for. sepulture 
and  the  beautification  of  the  cemetery. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  funds  shall  be  invested  in  United  States, 
Kansas  state,  county,  municipal  or  school  district  bonds,  or  in 
first  mortgages  on  real  estate  worth,  exclusive  of  improve- 
ments, double  the  amount  of  the  mortgage. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  treasurer  of  such  cemetery  corporation 
shall  give  a  surety  company  bond  for  such  amount  as  is  likely 
to  come  into  his  hands  during  his  term  of  office  and  condi- 
tioned that  he  shall  and  will  faithfully  account  for  and  turn 
over  all  funds,  books  and  accounts  belonging  to  the  cemetery 
corporation  to  his  successor  in  office. 
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Sec.  7.  That  no  investment  of  such  funds  shall  be  made  ex- 
cept at  a  legal  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors ;  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  board  of  directors  to  keep  the  funds  of  the  corpora- 
tion properly  invested  shall  subject  the  members  neglecting 
to  perform  their  duty  under  this  section  to  a  forfeiture  of  their 
ofiSce  and  to  double  the  amount  of  damages  the  cemetery  cor- 
poration may  sustain. 

Sec.  8.  That  where  by  a  plat  filed  within  ten  years  next  pre- 
ceding the  passage  of  this  act  more  than  forty  percent  of  the 
tract  platted  is  laid  out  as  streets,  avenues  and/or  ways  and 
where  lots  or  blocks  for  sepulture  have  been  sold  and  conveyed 
from  one  tier  of  blocks  only  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of 
directors  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  and  to  record  as  required 
by  law  a  plat  vacating  all  the  streets,  avenues,  and/or  ways 
and  the  unsold  lots  and  blocks  as  shown  in  the  original  plat  and 
making  another  and  a  different  survey  and  plat:  Provided* 
however,  that  in  the  new  plat  the  blocks  and  lots  sold  and  con- 
veyed shall  bear  the  same  designating  numbers  or  marks  under 
which  the  same  were  sold,  and  that  each  block  sold  and  con- 
veyed according  to  the  original  plat  shall  abut  on  one  side  on 
a  twenty-five  foot  street  or  avenue. 

Sec.  9.  That  the.  expression  "and/or"  as  used  in  this  act 
shall  be  interpreted  and  construed  copulatively  or  alternatively 
or  both  as  the  relation  to  the  context  may  require. 

Sec.  10.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  105. 
CARE  OF  ABANDONED  CEMETERIES  BY  TOWNSHIP  BOARD. 

Senate  biU  No.  11. 

An  Act  relating  to  cemeteries  and  amending  section  1  of  chapter  S4  of 
the  Laws  of  1917  and  repealing  said  original  section^ 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

*  Section  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  84  of  the  Laws  of  1917 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1.  That  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
township  board  of  any  township  within  the  state  of  Kansas  in 
which  there  is  situated  an  abandoned  cemetery  to  provide  for 
the  care  of  such  cemetery  and  to  provide  for  the  proper  and 
seasonable  cutting  of  all  weeds  and  grass  therein  at  least  twice 
each  year;  and  for  such  purposes  such  township  board  shall 
appropriate  and  expend  not  more  than  $60.00  per  year  for 
each  such  cemetery :   Provided,  that  the  first  cutting  be  not 
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later  than  June  1  and  second  cutting  be  not  earlier  than  July  16 
and  not  later  than  August  1. 

Sec.  2.    Said  section  1  of  chapter  84  of  the  Laws  of  1917  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  106. 

CEMETERY  CORPORATION  IN  OR  ADJACENT  TO  CITIES  OP 

THE  FIRST  CLASS. 

Senate  bill  No.  50. 

An  Act  relating  to  corporations  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  cemeteries  and  amending  section  2270  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915,  and  repealing  said  original  section. 

Be  it  eruieted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  2270  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read :  Sec.  2270. 
That  every  corporation  hereafter  formed  or  organized  or  that 
has  been  organized  subsequent  to  March  1st,  1914,  pursuant  to 
chapter  23  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1909,  for  the  purpose  of 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  cemeteries  in,  or  within 
two  miles  of,  any  of  the  cities  of  said  state,  shall  have  a  capital 
stock  and  board  of  directors  elected  by  the  stockholders  with 
the  same  duties  and  powers  as  the  board  of  directors  of  other 
corporations  for  profit,  and  is  empowered  to  acquire  and  hold 
lands  for  cemetery  purposes  only,  within  two  miles  of  such 
city,  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  acres,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
to  enclose,  lay  out,  or  ornament  and  improve  such  lands  held 
by  such  corporation  for  such  purposes,  and  to  divide  said  lands 
into  burial  lots;  and  that  all  of  the  acts  of  any  board  of 
directors  heretofore  legally  elected  by  stockholders  in  any  such 
company,  which  would  be  legal  if  done  by  any  other  private 
corporation,  are  hereby  recognized,  confirmed  and  made  valid. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  2270  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  107. 

CITIES  MAY  ABANDON  CITY  MANAGER  PLAN  OP  GOVERN- 
MENT, AND  SPECIFY  FORM  OF  GOVERNMENT  DESIRED  AT 
ELECTION  HELD  FOR  THAT  PURPOSE. 

Senate  biO  Ko.  164. 

An  Act  to  amend  section  17  of  chapter  86  of  the  Session  Laws  of  ISl?, 

and  to  repeal  said  orig^inal  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  17  of  chapter  86  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1917  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows :  Sec.  17.  Any  city  of  the  state  of  Kansas  that  shall 
have  operated  for  four  years  or  more  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  may  abandon  such  form  of  organization  as  is  herein 
provided  for  and  accept  either  the  provisions  of  the  commis- 
sion form  of  government  law,  or  the  mayor  and  councilman 
form  of  government  law,  then  applicable  to  <;ities  of  its  popu- 
lation :  Provided,  that  a  proposition  to  abandon  such  form  of 
organization  and  accept  the  provisions,  either  of  the  mayor  and 
commissioner  form  of  government  law,  or  the  provisions  of 
the  mayor  and  councilman  form  of  government  law,  must 
first  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such 
city,  at  a  special  election  called  for  that  purpose,  by  the  govern- 
ing board  of  said  city,  as  herein  provided.  Such  an  election  shall 
be  called  by  the  governing  board  upon  the  presentation  of  a 
petition  to  the  governing  board  of  said  city,  signed  by  not 
less  than  twenty-five  percent  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such 
city,  praying  for  such  election.  Said  petition  shall  specify 
the  form  of  government  which  the  petitioners  desire  the  city 
to  adopt,  in  case  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  propo- 
sition at  such  election  are  in  favor  of  abandoning  the  city 
manager  form,  and  whether  the  said  city  shall  accept  "the  pro- 
visions of  the  mayor  and  commissioner  form  of  government 
law,  or  the  provisions  of  the  mayor  and  councilman  form  of 
government  law.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  petition  to 
the  governing  board  of  such  city,  the  said  governing  board 
shall  call  a  special  election  to  be  held  within  sixty  days  of  the 
date  of  the  presentation  of  such  petition,  for  the  submission 
of  such  proposition  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  said 
city.  The  form  of  the  ballot  used  at  said  election  shall  be  as 
follows :  Shall  the  city  of  (naming  the  city)  abandon 
its  organization  under  chapter  86  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917,  and  any  acts  amendatory  thereto,  and  become 
a  city  under  the  general  law  governing  cities  of  like  Yes  lU 
population  under  (state  the  form  of  government, 
whether  the  mayor  and  commissioner,  or  mayor  and 
councilman  form  of  government)  7  No    D 
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Voters  desiring  to  vote  in  favor  of  abandoning  the  city  man- 
ager form  of  government  shall  place  a  cross  in  the  square 
opposite  the  word  "yes,*^  and  those  desiring  to  vote  against 
abandoning  the  city  manager  plan  shall  place  a  cross  in  the 
square  opposite  the  word  "no."  If  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  upon  said  proposition,  at  such  election,  shall  be  in 
favor  of  abandoning  the  city  manager  plan  of  government,  the 
said  city  shall  become  a  city  under  the  general  law  governing 
cities  of  like  population  and  according  to  the  form  designated 
in  the  proposition  submitted  to  the  voters  at  said  election: 
Provided,  that  the  officers  constituting  the  governing  board  of 
such  city,  at  such  time,  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices,  and 
said  city  shall  continue  to  be  governed  by  them  as  mayor  and 
commissioners  until  the  next  general  city  election,  as  provided 
by  law  for  the  election  of  city  officers  for  cities  of  like  popula- 
tion, and  upon  the  qualification  of  the  newly  elected  city  officers 
elected  at  such  city  election  the  term  of  office  of  the  said 
governing  board  and  their  powers  shall  cease  and  determine ; 
but  such  change  in  the  form  of  government  shaU  not  in  any 
manner  or  degree  affect  the  property  rights  or  liabilities  of 
such  city.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governing  board  of  such 
city  to  give  notice  by  proclamation  of  the  time  of  holding 
such  election,  stating  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  held  and  the 
question  or  proposition  to  be  voted  upon,  and  said  notice  shall 
be  published  in  the  official  city  paper,  if  any,  of  such  city,  each 
week  for  two  weeks  next  preceding  the  date  of  said  election, 
and  if  there  be  no  official  paper,  it  shall  post  a  copy  of  said 
notice  in  five  conspicuous  places  in  said  city  for  fifteen  days 
next  preceding  said  election.  The  votes  cast  at  said  election 
in  favor  of  or  against  said  proposition  submitted  shall  be 
counted,  canvassed  and  declared  as  required  under  the  laws 
of  the  state  of  Kansas,  which  are  then  applicable  to  the  sub- 
mission of  questions  at  either  special  or  general  elections. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  17  of  chapter  86  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

SECTION  1.  That  section  18,  chapter  86  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  18. 
When  any  city  operating  under  the  mayor  and  council  form  of 
government  shall  adopt  the  provisions  of  this  act  such  city 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  adopted  the  commission  form  of  gov- 
ernment as  qualified  by  this  act  as  well  as  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  such  city  shall  thereafter  be  governed  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  relating  to  the  government  of  the  cities  of 
the  same  class  under  the  commission  form  of  government  as 
qualified  by  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  18  of  chapter  86  of  the  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  1917  is  hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  on  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  109. 

CURBING,  GRADING,  GUTTERING  AND  PAVING  OF  CERTAIN 
STREETS  CONNECTING  WITH  HARD  SURFACE  ROADS,  ISSU- 
ING BONDS  IN  PAYMENT  THEREFOR;  ADOPTION  OF  RES- 
OLUTION BY  BOARD  OF  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS. 

Senate  bSl  No.  108. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  curbing,  guttering,  grading  and  paving  of  certain 
streets  in  cities  of  the  first  class  of  less  than  80,Q00  inhabitants  and 
cities  of  the  second  and  tJiird  classes,  and  roads  or  highways  in  the 
counties  connecting  therewith. 

Beit  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  cities  of  the  first  class  of  less  than  80,000 
and  cities  of  the  second  and  third  classes,  and  the  county  in 
which  any  city  is  located,  are  hereby  given  power  to  curb, 
gutter,  grade,  pave  or  improve  certain  streets  and  hard-sur- 
faced roads  or  public  highways  in  such  counties  connecting 
with  sucb  streets  where  such  streets  and  connecting  roads  or 
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highways  shall  lie  partly  within  or  bordering  on  the  limits  of 
such  cities,  or  wholly  within  or  wholly  without  such  cities,  and 
to  issue  bonds  to  pay  the  cost  thereof,  and  to  levy  special 
assessments  against  the  lots,  tracts  or  parcels  of  land  liable  to 
the  special  assessment  therefor  as  hereinafter  set  out:  Pro- 
vided, that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  counties  having  a  popu- 
lation of  less  than  20,000. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  mayor  and  coun- 
cil or  the  board  of  commissioners  of  any  city  of  the  first  class 
of  less  than  80,000  inhabitants  and  cities  of  the  second  or  third 
class,  it  shall  become  expedient  and  a  public  necessity  to  ex- 
tend the  improvements  upon  any  street  in  such  city  which 
shall  connect  with  any  hard-surfaced  road  or  highway  at  the 
city  limits  by  curbing,  guttering,  grading,  paving  or  improving 
such  street  from  the  end  of  the  pavement  thereon  for  a  dis- 
tance of  not  more  than  five-eighths  of  a  mile  beyond  the  city 
Umits  upon  the  road  or  highway  connecting  with  such  street, 
the  mayor  and  council  or  board  of  commissioners  of  said  city 
may,  by  resolution,  declare  such  expediency  and  necessity  and 
submit  the  resolution  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
such  county  for  its  adoption:  Provided,  that  twenty  days 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  said  resolution  a  proper  notice  shall  be 
given  by  publication  in  the  official  city  paper.  After  the  reso- 
lution has  been  adopted  by  the  mayor  and  council  or  board  of 
commissioners  of  said  city,  and  by  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners of  said  county,  it  shall  be  published  in  three  con- 
secutive issues  of  the  official  city  paper  and  also  in  three  con- 
secutive issues  of  the  official  counly  paper.  The  resolution 
must  state  the  terminal  points  of  the  proposed  improvement, 
the  width  to  be  paved  or  improved,  and  the  kind  of  pavement 
or  improvement:  Provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  such  a  resolu- 
tion be  passed  covering  a  greater  distance  than  five-eighths  of 
a  mile  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city.  And  the  number  of  an- 
nual assessments  to  be  levied  upon  the  lands  in  the  benefit 
district  or  districts  in  payment  thereof,  which  number  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty. 

Sec.  8.  At  the  time  fixed  in  said  notice  for  the  consideration 
of  said  resolution  any  citizen  of  said  city,  or  ownei"  of  any 
property  affected  thereby,  may  appear  and  make  written  ob- 
jection to  the  contemplated  improvement,  and  to  the  passage 
of  said  resolution,  at  which  hearing  the  resolution  may  be 
amended  and  passed,  or  passed  as  proposed.  After  the  resolu- 
tion has  been  passed  and  published  as  herein  provided,  the 
city  shall  then  proceed  to  improve  said  street,  said  road  or 
highway,  or  said  street  and  road  or  highway,  as  any  other 
street. 

Sec.  4.  The  cost  of  such  improvements  on  the  county  road 
and  city  street  shall  be  borne  as  follows :  The  city  shall  pay 
thirty  percent  of  the  cost  thereof,  the  county  shall  pay  thirty 
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percent  of  the  cost  thereof,  and  the  property  in  the  benefit 
district  shall  pay  forty  percent  of  the  cost  thereof.  The  benefit 
district  liable  to  special  assessment  of  forty  percent  of  the  co  .t 
of  such  improvement  shall  not  extend  more  than  one-half  mile 
on  either  side  of  the  road  or  street  to  be  improved.  The  board 
of  county  commissioners  shall  designate  the  benefit  district  in 
the  county  outside  the  city  and  the  city  commissioners  or 
mayor  and  council  of  said  city  shall  designate  the  benefit  dis- 
trict within  the  city  where  the  road  or  street  to  be  improved 
shaU  lie  partly  within  and  partly  without  the  city,  and  the 
benefit  district  shall  include  lots,  tracts  and  parcels  of  land 
both  within  and  without  the  city.  The  lots,  tracts  and  parcels 
of  land  in  the  benefit  district  within  the  city  shall  be  liable  for 
forty  percent  of  the  cost  of  improvements  within  the  city  and 
the  lots,  tracts  and  parcels  of  land  outside  of  the  city  and  within 
such  benefit  district  shall  be  liable  for  forty  percent  of  the  cost 
of  the  improvements  on  the  county  road  outside  of  the  city. 
The  assessments  against  the  benefit  districts  shall  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  various  lots,  tracts  and  parcels  of  land 
within  said  districts  in  accordance  with  the  special  benefits 
accruing  to  the  lots,  tracts  and  parcels  of  land  and  the  im- 
provements thereon ;  said  apportionment  to  be  made  by  three 
disinterested  property  owners  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the 
city  and  approved  by  the  council  or  city  commissioners  and  by 
the  board  of  county  commissioners.  All  ordinances,  notices, 
bonds,  special  meetings  to  hear  complaints,  assessments, 
spreading  and  collecting  taxes,  shall  be  the  same  as  for  other 
similar  improvements  in  cities  of  the  first,  second  or  third 
class,  and  in  building  or  improving  county  roads:  Provided, 
that  the  cost  thereof  may  be  paid  by  the  mayor  and  council,  or 
mayor  and  commissioners,  and  by  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners, by  levying  a  tax  or  by  voting  bonds  in  the  manner 
and  form  and  upon  the  same  restrictions  and  conditions  as  are 
prescribed  for  cities  of  the  second  class  in  sections  1757  and 
1758  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915. 

Sec.  5.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CIENT  REVENUE  MAY  BE  PRODUCED. 

HouM  bfl]  No.  219. 

An  Act  to  amend  section  836  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  re- 
pealing such  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  835  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  835.  Any  city- 
operating  any  water  works,  fuel  power  or  lighting  plant  or 
sewer  system  may  extend  its  mains,  transmission  lines  or 
pipe  lines  within  or  without  the  city  by  construction  or  pur- 
chase, when  applications  have  been  made  and  agreements  en- 
tered into  by  persons  along  the  proposed  extension  that  will 
produce  a  revenue  in  the  judgment  of  the  mayor  and  council, 
or  the  mayor  and  commissioners,  sufficient  to  pay  interest  on 
the  cost  of  the  extension,  and  the  operating  cost  of  the  product 
or  service  furnished. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  835  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

AUTHORIZING  CITIES  OF  LESS  THAN  50,000  POPULATION  TO 
LEVY  TAX  FOR  MAINTAINING  AND  OPERATING  SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL  PLANTS. 

House  bill  No.  288. 

An  Act  authorizing  certain  cities  to  levy  taxes  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
taining and  operating  sewage  disposal  plants. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  all  cities  of  less  than  50,000  in  the  state  of 
Kansas  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  a  tax,  in  addition 
to  all  other  taxes  allowed  by  law,  not  exc^ing  one-half  mill 
on  the  dollar  upon  all  taxable  property  in  such  cities,  to  be  col- 
lected as  other  taxes  and  used  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
and  operating  sewage  disposal  plants.  Such  levy  shall  not 
prevent  the  use  of  other  funds  available  for  the  same  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  112. 

RELATING  TO  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES,  AND  TO  SUBMITTING  THE 
QUESTION   OF   ESTABLISHMENT   THEREOF. 

House  biU  No.  475. 

An  Act  relating  to  public  libraries,  and  repealing  section  949  of  the 

General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  upon  the  written  petition  of  twenty-five 
percent  of  the  resident  taxpayers  of  any  city  presented  to  the 
mayor  and  city  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners- thereof, 
such  mayor  and  council  shall  cause  to  be  submitted  to  the 
leg^al  voters  of  such  city,  at  the  first  city  election  thereafter,  or, 
if  the  petition  so  requests,  at  a  special  election  to  be  called  for 
that  purpose,  the  question  of  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  free  public  library  and  reading  room  by  such  city ; 
and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  on  such 
proposition  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  such  library  and  reading  room,  the  mayor  and 
council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  shall  annually  thereafter 
levy  a  tax  in  such  sum  as  may  be  by  resolution  of  the  directors 
of  the  free  library  designated,  not  to  exceed  one  mill  on  the 
dollar  on  all  taxable  property  in  such  city  subject  to  tax,  to  be 
levied  and  collected  in  a  like  manner  with  the  other  taxes  of 
said  city  and  to  be  known  as  the  library  fund :  Provided,  that 
in  cities  having  a  population  of  40,000  or  more  the  levy  herein 
provided  for  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  one  mill. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  949  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
for  1915  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  113. 

PAVING  LANDS  AND  RIGHT  OF  WAY  OF  STREET  RAILWAYS 
IN  CITIES  FIRST  CLASS  OF  OVER  80,000  POPULATION. 

Senate  bill  No.  445. 

An  Act  relating  to  cities  of  the  first  claes  having  a  population  of  more 
than  eighty  thousand  inhabitants  and  providing  for  the  paving  of 
lands  or  right  of  way  of  street  railways  in  certain  cases. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  of 
more  than  eighty  thousand  inhabitants  shall  have  power  by 
ordinance  to  require  the  paving  of  any  strip  or  parcel  of  land 
or  right  of  way  owned  or  occupied  by  any  street  railway  com- 
pany located  within  the  outer  boundary  lines  of  any  street 
and  used  for  tracks  or  roadway  in  the  operation*  of  a  street 
railway.  If  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  land  or  right 
of  way  shall  fail  to  pave  the  same  when  directed  so  to  do, 
such  cities  shall  also  have  power,  without  any  petition  there- 
for, to  pave  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  lands  or  right 
of  way  and  to  levy  special  assessments  for  the  full  cost  of 
such  work  against  such  land  or  right  of  way,  and  such  as- 
sessments shall  be  a  charge  and  lien  thereon  until  paid.  Such 
assessments  shall  be  certified  by  the  city  clerk  to  the  county 
clerk,  placed  on  the  tax  roll  and  collected  in  the  same  way  as 
assessments  levied  by  such  cities  against  the  lands  or  right  of 
way  of  street  railways  for  paving  in  other  cases.  Such  cities 
may  issue  bonds  for  the  cost  of  such  paving  to  the  same  extent 
and  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  regulations 
as  apply  to  the  issuing  of  bonds  by  such  cities  for  the  paving 
of  portions  of  streets  for  which  special  assessments  are  levied. 

Seg.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Commissioner  of  waterworks  and  street  lighting,  not 

to   exceed    4,500  per  annum 

Each  of  the  other  commissioners,*  not  to  exceed 3,000  per  annum 

All  of  said  salaries  shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  their  term  of  office. 

Sec.  2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

85,000  POPULATION.

An  Act  relating  to  the  police  department  in  cities  having  a  population 
of  more  than  86,000  inhabitants,  and  fixing  the  compensation  of  mem- 
bers of  such  departments,  and  providing  for  the  payment  thereof,  and 
repealing  chapter  92  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917,  and 
aU  other  acts  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  in  conflict  with  this  act 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  in  all  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a 
population  of  more  than  85,000  inhabitants  which  have  adopted 
or  may  hereafter  adopt  the  provisions  of  chapter  114  of  the 
Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1907  and  acts  amendatory  and 
supplemental  thereto,  the  regularly  appointed  members  of  the 
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police  department  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  following 
compensation : 

Chief  of  police  to  receive (2400  per  year. 

Captain  of  police  to  receive 1800  per  year. 

Captain  of  detectives  to  receive 1800  per  year. 

Secretary  of  chief  of  police  to  receive 1620  per  year. 

Humane  officer  to  receive 1400  per  year. 

Parole  officer  to  receive 1200  per  year. 

Police  matron  to  receive 1000  per  year. 

Detectives  to  receive 1560  per  year. 

Sergeants  of  police  to  receive 1560  per  year. 

Motor  cycle  patrolmien  to  receive 1400  per  year. 

Police  chauffeurs  to  receive 1400  per  year. 

Patrolmen  to  receive  first  year  $95.00  per  month;  second 
year,  to  receive  $105.00  per  month;  third  year,  to  receive 
$115.00  per  month  which  they  shall  continue  to  draw.  Where 
the  compensation  is  dependent  upon  the  period  of  service  it 
shall  be  established  by  the  len^rth  of  time  each  of  said  members 
has  continuously  served  with  the  department:  Provided 
further,  that  sergeants  and  patrolmen  shall  not  be  required  to 
remain  on  duty  more  than  eight  consecutive  hours  except  when 
acting  in  emergencies  and  under  specific  orders:  Provided 
further,  that  a  sufficient  number  of  negro  patrolmen  shall  be 
appointed  to  patrol  those  portions  of  the  city  inhabited  largely 
by  negroes  and  for  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  them. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  said  cities,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  said  respective  cities» 
as  compensation  and  salaries,  to  the  members  of  their  respec- 
tive police  departments  the  sums  of  money  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided. In  case  there  is  not  enough  money  on  hand  in  the  pro- 
tection of  life  and  property  fund  of  said  city  to  pay  said  sal- 
aries and  compensation,  as  aforesaid,  then  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  said  city,  are  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  to 
the  said  protection  of  life  and  property  fund,  enough  money 
from  any  other  fund  of  said  city,  which  in  their  opinion,  can 
spare  the  same,  to  pay  said  salaries  and  compensation,  until 
such  time  as  the  said  protection  of  life  and  property  fund  can 
be  replenished  by  the  annual  collection  of  taxes:  Providied, 
however,  that  said  moneys  so  transferred  to  the  protection  of 
life  and  property  fund,  must  be  replaced  in  the  fund  from 
which  the  same  was  transferred,  the  following  year,  from  the 
money  levied  and  collected  for  the  said  protection  of  life  and 
property  fund;  and  said  board  of  commissioners  are  hiareby 
authorized  and  directed  to  levy,  in  addition  to  the  amounts 
fixed  in  the  city  budget  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property 
fund,  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  the 
statutory  limitations,  to  replace  and  repay  such  moneys,  if  any, 
as  may  have  been  transferred  to  said  protection  of  life  and 
property  fund  as  aforesaid. 
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Sec.  3.   That  chapter  92  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for 
1917  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.   That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  116. 

RELATING  TO  PENSIONS  FOR  OFFICERS  AND  MEMBERS  OP 
FIRE  DEPARTMENTS  AND  THEIR  DEPENDENTS  IN  CITIES 
OF  OVER  85,000  POPULATION. 

House  bUl  No.  175. 

An  Act  relating  to  pensions  for  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  depart^ 
ment  and  tiieir  dependents  in  cities  having  a  population  of  over 
86,000  inhabitants. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas:  - 

Section  1.  Any  city  having  a  population  of  over  85,000 
inhabitants  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  provide  funds 
for  the  pensioning  of  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  If  an  officer  or  member  of  the  lire  department  while 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty  be  killed  or  be  injured  or  con- 
tract a  disease  attributable  to  such  performance,  so  that  death 
results  therefrom  within  two  years  thereafter,  the  mayor  and 
commissioners  shall  pay  monthly  to  his  widow,  or,  if  there  be 
no  widow,  then  to  such  of  his  children,  collectively,  so  long  as 
they  are  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  a  sum  equal  to  fifty 
percent  of  the  monthly  salary,  or  wages  such  officer  or  member 
is  receiving  at  the  time  of  his  death.  If  such  officer  or  member 
left  surviving  him  no  such  widow  or  children  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  but  did  leave  a  father  or  mother  who  by  reason 
of  physical  disability  are  dependent  upon  him  for  support,  the 
mayor  and  commissioners  shall  pay  to  such  father  and  mother 
a  sum  equal  to  fifty  percent  of  the  monthly  salary  or  wages 
Buch  officer  or  member  was  receiving  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
If  such  officer  or  member  left  no  widow  surviving  him,  nor 
children  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  no  father  or 
mother  dependent  upon  him  for  support,  but  did  leave  brothers 
or  sisters  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  so  dependent  upon 
him,  the  said  mayor  and  commissioners  shall  pay  monthly  to 
such  brothers  and  sisters  collectively,  and  while  under  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  a  sum  equal  to  fifty  percent  of  the  salary 
such  officer  or  member  was  receiving  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
The  determination  of  the  mayor  and  commissioners  as  to 
whether  the  death,  injury  or  disability  was  or  is  such  as  to 
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bring  the  case  within  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  also  as  to 
the  dependency  of  the  father  or  mother,  brothers  or  sisters,  if 
any  there  be  surviving  him,  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act, 
shall  be  conclusive. 

Sec.  8.  The  mayor  and  commissioners  shall  pay  monthly  to 
any  officer  or  member  of  the  fire  department  who  shall  become 
permanently  incapacitated  by  reason  of  the  injuries  received 
by  him  or  disease  contracted  by  him  while  in  the  performance 
of  his  duty,  and  attributable  thereto,  a  sum  equal  to  fifty  per- 
cent of  the  monthly  wages  such  person  was  receiving  at  the 
time  of  such  injuries  during  the  time  such  officer  or  member  is 
unable  to  perform  his  duty:  Provided,  that  the  mayor  and 
commissioners  at  any  time  may  compel  such  officer  or  member 
to  submit  to  an  examination  by  a  physician  or  physicians 
selected  by  the  mayor  and  commissioners  and  refusal  by  such 
officer  or  member  so  to  do  shall  prevent  him  from  receiving 
any  further  sum  of  money  under  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  fire  department  more 
than  fifty  years  of  age  and  having  served  twenty-two  years  or 
more  in  such  fire  department,  of  which  the  last  two  years  shall 
have  been  continuous,  may  make  application  to  the  mayor  and 
commissioners  to  be  retired  from  such  fire  department  and 
upon  such  application  being  granted  the  mayor  and  commis- 
sioners shall  pay  monthly  to  such  member  so  retired  a  sum 
equal  to  fifty  percent  of  the  salaiy  or  wages  which  such  officer 
or  member  was  receiving  at  the  time  of  his  retirement. 

Sec.  5.  In  all  cities  coming  within  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  there  shall  be  levied  annually  at  the  time  of  the  levy  of 
taxes  for  city  purposes,  and  in  addition  to  taxes  heretofore  or 
otherwise  authorized,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  such  pensions, 
a  tax  not  to  exceed  one-tenth  of  one  mill  on  all  toxable  property 
within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

Sec.  6.  No  officer  or  member  of  the  fire  department  who  at 
any  time  subsequent  to  the  time  this  act  takes  effect,  and  while 
not  physically  incapacitated,  shall  refuse  or  omit  to  perform 
the  duties  of  his  employment,  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  mayor  and  chief  of  the  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  any  of  the  payments  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  117. 

RELATING  TO  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  BONDS  FOR  THE  ERECTION 
AND  EQUIPMENT  OF  CITY  HALLS   AND   EXTENSIONS  TO 

SAME. 

Sabstitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  284. 

An  Act  relating:  to  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  the  erection  and  equipment 
of  city  halls  and  extensions  to  the  same,  in  cities  of  the  first  class 
having  a  population  of  more  than  85,000;  and  validating  such  bonds 
and  providing  a  limit  for  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  in  all  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a 
population  in  excess  of  85,000  and  an  assessed  valuation  in 
excess  of  ninety  million  dollars,  the  mayor  and  council  or  the 
board  of  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  such  city  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  a  city  hall,  or  extension  of  the  same, 
in  an  amount  not  in  excess  of  two  mills  on  the  dollar  of  such 
assessed  valuation ;  but  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  such  pur- 
poses unless  the  same  are  authorized  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  at  a  regular  city  election,  or  at  a  special  election  held  for 
that  purpose:  Provided,  however,  that  when  an  election  has 
been  held  and  the  issue  of  such  bonds  has  been  authorized  by 
a  majority  of  the  votes  as  aforesaid,  but  that  such  bonds  have 
not  been  issued,  then  such  mayor  and  council  or  board  of  com- 
missioners, at  any  time  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  such 
election,  may  issue  such  bonds  in  an  amount  not  in  excess  of 
the  amount  voted  at  such  election,  without  any  f  urthec  or  other 
vote  of  the  electors  thereon:  Provided  further,  that  none  of 
the  restrictions  and  limitations  respecting  the  amount  of  city 
indebtedness  contained  in  any  of  the  statutes  of  the  state  of 
Kansas  shall  apply  to  or  in  any  way  affect  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds  authorized  by  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  shall  be  payable 
in  not  less  than  ten  years  or  more  than  thirty  years,  and  shall 
bear  interest  not  to  exceed  five  percent  per  annum,  payable 
annually  or  semiannually.  The  city  shall  levy  taxes  each 
year  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  all  such  bonds,  and  make 
provision  for  the  redemption  of  the  same  at  their  maturity. 

Sec.  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  118. 

AUTHORIZING  THE  ISSUANCE  OP  BONDS  FOR  THE  PURPOSE 

OF  ENGAGING  IN  MINING  FOR  COAL. 

HoQM  bill  No.  126.

An  Act  relating  to  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  of- 
85,000  or  over,  and  authorizing  said  cities  to  issue  bonds  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building,  sinking  and  operating  a  coal  mine  within  the  limits 
of  said  city,  or  adjacent  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  all  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  popu- 
lation of  85,000  inhabitants  or  over,  are  hereby  given  power 
and  authority  within  two  years  from  the  date  when  this  act 
takes  effect  to  purchase  or  build,  sink  and  operate  a  coal  mine 
within  the  city  limits  of  said  cities  or  adjacent  thereto  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  fuel  to  be  used  only  in  the  operation  of 
city  owned  and  operated  utilities,  said  building  and  operation 
to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  and  council  or  board  of 
commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  if  under  board  of  com- 
missioneri^,  it  shall  come  under  the  head  of  the  waterworks 
and  street  lighting  department. 

Sec.  2.  A  coal  mine  under  this  act  shall  mean  any  opening 
in  the  earth  for  the  purpose  of  extracting  any  coal  and  all 
underground  workings,  slopes,  shafts,  galleries  arid  tunnels 
and  other  ways,  cuts  and  openings  connected  therewith,  includ- 
ing those  in  the  course  of  being  opened,  sunk  or  drivei^  and 
includes  all  the  appurtenant  structures  at  or  about  the  open- 
ings of  the  mine  and  any  adjoining  adjacent  work  place  where 
the  material  from  said  mine  is  prepared  for  use,  sale  or  ship- 
ment. 

Sec.  3.  That  before  entering  on  the  building  or  operation 
of  any  mine,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  council  or 
board  of  commissioners  of  the  city  desiring  to  build  and  operate 
a.^al  niine,  to  call  a  special  election  in  said  city  for  the  pur^ 
poi^  of  submitting  to  the  electors  of  said  city  a  proposition 
to  vote  bonds  to  raise  money  to  pay  the  amount  required  to 
build,  sink  and  operate  said  mine.  If  a  majority  of  the  electors 
voting  on  the  proposition  so  submitted  shall  favor  the  same» 
th^  mayor  ^d  council  or  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said 
city  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enact  a  proper  or- 
dinance, for  the  issuance  of  bonds,  which  shall  run  for  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  years  nor  shall  bear  a  greater  rate  of  interest 
than  five  percent  per  annum,  to  be  sold  at  par,  interest  pay- 
able semi-annually,  and  said  bonds  to  be  sold  by  the  city  and 
th^  proceeds  thereof  to  be  used  in  the  payment  of  the  buildings 
sinking  and  operation  of  said  coal  mine.  All  bonds  issued  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  contain  a  recital  that  the 
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same,  are  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  in  con- 
formity with  its  provisions,  and  such  recital  shall  be  conclusive 
in  favor  of  all  persons  holding  such  bonds  against  the  city  and 
the  taxpayers  thereof  that  all  conditions  precedent  and  pro- 
ceedings authorizing  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  have  been 
made  and  had  in  conformity  to  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  such  city  deems  it  necessary  to  enlarge,  im- 
prove or  extend  any  coal  mine  or  part  thereof,  the  mayor  and 
council  or  board  of  commissioners  are  hereby  empowered  to 
issue  for  said  purposes  additional  bonds  for  such  an  amount  as 
may  be  fixed  by  ordinance  and  authorized  by  the  electors  by 
majority  vote  thereof  at  the  election  as  heretofore  provided  for 
or  at  any  subsequent  special  election  or  elections  called  there- 
for. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor  and  council  or  board  of  commis- 
sioners shall  by  ordinance  create  a  coal  mining  department  to 
be  under  special  direction  of  commissioner  of  waterworks 
and  street  lighting,  if  there  be  such  department,  and  provide 
for  a  superintendent  and  such  other  officers  and  employees  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  such  plant, 
and  fix  their  compensation ;  that  the  revenue  and  income  from 
said  coal  mine  shall  be  kept  separate  from  other  funds,  and 
used  as  follows :  Said  board  of  commissioners  shall  be  author- 
ized to  pay  all  salaries  and  wages  of  all  officers  and  employees 
in  such  department ;  to  cover  all  miscellaneous  expenses ;  to  pay 
all  interest  charges  upon  all  indebtedness  of  the  city  created 
for  the  purpose  of  building,  sinking  and  operating  a  coal  mine, 
and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  of  not  less  than  two  percent  per 
annum  upon  such  gross  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
off  such  indebtedness  at  maturity ;  to  cover  the  cost  of  repairs, 
renewals,*  betterments  and  extensions  of  coal  mines  and  all 
material  used;  to  cover  the  depreciation  of  the  plant  by  use 
and  by  improvement  in  the  arts;  to  repair  all  losses  to  the 
coal  mines  caused  by  accident  of  every  kind  and  to  recoup  the 
city  for  loss  of  taxes  due  to  city  ownership. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  mayor  and  councilmen 
or  board  of  commissioners  to  create  and  maintain  a  sinking 
fund  for  the  payment  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  such  city 
arising  from  the  building,  sinking  and  operation  of  said  coal 
mines,  by  laying  aside  from  the  revenues  of  said  department 
an  amount  equal  to  not  less  than  two  percent  per  annum  upon 
said  gross  bonded  debt.  The  said  board  of  commissioners  shall 
use  such  sinking  fund  in  the  purchase  and  cancellation  from 
time  to  time  of  bonds  issued  to  build,  sink  and  operate  said  coal 
mines:  Provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  not  pay  for 
any  such  bonds  any  greater  sum  than  par,  nor  more  than  the 
actual  market  price  thereof  at  the  time  of  purchasing  the  same, 
if  less  than  par.  All  bonds  so  purchased  shall  be  canceled  and 
retired  by  said  board.    If  said  board  of  commissioners  shall 
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be  unable  to  purchase  any  of  said  bonds  on  such  terms,  then  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  invest  the  moneys  of  said 
sinking  fund  in  bonds  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  or  general  im- 
provement bonds  of  cities  of  the  first  or  second  class,  or  bonds 
of  any  county  wherein  a  city  of  the  first  or  second  class  is 
located  in  this  state,  or  bonds  of  boards  of  education  of  cities 
of  the  first  class  in  this  state:  Provided,  that  the  bonds  so 
purchased  shall  bear  no  less  than  four  percent  interest  per 
annum :  And  provided  further,  that  said  board  shall  not  buy 
the  bonds  of  any  city  or  board  of  education  wherein  the  out- 
standing bonded  city  indebtedness,  exclusive  of  the  bond  debt 
created  for  building,  sinking  and  operation  of  any  coal  mining 
system  or  any  bonds  for  the  payment  of  which  special  assess- 
ments are  levied,  exceeds  fifteen  percent  of  its  assessed  valua- 
tion as  fixed  by  such  city.  In  making  such  investment  said 
board  shall  not  pay  for  any  such  bonds  any  greater  sum  than 
par,  nor  more  than  the  actual  market  price  thereof  at  the 
time  of  purchasing  same,  if  less  thi^n  par,  except  by  unanimous 
vote  of  said  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  attorney  to 
examine  the  validity  of  such  bonds  and  report  thereon  in  writ- 
ing to  the  board  of  commissioners,  and  no  bonds  shall  be  pur- 
chased by  said  board  until  they  have  been  approved  and  found 
valid  by  the  city  attorney.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  secre- 
tary to  keep  a  permanent  record  of  the  amounts  turned  into 
said  sinking  fund  and  a  full  description  of  all  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  said  coal  mining  department  canceled  and  retired,  and 
a  full  description  of  all  bonds  bought  for  said  sinking  fund, 
the  date  of  said  bonds,  rate  of  interest,  when  payable,  number 
of  coupons  attached,  when  bought,  from  whom  purchased,  and 
the  price  or  rate  paid  therefor.  Immediately  upon  receipt  of 
any  such  bonds  purchased  for  said  sinking  fund,  the  city  au- 
ditor or  city  tlerk  shall  cause  each  bond  and  coupon  to  be 
plainly  stamped  upon  the  back  thereof,  "Property  of  the  coal 

mining  sinking  fund  of  the  city  of ."    Said  auditor  or 

city  clerk  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  each  of  said  bonds  and 
each  coupon  thereto  attached,  which  shall  show  amount,  date, 
rate  of  interest  of  such  bond,  when  and  where  payable,  the 
date,  amount  and  number  of  each  coupon  and  when  payable. 
Said  bohds  shall  be  kept  by  the  city  treasurer.  The  board  of 
commissioners  shall  not  sell  any  such  bonds  for  less  than  their 
par  value.  The  city  auditor  or  city  clerk  shall  also  keep  a 
duplicate  record  of  the  payment  of  all  such  bonds  or  coupons, 
and  all  money  received  from  the  payment  of  any  such  bonds  or 
coupons  shall  be  reinvested  as  a  part  of  said  sinking  fund  as 
hereinbefore  provided.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  secretary  to 
report  on  January  1st  of  each  year  the  amount  of  outstanding 
indebtedness  of  said  coal  mining  department  and  an  itemized 
statement  of  the  moneys  and  bonds  in  said  sinkini?  fund  and 
the  bonded  indebtedness  paid  off  during  the  preceding  year. 
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Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  council  or  the 
board  of  commissioners  in  any  city  issuing  any  bonds  under 
this  act,  annually  at  the  time  when  other  taxes  are  levied,  to 
levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  a  sufficient  tax  to  pay  the  interest 
on  all  such  bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due,  and  also  for  the  pur- 
pose of  creating  a  sinking  fund  for  the  ftnal  redemption  of  said 
bonds,  provided  that  the  revenues  of  the  coal  mines  are  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  interest  and  create  a  sinking  fund,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  6  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  The  mayor  and  council  or  board  of  commissioners 
iahall  enact  all  other  ordinances  necessary  for  the  building, 
operation  and  continuance  of  such  coal  mine. 

Sec.  9.  None  of  the  restrictions  and  limitations  respecting 
the  amount  of  city  indebtedness  contained  in  any  of  the  stat- 
utes of  the  state  of  Kansas  shall  apply  or  in  any  way  effect  the 
issuance  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act :  Provided,  that 
neither  shall  the  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
be  taken  in  account  when  figuring  the  indebtedness  of  the  city 
with  reference  to  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Kansas. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  119. 

RELATING  TO  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  BONDS  FOR  THE  PURCHASE 
OF  BRIDGES,  VIADUCTS  OR  APPROACHES  THERETO,  AND 
TO  THE  TAX  LEVY  NECESSARY  TO  THE  PAYMENT 
THEREOF. 

Senate  bill  No.  880. 

An  Act  relating:  to  the  purchase  of  bridges,  viaducts  or  approaches  to 
either;  and  amending  section  2  of  chapter  94  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1917,  and  repealing  said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  2  of  chapter  94  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  2.  The 
mayor  and  council  or  the  mayor  and  commissioners  of  said  city 
may,  as  in  this  act  provided,  issue  the  bonds  of  said  city  not- 
withstanding any  debt  limit  fixed  by  law,  to  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  purchase  price  of  said  structure  or  the  award 
made,  or  judgment  obtained,  in  any  condemnation  proceed- 
ings instituted  for  the  purpose  of  appropriating  said  structure 
by  condemnation,  or  both  such  award  and  judgment.  Said 
bonds  shall  be  paid  in  not  to  exceed  thirty  years  and  shall  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  of  not  to  exceed  five  percent  per  annum,  pay- 
able semiannually,  and  be  in  the  denominations  of  not  to  ex- 
ceed one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  each,  and  said  city  shall 
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sell  said  bonds  at  not  less  than  par  and  use  the  proceeds  thereof 
to  pay  for  said  structure.  Said  bonds  shall  contain  a  recital 
ths^  the  same  are  issued  under  and  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions,  restrictions  and  limitations  of  this  act,  and  that 
said  bon^  and  the  interest  thereon  are  to  be  paid  by  the  city 
issuing  them,  and  said  recital  shall  be  conclusive  that  all  proper 
orders  have  been  made,  proceedings  taken  and  coliditions  pre- 
cedent performed  and  existing  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  said 
bonds  and  the  levy  of  all  tistxes  necessary  to  the  payment 
thereof.  And  the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commis- 
sioners of  said  city,  issuing  the  bonds  of  said  city  to  pay  the 
purchase  price  of  said  structure  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or 
to  pay  the  agreed  price  of  said  structure  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  levy  annually  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  such 
city  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest,  and  also  to  provide  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  at  maturity  of  all  bonds  issued 
by  the  authority  of  this  act :  Provided,  that  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  apply  to  all  bonds  heretofore  issued  under  said 
chapter  94,  Laws  of  1917,  or  which  may  be.  hereafter  issued 
under  said  chapter  and  this  amendment  thereto:  And  pro- 
vided further,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  cities  of  less  than 
85,000  population. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  2  of  chapter  94  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1917  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  120. 

AUDITING    accounts    OF    CITIES    FIRST    CLASS,    AND    OP 
BOARDS  OF  EDUCATION  IN  SUCH  CITIES. 

Senate  bil^  No.  112. 

An  Act  relating:  to  the  auditing  of  the  accounts  of  cities  of  the  first  class 
and  boards  of  education  in  such  cities  and  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  accountants  and  the  duties  and  compensation  of  such  account- 
ants and  the  publication  of  such  accountants'  report. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  in  the  month  of  May  in  each  year,  after 
the  election  and  qualification  of  the  city  officers  and  members 
of  the  board  of  education^,  the  mayor  and  city  commissioners^ 
or  mayor  and  councilmen  of  each  city  of  the  first  class  in  the 
state  of  Kansas,  may  cause  a  full  and  complete  audit  of  the 
financial  affairs  of  said  city  and  the  affairs  of  the  board  of  edu- 
cation of  said  city  to  be  made  for  the  preceding  two  years; 
said  audit  shall  embrace  all  moneys  received  from  every  source 
whatsoever,  giving  in  detail  the  dates,  the  amounts,  and  sources 
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from  which  received  and  the  same  shall  be  itemized  in  detail 
and  shall  be  made  in  duplicate ;  said  audit  shall  also  embrace  in 
detail  all  moneys  paid  out,  the  date  of  the  payment,  to  whom 
paid,  the  amount  of  the  payment  and  for  what  services,  prop- 
erty or  consideration  the  same  was  so  paid ;  also  including  all 
bonds  issued,  the  amount  of  the  same  and  for  what  the  same 
were  issued,  the  amount  for  which  the  same  were  sold,  the 
rate  of  interest  the  bonds  bear,  to  whom  issued  or  sold,  the 
premium  received  on  the  same  and  whether  the  same  were  sold 
at  private  or  public  sale,  or  on  bids ;  also  to  what  fund  the  pro- 
ceeds were  credited ;  also  show  the  amounts  levied  for  a  sink- 
ing fund  on  outstanding  bonds  or  debts ;  the  amount  received 
on  account  of  such  sinking  fund ;  the  account  to  which  the  same 
was  credited,  the  amount  paid  out  on  account  of  such  sinking 
fund,  and,  in  fine,  all  matters  relating  to  the  sinking  fund  shall 
be  specifically  shown.  The  series  of  bonds  to  which  the  sink- 
ing fund  relates  shall  be  shown ;  said  audit  shall  also  show  the 
purchase  or  condemnation  of  all  property  for  street  and  alley 
purposes,  the  acquirement  of  rights  of  way  for  sewer  purposes 
and  also  all  land  acquired  by  the  city  or  board  of  education  and 
all  expenses  of  every  kind  incurred  by  the  city  or  board  of  edu- 
cation, the  amount  thereof,  to  whom  paid,  the  amount  paid  to 
each  appraiser,  giving  his  name  and  the  time  employed ;  each 
condemnation  or  appropriation  of  property  shall  be  made  sep- 
arately and  in  detail  and  the  same  shall  be  made  in  duplicate 
and  both  signed  as  originals  by  the  auditing  committee  or  ac- 
countant, and  certified  by  the  city  clerk,  as  correct;  one  copy 
shall  be  journalized  and  kept  by  the  city  clerk  and  the  other 
shall  be  kept  in  the  city  clerk's  ofHce,  for  the  use  of  the  public 
at  all  times  during  business  hours,  for  examination  and  mak- 
ing copies  of  the  same,  or  any  item  or  pari  thereof :  Provided, 
that  this  act  does  not  apply  to  cities  having  a  population  of  less 
than  50,000  which  have  a  city  auditor. 

Sec.  2.  That  after  the  said  audit  is  made,  if  a  petition  is 
filed  with  the  city  clerk,  signed  by  one  hundred  taxpayers  ip 
said  city,  praying  that  the  same  be  published  in  the  ofiicifd 
city  paper,  then  the  same  shall  be  ordered  published  by  the 
mayor  and  councilmen,  or  mayor  and  board  of  commissioners 
in  such  city,  in  twenty  (20)  days  from  the  filing  of  such  peti- 
tion, and  the  same  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  city  at  the  same  rate 
as  other  city  printing  is  paid  for,  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  auditing  committee  shall  consist  of  two 
persons,  who  shall  be  expert  bookkeepers  or  public  account- 
ants, one  selected  by  the  city  authorities  and  one  by  the  judge 
or  judges  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  city 
is  situated,  upon  an  application  filed  with  the  judges  by  the 
city  attorney  of  the  city,  or  by  five  taxpayers,  in  the  event  that 
the  city  attorney  does  not  make  the  application. 
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Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  as  an  accountant  who 
solicits  the  appointment,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  or  who 
has  been  employed  by  the  city  within  two  years  prior  to  his 
appointment,  or  who  is  related  to  cither  of  said  judges,  or  any 
member  of  the  city  council  or  board  of  commissioners  or  a 
city  official,  or  any  member  of  the  board  of  education,  or  who 
is,  in  any  way,  connected  with,  or  related  to,  any  person,  who 
was  a  city  official  or  member  of  the  board  of  education  within 
two  years  prior  to  the  date  of  the  appointment.  And  the  said 
accountants  shall  take  an  oath  to  the  facts  set  out  in  the  report, 
referred  to  in  section  one  hereinbefore,  and  also  that  they  will 
each  honestly,  faithfully  and  truthfully  perform  their  duties 
as  set  out  in  this  act.  Said  accountants  shall  be  paid  not  to 
exceed  $15.00  per  day  and  actual  necessary  expense  for  the 
time  employed,  and  eight  hours  shall  be  counted  as  a  day,  and 
they  shall  make  oath  of  the  time  employed,  and  said  account- 
ants shall  be  entitled  to  a  stenographer,  to  be  furnished  by  the 
city,  who  shall  make  the  report  herein  set  forth,  in  duplicate. 

Sec.  5.  Said  auditing  committee  shall  make  and  ffie  its  re- 
port in  duplicate  in  the  month  of  July  following  the  appoint- 
ment. 

Sec.  6.  That  if  the  said  city  officials  shall  fail,  in  the  month 
of  May,  following  the  election  of  the  city  officials,  to  proceed  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  then  any  Ave  taxpayers 
may  ffie  a  petition  in  the  district  court  of  the  county,  and  the 
same  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  judge,  or  if  more  than  one 
judge,  by  the  judges  of  the  district  court  of  the  county,  in  ten 
(10)  days  from  the  date  of  the  ffiing  thereof,  and  said  judge  or 
judges  shall  then  appoint  said  persons  to  make  the  audit,  and 
the  city  shall  not  have  the  power  to  make  any  appointment,  and 
said  appointees  of  the  judge  or  judges  shall  make  said  audit  or 
report,  all  as  set  out  in  this  act,  and  the  cily  shall  pay  for  their 
services  in  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  report  is  made  and  ffied. 

Sec.  7.  That  if  said  auditing  committee  fails  to  make  and 
ffie  its  report  in  duplicate  within  thirty-five  (35)  days  from 
the  date  of  its  appointment,  it  shall  forfeit  all  compensation, 
and  if  it  fails  to  substantially  comply  witn  the  terms  of  the  act 
as  to  the  matters,  things  and  facts  required  to  be  set  out  in 
such  report  and  in  detail,  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to 
them  for  their  services  until  the  said  report  shall  be  fully  cor- 
rected and  amended,  so  as  to  show  all  of  the  facts,  matters  and 
things  required  by  this  act.  Said  accountants  may  at  any  time 
within  twenty  days  after  filing  of  their  said  report  make  such 
corrections  or  amendments  to  said  report  as  may  be  necessary 
to  state  the  facts. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer, 
the  city  clerk,  the  city  engineer,  mayor  and  councilmen  of  said 
city,  or  mayor  and  board  of  commissioners  of  said  city,  the 
president  of  the  school  board  and  the  members  thereof,  the 
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secretary  of  the  school  board  and  the  treasurer  of  the  school 
board  and  all  other  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  to  furnish 
and  give  to  said  accountants  all  information  they,  or  any  of 
them,  possess,  which  shall  enable  such  accountants  to  make 
said  audit  and  report  complete,  and  all  said  officials  hereinbe^ 
fore  mentioned  shall  place  at  the  disposal  of  said  accountants 
all  records,  books,  papers,  documents,  checks,  vouchers,  re- 
ceipts and  memoranda  in  their  possession  or  under  their  con-* 
trol  that  the  said  accountants  may  need  and  demand  to  enable 
them  to  make  said  report  fully  and  correctly,  as  hereinbefore 
set  forth. 

Sec.  9.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and' 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  121. 

RELATING  TO  CITIES  OF  THE  FIRST  CLASS  UNDER  COMMIS- 
SION GOVERNMENT,  AUTHORIZING  SUCH  CITIES  TO  ISSUE 
BONDS  DURING  1919  TO  COVER  CALENDAR  BUDGET. 

House  bill  No.  638. 

An  Act  relating  to  cities  of  the  first  class  operating  under  the  commis- 
sion form  of  government,  and  authorizing  such  cities  to  issue  bonds 
during  the  year  1919,  and  providing  for  the  use  of  the  proceeds -and 
the  retirement  of  such  bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Any  city  of  the  first  class  operating  under  the 
commission  form  of  government  whose  funds  have  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act  become  reduced  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  same  are  insufficient  to  cover  the  budget  of  the  pres- 
ent calendar  year,  shall  have  authority  to  issue  the  bonds  of 
such  city  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $25,000.00  that  may  be 
necessary  to  enable  the  city  to  have  funds  on  hand  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  expenditures  authorized  by  the  budget  of  said  city 
for  the  year.  Such  bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the  mayor  and 
the  city  clerk  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  city,  and  shall  be 
registered  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  and  bylhe  state  auditor. 
They  shall  run  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years  and  bear 
interest  payable  semi-annually  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per- 
cent per  annum.  Before  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  the  com- 
mission shall  pass  and  cause  to  be  published  an  ordinance^ 
which  ordinance  shall  state  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  issued^ 
the  purpose  for  which  they  are  issued  and  the  term  for  which 
they  are  to  run,  and  the  rate  of  interest  as  provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  funds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  warrants  drawn  thereon  in 
accordance  with  the  budget  of  the  present  calendar  year.    The 
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city  shall  levy  a  tax  annually  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
such  bonds  and  to  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal.  Said  tax,  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  sinking 
fund,  shall  be  distributed  equally  during  the  years  of  the  term 
of  the  bonds  and  may  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  author- 
ized by  law. 

Sbc.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  122. 

FIXING  TAX  LEVIES  IN  CITIES  OP  THE  FIRST  CLASS  OP  LESS 

THAN  30,000  POPULATION. 

Senate  bUI  No.  517. 

An  Act  fixing:  tax  levies  in  certain  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  repealing 
section  1  of  chapter  96  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1913. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  T%e  mayor  and  commissioners  in  any  city  which 
has  become  a  city  of  the  first  class  since  February  18,  1911,  or 
shall  hereafter  become  a  city  of  the  first  class  having  a  popu- 
lation of  less  than  30,000,  shall  not  fix  the  rate  of  levy  for  the 
respective  purposes  in  excess  of  the  following  named  rates: 
For  general  revenue,  214.  mills;  for  opening,  widening  and 
bringing  to  grade  all  streets,  avenues  and  alleys,  and  for  the 
building  of  bridges,  culverts,  and  sewers,  and  for  foot  walks 
across  streets,  avenues  and  alleys,  one  mill;  for  park  contin- 
gent fund,  two-tenths  of  one  mill;  for  library  fund,  four- 
tenths  of  one  mill;  for  water  fund,  seven-tenths  of  one  mill, 
which  shall  be  used  for  hydrant  rental  only;  for  light  fund, 
nine-tenths  of  one  mill,  which  shall  be  used  for  street  lighting 
only ;  all  other  levies  for  cities  of  the  first  class  which  are  au- 
thorized by  statutes  not  specifically  named  in  this  section  are 
hereby  limited  to  one-fifth  of  the  rates  so  authorized. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  1  of  chapter  96  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1913  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  S.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  once  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  123. 

CITY  OF  LESS  THAN  30,000  POPULATION  BECOMING  CITY  OP 
FIRST  CLASS;  PRIMARY  AND  ELECTION  TO  BE  HELD. 

Senate  bill  No.  464. 

An  Act  to  amend  section  1469  of  th<Q  General  Statutes  of  1916,  and  re- 
pealing said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1469  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  1469.  In  each  odd- 
numbered  year  there  shall  be  elected,  in  all  cities  of  the  first 
class  adopting  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  as  otiierwise 
provided  by  law,  a  mayor  and  four  commissioners,  who  shall 
constitute  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such  cities,  and  who 
shall  hold  their  office  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  mayor  shall  be  the 
presiding  officer  of  such  board  of  commissioners :  Provided, 
that  in  any  city  which  shall  hereafter  become  a  city  of  the  first 
class,  having  a  population  of  less  than  30,000,  which  has  here- 
tofore adopted  the  commission  form  of  government,  such  com- 
mission form  of  government  shall  continue,  except  as  herein- 
before provided,  and  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  special  elec- 
tion to  be  caUed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  a  mayor,  who  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next  regular  April  election,  and  thereafter 
the  mayor  shall  be  elected  every  two  years.  There  shall  be 
elected  at  the  same  time  four  commissioners,  two  of  whom 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next  regular  April  electioti,  and  two 
of  whom  until  the  second  regular  April  election,  and  there- 
^ter  their  successors  shall  be  elected  every  two  years.  Candi- 
dates to  be  voted  for  at  such  special  elections  shall  be  named  at 
a  primary  which  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  preced- 
ing the  election,  and  such  primary  shall  be  governed  so  far 
as  applicable  by  the  provisions  of  section  1226  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1909. 

Sec.  2.  Section  1469  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  124. 

REQUIRING  THE  DESTRUCTION  OF  WEEDS  AND  THE  RE- 
MOVAL  OF  SNOW  AND  ICE  FROM  SIDEWALKS  IN  CITIES  OP 
THE  FIRST  CLASS. 

Senate  bill  No.  181. 

An  Act  requiring  the  destmction  of  weeds  and  the  removal  of  snow  and 
ice  from  sidewalks  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  amending  section  1526  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  and  repealmg  original  sec- 
tion 1526. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1526,  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
for  1915,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: Sec.  1526.  To  provide  for  and  require  the  cutting  and 
destruction  of  all  weeds  and  obnoxious  growths  of  vegetetion 
on  lots  and  pieces  of  land  and  in  the  streets  and  alleys  in  front 
of  and  abutting  upon  any  lot  or  piece  of  land,  and  to  require 
the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  sidewalks  abutting  on  all 
lots,  tracts  or  pieces  of  land  in  such  cities  of  the  first  class; 
and  to  declare  same  a  nuisance  and  in  event  of  the  failure  of 
the  owners,  occupants  or  persons  in  charge  of  such  lots  or 
pieces  of  land,  to  provide  for  the  cutting  and  destruction  of 
such  weeds  and  obnoxious  viegetable  growth,  and  removal  of 
such  snow  and  ice,  by  the  cit^,  and  to  provide  a  suitable  means 
for  assessing  the  entire  cost  thereof  to  the  abutting  lots  and 
pieces  of  land. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  1526,  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  125. 

RELATING  TO  DAY  NURSERIES  IN  CERTAIN  CITIES  OP  THE 

FIRST  CLASS. 

Senate  bUl  Ko.  463. 

An  Act  relating  to  day  nurseries  in  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a 
population  in  excess  of  20,000,  and  not  exceeding  30,000 ;  providing  for 
the  levy  of  taxes  to  maintain  the  same  and  providing  for  the  disburse- 
ment of  the  fund  created. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  in  all  cities  of  the  first  class  havinur  a  pop- 
ulation in  excess  of  20,000  and  not  exceeding  30»000  wherein 
there  is  now  located  and  in  operation,  or  may  hereafter  be 
erected  and  placed  in  operation,  a  day  nurseiy  for  the  care, 
support  and  maintenance  of  orphan  children  or  children  of  in- 
di^rent  parents,  the  mayor  and  council,  or  mayor  and  city  com- 
missioners, as  the  case  may  be,  may,  in  addition  to  other  city 
taxes  provided  by  law,  levy  each  year  upon  all  the  taxable  prop- 
erty in  such  cities,  a  tax  not  exceeding  three-tenths  of  one  mill 
on  each  dollar  of  assessed  valuation  to  provide  a  fund  sufficient 
to  properly  and  adequately  maintain  such  day  nursery. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  levy  above  referred  to  shall  be  made  at 
the  same  time  that  other  city  taxes  are  levied  and  shall  be  cer- 
tified and  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  remain  in  the 
hands  of  the  city  treasurer  and  be  by  said  city  treasurer  paid 
to  the  duly  authorized  treasurer  or  other  officer  or  officers  of 
the  association  or  corporation  maintaining  said  day  nursery 
from  month  to  month  as  needs  may  require,  upon  written  ap- 
plication by  such  officer  or  officers,  which  application  shall  con- 
tain a  statement  of  the  amount  needed  and  shall  be  duly  veri- 
fied. 

Sec.  8.  At  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  provided  by 
law  for  certifying  city  taxes  to  the  clerks  of  the  respective 
counties,  the  duly  authorized  board  of  trustees,  board  of  super- 
visors or  board  of  directors  of  the  said  day  nursery,  having 
executive  charge  thereof,  shall  each  year  file  with  the  city  clerk 
a  sworn  budget  setting  forth  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  amount 
required  to  maintain  the  said  day  nurseiy  for  the  ensuing  tax 
year;  said  budget  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor 
and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  when  so  approved  by  them,  the  said  mayor  and  council  or 
mayor  and  commissioners  shall  thereupon  fix  the  amount  of 
said  levy. 

Sec.  4.  The  maintenance  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  to  include  everything  necessary  for  the  upkeep  of  the 
property  as  well  as  the  conduct  of  the  institution ;  but  all  pro- 
posed items  of  upkeep  of  the  property  or  betterments  thereon 
ihall  not  be  chargeable  against  said  fund  unless  and  until  the 
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proposed  items  of  upkeep  or  betterments  shall  have  been  ap- 
proved by  resolution  of  the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and 
city  commissioners  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  5.  No  corporation,  association,  or  persons  whomso- 
ever, maintaining  a  day  nursery  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  benefits  of  this  act  or  be  entitled  to  receive  any  money 
so  produced  by  taxation  for  the  maintenance  of  such  institu- 
tion if  the  said  institution  is  operated  at  any  time,  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  for  personal  profit  to  any  person  connected 
therewith  privately  or  officially:  Provided,  however,  legiti- 
mate salaries  or  wages  to  employees  or  matrons  shall  not  be 
deemed  such  profit. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  once  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  126. 

ESTABLISHMENT,  REGULATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  BOULE- 
VARDS IN  CITIES  HAVING  A  POPULATION  OF  NOT  LESS 
THAN  40,000  AND  NOT  MORE  THAN  60,000. 

Senmte  bUl  No.  485. 

An  Act  relating  to  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  of  not 
less  than  40,000  and  not  more  than  60,000,  and  providing  for  the  es- 
tablishment, regulation  and  control  of  boulevards  therein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  all  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  state 
having  a  population  of  not  less  than  40,000,  nor  more  than 
60,000,  which  have  adopted  or  may  hereafter  adopt  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  114  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  and  amendments 
thereof  (for  government  by  commission),  shall  have  power,  in 
addition  to  such  power  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  for  the 
government  of  such  cities,  to  establish  boulevards,  and  upon  a 
•petition  signed  by  fifty-one  percent  of  the  owners  of  real  estate 
abutting  upon  a  certain  street  or  streets,  or  a  portion  of  a  cer- 
tain sti^t  or  streets,  named  in  the  petition,  shall  declare  such 
certain  street  or  streets,  or  such  portion  of  a  certain  street  or 
streets,  to  be  boulevards,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  establish 
rules  of  traffic  for  the  use  of  such  boulevards,  and  use  thereof 
by  public  utilities,  together  with  all  needful  police  regulations 
necessary  for  the  conduct  and  control  of  such  boulevards  for 
the  purposes  intended. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  bhall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  1271 

LIMITING  THE  LEVY  OF  TAXATION  IN  CERTAIN  CITIES. 

House  biU  No.  19. 

An  Act  to  limit  the  levy  of  taxation  in  cities  having  a  population  of  less 
than  60,000,  but  more  than  40,000,  and  to  limit  levies  not  specifically 
named  herein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  in  cities  having  a  population  of  less  than 
60,000,  but  more  than  40,000,  the  mayor  and  council  or  board 
of  commissioners  shall  not  fbc  a  levy  for  the  respective  pur- 
poses in  excess  of  the  following-named  rates  on  each  dollar: 
For  general  funds,  six  mills;  for  water  fund  to  discharge 
existing  legal  obligations  for  water  supplied  to  the  city,  one 
mill;  for  judgment  fund,  one-quarter  of  one  mill;  for  park 
fund;  one-half  of  one  mill ;  for  library  fund,  one-fourth  of  one 
mill ;  for  lighting  fund,  to  discharge  existing  legal  obligations 
for  lights  supplied  to  the  city,  six-tenths  of  one  mill;  for 
bridge  fund,  to  be  used  for  building  and  rebuilding  bridges, 
one-half  of  one  mill.  All  other  levies  authorized  by  statutes 
for  cities  of  this  class  not  specifically  named  in  this  section 
are  hereby  limited  to  one-fourth  of  the  rates  of  levy  so  author- 
ized.

of  60,000  or  more  population. 

Substitiite  for  Senate  bill  No.  46. 

An  Act  to  limit  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  cities  of  the  first  class  hav- 
ing a  population  of  fifty  thousand  or  more,  amending  section  1422 
of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  section 
1422  of  the  General  SUtutes  of  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1422  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  and  the  same  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  1422.  At  no  time  shall  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  any 
city  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  of  fifty  thousand  or 
more,  except  for  bonds  issued  for  special  improvements  and 
for  sewers,  for  which  a  special  tax  is  levied  upon  the  prop- 
erty improved,  exceed  five  percent  of  the  assessed  value  of  all 
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the  taxable  property  within  said  city,  as  shown  by  the  assess- 
ment books  of  the  previous  year;  and  at  no  time  shall  the 
bonded  indebtedness  of  any  city  of  the  first  class  having  a 
population  of  fifty  thousand  or  more,  including  bonds  issued 
for  special  improvements,  for  which  a  special  tax  is  levied  upon 
the  property  improved,  exceed  ten  percent  of  the  assessed 
value  of  all  the  taxable  property  within  said  city,  as  shown  by 
the  assessment  books  of  the  previous  year :  Provided  further, 
that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or  in- 
validate any  bonds  already  issued,  whether  for  general  pur- 
poses or  for  special  improvements,  or  bonds  to  pay  for  im- 
provements already  legally  petitioned  for :  Provided  further, 
that  in  all  cities  now  owning  or  which  may  hereafter  acquire 
a  public  utility  of  any  kind,  such  as  waterworks,  electric  light 
plant  or  other  like  utility,  the  bonds  issued  by  the  city  to  ac- 
quire, enlarge,  extend  or  improve  any  such  utility  shall  not  be 
taken  into  account  or  in  any  way  limit  the  city's  right  to  issue 
bonds  for  general  purposes  or  impair  the  city's  debt  making 
power  for  general  purposes  as  provided  for  in  this  section ;  and 
bonds  for  general  purposes  may  be  issued  by  the  city  to  the 
same  extent  as  though  no  utility  bonds  had  been  issued. 

Sec.  2.    Original  section  1422  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1916  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  t^ke  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  129. 
RELATING  TO  SIDEWALKS  IN  CITIES  OF  THE  FIRST  CLASS. 

House  bill  No.  818. 

An  Act  relating  to  sidewalks  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  amending 
section  1228  and  section  1229  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of 
1915,  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  constructing  and  re- 
pairing sidewalks  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  authorizing  the  issu- 
ance of  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  such  cities  to  pay  for  the  con- 
struction and  repair  of  such  sidewalks,  and  repealing  sections  so 
amended. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1228,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  1228.  That  sidewalks  shall 
be  constructed  by  contract,  and  the  cost  and  expense  of  such 
construction  shall  be  assessed  against  the  lots  and  pieces  of 
land  abutting  on  such  sidewalks  according  to  the  front  feet 
thereof,  and  such  special  assessment  shall  be  levied  by  the  city 
and  certified  by  the  city  clerk  to  the  county  clerk,  to  be  placed 
on  the  tax  rolls  for  collection,  subject  to  the  same  penalties  and 
collected  in  like  manner  as  other  taxes.    The  mayor  and  coun- 
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cil  or  the  board  of  commissioners  may,  in  their  discretion,  pro- 
vide for  the  pajrment  of  the  cost  thereof  by  installments,  in- 
stead of  levying  the  entire  tax  or  special  assessment  for  such 
cost  at  one  time,  and  for  such  cost  they  may  issue  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city,  payable  in  not  more  than  ten  equal 
installments  of  equal  amounts  each  year,  none  of  which  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness,  nor  any  of  the  installments  thereof, 
shall  run  longer  than  ten  years,  nor  bear  interest  exceeding 
five  per  centum  per  annum.  The  credit  of  the  city  issuing  such 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  pledged  for  the  payment 
thereof.  Such  certificates  of  indebtedness  may  be  issued  to  the 
contractor  constructing  the  sidewalk,  in  payment  thereof,  or 
the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  may  sell 
the  same  and  pay  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  contractor.  -Such 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  not  be  issued  in  amount  in 
excess  of  the  contract  price  of  the  work  or  improvement,  ex- 
cept that  the  installment  coupons  shall  include  the  interest  on 
such  installments  to  the  maturity  thereof.  The  certificates 
of  indebtedness  shall  be  of  such  denomination  as  the  mayor 
and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  shall  deem  proper. 
Where  such  certificates  of  indebtedness  are  issued  under 
this  act  for  construction  of  sidewalks,  the  cost  of  which  is 
by  law  charged  by  special  assessment  against  specific  prop- 
erty, the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  shall 
levy  special  assessments  each  year  sufficient  to  redeem  the  in- 
stallments of  such  certificates  of  indebtedness  next  thereafter 
maturing ;  but  in  computing  the  amount  of  special  assessments 
to  be  levied  against  each  lot  or  piece  of  land  liable  therefor,  in- 
terest thereon  shall  be  added  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum 
from  date  of  the  issuance  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness 
until  the  maturity  of  the  installment  of  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness next  thereafter  maturing.  Such  special  assessments  shall 
be  made  upon  the  lots  or  pieces  of  land  chargeable  for  the  cost 
of  such  sidewalks  respectively,  and  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes.  The  owner  of  any  lot  or 
piece  of  land  liable  to  any  such  special  assessment  may  redeem 
his  property  from  such  liability  by  paying  the  entire  amount 
chargeable  against  his  property,  upon  the  city  clerk  mailing 
him  a  written  or  printed  notice  thirty  days  before  the  issu- 
ance of  the  certificates  pf  indebtedness  or  after  the  issuance  of 
certificates  of  indebtedness  by  paying  all  the  installments  of  the 
assessments  which  have  been  levied,  and  also  the  amount  of 
unlevied  installments,  with  interest  on  the  latter  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  centum  from  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  the  certificates 
of  indebtedness  to  the  time  of  maturity  of  the  last  install- 
ment; in  all  cases  where  installments  of  special  assessments 
not  yet  levied  and  paid,  as  above  provided,  whether  before  or 
after  the  issuance  of  certificates  of  indebtedness,  shall  be  paid 
to  the  city  treasurer,  who  shall  receipt  therefor;  all  sums  so 
paid  shall  be  applied  solely  to  the  payment  of  such  improve- 
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ments  or  the  redemption  by  the  city  of  the  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness issued  therefor.  Where  any  property  has  been  re- 
deemed from  liability  for  the  cost  of  any  sidewalk,  as  herein 
.provided,  such  property  shall  not  thereafter  be  liable  to  further 
special  assessment  for  the  cost  of  such  improvement.  The  funds 
raised  by  such  special  assessment  shall  be  appliedHoward  the 
redemption  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  and  toward  re- 
imbursing the  city,  when  said  certificates  of  indebtedness  or 
any  part  thereof  are  redeemed  from  general  taxes.  For  the 
cost  of  such  improvements  as  are  made  payable  out  of  the  gen- 
eral improvement  fund  of  the  city,  the  mayor  and  council  or 
mayor  and  commissioners  may  also  issue  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  the  same  tenor  and  effect  and  under  the  same 
restrictions  as  those  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  certificates 
of  indebtedness  and  tiie  interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  by  the 
levy  of  a  general  tax  on  all  the  property  in  the  city.  The  said 
sidewalk  may  be  constructed  before,  during  or  after  the  col- 
lection of  the  special  assessment,  as  may  be  deemed  proper  by 
the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor 
and  commissioners  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  pay 
for  the  cost  of  any  sidewalk,  the  cost  of  which  is  chargeable 
against  specific  property,  they  shiJl  apportion  such  cost  by 
special  assessments  in  installments,  and  the  apportionment 
contained  in  the  special  assessment  ordinance  shall  hold  good 
for  all  the  installments  that  are  to  be  collected  from  the  specific 
property  chargeable  with  the  cost  of  said  improvement.  Such 
ordinance  shall  contain  the  total  amount  of  assessment  appor- 
tioned to  each  lot  or  piece  of  land  within  the  taxing  district, 
and  shall  state  the  number  of  annual  installments  in  which 
such  special  assessment  is  to  be  collected ;  and  thereafter  the 
city  clerk  shall,  annually,  at  the  same  time  as  other  taxes  are 
certified,  and  until  the  special  assessments  so  apportioned  have 
been  so  certified  to  the  county  clerk  a  full  list  of  the  property 
liable  for  the  cost  of  such  improvement,  except  such  property 
upon  which  the  special  assessments  aforesaid  have  been  paid  in 
full,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  together  with  the  respective 
amounts  due  on  each  of  said  lots  or  pieces  of  land,  which 
amounts  shall  include  the  annual  installments  and  interest  on 
all  unpaid  balances  for  one  year  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  five 
per  centum  per  annum,  and  such  amounts  so  certified  shall  be 
collected  as  other  taxes  are  collected.  The  ordinance  appor- 
tioning such  cost  may  provide  for  the  collection  of  two  install- 
ments with  not  to  exceed  interest  for  two  years,  or  one  install- 
ment and  interest  for  one  year  or  more,  at  such  rate  aforesaid, 
in  the  first  year  in  which  such  assessment  is  to  be  collected,  if 
the  certificates  of  indebtedness  for  such  improvement  and  in- 
terest on  the  same  mature  in  such  manner  as  to  require  such 
levy.    The  last  amount  so  certified  shall  contain  the  install- 
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ment  with  the  interest  to  the  date  of  maturity  of  the  last 
certificate  of  indebtedness  outstanding,  which  interest  shall 
not  be  for  more  than  one  year.  All  or  part  of  said  installment 
being  separately  set  out  and  designated  by  the  year  in  which  it 
is  to  be  extended  upon  the  tax  rolls,  may  be  included  in  one 
certificate. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  1229,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  1229.  Repairing  of  side- 
walks. No  formality  shall  be  required  to  authorize  the  repair- 
ing of  sidewalks,  but  the  city  engineer,  after  giving  five  days' 
notice  to  the  owner,  or  his  agent,  if  known,  of  the  necessity 
therefor,  and  without  notice  if  the  lot  or  piece  of  land  is  un- 
occupied, make  all  necessary  repairs  at  any  time,  keeping  an 
account  of  the  cost  thereof,  and  reporting  the  same  to  the 
mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners.  The  city  shall 
levy  a  special  assessment  against  the  lot  or  piece  of  land  abut- 
ting on  the  sidewalk  so  repaired  for  the  cost  of  repairs,  to- 
crether  with  a  penalty  of  twenty  per  centum  of  the  amount 
thereof,  and  if  not  paid  within  thirty  days  upon  the  city  clerk 
mailing  him,  or  his  agent,  if  known,  a  printed  or  written  notice 
of  the  amount  of  such  repairs  together  with  the  penalty,  such 
full  amount  shall  be*certified  by  the  city  clerk  to  the  county 
clerk  to  be  placed  on  the  tax  rolls  for  collection  like  other  taxes. 

Sec.  4.  That  original  sections  1228  and  1229  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  £[ansas,  1916,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CONSTRUCTION  OP  BRIDGES  OR  VIADUCTS.  CITY  MAY  JOIN 
CORPORATION  IN  CONSTRUCTION  AND  MAINTENANCE; 
SUBMITTED  TO  VOTE  IN  CERTAIN  CASES. 

Substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  45. 

An  Act  amendinsr  section  1263  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for 
1916,  and  repealing  original  section  1263  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1916. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  1253  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows :  Sec.  1253.  Any  city  may  construct  any  bridge 
or  viaduct  for  its  own  use,  or  may,  in  conjunction  with  any 
corporation  or  corporations,  construct  any  bridge  or  viaduct 
for  the  joint  use  of  such  city  and  corporation  or  corporations, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  and 
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between  such  city  and  corporation  or  corporations,  as  to  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  use  of  the  same:  Provided, 
that  any  brid^re  or  viaduct  constructed  for  the  joint  use  of  a 
city  and  a  corporation  or  corporations,  whether  the  same  shall 
have  been  constructed  wholly  by  a  corporation  or  corporations, 
or  jointly  by  the  city  and  a  corporation  or  corporations,  in  no 
case  shall  exclusive  rights  thereon  be  maintained  by  such  con- 
tributing corporation,  but  the  mayor  and  council  of  such  city 
may  permit  any  other  corporation  to  use,  and  if  necessary 
w^iden  or  strengthen  such  bridge  or  viaduct,  upon  the  payment 
by  it  of  such  sum  of  money. as  may  be  just  and  equitable  to 
such  city  or  other  corporations  for  the  use  of  the  same,  or  such 
sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  widen  or 
strengthen  such  bridge  or  viaduct  so  as  to  render  it  suitable 
and  safe  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  may  be  used.  In  cities 
of  the  first  class  having  a  population  of  less  than  45,000  or 
more  than  55,000,  any  proposition  to  build  a  bridge  costing 
more  than  $10,000  shall  be  first  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the 
people,  but  all  cities  of  the  first  class,  having  a  population  of 
more  than  45,000  and  less  than  55,000,  shall  have  authority 
to  build  any  bridge  irrespective  of  the  cost  thereof,  without 
submitting  same  to  a  vote  of  the  people:  Provided  further, 
that  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  of  85,000  or 
more  shall  have  authority  to  build  any  bridge  or  viaduct  with- 
out submitting  same  to  a  vote  of  the  people,  where  the  cost  of 
said  bridge  or  viaduct  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $25,000. 

Sec.  2.    That  section  1253  of  the  General  Statutes  of  the 
state  of  Kansas  for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Substitute  for  Senate  bai  No.  43. 

An  Act  to  amend  section  1254  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for 
1915,  and  repealing  said  section  1254  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1254  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  1254. 
For  the  purpose  of  paying  for  any  bridge,  viaduct,  public 
building,  including  the  land  necessary  therefor,  for  lands  for 
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public  parks  and  developing  the  same,  within  or  without  the 
city,  for  the  establishment  and  construction  of  crematories, 
desiccating  or  reduction  works,  including  the  land  necessary 
therefor,  within  or  without  the  city,  or  for  the  improvement 
or  extension  of  any  waterworks,  electric  light  plant,  crematory, 
desiccating  or  reduction  works  or  other  public  utility  plant 
owned  by  the  city,  unless  otherwise  specially  provided  for,  or 
for  any  other  improvements  or  works  not  otherwise  herein 
provided  for,  and  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding,  adding  to  or 
extending  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  the  necessities  of  the 
city  may  require,  the  city  may  borrow  money  and  issue  its 
bonds  for  the  same;  but  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  such 
purposes  unless  the  same  are  authorized  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  at  an  election  held  for  that  purpose:  Provided, 
however,  that  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  in 
excess  of  85,000  may  and  are  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of 
such  city  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  $25,000  for  the  construc- 
tion of  bridges  or  viaducts  located  wholly  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  such  city  without  such  bonds  having  been  authorized 
by  vote  of  the  people.  The  bonds  hereby  authorized  shall  be 
payable  in  not  less  than  ten  years  and  not  more  than  fifty 
years  and  shall  bear  interest  not  to  exceed  five  percent  per 
annum,  payable  annually  or  semiannually.  The  city  shall  levy 
taxes  each  year  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  all  such  bonds 
and  make  provision  for  the  redemption  of  the  same  at  their 
maturity. 

Sec.  2.    That  section  1254  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

The  taxes  to  be  levied  as  provided  in  section  2  shall  not  be  in 
excess  of  the  following  amounts : 

General  government    03  on  each  $100  valuation. 

Protection  of  life  and  property 36  on  each  $100  valuation. 

Health  and  sanitation    07  on  each  $100  valuation. 

Highways   18  on  each  $100  valuation. 

Recreation    05  on  each  $100  valuation. 

Judgment  fund  03  on  each  $100  valuation. 

The  revenue  accruing  to  each  division  of  government  shall 
be  apportioned  on  or  before  January  1st  of  each  year  by  the 
commissioners  to  the  several  departments  within  each  divi- 
sion in  accordance  with  the  annual  budget. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  1652  of  the  Greneral  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from' 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  134. 

FIXING  THE  MINIMUM  HOURS  PER  DAY  OF  CITY  EMPLOYEES. 

House  biU  No.   109. 

An  Act  relating  to  certain  employees  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  the 
state  of  Kansas,  and  fixing  the  maximum  hours  per  day  during  which 
said  employees  shall  work,  and  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation 
thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  no  city  of  the  first  class  within  the  state  of 
Kansas  shall  require  any  of  its  employees  to  work,  labor  or  be 
engaged  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  for  more  than  twelve 
hours  in  any  one  day  consisting  of  twenty-four  hours,  except 
in  cases  of  emergency  or  public  danger. 
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Sec.  2.  That  this  act  is  in  addition  to  any  statutes  now  in 
force  in  the  state  of  Kansas  affectingr  hours  of  emplojrment, 
and  does  not  change  or  modify  any  of  the  provisions  of  exist- 
ing laws  providing  for  an  eight-hour  work  day  for  city  em- 
ployees. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  mayor  and  council,  the  mayor  and  commis- 
sioners, city  manager,  or  other  officer  or  head  of  any  depart- 
ment of  such  city,  as  the  case  may  be  who  shall  require  any 
employee  of  such  city,  under  him  or  subject  to  his  control,  to 
violate  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  jn  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  sixty 
days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  January  1,  1920.

RELATING  TO  STREET  CROSSINGS  AND  REGULATING  THE 
RUNNING  OF  TRAINS  AND  STREET  CARS  IN  CITIES  OF  THE 
FIRST  AND  SECOND  CLASS  IN  CERTAIN  COUNTIES. 

House  bill  No.  684. 

An  Act  relating  to  street  crossings  and  regulating  the  running  of 
street  cars  and  trains  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes  in  counties 
•  having  a  population  of  over  90,000,  being  an  act  supplemental  to  sec- 
tion 1110  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  amending  sec- 
tion 1  of  chapter  91  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917,  and  re- 
pealing original  section  1  of  chapter  91. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  91  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
Kansas  for  1917  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1. 
That  the  mayor  and  council  or  commissioners  of  all  cities  of  the 
first  and  second  class  in  a  county  having  a  population  of  over 
90,000  shall  have  the  power  to  regulate  the  crossings  of  rail- 
way and  street  railway  tracks  and  provide  precautions  and  pre- 
scribe rules  regulating  the  same,  and  to  regulate  the  running 
of  street  railways  or  cars  and  railway  engines  and  cars  in  the 
city,  and  to  prescribe  rules  relating  thereto  and  to  govern  the 
speed  thereof;  and  to  make  other  and  further  provisions, 
rules  and  regulations  to  prevent  fires  from  engines,  and  to  re- 
quire all  railway  companies  to  erect  viaducts  over  or  tunnels 
under  their  tracks  at  the  crossings  of  streets.  The  mayor  and 
council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  re- 
quire any  railroad  company  or  companies  owning  or  operating 
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any  railroad  or  street  railway  track  or  tracks  upon  or  across 
any  public  street  or  streets  of  the  city  to  erect,  construct,  re- 
construct, complete  and  keep  in  repair  any  viaduct  or  viaducts 
upon  or  over  or  tunnels  under  such  street  or  streets  and  over 
or  under  such  tracks,  including  the  approaches  of  such  viaduct, 
viaducts  or  tunnels  as  may  be  deemed  and  declared  by  ordi- 
nance to  be  necessary  for  tiie  convenience,  safety  or  protection 
of  the  public.  Whenever  any  such  viaduct  shall  be  deemed  and 
declared  by  ordinance  to  be  necessary  for  the  convenience, 
safety  or  protection  of  the  public,  the  mayor  and  council  or 
mayor  and  commissioners  shall  provide  for  appraising,  assess- 
ing and  determining  the  damage,  if  any,  which  may  be  caused 
to  any  property  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  such  viaduct 
and  its  approaches.  The  proceedings  for  such  purpose  shall 
be  the  same  as  provided  by  law  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining and  determining  damages  to  property  owners  by 
reason  of  the  change  in  grade  of  any  street,  except  that  such 
damage  shall  be  paid  by  such  railway  company  or  companies. 
The  amount  of  damage  thus  ascertained  and  awarded  shall, 
upon  notice  by  the  city,  be  promptly  paid  by  the  railway  com- 
pany or  companies  interested,  and  if  any  such  company  shall 
fail  to  pay  the  same,  within  ten  days  from  receipt  of  notice  of 
the  amount  thereof,  then  the  amount  so  awarded  shall  become 
a  lien  in  the  proportion  to  the  amount  each  railway  company 
shall  pay,  if  more  than  one  company  is  concerned,  upon  the 
right  of  way  and  all  property  of  such  railway  company,  and 
the  collection  thereof  may  be  enforced  by  the  city  in  an  action 
against  such  railway  company  or  companies  so  failing  to  pay. 
The  width,  height  and  strength  of  any  such  viaduct  or  tunnel 
and  the  approaches  thereto,  the  material  to  be  used  therefor, 
shall  be  as  required  by  the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and 
commissioner  [s].*  When  two  or  more  railroad  companies  own 
or  operate  separate  lines  of  track  to  be  crossed  by  any  such 
viaduct,  either  upon,  above  or  below  the  grade,  or  where  any 
street  railway  company  intersects  and  crosses  the  track  or 
tracks  of  any  railroad  company,  the  proportion  thereof  and 
of  the  approaches  thereto  to  be  constructed  by  each,  and  the 
proportion  of  cost  to  be  borne  by  each,  shall  be  determined  by 
the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  any  railroad  company  or  companies  or  street  rail- 
way company,  upon  being  required,  as  herein  provided,  to 
erect,  construct,  reconstruct  or  repair  any  viaduct  or  tunnel, 
to  proceed,  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  required  by  the 
mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners,  to  erect,  con- 
struct [or]**  reconstruct  or  repair  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  a 
misdemeanor  for  any  railroad  company  or  companies  or  street 
railway  company  to  fail,  neglect  [,]t  or  refuse  to  perform  such

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duty,  and'  upon  conviction,  any  such  company  or  companies  or 
the  superintendent  or  other  officer  having  charge  of  such  rail- 
way company  or  street  railway  in  the  district  or  division 
where  such  viaduct  or  tunnel  is  to  be  erected  or  repaired  [,]  ft 
shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars,  and  each  day  puch  companies 
or  officers  shall  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  such  duty  shall 
be  deemed  and  held  a  separate  offense ;  and  in  addition  to  the 
penalty  herein  provided  [,]t  any  such  company  or  companies 
shall  be  compelled  by  mandamus  or  other  appropriate  proceed- 
ings to  erect,  construct,  reconstruct  or  repair  any  viaduct  or 
tunnel  as  may  be  required  by  ordinance  as  herein  provided.  The 
mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  shall  also  have 
power,  whenever  any  railroad  company  or  companies  or  street 
railway  companies  shall  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  erect,  con- 
struct [or]tt  reconstruct  or  repair  any  viaduct,  viaducts  or 
tunnel,  after  having  been  required  so  to  do  as  herein  provided, 
to  proceed  with  the  erection,  construction,  reconstruction  or  re- 
pair of  the  same  by  contract,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  may  be 
provided  by  ordinance,  and  assess  the  cost  thereof  against  the 
property  of  such  railroad  company  or  companies  or  street  rail- 
way company,  and  such  cost  shall  be  a  valid  and  subsisting  lien 
against  such  property,  and  also  shall  be  a  legal  indebtedness  of 
such  company  or  companies  in  favor  of  such  city,  and  may  be 
enforced  and  collected  by  suit  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 
Or  in  lieu  of  enforcing  the  collection  of  the  costs  of  said  im- 
provement by  a  suit  at  law,  the  city  may  issue  internal  im- 
provement bonds  of  the  city  in  payment  of  said  work,  payable 
in  five  equal  installments  of  equal  amounts  each ;  none  of  which 
bonds  or  any  of  the  installments  thereof  shall  run  longer  than 
five  years  nor  bear  interest  exceeding  six  percent  per  annum. 
The  credit  of  the  city  issuing  such  bonds  shall  be  pledged  for 
the  payment  thereof.  Such  bonds  may  be  issued  to  the  con- 
tractor constructing  the  improvement,  in  payment  of,  or  the 
mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  may  sell  the 
same  and  pay  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  contractor.  Such 
bonds  shall  not  be  issued  in  amount  in  excess  of  the  contract 
price  of  the  work  or  improvement  [,]  ft t  except  that  the  install- 
ment coupons  shall  include  the  interest  on  such  installments  to 
the  maturity  thereof.  The  bonds  shall  be  of  such  denominations 
as  the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  shall 
deem  proper.  And  special  assessments  shall  be  levied  against 
the  property  of  such  railroad  company  or  companies  or  street 
railway  as  above  provided  to  pay  said  bonds  and  interest  at 
maturity.

CHAPTER  136. 

AUTHORIZING  CERTAIN  CITIES  TO  MAINTAIN  PUBLIC 

HEALTH  NURSING  ASSOCIATION. 

House  bUl  No.  195. 

An  Act  authorizing  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  of  less 
than  86,000  and  the  cities  of  second  class  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  the  expenses  of  the  public  healtii  nursing 
association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  the  mayor  and  city  council  or  board  of 
commissioners  of  the  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  in  the 
state  of  Kansas  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy 
a  tax  not  .to  exceed  one-fifth  of  one  mill  on  a  dollar,  as  other 
city  taxes  are  levied,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund  for  the 
maintenance  of  any  public  health  nursing  association  which  is 
or  hereafter  may  be  duly  incorporated  in  any  city  of  the  first 
or  second  class. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  tax  when  collected  shall  be  paid  in  to  the 
city  treasurer  and  credited  to  a  special  fund  which  shall  be 
known  and  designated  as  the  Public  Health  Nursing  Associa- 
tion fund,  and  such  money  shall  be  expended  and  appropriated 
by  the  mayor  and  council  or  board  of  commissioners  as  may 
be  provided  by  city  ordinance  in  such  city:  Provided,  how- 
ever, this  section  shall  not  apply  to  cities  of  the  first  class  hav- 
ing a  population  in  excess  of  85,000. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  187. 

RELATING  TO  BRIDGES  IN  SECOND  CLASS  CITIES   IN  CER- 
TAIN COUNTIES. 

House  bill  No.  546. 

An  Act  relating:  to  bridges  in  second  class  cities  in  counties  having  an 
assessed  valuation  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  million  dollars, 
and  supplemental  to  section  1735  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
for  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Whenever,  in  any  county  having  an  assessed 
valuation  for  taxation  purposes  of  more  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty  million  dollars,  the  mayor  and  council  of  any  city  of  the 
second  class  located  therein  shall  contract  for  the  altering, 
changing,  diverting  and  otherwise  improving  the  channel  of 
any  watercourse^  within  or  outside  the  city  limits,  1^3  provided 
for  in  section  1735  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915, 
and  the  pursuance  thereof  shall  necessitate  th^  reconstruction, 
improvement,  removal  or  relocation  of  any  bridge  or  bridges, 
within  or  outside  the  city  limits^  the  mayor  and  council  of  any 
such  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  aid  and  contributions 
toward  the  payment  of  the  cost  thereof  from  and  may  con- 
tract and  cooperate  with  municipal  and  other  corporations  and 
individuals  of  this  or  any  other  state:  Provided,  that  the 
mayor  and  council  of  any  such  city  may  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  cost,  damage  and  expense  of  every  kind  and  nature 
occasioned  by  the  reconstruction,  improvement,  removal  or  re- 
location of  any  bridge  or  bridges,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  funds 
contributed  or  paid  for  such  purposes,  or  by  the  levy  of  special 
taxes  or  assessments  upon  all  the  taxable  property  lying  within 
a  benefit  district,  by  ordinance  created,  declared  and  estab- 
lished by  the  council.  If  the  council  shall  determine  that  the 
cost,  or  any  part  thereof,  ought  to  be  paid  by  the  levy  of  spe- 
cial assessments  upon  the  property  within  a  benefit  district, 
then  it  shall  by  ordinance  so  declare  and  establish  a  benefit 
district,  defining  the  boundaries,  and  the  assessments  upon  the 
several  lots,  pieces  and  parcels  of  land  therein  shall  be  made 
according  to  the  assessed  value  thereof,  without  regard  to  the 
building  or  improvements  thereon,  which  said  value  shall  be 
ascertained  by  three  disinterested  appraisers  appointed  by  the 
council,  who  shall,  within  ten  (10)  days  after  their  said  ap- 
pointment, proceed  to  appraise  said  lots,  pieces  and  parcels 
of  land,  within  said  benefit  district,  first  having  taken  and  sub- 
scribed an  oath  to  make  a  true  and  impartial  appraisement 
thereof;  which  appraisement  shall  be  returned  to  the  city 
council  at  the  first  meeting  thereof,  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  completed.  When  the  said  appraisement  has  been  re- 
turned, the  mayor  and  council  shall  appoint  a  time  for  holding 
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a  special  session  to  hear  any  complaint  that  may  l^e  made  as  to 
the  valuation  of  any  lot  or  tract  of  land  as  aforesaid.  A  notice 
of  such  special  session  shall  be  given  in  the  official  paper  of  the 
city  and  said  mayor  and  council  at  said  special  session  may 
alter  the  valuation  of  any  lot  or  tract  of  ground  if  in  their 
judgment  the  same  has  been  assessed  too  high  or  too  low.  It 
shall  not  be  necessary  in  such  notice  so  given  of  such  special 
session  to  describe  the  land  assessed,  nor  state  the  name  or 
names  of  the  persons  against  whose  property  any  assessment  is 
made,  but,  notice  being  given  that  such  appraisement  has  been 
made  and  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  all  taxpayers 
must  take  notice  of  its  contents.  The  owner  of  any  lot,  piece 
or  parcel  of  land  vtrithin  said  benefit  district,  liable  to  any  as- 
sessment, may  at  any  time  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
amount  due  from  such  lot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land  is  ascer- 
tained, and  before  the  bonds  hereinafter  provided  for  are  is- 
sued, pay  the  amount  assessed  thereon  to  the  city  treasurer, 
and  said  property  so  paid  on  shall  not  thereafter  be  liable  for 
any  further  assessment  for  the  cost  of  said  work,  nor  for  the 
payment  of  the  bonds  issued  therefor.  All  assessments  made 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  certified  by  the 
city  clerk  to  the  county  clerk  to  be  placed  on  the  tax  rolls  for 
collection,  subject  to  the  same  penalties  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  taxes  under  existing  laws.  Where  pay- 
ment, in  whole  or  in  part,  is  to  be  made  by  the  levy  of  special 
assessments,  the  council  may,  in  its  discretion,  instead  of  levy- 
ing the  entire  special  assessment  therefor  at  one  time,  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  the  same  by  installments  and  issue 
improvement  bonds  therefor,  payable  in  installments  of  ap- 
proximately equal  amounts  each  year,  for  such  number  of 
years  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  not  to  exceed  twenty  (20) 
years.  Such  improvement  bonds  shall  be  in  such  denomina- 
tions as  the  council  may  prescribe,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  six  percent  (6%)  payable  semiannually; 
but  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
until  the  expiration  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  amount  due 
from  the  lots,  pieces  and  parcels  of  land  liable  for  special  as- 
sessment has  been  ascertained.  Said  bonds  shall  not  be  issued 
in  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  aggregate  cost  of  said  work,  to  be 
borne  and  paid  by  the  city  issuing  such  bonds,  which  shall  in- 
clude the  cost  and  expense  of  every  kind,  nature  and  descrip- 
tion in  any  wise  connected  with,  arising  from,  growing  out  of 
or  rendered  necessary  by  reason  of  such  reconstruction,  im- 
provement, removal  or  relocation  of  any  bridge  or  bridges. 
The  mayor  and  council  shall  be  the  sole  judges  of  the  necessity 
for  and  the  expediency  of  the  making  of  the  improvements 
herein  provided  for  and  the  manner  of  the  payment  of  the  cost 
thereof ;  and  this  act  shall  be  liberally  construed  to  encourage 
the  improvement  of  natural  watercourses,  to  protect  lands 
from  damage  and  from  injury  by  overflow,  and  to  promote  the 
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public  health,  convenience  and  welfare,  and  no  suit,  action  or 
proceeding  of  any  kind,  in  any  wise  challenging  the  validity  of 
any  proceedings  instituted  or  carried  on  under  and  by  virtue 
of  this  act,  or  to  set  aside  any  general  or  special  tax  or  assess- 
ment, or  to  enjoin  the  making,  levy  or  collection  of  any  such 
tax  or  assessment,  or  any  inst^^Ument  thereof  herein  provided 
for,  or  questioning  the  validity' of  any  bond  issued  pursuant 
hereto,  shall  be  brought  after  the  expiration  of  thirty  (30) 
days  from  the  time  the  amount  due  on  such  lots,  pieces  or  pf^r- 
cels  of  land  liable  for  special  assessment  is  ascertained. 

Sec.  2.  No  street  railway  or  other  railway  company  shall 
construct,  lay  or  maintain  any  tracks  upon,  or  use  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  freight,  any  bridge  recon- 
structed, improved  or  relocated,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  without  first  paying  to  the  city  reconstructing,  improving 
or  relocating  such  bridge,  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  such  re- 
construction, improvement  or  relocation  of  such  bridge  and  the 
approaches  thereto,  and  no  other  person,  company  or  corpora- 
tion shall  use  such  bridge  or  the  piers  thereof  for  any  private 
use  without  first  paying  to  the  city  constructing  the  same  such 
sum  as  the  mayor  and  council  thereof  shall  require  as  com- 
pensation for  such  use.  If  any  street  railway  or  railway  cor- 
poration shall  construct,  lay  or  maintain  any  tracks  upon,  or 
use  for  the  transportation  of  its  passengers  or  freight  any 
bridge,  reconstructed,  improved  or  relocated  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  without  first  paying  therefor  as  above  pro- 
vided, it  shall  thereby  become  liable  to  the  city  for  one-half  of 
the  cost  of  the  reconstruction,  improvement  or  relocation  of 
such  bridge,  and  such  city  may  sue  for  and  recover  such  sum  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction ;  and  the  use  of  such  bridge 
by  any  street  railway  or  railway  corporation  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  any  cars,  passengers  or  freight,  or  the  t^onstruction 
or  maintenance  of  any  tracks  thereon,  may  also  be  enjoined 
until  compensation  is  made  therefor,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
All  money  received  for  the  use  of  such  bridges  shall  be  used  in 
the  reconstruction,  improvement  or  relocation  thereof,  or  in  the 
payment  of  bonds  and  interest  thereon,  issued  on  account  of 
the  reconstruction,  improvement  or  relocation  of  such  bridges : 
Provided,  however,  that  the  mayor  and  council  of  such  city 
may  make  a  contract  for  monthly  rental  with  any  street  rail- 
way company  for  the  use  of  such  bridge.  Such  rental  shall  not 
be  less  than  a  sum  sufilicient  to  pay  the  interest  on  one-half  of 
the  bonds  issued  for  the  reconstruction,  improvement  or  relo- 
cation of  such  bridge  and  approaches  thereto  and  create  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  one-half  of  said  bonds  within 
a  period  of  twenty  years :  Provided  further,  that  no  contract 
with  or  contribution  by  any  municipal  and  other  corporations 
and  individuals  of  this  or  any  other  state  for  the  joint  use  of 
any  bridge  or  the  construction  thereof  shall  confer  upon  such 
municipid  and  other  corporations  and  individuals  of  this  or  any 
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other  state  the  exclusive  privilege  or  right  to  use  such  bridge 
or  bridges  or  preclude  the  mayor  and  council  of  such  city  re- 
constructing, improving  or  relocating  such  bridge  or  bridges 
from  granting  like  or  similar  privileges  to  others  to  use  such 
bridge  or  bridges  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
such  mayor  and  council. 

Sec.  3.   That  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  and  is  supple- 
mental to  section  1735  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for 

iai6. 

Sec.  4.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  138. 

AUTHORIZING   THE   SALE    OR   DISPOSAL   OF   PROPERTY   OP 

CITIES  OP  THE  SECOND  CLASS. 

Senate  bill  No.  506. 

An  Act  concerning  the  disposition  of  property  by  cities  of  the  second  class. 

Be  it  eruictedby  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  any  city  of  the  second  class  possessing  any 
equipment,  machineiy,  apparatus,  or  personal  property  that 
ite  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  desire  to 
sell,  trade,  or  exchange  for  otiier  property  better  suited  to  the 
city's  needs,  or  to  use  the  cash  received  therefor  in  purchasing 
such  other  property,  may  dispose  of  the  same,  and  in  the  event 
of  receiving  cash  in  the  transaction  deposit  the  proceeds  there- 
of in  the  general  fund  of  the  city. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  Its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  139. 

ENABLING  BOARDS  OF  EDUCATION  IN  CITIES  OF  THE  SEC- 
OND CLASS  TO  COMPLETE  THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  AND  TO 
EQUIP  AND  FURNISH  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  WHERE  THE 
FUNDS  NOW  PROVIDED  ARE  INSUFFICIENT. 

House  bill  No.  349. 

An  Act  to  enable  boards  of  education  in  cities  of  the  second  class  to  com- 
plete the  construction  of  and  to  equip  and  furnish  school  buildings 
where  the  funds  now  provided  for  are  insufficient  for  that  puri>08e  and 
supplemental  to  chapter  272  of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  of  1917  and  supple- 
mental to  sections  10889,  10890  and  10892  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  in  any  city  of  the  second  class  in  the  state 
of  Kansas,  and  located  in  a  county  having  a  population  of  more 
than  30,000,  where  the  people  have,  prior  to  January  1,  1919, 
and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  272  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917  and  sections  10889,  10890  and  10892 
of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915  voted  in  favor  of 
the,  construction  of  a  school  building,  or  for  the  building,  fur- 
nishing and  equipping  of  a  school  building,  and  the  issuance  of 
bonds  to  provide  funds  therefor,  and  where  the  board  of  edu- 
cation of  such  city  has  begun  the  actual  construction  of  said 
building,  or  purchased  the  site  for  said  school  building,  or  any 
material  to  be  used  in  constructing  or  equipping  said  school 
building,  and  it  is  found  by  said  board  of  education  that  the 
funds  now  authorized  or  voted  for  the  same  are  insufficient 
or  inadequate  to  complete  said  building  or  to  properly  equip 
and  furnish  the  same,  the  said  board  of  education  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  and  sell  additional  bonds  in 
such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  such  purpose,  provided  the 
amount  of  such  bonds,  in  addition  to  those  already  authorized 
or  issued  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars: And  provided  further,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  expire  after  two  years  from  the  passage  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  Th^t  before  any  bonds  shall  be  issued  by  any  board 
of  education  of  any  city  of  the  second  class  as  provided  by  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  hold  or  call  an 
additional  election  for  that  purpose,  but  said  board  of  educa- 
tion shall  first  give  notice  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  such  city  for  a  period  of  four  consecutive  weeks  prior 
to  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  which  notice  shall  state  the  ob- 
ject and  purpose  of  said  bonds  and  the  date  on  which  they 
shall  be  issued,  and  said  bonds  shall  bear  the  same  rate  of  in- 
terest, run  the  same  period  of  time,  be  executed  in  the  same 
manner  and  be  subject  to  all  other  laws  applying  to  the  bonds 
already  authorized  for  said  purpose.

CHAPTER  140. 

ENABLING  CITIES  OF  THE  SECOND  CLASS  TO  REFUND  THEIR 

JUDGMENT  INDEBTEDNESS. 

HouM  bUl  No.  226. 

An  Act  to  enable  cities  of  the  second  class  to  refund  their  judgrment 
indebtedness  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  all  cities  of  the  second  class  having  on 
January  1,  1919,  final  judgments  against  them  aggregating 
more  than  eight  thousand  dollars,  are  hereby  empowered  to 
issue  bonds  to  refund  and  pay  such  judgments,  notwithstand- 
ing any  limitation  now  existing  by  law  as  to  the  amount  of 
bonds  which  cities  of  the  second  class  may  issue:  Provided, 
however,  that  not  more  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars'  worth 
of  bonds  may  be  issued  by  any  city  under  this  act:  And  pro- 
vided further,  that  in  no  event  shall  any  city  issue  more  bonds 
under  this  act  than  shall  be  necessary  to  refund  and  pay  such 
judgment  indebtedness  and  expenses  of  such  litigation. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  signed 
by  the  mayor  and  attested  by  the  city  clerk  under  the  seal  of 
the  city,  and  the  interest  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  litho- 
graphed signature  of  the  mayor.  Such  bonds  may  be  in  any 
denomination  from  one  hundred  dollars  to  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  made  payable  at  any  time  not  exceeding  twenty  years 
from  their  date  and  shall  not  bear  a  greater  rate  of  interest 
than  five  percent  per  annum,  payable  semiannuaUy;  that  the 
mayor  and  councilmen  of  said  city  may  cause  such  indebted- 
ness to  be  refunded  by  ordinance  specifying  the  same,  the 
amount  of  bonds  to  be  issued,  the  time  when  said  bonds  shaU 
be  payable  and  the  rate  of  interest  that  the  same  shall  bear, 
and  each  of  said  bonds  shall  contain  a  recital  that  it  is  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  recital  shall  be  conclu- 
sive that  the  proper  ordinance  authorizing  such  refunding  has 
been  passed  and  that  all  other  conditions  precedent  to  the  issu- 
ing of  said  bonds  have  been  complied  with,  and  that  said  bonds 
have  been  issued  to  refund  valid  outstanding  judgments  of  the 
city  issuing  them. 
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Sec.  3.  That  a  record  shall  be  kept  by  the  city  clerk  of  the 
different  cities  issuing  bonds  under  this  act,  of  all  bonds  so 
issued  and  when  the  same  shall  become  due,  and  a  register  of 
the  number,  amount  and  date  of  all  bonds  issued  hereunder 
shall  be  entered  by  the  city  clerk  therein. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  every  instance  in  which  any  city  shall  issue 
bonds  under  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and 
council  thereof  to  annually  levy,  at  the  time  of  making  the 
levy  of  other  taxes,  a  tax  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  in- 
terest upon  said  bonds  and  the  coupons  as  they  become  due, 
and  five  years  after  said  bonds  have  been  issued,  and  annually 
thereafter  until  the  maturity  of  said  bonds,  to  levy  a  tax  suffi- 
cient for  their  final  redemption  as  the  same  shall  mature. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  officer  who  shall  issue  or  aid  in  or  consent 
to  issuing  any  bonds  under  this  act  for  any  purpose  except  to 
refund  the  judgment  indebtedness  of  said  city  accrued  and 
outstanding  prior  to  February  1,  1919,  or  shall  misappropri- 
ate or  use,  or  aid  or  abet  in  misappropriating  or  using  any  of 
the  funds  raised  by  taxation  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
principal  or  interest  on  such  bonds  for  any  other  purpose, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  money 
so  misappropriated  or  used  and  imprisoned  in  the  coun^  jail 
for  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  twelve  months, 
and  shall  also  be  liable  in  civil  action  for  the  amount  so  mis- 
appropriated or  used,  to  be  prosecuted  by  any  holder  of  any 
bond  issue  under  this  act  or  by  the  city. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  141. 

SPRINKLING  OF  STREETS  AND  DISPOSAL  OP  GARBAGE; 

AUTHORIZING  TAX  LEVY. 

HoaM  bill  No.  540. 

An  Act  relating  to  cities  of  the  second  class  and  amending  section  1823, 
General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  the  section  so  amended. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1823,  General  Statutes  of  1915, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec. 
1823.  That  the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commis- 
sioners of  the  second  class  cities  in  this  state  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  require  by  ordinance  any  street 
or  any  portion  thereof  within  their  respective  cities  to  be 
sprinkled,  and  to  contract  for  the  hauling  away  and  disposi- 
tion of  the  garbage  of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  and  to 
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require  that  all  such  garbage  shall  be  hauled  away  and  dis- 
posed of  as  required  by  ordinance.  The  expense  of  such 
sprinkling  may  be  paid  for  as  provided  in  section  1822,  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  1915,  and  the  expense  of  the  hauling  and 
disposing  of  such  garbage  may  be  paid  by  assessment  or 
other  charge  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  cily  whose  garbage 
is  hauled  or  disposed  of,  or  the  mayor  and  council  or  mayor 
and  commissioners  of  such  city  may  levy  a  tax  upon  all  of 
the  taxable  property  in  said  city,  in  addition  to  the  taxes  now 
authorized,  of  not  exceeding  one-half  mill  to  pay  the  expense 
of  such  sprinkling  and  of  the  hauling  and  disposition  of  such 
garbage,  or  either  of  them :  Provided,  however,  that  no  such 
tax  shall  be  levied  to  pay  for  such  sprinkling  unless  the  mayor 
and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  shall  find  that  the 
sprinkling  will  be  of  general  benefit  to  the  city,  which  finding: 
shall  be  recited  in  the  ordinance  providing  for  such  sprinkling^. 

Sec.  2.    Section  1823,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  142. 

AUTHORIZING  LEVY  OF  TAX  FOR  PURCHASE  OF  SITE   FOR 

FREE  LIBRARY  BUILDING. 

Senate  bill  No.  79. 

An  Act  authorizing  the  levy  of  a  tax  by  certain  cities  of  the  second 
class  for  the  purpose  of  producing  a  fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  site 
for  a  free  library  building,  and  enabling  such  cities  to  purchase  such 
site. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  mayor  and  council,  or  the  mayor  and 
commissioners,  of  any  city  of  the  second  class,  having  and 
maintaining  a  free  public  library,  and  having  an  assessed  val- 
uation of  the  property  in  such  city  of  not  more  than  three 
million  dollars,  and  not  more  than  2,500  inhabitants,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  levy  &n  annual  tax  during  the  years  1919 
and  1920  not  to  exceed  one  mill  on  such  valuation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  producing  a  fund  or  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  free 
library  building,  and  the  mayor  and  council,  or  mayor  and 
commissioners,  of  such  city  are  hereby  authof ized  to  purchase 
such  site  with  the  money  thus  produced. 

Sec.  2.  That  should  the  fund  so  produced  be  more  than  suf- 
ficient for  the  payment  of  such  site,  then  the  remainder  of  such 
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fund  shall  become  a  part  of  and  be  credited  to  the  library  fund 
of  such  city,  and  there  shall  be  no  further  levy  thereafter. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  148. 

ESTABLISHING    CONDITIONS    PRECEDENT    TO    ACTION    FOR 
DAMAGES  AGAINST  A  CITY  OF  THE  SECOND  CLASS. 

House  biU  No.  166. 

An  Act  establishing:  conditions  precedent  to  any  action  for  damages 

against  a  city  of  the  second  class. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  no  action  shall  be  maintained  against  any 
city  of  the  second  class,  by  any  person  or  corporation  in  any 
court  for  damages  on  account  of  injury  to  person  or  property 
unless  the  person  or  corporation  injured  or  damaged  shall, 
within  four  months  thereafter,  and  prior  to  the  bringing  of  the 
suit,  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  written  statement,  giving  the  time 
and  place  of  the  happening  of  the  accident  or  injury  received 
and  the  circumstances  relating  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book. 

Approved  March  5,  1919. 


CHAPTER  144. 

RECLASSIFICATION  OP  CITIES  OF  THE  SECOND  CLASS— SUB- 
MITTING QUESTION  AT  ELECTION. 

Senate  bill  No.  29. 

An  Act  relating:  to  the  reclassification  of  cities  of  the  second  class. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  whenever  any  city  of  the  second  class 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Kansas  has  been  re- 
duced in  population  to  one  thousand  or  less,  as  shown  by  the 
last  returns  of  the  assessor  taking  the  enumeration  of  said 
city,  the  mayor  of  such  city  of  the  second  class  or  the  president 
of  the  council,  if  there  is  no  acting  mayor,  may  by  proclama- 
tion call  an  election  within  such  city  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  said  city  shall  be  set  back  into  a  city  of  the 
third  class.  Such  proclamation  to  be  published  in  some  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  within  said  city  for  two  weeks 
preceding  such  election  and  shall  also  be  posted  in  four  con- 
spicuous places  within  said  city.    The  question  to  be  submitted 
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to  the  electors  of  said  city  by  such  proclamation  shall  be: 

Shall  the  city  of be  changed  from  a  city  of  the  second 

class  and  set  back  to  a  city  of  the  third  class?     Yes 

No 

A  cross  in  the  square  opposite  either  the  word  "yes"  or  "no" 
shall  be  made  by  the  voter  to  indicate  the  way  he  votes,  and 
such  election  shall  in  all  other  respects  be  held  in  the  same 
manner  as  any  other  general  election.  A  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  at  such  election  shall  decide  the  proposition  and  if  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  cast  are  for  the  aflBLrmative,  then  the  mayor 
or  acting  mayor  of  such  city  shall  certify  the  result  of  such 
election  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  city  is 
situated,  who  shall  file  such  certificate  in  the  files  of  his  office 
and  register  the  same  in  the  same  book  where  records  of  other 
elections  in  such  county  are  kept,  and  from  and  after  the  filing 
of  such  certificate  with  such  county  clerk,  such  city  shall  be  a 
city  of  the  third  class. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  such  city  holding  office  at  the  time  of 
such  election  shall,  including  the  mayor  and  councibnen,  as 
well  as  all  other  city  officers,  hold  their  office  until  the  next 
regular  election  for  city  of  the  third  class  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  3.  Wherever  there  shall  exist  any  indebtedness  at  the 
time  of  the  change  of  said  city  from  the  second  class  to  the 
third  class,  this  act  shall  in  no  manner  change  the  amount  of 
taxes  that  may  be  levied  under  the  laws  pertaining  to  cities  of 
the  second  class  until  such  indebtedness  shall  have  been  paid, 
but  in  all  other  respects  such  city  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws 
pertaining  to  cities  of  the  third  class. 

Sec.  4.  All  of  the  ordinances  in  force  in  such  city  as  a  city 
of  the  second  class  shall  remain  and  be  in  force  and  be  the 
ordinances  of  such  city  after  it  shall  have  become  a  city  of  the 
third  class. 

Sec:  5.  All  laws  of  the  stete  of  Kansas  now  existing  which 
are  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  teke  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CONTROL  OP  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  IN  CITIES  OF  THE 

SECOND  AND  THIRD  CLASS. 

Senate  bill  No.  104. 

An  Act  relating  to  oontafi^ous  diseases  in  cities  of  the  second  or  third 
class,  providing  for  the  management  and  the  expenses  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Whenever  smallpox  or  other  contagious  or  infec- 
tious diseases  exist  in  a  city  of  the  second  or  third  class  the 
mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  of  such  city 
and  the  county  health  officer  and  the  county  commissioner  in 
the  district  in  which  is  located  such  cities  shall  take  such  ac- 
tion as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  control,  sup- 
press and  prevent  the  spreading  of  the  same  and  to  pay  all  the 
necessary  expenses  for  such  action  and  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  That  a  detailed,  itemized  and  verified  account  of 
all  moneys  so  expended  by  the  city  shall  be  presented  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  such 
city  is  located,  and  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall 
monthly  audit  claims  therefor,  and  when  it  shall  determine 
that  the  items  of  expense  were  incurred  under  the  provisions 
of  section  1  of  this  act,  shall  allow  such  claims  and  draw  war- 
rants on  the  county  treasurer  in  favor  of  said  city  therefor, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county 
to  pay  tiie  same  out  of  any  funds  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  146. 

RELATING  TO  THE  REMOVAL  OF  SNOW  AND  ICE  FROM  SIDE- 
WALKS IN  CITIES  OF  THE  SECOND  AND  THIRD  CLASS. 

House  bUl  No.  167. 

An  Act  relating:  to  cities  of  the  second  and  third  class  and  the  removal 

of  snow  and  ice  from  sidewalks  therein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  owner  and  of 
the  occupant  of  any  lots  abutting  upon  any  sidewalks  in  all 
cities  of  the  second  and  third  class  to  cause  to  be  removed 
from  such  sidewalks  all  snow  and  ice,  and  to  keep  such  side- 
walks at  all  times  free  from  the  accumulation  of  snow  and  ice. 

Sec.  2.     The  mayor  and  council  or  mayor  and  commit- 
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sioners  of  every  city  of  the  second  and  third  class  shall  have 
power  to  enact  ordinances  to  compel  the  owners  and  occupants 
of  lots  abutting  upon  sidewalks  in  such  cities  to  clean  and  re- 
move from  such  sidewalks  all  snow  and  ice  and  to  punish  all 
persons  for  violation  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordinances  and 
to  cause  all  such  ice  and  snow  to  be  removed  from  said  side- 
walks and  to  assess  the  cost  of  such  removal  against  such 
abutting  lots  and  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  is  re- 
quired for  the  building  of  sidewalks. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and^ 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  147. 

LIMITING  THE  TAX  LEVY  IN  CITIES  OF  THE  SECOND  AND 

THIRD  CLASS. 

House  bill  No.  285. 

An  Act  limiting  the  tax  levy  in  cities  of  the  second  and  third  classes 
and  amending  and  repealing  section  1  of  chapter  113  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Kansas  of  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  1,  chapter  113  of  the  Laws  of  1917, 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  1.  That  the  mayor  and 
council  or  mayor  and  commissioners  of  all  cities  of  the  second 
class  and  third  class  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  fix  the  levy  for  any  one  year  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  the  fol- 
lowing amounts:  For  general  revenue  fund,  three  mills;  for 
opening,  widening  and  bringing  to  grade  all  streets,  avenues 
and  alleys,  and  for  the  building  of  bridges,  culverts  and  sewers, 
and  for  foot-walks  across  streets,  avenues  and  alleys,  three 
mills;  for  park  contingent  fund,  five-tenths  of  one  mill;  for 
library  fund,  five-tenths  of  one  mill ;  to  pay  for  street  lighting 
as  ordered  and  installed  by  the  council  or  commissioners,  one 
mill ;  for  establishing  and  maintaining  rest  rooms,  five-tenths 
of  a  mill ;  to  pay  for  necessary  water  hydrants  as  ordered  and 
installed  by  said  city,  five-tenths  of  one  mill ;  for  raising  fund 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  fire  department,  two  mills ;  all  other 
levies  for  cities  of  the  second  and  third  class  which  are  author- 
ized by  statute  not  specifically  named  in  this  section  are  hereby 
limited  to  one-fifth  of  the  rate  so  authorized :  Provided,  that 
any  surplus  in  either  the  general  fund  or  street  fund  may  be 
transferred  from  one  to  the  other  by  authority  of  the  govern- 
ing body  of  such  city :  Provided  further,  that  in  cities  of  the 
second  class  and  third  class  for  which  special  acts  have  been 
passed,  the  limitations  of  this  section  shall  not  apply,  so  as  to 
prevent  the  raising  of  amount  for  the  general  revenue  fund  of 
said  cities  which  by  virtue  of  said  special  acts  could  have  been 
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raised  in  the  tax  year  of  1907  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of 
that  year. 

Sec.  2.    That  section  1  of  chapter  113  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  of  1917  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  148. 

AUTHORIZING  CITIES  OF  THE  THIRD  CLASS  TO  ISSUE  BONDS 
TO  FUND  INDEBTEDNESS  INCURRED  FOR  THE  COMPLE- 
TION OF  MUNICIPALLY  OWNED  UTILITIES. 

House  but  No.  280. 

An  Act  authorizing  cities  of  the  third  class  to  issue  bonds  to  fund  in- 
debtedness existing  March  1,  1919,  incurred  for  completion,  equipment, 
or  extension  of  natural  gas  plants,  waterworks,  electric  light  or  heat- 
ing plants  theretofore  purchased,  constructed,  repaired  or  extended 
under  any  laws  authorizing  the  same,  and  legalizing  certain  bond  pro- 
ceeding had  in  such  cities. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  mayor  and  council  or  the  mayor  and 
commissioners  of  any  city  of  ^the  third  class  in  the  state  of 
Kansas,  that  had  prior  to  March  1,  1919,  purchased,  con- 
structed, repaired  or  extended  any  natural  gas  plant,  water- 
works, electric  light  or  heating  plant  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plying such  city  and  its  inhabitants  with  natural  gas,  water, 
electric  light  or  heat,  under  any  law  of  the  state  of  Kansas 
authorizing  such  purchase,  construction,  repairing  or  exten- 
sion of  such  utility,  and  which  had  incurred  any  indebtedness 
prior  to  said  1st  day  of  March,  1919,  for  completion,  equip-

interest  accrued  thereon  up  to  the  issuance  of  said  bonds.  Said 
bonds  shall  be  issued  on  or  before  six  months  after  the  taking 
effect  of  this  act :  Provided,  that  all  bonds  authorized  within 
twelve  months  preceding  the  passage  of  this  act,  by  any  city 
of  tho  third  class  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  for  the  purposes  here- 
inbefore named,  are  hereby  legalized,  and  said  bonds  shall  be 
legal,  valid  and  binding  upon  said  city. 

Sec.  2.  Sail  bonds  to  be  issued  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  be 
payable  on  or  before  twenty  years  after  the  date  thereof,  and 
payable  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  mayor  and  councilmen 
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may  by  ordinance  provide,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not 
to  exceed  five  percent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  the 
first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  for  which  interest 
coupons  shall  be  attached  to  said  bonds ;  both  bonds  and  inter- 
est coupons  shall  be  payable  to  bearer  at  the  office  of  the  state 
treasurer  in  Topeka,  Kansas.  The  bonds  issued  under  thi^ 
act  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  attested  by  the  city  clerk 
under  the  seal  of  the  city,  and  the  interest  coupons  thereto 
attached  shall  bear  a  fac-simile  of  the  signature  of  the  mayor 
and  the  city  clerk. 

Sec.  3.  Said  bonds  shall  be  sold  Under  the  direction  of  the 
mayor  and  council,  or  of  the  mayor  and  commissioners  of  such 
city  for  not  less  than  par  value,  nor  shall  any  commission  be 
allowed  for  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  and  the  proceeds  thereof 
shall  be  used  in  paying  off  said  indebtedness  and  interest  ac- 
crued at  date  of  issuance  of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  of  such  city  shall  levy 
annually  upon  the  taxable  property  of  such  city  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  interest  on  all  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  also  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption 
of  such  bonds  at  maturity. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  149. 

SINKING  FUNDS  OP  WATER  AND  LIGHT  DEPARTMENTS, 

CERTAIN  CITIES  THIRD  CLASS. 

Senate  bill  No.  121. 

An  Act  concerning  sinking:  funds  of  water  and  li^ht  departments  of 
cities  of  the  third  class  having  a  population  of  more  than  thirteen 
hundred  and  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  people. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  any  city  of  the  third  class  having  a  popula- 
tion of  more  than  thirteen  hundred  and  not  to  exceed  fifteen 
hundred  people,  as  shown  by  the  assessor's  returns  for  the  pre- 
vious year,  owning  and  operating  electric  light  and  water  plant 
and  system  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  water  and  electric 
light  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  city,  that  has  a  sinking  fund 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  use  not  to  exceed 
$5,000  of  said  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  indebtedness 
incurred  by  such  city  in  making  necessary  repairs,  improve- 
ments and  extensions  of  said  water  and  electric  light  system; 
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prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  and  th^  remainder  of  said 
sinking  fund  shall  be  applied  and  used  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take,  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  150. 

AUTHORIZING  ANY  CITY  OP  THE  THIRD  CLASS  TO  ISSUE 
BONDS  TO  FUND  FLOATING  INDEBTEDNESS. 

Senate  bill  No.  161. 

An  Act  authorizing  any  city  of  the  third  class  to  issue  bonds  to  fund 

ihe  floating  indebtedness. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  The  mayor  and  council  of  any  city  of  the  third 
class,  upon  the  petition  signed  by  not  less  than  fifty-one  (61%) 
percent  of  the  electors  "of  such  city,  are  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  bonds  of  said  city  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  floating 
indebtedness  of  such  city  existing  on  April  1,  1919,  said  bonds 
to  be  used  for  the  redemption  of  the  legal  orders,  warrants  and 
scripts  of  such  city,  outstanding  at  said  date,  and  no  bonds 
issued  under  this  act  shall  be  valid  unless  issued  on  or  before 
September  1, 1919. 

Sec.  2.  Said  bonds  to  be  issued  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  Ave  hundred  dollars  each, 
and  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  twenty  years  after  the  date 
thereof,  and  payable  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  mayor  and 
council  may  by  ordinance  provide,  and  bearing  interest  at  a 
rate  not  to  exceed  six  percent  (6%)  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually, for  which  interest  coupons  shall  be  attached  to  said 
Donds.  Both  bonds  and  interest  coupons  shall  be  payable  to 
the  bearer  at  the  office  of  state  treasurer  in  Topeka,  Kansas. 
The  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor 
and  attested  by  the  city  clerk,  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  and 
the  interest  coupons  thereto  attached  shall  bear  a  facsimile 
of  the  signatures  of  the  mayor  and  city  clerk. 

Sec.  3.  Said  bonds  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the 
mayor  and  council  of  such  city  for  not  less  than  par  value,  nor 
shall  any  commissions  be  allowed  for  the  sale  of  the  same,  and 
the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  used  in  paying  off  the  said  out- 
standing orders,  warrants  and  scripts  of  such  city  and  for  no 
other  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor  and  council  of  such  city  shall  levy  an- 
nually, upon  the  taxable  property  of  such  city,  a  sum  sufficient 
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to  pay  the  interest  on  all  bonds  issued  under  the  provision 
of  this  act,  and  also  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  such  bonds  at  maturity. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  151. 

POWERS  OP  CORPORATIONS. 

Senate  bOl  No.  474. 

An  Act  relating  to  powers  of  corporations  and  to  amend  section  21 4G 
of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915,  and  repealing  said  original 
section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  2146  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  2146.  No 
corporation  created  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  em- 
ploy its  capital  stock,  means,  assets,  or  other  property,  directly 
or  indirectly,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  other  than  to  ac- 
complish the  legitimate  objects  of  its  creation:  Provided, 
that  such  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  carry  on  its 
business  outside  of,  as  well  as  within  the  state,  and  may  pur- 
chase, hold,  sell,  transfer,  mortgage,  pledge  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of  the  shares  of  capital  stock  of,  or  any  bonds,  securities 
or  evidences  of  indebtedness  created  by  any  other  corporation 
or  corporations  of  any  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
other  country,  nation  or  government,  which  corporation  shall 
be  incorporated  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  same  or  similar 
purposes  as  the  corporation  incorporated  hereunder  or  shall 
be  incorporated  for  purposes,  the  accomplishment  of  which 
would  be  incidental  to  or  would  aid  or  facilitate  the  accom- 
plishments of  the  purposes  for  which  the  corporation  in- 
corporated hereunder  shall  have  been  formed,  and  corpora- 
tions created  under  this  act  may  generally  exercise  all  rights* 
powers,  and  privileges  of  ownership  of  such  stock  or  securi- 
ties: Provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  authorize  any  act  or  acts  by  any  corporation  that 
may  be  in  violation  of  the  antitrust  laws  or  the  banking  laws 
of  the  state  of  Kansas. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  2146  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  of  1915  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  152. 

PROVIDING   A   METHOD   WHEREBY   A   MUTUAL   INDEMNITY 
ASSOCIATION  MAY  CHANGE  TO  A  STOCK  COMPANY. 

Senate  bill  No.  184. 

An  Act  concerning  corporations. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  any  asdociation,  or  company,  organized 
and  doing  business  under  sections  5444,  5445,  6446  and  5447  of 
General  Statutes  of  Kansas,  1915,  is  hereby  authorized,  sub- 
ject to  the  limitations  herein  contained,  to  issue  stock  to  an 
amount  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dol- 
lars, and  to  receive  subscriptions  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  Before  issuing  any  stock  as  aforesaid,  such  com- 
pany or  association  by  resolution  of  its  board  of  directors  shall 
declare  its  intention  of  becoming  a  .stock  company,  and  if  such 
resolution  shall  be  ratified  by  the  members  of  such  company  or 
association  at  any  regular  annual  meeting,  or  any  special  meet- 
ing called  for  such  purpose,  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  association,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  then  the  au- 
thority covered  by  section  1  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  and 
subscription  books  be  opened :  Provided,  notice  shall  be  given 
to  each  member  of  such  company  or  association  by  mailing  a 
copy  of  such  resolutions  to  each  member  thirty  days  in  ad- 
vance of  the  general  or  special  meeting  at  which  same  is  to  be 
considered. 

'  Sec.  3.  Each  member  of  such  company  or  association,  at 
the  time  the  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors  proposing  the 
change  in  plan  is  ratified,  shall  be  notified  of  said  ratification 
by  letter  directed  to  their  last  known  place  of  residence,  which 
letter  shall  contain  a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  the  assets 
and  liabilities  of  said  company.  Said  notice  shall  also  advise 
each  member  of  the  number  of  shares  of  capital  stock  of  said 
company  for  which  he  may  subscribe;  that  each  member  of 
said  company  or  association  shall  have  sixty  days  from  and 
after  the  mailing  of  said  notice  herein  mentioned,  in  which  to 
subscribe  for  that  proportionate  number  of  shares  of  the  capi- 
tal stock  agreed  upon  to  be  issued,  as  the  amount  of  premium 
payments  made  by  such  member  during  the  period  of  his  mem- 
bership shall  bear  to  the  total  amount  of  premiums  paid  by  the 
then  members  of  said  company  or  association.  If  at  the  end 
of  sixty  days  from  the  opening  of  subscription  books  the  full 
amount  of  capital  stock  designated  has  not  been  subscribed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  then  other  subscriptions 
may  be  received,  and  the  unsubscribed  stock  may  be  allotted 
by  the  directors  of  said  company  or  association,  and  such  di- 
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rectors  may  accept  or  reject  any  such  subsequent  subscription 
and  may  fix  the  terms  of  the  pajrment  of  same. 

Sec.  4.  When  all  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
said  company  shall  proceed  to  or^ranize,  and  shall  file  a  state- 
ment with  the  secretary  of  state  showing  the  name  of  the  cor- 
poration, a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors 
proposing  the  change  in  plan  of  said  corporation  from  a  mutual 
to  a  stock  company,  the  ratification  of  said  resolution  by  the 
members  of  such  company  as  provided  in  section  2  of  this  act, 
the  amount  of  capital  stock,  the  amount  of  stock  subscribed, 
the  names  of  the  directors  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  upon  the 
pajrment  to  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  fees  provided  by  law 
to  be  paid  for  the  incorporation  of  joint  stock  companies,  the 
said  secretary  of  state  shall  thereupon  issue  to  said  company 
his  certificate,  under  his  seal  of  office,  showing  the  name  of  the 
corporation,  the  amount  of  capital  stock,  the  names  of  the  di- 
rectors for  the  ensuing  year,  and  thereupon  the  said  company 
shall  continue  as  a  body  corporate  with  the  right  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  insuring  a^d  indemnifying  against  losses  the 
same  kinds  and  classes  of  property  as  was  granted  to  it  in  its 
charter  under  which  it  was  operating  at  the  time  it  decided  its 
intention  of  becoming  a  stock  company. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  not  be  obligatory  upon  any  company  after 
the  issuing  of  stock  as  aforesaid  to  accept  applications  for  in- 
surance or  indemnity  upon  the  mutual  or  assessment  plan. 

Sec.  6.  The  balance  of  the  funds  in  the  treasury  of  any 
such  mutual  company,  after  the  pajrment  of  the  necessary,  ex- 
penses of  transferring  to  such  corporation,  shall  be  held  in  the 
treasury  of  such  new  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
the  just  claims  upon  policies  written  by  such  mutual  company, 
and  when  the  last  of  the  policies  written  by  such  mutual  com- 
pany has  expired  and  all  losses  thereon  have  been  fully  settled, 
the  balance  of  such  fund  shall  be  divided  among  the  members 
of  such  mutual  company  in  accordance  with  the  percent  each 
member's  interest  bore  to  the  sum  to  be  so  divided,  at  the  date 
of  the  transfer,  which  dividend  may  be  paid  in  cash  or  stock 
in  the  new  corporation,  at  the  option  of  the  parly  to  whom  such 
fund  is  to  be  paid :  Provided,  that  if  paid  in  stock,  the  stock 
shall  be  transferred  at  par  value. 

Sec.  7.  Such  stock  company,  so  formed,  shall  thereafter 
conduct  its  business  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  Kansas  re- 
lating to  stock  companies  engaged  in  writing  its  particular 
kind  and  class  of  insurance  or  indemnity. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  in  so  far  as  they  con- 
flict herewith,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Be  it  eruicted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  9458  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: Sec.  9458.  The  term  ''securities''  as  used  in  this  act 
shall  be  taken  to  mean  stock  certificates,  shares,  bonds,  de- 
bentures, certificates  of  participation,  contracts,  contracts  or 
bonds  for  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  land  on  deferred  pay- 
ments or  installment  plan,  or  other  instruments  in  the  nature 
thereof  by  whatsoever  name  known  and  called.  The  term 
''speculative  securities"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  taken  to 
mean  and  include :  (1)  All  securities  to  promote  or  induce  the 
sale  of  which  profit,  gain  or  advantage  unusual  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  legitimate  business  is  in  any  way  advertised  or 
promised;  (2)  all  securities  for  promoting  the  sale  of  which  a 
commission  of  more  than  five  percent  is  offered  or  paid ;  (3)  all 
securities  into  the  specified  par  value  of  which  the  element  of 
chance  or  hazard,  or  speculative  profit,  or  possible  loss  equals 
or  predominates  over  the  element  of  reasonable  certainty, 
safety  and  investment;  (4)  all  securities,  the  value  of  which 
materially  depends  on  proposed  or  promised  future  promotion 
or  development  rather  than  upon  present  tangible  assets  or 
conditions;  (5)  all  securities  of  any  enterprise,  association, 
partnership  or  corporation  which  has  included  or  proposes  to 
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include  in  its  assets  as  a  material  part  thereof  patents, 
formulae,  good-will,  promotion  or  any  intangible  assets,  or 
which  has  issued  or  proposes  to  issue  a  material  part  of  its  se- 
curities in  payment  for  formulae,  patents,  good-will,  promo- 
tion, or  intangible  assets;  (6)  all  securities  made  or  used  in 
furtherance  or  promotion  of  any  enterprise  or  scheme  for  the 
sale  of  unimproved  or  undeveloped  land  on  any  deferred  pay- 
ment or  installment  plan,  when  such  lands  are  not  situated  in 
the  state  of  Kansas;  (7)  any  undivided  interest  or  certificate 
of  participation  based  on  any  undivided  interest  in  oil  royalties 
or  in  oil  leases,  where  the  value  of  such  undivided  interest  or 
certificate  of  participation  materially  depends  on  proposed  or 
promised  future  development:  Provided,  that  this  shall  not 
apply  to  undivided  interests  or  certificates  based  upon  un- 
divided interests  in  oil  royalties  or  in  oil  leases  where  the  in- 
terest or  certificate  based  upon  such  interest  offered  for  sale 
or  sold  to  any  one  purchaser  exceeds  one-twenty-fifth  of  the 
whole  royalty  or  oil  lease;  (8)  securities  made  or  offered  or 
used  in  furtherance  or  promotion  of  any  enterprise  or  scheme 
where  the  value  of  such  securities  materially  depends  on  the 
performance  of  any  stipulation  or  agreement  by  the  promoter 
or  others  to  furnish  irrigation,  transportation  facilities  or 
other  value  enhancing  •  utility  or  improvement.  The  term 
^'speculative  enterprise"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  taken  to 
mean  any  business  undertaking,  venture  or  activity  for  the 
promotion  or  furtherance  of  which  speculative  securities  as 
herein  defined  are  made,  issued,  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  9459  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
Sec.  9459.  It  shall  be  unlawful  hereafter  for  any  person, 
copartnership,  association  or  corporation  (hereinafter  called 
the  promoter),  either  as  principal  or  through  brokers  or 
agents,  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  by  means  of  any  advertise- 
ments, circulars,  or  prospectus,  or  by  any  other  form  of  pub- 
lic offering,  any  speculative  securities  in  this  state  unless  there 
first  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  bank  commissioner  and  ap- 
proved by  him :  (1)  A  copy  of  the  securities  so  to  be  promoted ; 
(2)  a  statement  in  substantial  detail  of  the  assets  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  person  or  company  making  and  issuing  such  securi- 
ties and  of  any  person  or  company  guaranteeing  the  same,  in- 
cluding specifically  the  total  amount  of  such  securities  and  of 
any  securities  prior  thereto  in  interest  or  lien  authorized  or 
issued  by  any  such  person  or  company;  (3)  the  name  of  the 
fiscal  agent,  if  any,  who  it  is  proposed  shall  handle  the  sale  of 
such  proposed  securities,  together  with  a  statement  of  the 
financial  standing  of  such  fiscal  agent;  (4)  if  such  securities 
are  secured  by  mortgage  or  other  lien,  a  copy  of  such  mort- 
gage or  of  the  instrument  creating  such  lien  and  a  complete 
appraisal  or  valuation  of  the  property  covered  thereby,  with  a 
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speeified  statement  of  all  prior  liens  thereon,  if  any ;  (5)  a  full 
statement  of  facts  showing  the  gross  and  net  earnings,  actual, 
or  estimated,  of  any  person  or  company  making  and  issuing  or 
guaranteeing  such  securities,  or  of  any  property  covered  by 
any  such  mortgage  or  lien;  (6)  all  knowledge  or  information 
in  the  possession  of  such  promoter  relative  to  the  character  or 
value  of  such  securities,  or  of  the  property  or  earning  power  of 
the  person  or  company  making  and  issuing  or  guaranteeing 
the  same ;  (7)  a  copy  of  any  general  or  public  prospectus  or  ad- 
vertising matter  which  is  to  be  used  in  connection  with  such 
promotion,  and  no  such  prospectus  or  advertising  matter  shall 
be  used  unless  the  ^me  has  been  filed  as  herein  provided; 
(8)  the  names,  addresses  and  selling  territory  in  this  state  of 
any  agents  by  or  through  whom  any  such  securities  are  to  be 
sold,  and  no  such  agents  shall  be  employed  unless  such  state- 
ment with  respect  to  them  has  been  filed  hereunder,  and  there 
shall  be  paid  to  the  bank  commissioner  a  registration  fee  of 
one  dollar  for  each  such  agent.  The  payment  of  such  fee  shall 
be  payment  in  full  for  all  fees  for  registration  of  such  agent 
until  and  including  the  first  day  of  March  next  following ;  (9) 
the  name  and  address  of  such  promoter,  including  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  partners,  if  the  promoter  be  a  partnership, 
and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  directors  or  trustees  and 
of  any  person  owning  ten  per  centum,  or  more,  of  the  capital 
stock,  if  the  promoter  be  a  corporation  or  association;  (10)  a 
statement  showing  in  detail  the  plan  on  which  the  business  or 
enterprise  is  to  be  conducted;  (11)  the  articles  of  copartner- 
ship or  association,  and  all  other  papers  pertaining  to  its  or- 
ganization, if  the  securities  be  insured  or  guaranteed  by  a  co- 
partnership or  unincorporated  association;  (12)  a  copy  of  its 
charter  and  by-laws  if  the  securities  be  issued  or  guaranteed 
by  a  corporation;  (13)  a  filing  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars;  and 
in  no  event  shall  any  speculative  securities  be  sold  or  offered 
for  sale  until  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec,  3.  That  section  9461  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  9461.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  bank  commissioner  as 
soon  as  practicable  to  examine  the  statements  and  documents 
80  filed,  and  if  said  bank  commissioner  shall  deem  it  advisable, 
he  shall  make,  or  have  made,  a  detailed  inspection,  examina- 
tion, audit  and  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the  makers  or 
guarantors  of  such  security,  which  inspection,  examination, 
audit  and  investigation  shall  be  at  the  promoter's  expense,  and 
the  said  bank  commissioner  shall  have  power  and  authority'to 
call  upon  the  makers  or  guarantors  of  such  securities,  or  the 
persons  seeking  to  or  offering  the  same  for  sale,  for  such  in- 
formation as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  a  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  person  or  persons  so  requested  for  information  to  fur- 
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nish  the  same  shall  be  considered  as  a  withdrawal  of  the  appli- 
cation for  pei^nission  to  sell  or  advertise  such  securities.  As  a 
part  of  the  aforesaid  inspection,  examination,  audit  and  investi- 
gation, the  bank  commissioner  shall  cause  an  appraisal  to  be 
made  of  the  property  of  the  maker  or  guarantors  of  such  securi- 
ties, which  appraisal  shall  include  the  value  of  patents,  for- 
mulae, good  will,  promotion,  and  intangible  assets,  if  any,  and 
said  bank  conmiissioner  shall  furnish  a  complete  statement  and 
record  of  his  inspection,  examination  and  investigation,  to- 
gether with  a  copy  of  the  appraisal  aforesaid,  to  the  said  Char- 
ter Board.  The  appraisal  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  be 
made  either  by  the  bank  commissioner  in  person  or  by  his  as- 
sistants or  by  some  one  duly  appointed  by  said  bank  commis- 
sioner to  make  such  appraisal,  and  said  bank  commissioner,  if 
necessary,  may  appoint  appraisers,  not  to  exceed  three  in  num- 
ber, to  make  such  appraisal,  and  such  examiners  and  appraisers 
shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  fifteen  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  actually  employed 
in  such  examination  and  necessary  expenses,  which  compensa- 
tion and  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons,  company,  part- 
nership or  association  making  application  to  such  Charter 
Board.  The  Charter  Board  shall  within  ten  days  after  the  bank 
commissioner  has  made  his  report  to  it  and  has  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  said  board  a  copy  of  the  appraisal  as  hereinbefore 
provided  for,  examine  such  statement,  report  and  appraisal  and 
shall  give  the  promoter  a  hearing,  if  he  so  desire,  and  said 
Charter  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  an  independent  inves- 
tigation, inspection  and  examination  of  the  affairs  of  the  pro- 
moter making  such  application,  and  shall  have  power  to  inves- 
tigate the  personnel  of  the  agent  or  agents  through  whom  or  by 
whom  said  securities  are  to  be  handled  or  sold.  It  shall  direct 
the  bank  commissioner  to  issue  a  permit  authorizing  the  sale 
of  such  securities,  which  permit  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by 
the  said  Charter  Board  upon  complaint  made  and  after  hearing 
as  herein  set  out :  Provided,  that  whenever  the  company  mak- 
ing and  issuing  such  securities  or  the  company  guaranteeing 
the  same  is  a  company  whose  business  is  under  the  supervision 
or  control  of  one  of  the  state  departments,  said  permit  shall 
not  be  effective  until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
head  of  such  stete  department:  Provided  further,  that  upon 
complaint  being  made  to  the  bank  commissioner  or  to  the  Char- 
ter Board  and  notice  being  given  to  the  bank  conmiissioner  of 
such  complaint,  said  bank  commissioner  may  forthwith  sus- 
pend the  order  granting  the  permit  pending  a  final  hearing,  and 
during  such  suspension  no  securities  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for 
sale.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  bank  commissioner  upon  issu- 
ing the  order  of  suspension  forthwith  to  notify  the  promoter 
or  parties  affected  by  such  order,  and  to  set  a  time  and  place 
for  the  hearing  of  such  complaint  by  the  said  Charter  Board, 
which  hearing  shall  not  be  later  than  thirty  days  from  the 
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date  of  said  order  of  suspension.  It  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to 
the  promoter  or  parties  interested  of  the  complaint  and  of  the 
order  of  suspension,  if  the  bank  conmiissioner  shall  mail  such 
notice  to  the  address  of  such  promoter  or  parties  interested  as 
furnished  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  application.  If  the 
Charter  Board,  upon  a  full  hearing,  shall  find  that  there  are  just 
grounds  for  th'i  complaint  made  and  that  the  promoter,  agents 
or  other  parties  connected  with  the  sale  of  the  securities  as 
representatives  of  the  promoter,  have  violated  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  the  orders  of  the  Charter  Board,  or  of  the 
bank  commissioner  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
within  the  scope  thereof,  said  Charter  Board  shall  make  an  or- 
der canceling  the  permit  hereinbefore  granted.  The  said  Char- 
ter Board  at  the  time  of  the  granting  of  the  permit  as  herein 
provided  shall  determine  and  fix  the  maxinium  amount  that 
may  be  paid  as  and  in  the  way  of  a  commission  for  the  sale  of 
such  securities,  which  amount  shall  include  the  cost  of  adver- 
tising, office  expenses  and  all  other  expenses  connected  with 
the  sale  of  such  securities :  Provided,  that  no  permit  as  herein 
set  out  shall  be  granted  by  the  said  Charter  Board  for  the  sale 
of  any  securities  where  such  securities  are  to  be  sold  and 
handled  on  commission  or  for  a  consideration  by  any  officer 
or  director  of  the  company  handling  such  securities  for  sale, 
or  officer  or  director  of  the  company  issuing  or  guaranteeing 
the  same :  And  provided  further,  that  before  any  permit  shall 
issue  by  the  bank  conmiissioner  under  the  order  of  the  Char- 
ter Board  as  herein  provided,  all  stock  or  securities  of  any 
kind  issued  or  to  be  issued  in  payment  of  property,  patents, 
formulae,  good-will,  promotion  or  intangible  assets  shaU  be  de- 
posited by  the  person  to  whom  they  are  to  be  issued,  or  by  the 
company  or  promoter  issuing  them,  with  the  bank  commis- 
sioner of  the  state  of  Kansas,  to  be  held  by  him  until  Uie  securi- 
ties for  the  sale  of  which  the  permit  has  been  granted  shall 
have  been  sold,  and  until  there  shall  have  been  filed  with  the 
bank  conmiissioner  a  statement  under  oath  by  the  proper  offi- 
cer of  any  company  or  by  the  promoter,  showing  that  the  re- 
quirements made  by  the  said  Charter  Board  or  by  the  bank 
conmiissioner  have  been  met ;  that  the  securities  have  been  sold 
only  in  the  way  provided  for  in  this  act;  and  that  there  has 
been  a  full  cpmpliance  with  the  provisibns  of  this  act  and  with 
the  orders  of  the  bank  commissioner  or  the  Charter  Board,  or 
both;  and  if  it  shall  appear  and  the  board  shall  find  that  said 
statementa  are  true  and  that  there  is  no  f  urtiier  reason  why 
such  promoter  or  company  should  continue  under  the  control 
of  the  said  bank  commissioner,  or  Charter  Board,  or  both,  and 
that  no  gbod  purpose  would  be  served  by  said  promoter  or  com- 
pany remaining  under  the  control  of  said  Charter  Board,  or 
bank  commissioner,  or  both,  said  Charter  Board  shall  make  an 
order  canceling  the  permit  theretofore  issued  and  permitting 
the  withdrawal  of  the  securities  held  in  escrow  and  their  return 
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to  this  parties  depositing  the  same,  and  no  assignment  or  trans- 
fer of  such  securities  in  escrow  shall  be  binding  upon  the  bank 
commissioner  unless  approved  by  the  said  Charter  Board. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  9462  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 'read  as  follows: 
Sec.  9462.  If  the  Charter  Board,  from  the  statements,  papers 
and  documents  on  file,  and  from  the  investigation,  appraisal 
and  report  of  the  bank  commissioner,  and  from  evidence  fur- 
nished, or  from  its  own  investigation,  shall  find,  (1)  that  the 
makers  or  guarantors  of  such  securities  are  insolvent,  or  are 
in  failing  circumstances,  or  are  not  trustworthy ;  (2)  that  the 
promoter's  plan  of  business  is  unfair,  inequitable,  dishonest 
or  fraudulent;  (3)  that  the  promoter's  plan  of  business  does 
not  adequately  secure  investors  against  the  unlawful  dissipa- 
tion or  misapplication  of  the  funds  of  the  enterprise  or  busi- 
ness; (4)  that  the  promoter's  literature  or  advertising  is  mis- 
leading and  calculated  to  deceive  purchasers  or  investors;  (5) 
that  the  securities  offered  or  to  be  offered,  or  issued  or  to  be 
issued  in  payment  for  property,  patents,  formulae,  good-will, 
promotion  or  intangible  assets,  are  in  excess  of  the  reasonable 
value  thereof;  (6)  that  the  enterprise  or  business  of  the  pro- 
moter is  unlawful  or  against  public  policy;  (7)  or  is  a  mere 
scheme  of  the  promoter  or  promoters  to  get  rich  quick  at  the 
expense  of  the  purchasers  of  the  aforesaid  securities ;  tiie  said 
Charter  Board  shall  reduce  its  findings  to  writing  and  attest 
the  same  by  the  signature  of  the  chairman  and  secretary 
thereof,  and  shall  refuse  to  issue  a  permit  to  the  applicant  or 
applicants  for  the  sale  of  such  securities,  and  it  shall  there- 
after be  unlawful  for  the  promoter  or  any  broker  or  agent  of 
such  promoter  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  by  means  of  any  adver- 
tisement or  circular  or  prospectus,  or  by  any  other  form  of 
public  offering  to  attempt  to  promote  the  sale  of  the  securities 
of  such  speculative  enterprise  in  this  state. 

Sec.  6.  That  section  9470  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  9470.  This^act  shall  not  apply  to  the  owner  of  any  specu- 
lative security  who  is  not  the  maker  or  issuer  thereof,  who 
shall  acquire  and  sell  the  same  for  his  own  account  in  the  usual 
and  ordinary  course  of  business,  and  not  for  the  direct  or  in- 
direct promotion  of  any  enterprise  or  scheme  within  the  pur- 
view of  this  act:  Providing,  that  such  ownership  is  in  good 
faith.  Repeated  or  successive  sales  of  any  syich  speculative 
security  or  securities  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the 
claim  of  ownership  is  not  horui  fide,  or  is  a  mere  shift  or  de- 
vice to  evade  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Provided,  that  this 
act  shall  apply  to  brokers  and  stock  exchanges  and  members 
thereof  engaged  in  the  purchase,  handling  and  sale  on  the  mar- 
ket of  speculative  securities,  either  as  owners  or  for  a  com- 
mission. 
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Sec.  6.  That  section  9471  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  9471.  All  fees  herein  provided  for  shall  be  collected  by  the 
bank  commissioner  and  shall  be  turned  into  the  state  treasury, 
and  the  bank  commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a 
special  assistant  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  administration 
of  this  act  under  the  direction  of  the  said  bank  commissioner, 
and  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.  The  bank  commissioner  shall  also  have  full  power  to 
employ  such  temporary  assistants  or  clerks  as  he  may  from 
time  to  time  deem  necessary,  and  fix  their  compensation,  and 
all  salaries  and  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  collected  and 
turned  into  the  state  treasury  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  the  acts  hereby  repealed,  upon  the  presentation  of  item- 
ized vouchers,  duly  verified,  and  having  the  approval  of  the 
bank  commissioner.  The  auditor  shall  issue  his  warrant  on 
the  state  treasurer  for  such  salaries  and  expenses,  and  the 
state  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  said  fees. 

Sec.  7.  Original  sections  9458,  9459,  9461,  9462,  9470  and 
9471  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  154. 

COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  AUTHORIZED  TO  GRANT  RIGHT  TO 
LAY,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE  WATER  MAINS,  LATERALS 
AND  EQUIPMENT. 

Senate  bill  No.  410. 

An  Act  authorizing  any  person,  persons,  company,  partnership  or  cor- 
poration to  lay,  maintain  and  operate  water  mains  and  water  pipes  in 
the  streets,  public  highways  and  lands  not  in  an  incorporated  city,  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  residents  of  such  lands  and  locality  with 
water  for  general  use. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  person,  persons,  partnership  or 
corporation  desire  to  lay,  maintain  and  operate  water  mains 
and  laterals  and  equipment  in  or  along  any  streets,  public  high- 
ways and  lands  not  in  an  incorporated  city  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  water  for  general  use  to  the  residents  of  the  adja- 
cent land,  the  same  may  present  to  the  county  commissioners 
of  the  county  in  which  said  streets,  public  highways  and  lands 
are  located,  a  petition  praying  for  the  right  to  lay,  maintain, 
and  operate  water  mains,  laterals  and  equipment  in  or  along 
the  streets  or  public  highways  located  within  certain  described 
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limits  and  boundaries,  which  shall  be  fully  set  forth  in  said 
petition. 

Sec.  2.  When  any  petition  as  herein  described  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  counfy  commissioners,  the  said  commissioners 
are  hereby  empowered  and  given  authority  to  grant  the  right 
to  said  petitioner  to  lay,  maintain  and  operate  water  mains, 
laterals  and  equipment  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  twenty-five 
years,  along  and  across  the  streets,  public  highways  and  other 
grounds  or  property  located  within  the  boundary  lines  in  the 
petition,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  equipment  therefor,  under 
rules  and  regulations  approved  by  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  in  any  man- 
ner whatsoever,  to  change,  injure,  extend,  or  alter,  or  cause  to 
be  changed,  injured,  extended  or  altered,  any  main,  lateral,  at- 
tachment or  equipment  laid  or  erected  by  any  grantee  herein, 
without  first  having  obtained  the  consent  in  writing  of  such 
grantee  for  the  same  to  be  done. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  any  connection  with  the  water  mains  or  lat- 
erals of  any  such  grantee,  or  to  turn  on  or  off,  or  in  any  man- 
ner interfere  with  any  valve,  stop-cock  or  other  appliance  be- 
longing to  such  grantee,  without  first  procuring  from  such 
grantee  written  permit  for  the  same  to  be  done. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
sections  3  and  4  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  such  grantee  whose  property  shall  be  so 
changed,  injured,  altered  or  destroyed,  in  a  civil  action  for  the 
amount  of  damages  sustained  together  with  all  costs  in  the 
case. 

Sec.  6.  If  said  grantee  is  a  corporation,  it  shall  have  the 
right  to  hold,  control,  acquire  by  donation,  or  purchase,  and 
if  need  be,  condemn  any  land,  easement,  railroad  right  of  way, 
public  highway  or  any  property  upon  which  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  lay,  maintain  and  operate  water  mains,  laterals,  and 
equipment.  If  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  corporation  to 
condemn  any  land,  easement  or  right  of  way  for  the  purpose  of 
la3dng  and  maintaining  said  water  mains,  laterals  and  equip- 
ment, said  persons,  partnership  or  corporation  shall  follow  the 
procedure  that  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  appropriation  of 
land  or  other  property  taken  for  telegraph,  telephone  and  rail- 
road rights  of  way. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  155. 

AUTHORIZING  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  TO  ISSUE  BONDS  TO 
FUND  FLOATING  INDEBTEDNESS,  OR  LEVY  A  TAX  IN  LIEU 
THEREOF. 

House  bill  No.  285. 

An  Act  relating  to  an  issue  of  bonds  by  boards  of  county  commissioners 
for  funding  floating  indebtedness;  amending  section  1,  chapter  136  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917,  and  repealing  said  original 
section  1. . 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1,  chapter  136  pt  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  for  1917,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows:  Section  1.  That  the  boards  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  various  counties  of  the  state  of  Kansas  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  re- 
spective counties  in  amount  sufficient  to  redeem  all  floating  in- 
debtedness existing  against  such  counties  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  act.  The  bonds  shall  be  known  and  be  de- 
nominated as  " County  Funding  Bonds,"  and  shall  be 

issued,  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  ($100) 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars,  with  in- 
terest coupons  attached,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not 
greater  than  five  percent  (5%)  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year :  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  county  not  desiring  to  issue  bonds 
hereinbefore  provided  for  may  levy  a  tax  in  lieu  thereof  not 
exceeding  one  and  one-fifth  of  a  mill  on  the  dollar  of  the  tax- 
able property  in  such  county  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  its 
outstanding  and  floating  indebtec'ness  at  the  time  of  the  pass- 
age of  this  act,  until  a  sufficient  amount  is  raised  to  meet  said 
indebtedness :  Provided,  that  no  such  authority  shall  be  exer- 
cised until  an  application  for  its  exercise  shall  be  made  to  the 
Tax  Commission,  which  body,  if  the  evidence  submitted  in  the 
support  of  the  application  shall  show  an  emergency  need  for 
the  said  additional  amount,  hereby  authorized,  or  any  part 
thereof,  is  hereby  empowered  to  order  such  bond  issue  or  such 
increase  as  may  have  been  shown  to  be  necessary :  And  pro- 
vided further,  that  any  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  said 
indebtedness,  or  any  part  thereof,  out  of  its  general  revenue 
fund,  provided  it  has  any  surplus  in  said  fund  after  paying  its 
general  current  expenses:  And  further  provided,  that  such 
bonds  are  issued  on  or  before  September  1st,  1920. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  1,  chapter  136  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917,  is  hereby  repealed. 
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Sec.  3.   That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  156. 

RELATING  TO  SURVEYORS  AND  THEIR  ASSISTANTS;  OATH  TO 
BE  TAKEN;  COMPENSATION  OF  SUCH  ASSISTANTS. 

House  bill  No.  295. 

An  Act  amending  section  2707  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of 

1915,  and  repealing  said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  2707  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows :  Sec.  2707.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  county  sur- 
veyor to  employ  disinterested  persons  to  act  as  chainmen ;  and 
each  chainman  employed  by  the  county  surveyor  or  his  deputy 
shall,  before  he  commences  the  duty  assigned  him,  take  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  faithfully  and  impartially  perform  the 
duties  of  chainmen,  which  oath  or  affirmation  the  county  sur- 
veyor or  his  deputy  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  ad- 
minister; and  may  appoint  markers,  flagmen  and  rodmen; 
and  the  expenses  of  the  chainmen,  markers,  flagmen  and  rod- 
men  shall  be  paid  in  advance,  if  required  by  the  county  sur- 
veyor or  his  deputy,  by  the  party  on  whose  application  the 
survey  may  be  made,  and  the  money  so  advanced  shall  be  ac- 
counted for  by  the  surveyor  and  the  amount  expended  to  be 
taxed  on  the  bill  of  cost.  Any  chainman,  marker  or  flagman 
appointed  as  aforesaid  shall  not  receive  more  than  three  dol- 
lars for  each  day  that  he  may  be  actually  employed  in  per- 
forming the  work. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  2707  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER  157. 

RELATING  TO  COUNTY  FARM  BUREAUS  AND  COUNTY 

AGRICULTURAL  AGENTS. 

Hoase  bUl  No.  194. 

An  Act  relating  to  county  farm  bureaus  and  county  agricultural  agents, 
and  amending  sections  2812,  2814,  2815  and  2816  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  Kansas  for  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  sections  2812, 
2814,  2815  and  2816. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section.  1.  That  section  2812  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1916  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:  Sec.  2812.  That  whenever  there  shall  be 
organized  m  any  county  in  the  state  of  Kansas  a  county  farm 
bureau  having  a  membership  of  25  percent  of  the  bona  fide 
farmers  of  the  county,  or  as  many  as-  250  farmers,  and  having 
for  its  purpose  the  giving  of  instruction  in  agriculture  and 
home  economics  to  the  people  of  said  county  through  practical 
.demonstrations  and  otherwise,  and  the  employment  of  a 
county  agriculture  agent  or  agents  to  prosecute  this  work, 
the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College  shall  contribute,  from 
federal  and  state  funds  granted  for  demonstrations  in  agricul- 
ture and  home  economics,  not  less  than  $1,260,  as  far  as  such 
funds  are  available,  towards  the  salary  of  such  county  agricul- 
tural agent,  or  agents.  All  applications  for  such  funds  must 
be  made  by  farm  bureaus  to  the  extension  division  of  the  Kan- 
sas State  Agricultural  College,  on  or  before  June  1  and  De- 
cember 1  of  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  2814  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  2814.  Provided,  that  when  said  county  farm  bureau  shall 
.  present  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  its  list  of  farm 
bureau  members  provided  in  section  1,  and  its  certificate  of 
deposit  as  provided  in  section  2813  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915,  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  not  less  than  $1,200  per  annum  to  assist 
in  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  county  agricultural  agent 
and  the  expenses  of  the  farm  bureau.  The  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  farm  bureau  shall  be  required  to  prepare  and  present 
to  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  a  budget  or  budgets  showing  clearly  the 
amounts  needed  from  year  to  year,  which  budgets  shall  be 
used  as  the  basis  for  the  appropriation  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners, and  the  county  commissioners  shall  be  empowered  to 
make  a  tax  levy  against  the  property  of  the  county,  real  and 
personal,  sufficient  to  raise  the  funds  needed  for  the  farm  bu- 
reau work,  which  levy  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  levies 
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authorized  by  law.  Before  and  until  the  income  from  such  tax 
levy  is  available  the  county  commissioners  may  make  appro- 
priations necessary  for  farm  bureau  work  from  the  general 
funds  of  the  coun^  and  shall  have  power  to  replace  such  ap- 
propriations from  the  general  fund  by  transferring  an  equal 
amount  from  the  farm  bureau  fund  when  available. 

Sec.  8.  That  section  2815  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
Sec.  2816.  Should  any  two  adjacent  counties  located  west  of 
the  line  passing  through  the  western  border  of  Phillips,  Rush 
and  Comanche  counties  jointly  organize  a  farm  bureau,  this 
bureau  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  requirements  and  receive 
the  same  appropriations  as  a  bureau  organized  in  one  county, 
the  county  commissioners  of  each  of  the  two  counties  appro^ 
priating  not  less  than  $600  per  annum  per  county  for  the  farm 
bureau. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  2816  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  2816.  County  farm  bureaus  already  organized  may  avail 
themselves  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  submitting  their 
budgets  as  herein  specified,  accompanied  by  a  statement  from 
the  director  of  extension  of  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural 
College  that  the  proper  equipment  for  the  farm  bureau  has 
been  provided. 

Sec.  6.  That  original  sections  2812,  2814,  2815  and  2816  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  158. 

RELATING  TO  THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  COUNTY  HOSPITALS 
IN  COUNTIES  OP  LESS  THAN  40,000  POPULATION. 

House  bill  No.  708. 

An  Act  to  amend  sections  2831  and  2832  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915,  the  same  being  ''An  act  to  enable  counties  to  establish 
and  maintain  public  hospitals,  levy  a  tax  therefor,  elect  hospital 
trustees,  maintain  training  schools  for  nurses  and  to  make  possible 
the  ultimate  establishment  of  an  adequate  supply  of  hospitals  with 
equal  rights  to  all  and  special  privileges  to  none,'*  and  repeal  said 
original  sections. 

Be  it  ev acted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section.  1.  That  section  2831  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows :  Sec.  2881.  Any  county  having  less  than  40,000 
inhabitants  may  establish  a  county  hospital  in  the  following 
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manner :  Whenever  the  board  of  commissioners  of  any  county 
shall  be  presented  with  a  petition  signed  by  25  percent  of  the 
resident  freeholders  of  such  county,  10  percent  of  whom  shall 
not  be  residents  of  the  city,  town  or  village  where  it  is  proposed 
to  locate  such  public  hospital,  asking  that  a  tax  may  be  levied 
for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  public  hospital  at 
a  place  in  the  county  named  therein,  and  shall  specify  in  the 
petition  the  maxinium  amount  of  money  proposed  to  be  ex- 
pended in  purchasing  or  building  said  hospital,  such  board  of 
commissioners  shall  submit  the  question  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  county  at  the  next  general  election  to  be  held 
in  the  county,  or  if  no  general  election  shall  be  held  within  six 
months  from  the  date  of  the  presentation  of  said  petition,  then 
at  a  special  election  called  for  that  purpose,  if  requested  in 
the  petitions,  which  tax  shall  not  exceed  two  (2)  mills  on  the 
dollar  for  any  one  year  and  be  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  or 
sites  and  the  erection  thereon  of  a  public  hospital  or  hospital 
buildings,  and  for  the  support  of  the  same ;  which  said  election 
shall  be  held  at  the  usual  places  in  such  county  for  electing 
county  officers,  the  vote  to  be  canvassed  in  the  same  manner 
as  that  for  county  officers. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  2832  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  2832.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  such  county  shall 
submit  to  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  at  a  regular  or  special 
election,  the  question  whether  there  shall  be  levied  upon  the 

assessed  property  of  such  county  a  tax  of mills  on  the 

dollar  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  for  hospital  purposes, 
for  the  construction  of  hospital  buildings  and  for  maintaining 
same,  or  for  either  or  all  such  purposes.  The  ballots  to  be 
used  at  any  election  at  which  the  hospital  question  is  submitted 
shall  be  printed  with  a  statement  substantially  as  follows: 

''For  a mill  tax  for  a  public  hospital  and  for  maintenance 

of  same.  Yes.  D  No.  D-"  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at 
such  election  on  the  proposition  so  submitted  shall  be  in  favor 

of  a mill  tax  for  a  public  hospital  and  for  maintenance 

of  same,  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  levy  the  tax  so  au- 
thorized, which  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
taxes  are  collected  and  credited  to  the  hospital  fund,  and  shall 
be  paid  out  on  the  order  of  the  hospital  trustees  for  the  pur- 
poses authorized  by  this  act  and  for  no  other  purposes  what- 
soever. 

Sec.  3.  That  sections  2831  and  2832  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  of  1915  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  159. 

BOARD   OF  TRUSTEES   FOR  COUNTY   HOSPITAL— POWERS, 

DUTIES  AND  COMPENSATION. 

Senate  bill  No.  86. 

An  Act  amending  sections  2833,  2834  and  2835  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1915,  relating  to  the  establishing  and  maintenance  of  county  hospi- 
tals, and  repealing  said  original  sections. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  2833  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
Sec.  2833.  Hospital  trustees — appointment — election — ^terms. 
Should  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  be  in 
favor  of  establishing  such  county  hospital  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  shall  proceed  at  once  to  appoint  five  (5)  trustees 
chosen  from  the  citizens  at  large  with  reference  to  their  fit- 
ness for  such  office,  all  residents  of  the  county,  not  more  than 
three  (3)  of  said  trustees  to  be  residents  of  the  city,  town  or 
village  in  which  said  hospital  is  to  be  located,  who  shall  con- 
stitute a  board  of  trustees  for  said  public  hospital.  Said  trus- 
tees shall  hold  their  office  three  (3)  for  four  (4)  years  and  two 
(2)  for  two  (2)  years  and  each  subsequent  two  (2)  years  the 
said  commissioners  shall  appoint  successors  to  such  trustees 
whose  terms  have  expired,  but  none  of  such  trustees  shall  be 
practicing  physicians. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  2834  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec« 
2834.  Hospital  board — organization — ^powers  and  duties.  The 
said  trustees  shall  within  ten  days  after  their  appointment  or 
election  qualify  by  taking  the  oath  of  civil  officers  and  organize 
a  board  of  hospital  trustees  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  num- 
ber as  chairman,  one  as  secretary  and  one  as  treasurer,  and 
by  the  election  of  such  other  officer  or  officers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  but  no  bond  shall  be  required  from  any  of  them 
save  the  treasurer  who,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  shall 
give  an  official  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  county  commissioners 
in  the  sum  approximating  twice  the  amount  of  the  funds  that 
may  be  confided  to  his  care  at  any  one  time,  signed  by  sureties 
approved  by  the  board  of  commissioners  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  pay  out 
all  the  moneys  under  the  control  of  the  said  board,  as  ordered 
by  it.  The  said  trustees  shall  receive  such  compensation  only 
as  may  be  allowed  by  a  majority  vote  of  such  trustees  but  not 
exceeding  five  dollars  ($5.00)  per  day  for  the  time  actually 
employed  and  no  trustee  shall  receive  more  than  seventy-five 
dollars  ($75)  in  any  one  year  except  that  such  additional  com- 
pensation may  be  allowed  the  president  and  secretary  of  said 
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board  as  a  majority  of  such  board  may  deem  necessary  and 
such  members  may  also  be  reimbursed  for  any  cash  expendi- 
tures actually  made  for  personal  expense  incurred  as  such 
trustee.  An  itemized  statement  of  all  such  expenses  and  money 
paid  out  shall  be  made  under  oath  by  each  of  such  trustees 
and  filed  with  the  secretary  and  allowed  only  by  the  affirma- 
tive vote  by  a  majority  of  the  board.  "The  board  of  hospital 
trustees  shall  make  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  their  own  guidance  and  for  the  government  of  the 
hospital  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  for  the  economic  and 
equitable  conduct  thereof,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  and 
the  ordinances  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  such  public  hospital 
is  located.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the  expendi- 
tures of  all  moneys  collected  to  the  credit  of  the  hospital  fund, 
and  the  hospital  building  or  buildings,  and  of  the  supervision, 
care  and  custody  of  the  grounds,  rooms  or  buildings  purchased, 
constructed,  leased  or  set  apart  for  that  purpose:  Provided, 
that  all  money  received  for  such  hospital  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  treasury  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  paid  out  only  upon 
warrants  drawn  by  the  secretary  and  president  upon  properly 
authenticated  vouchers  of  the  hospital  board.  Said  board  of 
hospital  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  suitable  super- 
intendent or  matron,  or  both,  and  necessary  assistants,  and 
fix  their  compensation,  and  shall  have  power  to  remove  such 
appointees,  and  shall  in  general  carry  out  the  spirit  and  intent 
of  this  act  in  establishing  and  maintaining  a  county  public  hos- 
tal  with  equal  rights  to  all  and  special  privileges  to  none.  Such 
board  of  hospital  trustees  shall  hold  meetings  at  least  once 
each  month,  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  all  its  proceed- 
ings, and  three  (3)  members  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  One  of  said  trustees 
shall  visit  and  examine  said  hospital  at  least  twice  each  month, 
and  the  board  shall  during  the  first  week  in  January  of  each 
year  file  with  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  county  a 
report  of  the  proceedings  with  reference  to  such  hospital  and 
a  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  year, 
and  shall  at  such  times  certify  the  amount  necessary  to  main- 
tain and  improve  said  hospital  for  the  ensuing  year.  No  trus- 
tee shall  have  a  personal  pecuniary  interest  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  the  purchase  of  any  supplies  for  said  hospital,  un- 
less the  same  are  purchased  by  competitive  bids. 

Sec  3.  That  section  2835  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec. 
2835.  Vacancies — ^how  filled.  Vacancies  in  the  board  of  trus- 
tees occasioned  by  removal,  resignation  or  otherwise  shall  be 
reported  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  be  filled  in 
like  manner  as  original  appointments.  Such  appointees  to 
hold  office  during  the  unexpired  term  for  which  such  trustee 
was  appointed. 
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Sec.  4.    Original  sections  2833,  2834,  2835  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1915  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  iii  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  160. 

RELATING  TO  THE  CARE,  SUPPORT  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF 

THE  POOR  IN  COUNTIES. 

Senate  bill  No.  128. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  care,  support  and  maintenance  of  the  poor,  and 
authorizing  die  board  of  county  commissioners,  in  addition  to  other 
tax  levies  provided  by  law  to  meet  such  expenditures  and  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  revenue  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  relating  to  the  care,  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  poor  and  providing  comforts  therefor, 
within  and  without  the  counly  home  or  asylum  for  the  poor, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  general  revenue  fund  of 
such  counties  of  such  expenditures,  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners of  any  county  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
and  they  may  levy  an  annual  tax  of  not  exceeding  five-tenths 
of  one  mill  on  the  dollar,  on  all  taxable  property  in  their  respec- 
tive counties,  in  addition  to  other  tax  levies  provided  by  law, 
for  the  purpose  of  pajring  such  expenses  necessarily  incurred 
in  providing  for  the  support,  care  and  maintenance  of  the  un- 
fortunate inhabitants  thereof,  and  all  such  expenditures  for  the 
care,  support  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  within  and  without 
the  county  home  or  asylum  for  the  poor  shall  be  paid  from  the 
funds  so  raised  by  said  tax  levy. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  161. 

ELECTION  FOR  RELOCATION  OF  COUNTY  SEAT. 

Houie  bUl  No.  228. 

An  Act  to  amend  section  2897  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  and  to 

repeal  said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  2897  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows:  Sec.  2897.  In  all  cases  where  the  counly  seat  of 
any  county  in  this  state  has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  located 
by  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  such  county,  or  where  county  build- 
ings have  been  erected,  donated  or  purchased  at  the  county 
seat,  the  cost  of  which  shall  have  been  at  least  two  thousand 
dollars,  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  upon  the  petition  of 
three-fifths  of  the  legal  electors  of  such  county,  shall  order  an 
election  for  the  relocation  of  the  county  seat :  Provided,  that 
whenever  buildings  have  been  erected  at  any  such  county  seat 
for  county  purposes,  the  cost  of  which  shall  have  been  at  least 
ten  thousand  dollars,  or  when  such  county  seat  has  been  eight 
years  or  more  continuously  at  any  one  place  by  a  vote  of  the 
electors  of  any  county,  it  shall  require  a  vote  of  three-fifths 
of  the  legal  electors  of  such  county  to  relocate  the  county  seat 
and  remove  it  from  such  place,  and  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners shall  only  upon  the  petition  of  two-thirds  of  the 
legal  electors  of  such  county  order  an  election  for  the  re- 
location of  any  county  seat :  And  provided  further,  that  when 
the  county  seat  of  any  county  has  been  located  by  a  vote  of  the 
electors  of  the  county,  the  place  to  which  it  is  proposed  to 
remove  the  county  seat  shall  be  designated  in  the  petition, 
and  the  balloting  at  the  election  shall  be  for  or  against  a  re- 
moval of  the  county  seat  to  the  place  so  designated,  and  no 
election  for  the  relocation  of  any  such  county  seat  shall  be 
ordered  or  had  within  five  years  from  the  last  preceding  elec- 
tion touching  the  location  or  relocation  of  such  county  seat: 
Provided,  in  counties  having  a  population  of  less  than  two 
thousand  and  having  a  county  seat  not  located  on  any  railroad, 
and  where  at  an  election  for  that  purpose  the  vote  heretofore 
cast  in  favor  of  the  removal  of  the  county  seat  was  more  than 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  then  in  that  event  another  election 
may  be  called  at  any  time  within  two  years  after  the  date  of 
such  former  election,  and  it  shall  only  require  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  legal  electors  voting  at  such  election  to  re- 
locate the  county  seat  and  remove  it  from  such  place,  and  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  shall  upon  the  petition  of  three- 
fifths  of  the  legal  electors  of  such  county  order  an  election  for 
the  relocation  of  such  county  seat ;  but  no  proceeding  or  pre- 
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tended  election  for  the  relocation  of  any  county  seat  had  or  held 
since  the  taking  effect  of  chapter  eighty-nine  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1881  shall  be  deemed  or  held  to  have  been  an  election 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  unless  registration  was  had,  as 
required  by  the  terms  of  said  chapter  eighty-nine. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  2897  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1915  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  162. 

AUTHORIZING  THE  BOARD  OP  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  IN 
CERTAIN  COUNTIES  TO  SELL,  PURCHASE  OR  EXCHANGE 
COUNTY  FARM  OR  ASYLUM,  AND  TO  MAKE  CERTAIN  IM- 
PROVEMENTS. 

House  bill  No.  185. 

An  Act  amending  sections  6860  and  6862  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas,  of  1915,  authorizing  the  board  of  county  commissioners  in 
counties  having  a  population  of  twenty-five  (25,000)  thousand  or  more, 
to  sell,  purchase  or  exchange  the  county  farm  or  an  asylum  in  said 
county,  and  to  build,  remodel,  or  repair  the  building^  thereon. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  6860  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  6860.  Where  said 
property  is  sold  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  the  amount  realized 
from  the  same  is  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  of  said  county  is  hereby  authorized  to 
raise  by  taxation  the  amount  necessary  to  make  said  fund  in 
the  aggregate  fifty  thousand  dollars,  said  tax  to  be  levied  upon 
all  the  taxable  property,  both  real  and  personal,  in  said 
county.  Said  tax  may  be  levied  at  one  time  or  in  installments, 
as  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  deem  best;  said 
tax  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  now 
collected. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  6862  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  6862.  If  said  property 
exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  as  shown 
by  the  appraisement  hereinbefore  provided  for,  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  of  said  county  shall  not  sell  or  dispose 
of  the  same  without  first  submitting  the  question  to  the  vote  of 
the  electors  of  the  county ;  or  if  the  cost  or  expense  of  the 
improvements  contemplated  together  with  said  property  exceed 
the  aggregate  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  then  the  said  board 
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of  county  commissioners  shall  not  sell  and  dispose  of  said 
property  or  levy  a  tax  for  said  improvements  without  first 
submitting  both  said  questions  to  the  vote  of  the  electors  of  said 
county.

completing  any  county  farm  or  other  public  buildings  that  may  be  in 
process  of  construction  in  said  county. 

^e  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  any 
county  in  the  state,  having  a  population  of  not  less  than  25,000, 
and  not  more  than  28,000,  and  a  valuation  of  not  less  than 
$50,000,000,  nor  more  than  $55,000,000,  be  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and.  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  of  one-fifth  (V5)  of  a

Senate  bUl  No.  404. 

An  Act  authorizing  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  any  county  to 
assist  in  building  jails  in  any  city  of  die  first  class,  not  the  county  seat, 
under  certain  conditions. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  any 
county  in  this  state,  having  a  city  of  the  first  class  and  two  or 
more  cities  of  the  second  class  and  having  two  or  more  divi- 
sions of  the  district  court,  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  any 
sum  of  money  out  of  the  county  treasury  of  such  county,  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  and  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  erection, 
remodeling,  repairing  or  equipping  in  any  such  city  of  the  first 
class  other  than  the  county  seat  of  such  county,  a  jail  for  the 
use  of  such  county  and  the  city  in  which  such  jail  is  located : 
Provided,  such  city  of  the  first  class  has  a  division  of  the  dis- 
trict court  and  shall  be  at  least  twelve  miles  distant  from  the 
county  seat  of  such  county. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  165. 

ISSUE  OF  BONDS  AND  ERECTION  OF  COUNTY  BUILDINGS  IN 
COUNTIES  OF  OVER  100,000   POPULATION. 

Substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  441. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  issue  of  bonds  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of 
county  buildings,  in  counties  having  a  population  in  excess  of  100,000, 
validating  such  bonds  and  providing  a  limit  for  the  same;  being  sup- 
plemental to  sections  2552,  2553  and  2554  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  any 
county  may  determine,  in  their  discretion,  when  the  erection 
of  any  permanent  building  or  buildings  for  the  use  of  the 
county  is  necessary,  and  they  shall  also  determine  the  cost  of 
the  erection  thereof,  and  the  same  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journal ;  but  no  tax  shall  be  levied,  bonds  issued  or  other  obli- 
gations incurred  on  account  of  the  erection  of  such  building  or 
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buildings  until  after  the  question  has  been  submitted  to  the 
electors  of  such  county  at  a  general  or  special  election  held  for 
that  purpose :  Provided,  however,  that  in  counties  having  a 
population  in  excess  of  100,000  and  an  assessed  valuation  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  million  dollars  wherein  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  had  determined  the  necessity 
fo^  the  erection  of  a  permanent  building  or  buildings  and  the 
cost  thereof,  and  has  duly  entered  the  same  upon  the  journal 
of  said  board,  and  the  question  of  the  erection  of  such  building 
or  buildings  and  the  issuance  of  a  specified  amount  of  bonds  to 
pay  for  such  erection  has  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the 
electors  as  provided  by  statute;  and  a  majority  of  those  voting 
at  such  election  was  in  favor  of  such  erection  and  issue  of 
bonds ;  then  and  in  that  event  such  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners may,  at  any  time  within  four  years  from  and  after  the 
date  of  such  election,  proceed  with  such  erection  and  tiie  issu- 
ance of  such  bonds,  in  an  amount  not  in  excess  of  the  amount 
so  voted  for  at  such  election,  without  any  further  or  other  vote 
of  the  electors  thereon :  Provided  further,  that  when  the  said 
issue  of  bonds  does  not  exceed  the  amount  of  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  none  of  the  restrictions  aiid  limitations  con- 
tained in  any  of  the  statutes  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  heretofore 
enacted,  shidl  apply  to  or  in  any  way  affect  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds  under  or  by  authority  of  this  act,  or  of  any  bonds  so 
issued. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  is  supplemental  to  sections  2552,  2553  and 
2554  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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matron  of  the  county  jails  of  such  county,  and  define  her  duties, 
and  fix  her  compensation  not  exceeding  $720  per  annum :  Pro- 
vided, that  said  matron  shall  not  be  related  by  blood  or  mar- 
riage to  said  sheriff. 

Sec.  2.    That  original  section  2801  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915  is  hereby  repealed.

CONSTRUCTION  AND  IMPROVEMENT  OF  COUNTY  BUILDINGS 

IN  CERTAIN  COUNTIES. 

Senate  bUl  No.  148. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  construction  and  improvement  of  certain  county 
buildings  and  buildingrs  used  by  the  county  in  certain  counties  and 
supplemental  to  section  2552  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  In  any  county  in  this  state,  that  has  an  as- 
sessed valuation  of  not  less  than  forty-five  million  dollars,  and 
not  more  than  fifty-five  million  dollars,  and  whose  court  house 
and  jail  have  or  shall  have  been  duly  examined  by  the  state 
fire  marshal  and  by  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  have  or  shall  have  by  said  state  fire  marshal  and  said 
secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  been  found  to  be  in  an 
unsafe  condition,  and  in  case  said  state  fire  marshal  and  sec- 
retary of  the  State  Board  of  Health  recommend  that  said  court 
house  and  jail  be  replaced  by  new  buildings,  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  of  such  county  may,  without  the  peti- 
tion or  election  provided  by  section  2552  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  1915,  levy  an  annual  tax  for  the  purpose  of  construc- 
tion of  a  new  court  house  and  jail  to  replace  such  court  house 
and  jail  so  found  to  be  unsafe ;  said  tax  not  to  exceed  one  and 
a  half  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty in  such  county  in  any  one  year  and  not  to  be  levied  dur- 
ing a  longer  period  than  five  years.  The  county  commissioners 
of  such  county  are  further  empowered  to  use  any  surplus 
funds  in  the  general  revenue  fund  of  such  county  not  needed 
for  the  current  expenses  of  the  county  for  the  erection  of  such 
buildings.  In  case  such  county  be  authorized  by  law  to  main- 
tain terms  or  sessions  of  its  district  court  in  any  other  city 
than  the  county  seat,  the  county  commissioners  may  use  not  to 
exceed  twenty-five  percent  of  the  funds  provided  for  in  this 
section  in  the  construction  and  improvement  of  any  building 
to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  holding  court  in  such  other  city. 
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This  act  shall  not  apply  in  any  county  unless  the  first  levy 
hereby  authorized  be  made  not  later  than  the  year  1919.

hundred  thirty-six  and  ^?ioo  acres.  Also  twenty-three  and  sixty- 
eight  hundredths  (23^oo)  acres  off  the  east  side  of  lot  No.  nine 
(9)  in  said  section  No.  twenty-nine  (29),  township  No.  26, 
range  No.  24  west,  and  that  thereafter  all  the  right,  title  and  in- 
terest in  and  to  the  said  described  real  estate  shall  be  divested 
from  the  state  of  Kansas.

on  the  second  Monday  in  December  and  the  fourth  Monday  in 
April. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  original  section  3047  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  Kansas  of  1915  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

RELATING  TO  THE  PAYMENT  OP  EXPENSES*  OP  JUDGES  OP

An  Act  relating  to  the  payment  of  expenses  of  the  judges  of  the  district 
court  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties,  and  repeal- 
ing chapter  155  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  judges  of  the  district  court  shall  be  paid 
quarterly  by  the  state  of  Kansas  their  actual  and  necessary 
expenses  incurred  while  in  the  performance  of  their  official 
duties  and  when  away  from  their  respective  places  of  residence, 
including  railroad  fare,  automobile  hire,  and  board  and  lodging 
actually  and  necessarily  incurred  and  paid  by  them :  Provided, 
that  no  account  shall  be  allowed  for  such  expenses  unless  duly 
itemized  and  certified  by  the  party  claiming  the  same,  with 
receipts  attached  showing  to  whom,  when,  and  on  what  ac- 
count paid :  Provided,  that  such  sum  shall  not  exceed  $200  in 
any  one  year. 

Sec.  2.  That  chapter  155  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for 
1917  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  forie  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

RELATING  TO  THE  PAYMENT  OP  EXPENSES  OF  COURT 
STENOGRAPHERS  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  COURTS.

An  Act  relating  to  the  payment  of  expenses  of  court  stenographers  for 
the  district  courts,  incurred  in  the  performance  of  the  official  duties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  court  stenographers  for  the  district  courts 
shall  be  paid  quarterly  by  the  state  of  Kansas,  their  actual  and 
necessary  expenses  incurred  while  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties,  and  when  away  from  their  respective  places  of 
residence,  for  railroad  fare,  automobile  hire,  and  board  and 
lodging:  Provided,  that  no  account  shall  be  allowed  for  such 
expenses  unless  duly  itemized  and  verified  by  the  party  claim- 
ing the  same,  with  receipts  attached,  showing  to  whom  and

on  what  account  paid:    Provided,  that  such  sum  shall  not 
exceed  $200  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  2.   This  [act]  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  July  1,  1919,  and  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  178. 

REGISTRATION  OF  ATTORNEYS  AT  LAW  BY  THE  CLERK  OP 
THE  DISTRICT  COURT  IN  COUNTIES  OF  100,000  POPULA- 
TION. 

Senat6  bill  No.  442. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  regristration  of  attorneys  at  law  by  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  of  each  county  of  one  hundred  thousand  popula- 
tion; for  the  payment  of  a  registration  fee;  providing  for  the  use  of 
such  registration  fee  and  abolishing  occupation  taxes  on  all  such  regis- 
tered attorneys. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  in  all  counties  having  a  population  of  one 
hundred  thousand,  all  attorneys  at  law  shall  register  annually 
with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  in  a  register  which  said 
clerk  shall  keep  for  that  purpose.  The  clerk  shall  enter  in  such 
register  the  name,  age,  place  of  residence,  location  of  office, 
firm  connection,  if  any,  and  date  of  admission  of  each  such  at- 
torney to  the  bar,  and  the  date  he  was  licensed  to  practice  law 
in  the  state  of  Kansas.  All  attorneys  living  within  such  county 
and  who  appear  in  any  court  of  said  county,  and  all  who  main- 
tain offices  or  work  for,  or  are  connected  with  firms  or  individ- 
uals maintaining  offices  in  such  county,  shall  be  obliged  to  so 
register  on  or  before  January  15th  of  each  year.  Each  attor- 
ney shall  pay  a  registration  fee  df  $10  to  said  clerk. 

Sec.  2.  Said  fees  shall  be  used,  under  the  direction  of  the 
judges  of  the  district  court  of  said  county,  in  maintaining  a  law 
library  in  the  county  court  house  or  other  suitable  place  to  be 
provided  and  maintained  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  such  county,  of  which  library  the  judges  of  the  district  court 
shall  act  as  trustees.  If  no  law  library  be  provided  for  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  such  county,  said  judges 
may  pay  all  or  any  part  of  such  fund  to  a  private  association 
maintaining  a  law  library  in  said  county  on  condition  that 
said  association  give  the  judges  of  all  of  the  courts  and  all 
county  officials  and.  all  attorneys  so  registered  the  free  use 
thereof. 

Sec.  3.  All  attorneys  registered  under  this  act  shall  not  be 
liable  to  pay  any  occupation  tax  or  city  license  fees  levied  un- 
der the  laws  of  this  state  by  any  municipality. 
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Sec.  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

COMPENSATION  OF  DEPUTY  MARSHALS  IN  CITY  COURTS  IN 
COUNTIES  OF  OVER  90,000  POPULATION. 

House  bill  No.  801. 

An  Act  relating  to  salaries  of  deputy  marshals  of  city  courts  in  cities 
of  the  first  class  in  counties  having  a  population  of  over  90,000  inhabit- 
ants, amending  section  3215,  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915, 
and  repealing  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Compensation  of  deputy  marshals  of  city  courts 
in  counties  of  over  90,000.  The  deputy  marshals  of  the  city 
courts  in  cities  of  the  first  class  in  counties  having  a  popula- 
tion of  over  90,000  inhabitants,  shall  receive  as  full  compensa- 
tion for  their  services  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per 
month,  payable  monthly  at  the  time  of  payment  of  other 
county  officers. 

Ssa  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed.  , 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

RELATING  TO  THE  CITY  COURT  IN  WICHITA  CITY  TOWNSHIP. 

Senate  bUl  No.  182. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  city  court  in  Wichita  City  township  in  Sedgn^ick 
county,  Kansas,  to  amend  section  1  of  chapter  164  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  of  1917,  and  to  amend  sections  3300  and  3310  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  sections  and 
all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  3300  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Sec.  3300.  The  clerk  of  said  court  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  said  court,  make  out  all  writs,  processes  and 
other  papers  necessary  to  be  signed  or  issued  by  said  clerk  or 
judge,  administer  oaths  required  in  judicial  or  other  proceed- 
ings before  such  court  or  the  judge  thereof,  file  all  papers  in

cases  pending  in  said  court,  docket  cases  and  set  the  same  for 
trial,  and  he  shall  perform  such  other  clerical  duties  in  rela- 
tion to  the  proceedings  in  said  court  as  may  be  directed  by 
said  judge,  and  he  shall  have  the  power  to  approve  bonds  filed 
in  said  court  in  like  manner  and  to  the  same  effect  as  though 
approved  by  the  judge  of  said  court. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  3310  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
Sec.  3310.  In  all  cases,  civil  or  criminal,  brought  in  said  court, 
there  shall  be  taxed  therein  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  by 
law  in  such  cases  before  justices  of  the  peace  in  this  state,  and 
in  addition  thereto  there  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  a  stenogra- 
pher's fee  of  two  dollars  for  each  day  in  each  case  in  which 
stenographic  notes  are  taken  by  the  court  stenographer  as 
hereinafter  provided,  irrespective  of  whether  said  notes  are  or 
not  thereafter  transcribed,  and  when  said  fees  are  collected 
they  shall  be  paid  by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, to  the  county  treasurer  of  Sedgwick  county,  Kansas,  and 
all  of  such  costs  and  fees  shall  be  collected  as  provided  by  law 
for  the  collection  of  costs  in  justice  courts  of  this  state,  and 
said  county  treasurer  shall  credit  the  same  to  the  county  funds 
and  give  duplicate  receipts  for  the  same,  one  of  which  shall  on 
the  same  day  be  deposited  with  the  county  clerk  by  the  clerk  of 
said  court,  together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  items  of 
costs,  the  title  of  the  case  in  which  they  were  paid,  and  the 
name  of  the  parties  paying  the  same :  Providing,  that  no  fees 
of  witnesses  or  jurors  shall  be  so  paid  to  the  county  treasurer 
for  the  use  of  the  county  funds,  unless  the  same  remain  un- 
called for  by  the  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto  for  one 
year  after  the  same  are  paid  into  court,  but  shall  be  paid  by 
the  clerk  of  said  court  to  the  parties  to  whom  they  are  due. 
The  clerk  of  said  court  shall  deposit  with  the  county  treas- 
urer of  Sedgwick  county,  Kansas,  each  business  day,  the  full 
amount  of  money  received  by  such  clerk  in  his  official  capacity, 
except  as  herein  specified,  the  next  preceding  business  day, 
which  amount  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  said  clerk  on  the 
books  of  said  treasurer,  and  the  treasurer  shall  issue  a  receipt 
for  the  amount  paid  in,  keepinjg:  carbon  copy  duplicate.  All 
legal  disbursements  of  said  clerk  must  be  by  check  or  order 
drawn  on  the  county  treasurer,  payable  to  the  proper  person, 
and  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the  amounts  specified,  not  exceed- 
ing the  totals  previously  credited,  and  charge  the  amounts  to 
said  clerk's  account,  returning  the  canceled  checks  or  orders 
to  said  clerk  at  the  close  of  each  month,  same  to  be  kept  in  the 
records  of  said  clerk.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  within  a  reasonable  length  of  time  shall  constitute 
sufficient  grounds  for  ouster  proceedings. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  1  of  chapter  164  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  of  1917  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
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as  follows :  Section  1.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  receive  for 
his  services  a  salary  of  twenty-four  hundred  ($2400.00)  dol- 
lars per  year;  and  he  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  a  com- 
petent court  stenographer,  who  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
official  oath,  such  as  is  prescribed  by  law  to  be  taken  by  court 
stenographers  in  district  courts  of  this  state,  which  oath  shall 
be  administered  by  the  judge  of  said  court.  Said  court  ste- 
nographer shall  attend  upon  the  court  at  each  session  thereof, 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  judge,  shall  take  full  steno- 
graphic notes  of  the  evidence  and  oral  proceedings  in  all  crim- 
inal cases  in  which  the  commission  of  a  felony  is  charged,  and 
shall,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  attorney  or  attorneys  of 
any  party  thereto,  take  such  stenographic  notes  in  all  other 
cases,  either  civil  or  criminal.  In  all  felony  cases  in  which 
the  defendants  are  bound  over  to  the  district  court,  and  in  all 
other  cases  in  which  an  appeal  is  perfected  to  the  district 
court,  the  stenographer's  record  of  said  evidence,  if  required 
by  the  court,  shall  be  transcribed  by  said  stenographer  and 
verified  by  his  affidavit  as  being  a  full  and  complete  transcript 
of  the  notes  taken  by  him  at  any  trial  or  legal  proceeding  be- 
fore said  court,  and  shall  be  filed  by  him  with  the  papers  in 
said  case,  which  said  transcript  shall  be  transmitted  by  the 
clerk  of  said  court  to  the  district  court  as  a  part  of  the  files  of 
said  case.  Such  transcript  or  any  part  thereof  may  be  intro- 
duced in  evidence  by  any  party  desiring  to  use  the  same  in  the 
district  court,  under  like  circumstances  and  with  like  effect  as 
the  deposition  of  said  witness  or  witnesses.  Said  court  ste- 
nographer shall  prepare  carbon  copies  of  all  transcripts  made 
by  him  and  shall  furnish,  without  charge,  a  carbon  copy  of  all 
transcripts  in  criminal  cases,  to  the  county  attorney  of  Sedg- 
wick county,  Kansas.  Except  as  hereinbefore  provided  said 
stenographer  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  the  sum  of  three  cents 
per  folio  of  one  hundred  words  each  for  carbon  copies  of 
transcripts  so  taken  by  him,  said  sums  to  be  paid  by  the  parties 
ordering  the  same.  Such  court  stenographer  shall,  in  addition 
to  his  fees  for  carbon  copies  of  transcripts,  receive  for  his 
services  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  ($1200.00)  dollars  per 
year,  and  when  not  engaged  in  stenographic  duties  shall  act  as 
second  deputy^  clerk  of  said  court,  and  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  the  clerk  of  said  court,  exercise  all  the 
power  and  i^uthority  of  the  clerk,  but  shall  not  receive  any 
additional  compensation  for  his  services  as  such  second  deputy 
clerk. 

The  clerk  of  said  court  shall  receive  for  his  services  a  salary 
of  eighteen  hundred  ($1800.00)  dollars  per  year;  and  shall 
have  authority  to  appoint  a  first  deputy  clerk  who  shall  exer- 
cise all  of  the  power  and  authority  of  the  clerk  and  shall  re- 
ceive as  compensation  for  such  services  a  salary  of  twelve 
hundred  ($1200.00)  dollars  per  year;  and  said  clerk  shall  be 
liable  on  his  official  bond  for  the  acts  of  his  deputies. 
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The  marshal  of  said  court  shall  receive  for  his  services  a 
salary  of  eighteen  hundred  ($1800.00)  dollars  per  year  to- 
gether with  his  actual  and  necessary  expenses  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  official  duties,  and  shall  have  authority  to 
appoint  two  deputies,  who  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
exercise  all  of  the  duties  required  of  the  marshal,  and  the  mar- 
shal be  liable  on  his  official  bond  for  the  acts  of  said  deputies. 
Such  deputies  shall  each  receive  for  his  services  a  salary  of 
twelve  hundred  ($1200.00)  dollars  per  year,  together  with  his 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  in  the  pejrformance  of  his  official 
duties.  All  of  such  salaries  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  install- 
ments by  Sedgwick  county,  Kansas,  out  of  the  county  treasury. 

Sec.  4.  That  sections  3300  and  3310  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1915  and  section  1  of  chapter  164  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1917,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

RELATING  TO  THE  CITY  COURT  OF  THE  CITY  OF  TOPEKA, 
AND  THE  COMPENSATION  OF  CERTAIN  OF  ITS  OFFICERS. 

House  bill  No.  846. 

An  Act  to  amend  section  1  of  chapter  162  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas 
for  1917,  and  section  1  of  chapter  163  of  the  Session  Laws  for  1917, 
and  section  3271  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915,  relating  to  the  city- 
court  of  the  city  of  Topeka,  and  the  compensation  of  certain  of  its 
officers,  and  repealing  section  1  of  chapter  162  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
Kansas  for  1917,  and  section  1  of  chapter  163'  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
Kansas  for  1917,  and  section  3271  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  3271  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Sec.  3271.  The  judge  of  the  city  court  of  the  city  of 
Topeka  shall  receive  as  pay  for  his  services  a  salary  of  eight- 
een hundred  dollars  ($1,800)  per  year ;  the  clerk  of  said  court 
shall  receive  for  his  services  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
($1,500)  per  year ;  all  of  such  salaries  shall  be  paid  in  monthly 
installments  by  Shawnee  county  out  of  the  county  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  1  of  chapter  162  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  for  1917  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows :  Section  1.  In  full  compensation  for  all  duties  per- 
formed and  services  rendered  and  for  attendance  upon  said 
court,  said  marshal  shall  receive  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  ($1,500)  per  year,  and  said  deputy  marshal  shall  re- 
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ceive  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  per  year,  to 
be  paid  in  monthly  installments  from  the  county  treasury  of 
Shawnee  county.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  in  obtaining 
service  of  process  issued  out  of  said  court  of  Topeka,  in  all 
civil  or  criminal  cases,  for  the  marshal  or  his  deputies  to  go  out- 
side of  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Topeka,  Kansas, 
there  shall  be  allowed  and  repaid  by  Shawnee  county,  Kansas, 
the  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  incurred  and  paid 
by  said  marshal  or  his  deputies  in  the  execution  of  such  process 
of  said  court,  the  same  to  be  paid  monthly  out  of  the  county 
treasury  of  said  Shawnee  county.  Whenever  it  shall  be  nec- 
essary in  obtaining  service  of  process  issued  out  of  said  court 
of  Topeka,  in  criminal  cases,  to  go  outside  of  Shawnee  county, 
the  judge  of  said  court  may  order  and  require  said  marshal,  by 
himself  or  his  deputies,  to  go  outside  of  said  Shawnee  county 
for  that  purpose,  and  said  marshal  or  his  deputies  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  serve  or  execute  said  process  outside  of 
said  county  and  within  the  state  of  Kansas,  and  in  any  such 
case  said  marshal  shall  be  allowed  and  repaid  by  Shawnee 
county  the  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  incurred 
and  paid  by  him  in  the  execution  of  such  process  of  said  court. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  1  of  chapter  163  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  for  1917  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows :  Section  1.  That  section  3276  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  Kansas  for  1915  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
Sec.  3276.  That  the  clerk  of  said  court  shall  assist  the  judge 
thereof  in  recording  the  proceedings  of  said  court,  making  out 
writs,  processes,  and  other  papers  necessary  to  be  si^ed  or 
issued  by  said  judge,  administer  oaths  required  in  judicial  or 
other  proceedings  before  such  court  or  judge  thereof,  approve 
all  bonds  filed  in  said  court,  file  all  papers  in  cases  in  said 
court,  docket  cases,  and  set  the  same  for  trial  in  the  absence  of 
the  judge,  and  perform  such  other  clerical  duties  in  relation 
to  the  proceedings  of  said  court  as  may  be  decided  upon  by 
said  judge.  The  judge  of  the  court  may,  whenever  in  his 
judgment  the  needs  of  the  court  require,  appoint,  upon  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  clerk,  a  deputy  clerk,  who  shall  be  the  per- 
son recommended  by  said  clerk,  who  shall  receive  not  to  exceed 
seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  per  month  for  his  services,  and 
shall  serve  during  the  pleasure  of  the  judge  of  the  court,  and 
his  salary  shall  be  paid  as  is  that  of  any  other  officer  upon  his 
voucher  approved  by  the  judge  of  the  court.  The  deputy  clerk 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  shall  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  such 
office,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  such  office  to  the  same 
>  extent  and  with  like  effect  as  the  clerk. 

Sec.  4.  That  original  section  1  of  chapter  162  of  the  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917,  and  the  original  section  1  of 
chapter  163  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917,  and  orig- 
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inal  section  3271  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915, 
and  all  other  laws  in  conflict  herewith  be  aAd  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.   That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Such  sala^ 
ries  and  said  allowance  shall  be  paid  by  Atchison  county  in 
the  same  manner  as  county  officers  are  paid. 

Sec  2.  That  said  chapter  197  of  the  Laws  of  1917  be  and 
the  same  hereby  is  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  188. 

PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PUNISHMENT  FOR  LIBEL  OR  SLANDER 
OF  BANKS,  BUSINESS  INSTITUTIONS  OR  INDIVIDUALS. 

HouM  bOl  No.  28. 

An  Act  aiqending  and  repealing  general  section  number  8821  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  1916,  being  an  act  providing  for  the  punishment  for 
libel  or  slander  concerning  the  financial  standing^  of  banks,  business 
institutions  and  individuals,  defining  such  as  offenses  and  providing 
punishment  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Section  3821  of  the  General  Statutes  of  the 
State  of  Kansas  for  1915  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  Sec.  3821.  Whenever  any  person  maliciously  and 
without  probable  cause  circulates  or  causes  to  be  circulated  any 
rumor  with  intent  to  injuriously  affect  the  financial  standing 
or  reputation  of  any  bank,  financial  or  business  institution  or 
the  financial  standing  of  any  individual  in  this  state,  either 
verbally  or  in  writing,  or  makes  any  statement  or  circulates  or 
assists  in  circulating  any  false  rumor  or  report  for  the  purpose 
of  injuring  the  financial  standing  of  any  bank  or  financial  in- 
stitution or  of  any  individual  in  this  state,  or  seeks  either  by 
word  or  action  to  start  a  run  upon  said  bank  or  financial  insti- 
tution, or  connives  or  conspires  with  any  person  for  the  pur- 
pose of  injuring  the  standing  or  starting  a  run  on  any  bank  or 
financial  institutionf,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  three  months  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  2.  Section  3821  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of 
1915  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  184. 

MAKING  IT  A  FELONY  TO  DISPLAY  A  FLAG  DISTINCTIVE  OF 
BOLSHEVISM,  ANARCHY   OR   RADICAL   SOCIALISM. 

House  bill  No.  714. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  flag,  standard,  or  banner  of  bolshevism,  anarchy, 
or  radical  socialism;  declaring  any  violation  hereof  a  felony,  and  pro- 
viding penalties^  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  a  felony  for  any  person 
or  persons,  orgranization  or  body  of  persons  to  fly,  to  carry,  to 
exhibit,  or  to  display,  or  to  assist  in  carrying,  exhibiting  or  dis- 
playing in  this  state  any  red  flag,  standard  or  banner  dis- 
tinctive of  bolshevism,  anarchy,  or  radical  socialism,  or  any 
flag,  standard  or  banner  of  any  color  or  design  that  is  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  designated  by  any  bolshevistic,  anarchistic 
or  radical  socialistic  group,  body,  association  or  society  of  per- 
sons as  the  flag,  standard  or  banner  of  bolshevism,  anarchism 
or  radical  socialism. 

Sec  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  any 
provision  of  section  1  of  this  act  shall,  upon  conviction  of  such 
violation,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  Peniten- 
tiary for  a  period  of  not  less  than  eighteen  (18)  months  nor 
more  than  three  (3)  years. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  185. 

FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF  CEMETERIES  AND  MAKING  IT  A 
MISDEMEANOR  TO  DISTURB  OR  MOLEST  GRAVES  OR  ANY 
MONUMENTS,  FLOWERS  OR  FIXTURES  ON  SUCH  PREMISES. 

Senate  bill  No.  326. 

An  Act  relating  to  crimes  and  punishment  and  making  it  a  misdemeanor 
to  disturb  or  molest  graves  or  to  remove,  destroy  or  disfigure  any 
monuments,  flowers,  tokens  of  respect  or  improvements  placed  on 
graves  or  the  burial  lots  where  graves  are  located,  or  on  the  premises 
in  any  cemetery  or  burial  ground,  and  providing  a  penalty  for  the 
violation  of  this  act. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  hereafter  any  person  who  shall,  without 
authority  of  the  relatives  of  the  deceased  or  the  person  in 
charge  of  th^  cemetery  or  graveyard,  willfully  take,  remove, 
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destroy  or  disfigure  any  monuments,  flowers,  plants,  token  of 
respect  or  decoration  on  the  premises  in  any  cemetery  or 
burial  grounds,  or  who  shall  in  any  way  molest  or  disturb  any 
grave  or  the  improvements  placed  on  the  burial  lot  where  any 
grave  is  located,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  to  exceed  one  year  or  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed 
$500,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  and  publication  in  the  official 
state  paper.

CERTIFY  TO  COUNTY  CLERK  AMOUNTS  DUE  FOR  SECTIONS 
OF  DITCH,  ETC.,  SOLD;  AMOUNTS  PLACED  ON  TAX  ROLL. 

Senate  biU  No.  158. 

An  Act  relating  to  drainas:e  within  townships,  and  amending  section 
3869  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  and  repealing 
original  section  3869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  3869  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
the  state  of  Kansas  for  1915  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  Sec.  3869.  Immediately  after  the  sale  of  any  such  sec- 
tions or  parts  of  sections  as  provided  for  in  the  twelfth  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  said  trustee  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk 
of  said  county  the  amount  such  section  sold  for,  adding  the 
proportionate  amount  of  costs  and  expenses  of  such  sale,  to- 
gether with  a  correct  description  of  each  piece  of  land;  and 
said  county  clerk  shall  place  the  same  on  the  tax  roll,  to  be 
collected  as  other  state  and  county  taxes  are  collected.  As 
soon  as  such  work  shall  be  completed  in  conformity  with  such 
sale,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  trustee,  said  trustee  shall 
certify  the  amount  due  to  each  person  to  the  county  clerk  of  the 
county,  and  said  county  clerk  shall  draw  orders  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  amount  out  of  the  county  treasury:  Provided, 
that  any  person  interested  may  pay  the  amount  of  the  purchase 
money,  and  proportionate  amount  of  costs  and  expenses  as 
aforesaid,  to  said  trustee  at  any  time  before  the  same  are 
charged  on  the  tax  roll,  to  be  paid  by  said  trustee  to  the  pur- 
chaser of  such  section  or  sections  respectively :  Provided  fur- 
ther, that  no  action  of  any  kind  whatever,  either  at  law  or 
equity,  brought  for  the  purpose  of  enjoining  the  proceedings 
in  regard  to  construction  and  completion  of  such  work,  or  to 
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enjoin  the  certification  of  the  cost  thereof  and  collection  of 
taxes  to  pay  the  same,  or  for  damages,  shall  be  maintained 
unless  commenced  within  thirty  days  after  the  day  upon  which 
such  sale  is  had. 

Sec.  2.    That  original  section  No.  3869  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  Kansas  for  1916  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  187. 

GENERAL  POWERS  OP  DRAINAGE  DISTRICTS. 

S«nate  bill  No.  226. 

An  Act  relating  to  drainage  districts,  amending  section  3974  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  and  repealing  origincl  section  3974. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  3974  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section 
3974.  Every  drainage  district  incorporated  under  the  pro- 
visions  of  this  act  shall  have  power :  First,  to  adopt  a  seal. 
Second,  to  determine  and  fix  the  district  boundaries.  Third, 
to  remove  all  obstructions  from  the  channel  of  the  water- 
courses. Fourth,  to  commence  and  maintain  suits  against  any 
and  all  persons  or  corporations  unlawfully  maintaining  dams 
or  other  obstructions  in  the  channel  of  such  watercourse,  to 
compel  the  removal  of  the  same.  Fifth,  to  condemn  and  take 
possession  of  all  lands  necessary  to  the  construction  of  cut-offs, 
spillways  and  auxiliary  channels  provided  for  in  this  act,  upon 
proper  compensation  to  the  owners  thereof.  Sixth,  to  require 
that  all  bridges  across  such  watercourses  shall  be  of  sufficient 
length  or  tiiat  they  shall  be  provided  with  sufficient  trestle 
work  to  permit  the  unobstructed  flow  of  the  waters  at  flood 
time.  Seventh,  to  construct  cut-offs,  spillways  and  auxiliary 
channels  across  railways  and  highways,  to  compel  the  adequate 
bridging  of  the  same,  and  to  compel  the  raising  of  the  grades 
of  such  railways  and  highways  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Eighth,  to  levy  an  annual  tax,  not  to  exceed  two  mills  on  the 
dollar,  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  the  lands  and  other  real  prop- 
erty included  within  the  district,  to  constitute  a  general  fund 
to  meet  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  district.  Ninth,  to 
issue  bonds  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  same:  Pro- 
vided, that  the  whole  amount  of  the  bonds  so  issued  shall  not 
exceed  twenty-five  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of  all  lands 
and  other  real  property  within  the  district.  Tenth,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  and  to  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  act  nor  with  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Kansas 
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necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  stated  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  tliis  act. 

Sec.  2.    That  said  original  section  3974  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  Kansas  of  1916  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  188. 

RELATING  TO  DRAINAGE  DISTRICTS;  PROVIDING  FOR  CON- 
DEMNATION  AND   COMPENSATION   FOR   PROPERTY.. 

House  bill  No.  56. 

An  Act  relating  to  drainage  districts,  supplemental  to  chapter  215  of 
the  Laws  of  1905  (being  sections  3890-8946  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915) ,  and  all  subsequent  amendments  thereto,  and  pro- 
viding for  the  conaemnation  of  and  compensation  for  property  taken 
hereunder. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  whenever  any  drainage  district  heretofore 
organized  and  incorporated  or  which  may  hereafter  be  organ- 
ized and  incorporated  in  this  state  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  and  of  chapter  215  of  the  Laws  of  1905  (being  sections 
3890-3946  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915),  to 
which  this  act  is  supplemental,  shall  present  a  petition  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the 
greater  portion  of  the  territory  of  the  original  drainage  dis- 
trict is  situate,  asking  for  the  enlargement  of  its  boundaries 
and  the  extension  of  the  territorial  limits  of  its  district  to  in- 
clude land  or  lands  outside  the  original  limits  of  said  drainage 
district,  such  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  investigate 
such  petition  and  ascertain  whether  it  is  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  petition  provided  for  in  section  1  of  this 
act  shall  describe  the  territory  proposed  to  be  so  annexed  and 
so  incorporated  into  the  drainage  district  by  sections  or  sub- 
divisions of  sections,  according  to  the  government  survey  or 
by  metes  and  bounds,  and  state  that  the  lands  and  property 
therein  embraced  are  subject  to  injury  and  damage  from  the 
overflow  of  some  natural  watercourse,  naming  or  describing 
it ;  that  the  improvement  of  the  channel  of  such  watercourse, 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  levees,  drains,  ditches, 
dikes,  jetties,  rip-rap  or  other  works  are  necessary  to  prevent 
such  overflow;  and  that  such  improvement  or  works  will  be 
conducive  to  the  public  health,  convenience  or  welfare.  And 
such  petition  shall  contain  a  prayer  that  all  of  the  territory 
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within  the  boundaries  defined  in  the  petition  be  incorporated 
into  and  become  a  part  of  such  drainage  district.  If  any  lands 
to  be  included  in  said  territory  annexed  to  the  original  drain- 
age district  shall  lie  within  the  limits  of  any  city  it  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  describe  the  same  by  their  appropriate  number  as  lots 
or  blocks  or  parts  of  lots  or  blocks. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  a  petition  in  conformity  to  the  next 
preceding  section,  signed  by  not  less  than  two-fifths  of  the 
total  number  of  taxpayers,  residing  within  both  the  original 
district  and  the  territory  named  in  the  petition,  shall  be  pre- 
sented, to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county 
designated  in  the  preceding  section  praying  that  the  Umits  of 
the  drainage  district  be  extended  to  include  within  its  bound- 
aries the  territory  described  in  the  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty 
forthwith  of  such  board  of  county  commissioners  to  fix  a  time 
for  tiie  hearing  of  such  petition  and  to  cause  the  county  clerk 
to  give  notice  thereof  by  one  publication  in  some  newspaper, 
published  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  county,  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  hearing. 

Sec.  4.  That  at  the  time  set  for  the  hearing  of  the  petition, 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  first  ascertain  and 
determine  whether  notice  has  been  given  of  the  time  of  hear- 
ing as  is  required  by  this  act  and  if  it  shall  determine  that  such 
notice  has  been  given  to  make  a  declaration  and  finding  of  that 
fact  and  cause  the  same  to  be  entered  upon  its  records  and 
thereupon  to  hear  all  persons  in  favor  of  or  opposed  to  grant- 
ing the  prayer  of  said  petition  and  all  other  evidence  that  it 
may  desire  to  hear  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
such  petition  contains  the  proper  number  of  signers  possessing 
the  qualifications  prescribed  by  this  act,  and  whether  the  state- 
ments in  said  petition  are  true;  and  if  upon  such  hearing  it 
shall  be  found  that  such  petition  is  in  conformity  to  the  re- 
quirements of  this  act,  and  that  the  allegations  thereof  are  true, 
then  such  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  make  a  finding 
and  decision  to  that  effect,  and  shall  thereupon  immediately 
declare  the  territory  described  in  the  petition  to  be  annexed  to 
and  included  in  the  said  original  drainage  district. 

Sec.  5.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  con- 
struct any  ditch,  levee,  dike,  jetty,  rip-rap  or  other  protective 
structure  across  or  upon  the  land  of  any  individual  or  corpora- 
tion whether  within  or  outside  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
drainage  district  and  such  individual  or  corporation  shall  be 
entitled  to  compensation  therefor,  the  board  of  directors  shall 
have  the  power  to  construct  such  ditch,  levee,  dike,  jetty,  rip- 
rap or  other  protective  structure  or  to  condemn  and  appro- 
priate so  much  of  such  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  pur- 
pose in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided ;  and  whenever  it  shall 
be  deemed  necessary  to  appropriate  any  private  property  for 
use  by  the  district  in  widening,  deepening  or  otherwise  improv-

ing  any  natural  watercourse  to  prevent  the  overflow  thereof 
or  for  the  construction  of  any  diteh,  dike,  levee,  jetty,  rip-rap, 
canal,  drain  or  other  work,  the  board  of  directors  shall  cause 
a  survey  and  description  of  the  land  so  required  out  of  the 
lands  of  any  private  owner  (individual  or  corporation)  to  be 
made  by  some  competent  engineer  and  filed  with  its  secretary, 
and  thereupon  shall  make  an  order  declaring  that  the  appro- 
priation of  such  land  is  necessary  and  setting  forth  for  what 
purpose  the  same  is  to  be  used ;  and  shall  then  follow  the  pro-x 
cedure  prescribed  for  taking  the  lands  of  a  railway  company 
as  is  set  forth  in  sections  3928  to  3936,  both  inclusive,  of  the 
General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  being  original  sections 
39  to  47,  both  inclusive,  of  chapter  215  of  the  Laws  of  1905  to 
which  this  act  is  supplemental,  and  adopting  the  same  as  nearly 
as  practicable  to  the  taking  of  such  lands  belonging  to  indi- 
vidual owners  or  to  private  corporations. 

Sec.  6.  Any  land,  or  easement  therein,  lying  outside  of  but 
adjacent  to  any  drainage  distriQt  may  be  drained  into  the  drain- 
age system  of  such  district  upon  such  written  terms  and  agree- 
ment as  the  board  of  directors  of  such  district  and  the  owner  of 
such  land  or  easement  may  determine,  and  the  money  received 
for  such  privilege  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  such  dis- 
trict, to  be  used  as  other  funds  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  Should  the  owner  of  any  land,  or  easement  therein, 
lying  outside  of  but  adjacent  to  any  drainage  district  construct 
any  ditch  or  drain  so  that  the  water  on  such  land  or  easement 
will  be  drained  into  the  drainage  system  of  any  drainage  dis- 
trict, or  into  any  natural  depression,  draw  or  watercourse  that 
drains  into  such  drainage  system,  without  first  having  entered 
into  a  written  contract  with  the  board  of  directors  of  such 
drainage  district,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  mac^e  voluntary  ap- 
plication to  be  included  in  such  drainage  district  and  receive 
the  benefits  thereof,  and  thereupon  the  board  of  directors  of 
such  drainage  district  shall  file  a  bill  of  particulars  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace  in  the  county  where  such  land  or  easement 
is  located,  which  bill  of  particulars  shall  state  the  name  of  such 
owner,  description  of  the  land,  and  of  the  ditch  or  drain  lead- 
ing into  the  system  of  such  drainage  district.  The  justice  of 
the  peace  shall  issue  a  summons  for  such  owner,  and  a  trial 
shall  be  had  and  a  judgment  rendered  against  said  owner  for 
the  amount  of  such  benefits  as  said  justice  of  the  peace  may 
find  just  and  equitable  in  the  premises.  All  proceedings  be- 
fore such  justice  of  the  peace  and  appeals  therefrom  shall  be 
governed  in  all  respects  as  other  trials  in  civil  actions  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  an  abstract  of  any  judgment  so 
rendered  may  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district 
court  of  the  county,  and  become  a  lien  on  such  land  in  like  man- 
ner as  other  judgments.    All  money  collected  by  proceedings 
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under  this  action  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  such  dis- 
trict to  be  used  as  other  funds  thereof. 

Sec.  8.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Senate  hill  No.  814. 

An  Act  relating  to  elections  and  the  voting  by  persons  absent  from  the 
state  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  and  in  the  army,  navy  and 
marine  corps  of  the  United  States  and  militia  of  this  state. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  qualified  elector  of 
the  state  of  Kansas  having  complied  with  the  law  in  regard  to 
registration  where  such  registration  is  required,  who  is  in  the 
actual  employ  of  the  United  States  government,  or  in  actual 
service  in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps  of  the  United  States 
or  militia  of  this  state,  and  whose  duty  in  such  employ  or  serv- 
ice requires  that  he  be  absent  from  the  state  upon  the  day  of 
any  general  election  and  who  is  actually  so  absent  during  all 
of  the  time  that  polls  are  open  on  such  day,  to  vote  for  county, 
district  and  state  officers,  members  of  both  branches  of  the 
state  legislature  and  of  the  congress,  and  for  electors  of  presi- 
dent and  vice  president  of  the  Unit€ld  States.  The  votes  of  all 
such  electors  shall  be  cast  and  received  and  canvassed  as  in 
this  act  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Twenty-five  days  before  the  holding  of  each  general 
election  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county 
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to  cause  to  be  printed  such  number  of  ballots,  to  be  known  as 
the  Federal  Service  county  ballot,  as  in  his  judgment  shall  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  this  act.  Such 
ballots  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  been 
duly  nominated  as  candidates  for  all  county  offices  and  all 
offices  of  districts  not  larger  than  the  county,  and  shall  state 
after  the  name  of  each  such  candidate  the  political  party  of 
which  he  is  a  candidate,  and  upon  the  same  line  shall  be  a  square 
in  the  ordinary  form,  in  which  the  voter  can  place  his  cross. 
Attached  to  each  such  ballot  shall  be  a  stub  with  perforated 
line  allowing  it  to  be  easily  torn  from  the  ballot  without  injury 
to  the  ballot.  All  such  ballots  shall  be  consecutively  numbered 
and  the  stub  of  each  ballot  shall  contain  the  same  number  as 
the  ballot.  The  stub  shall  contain  a  printed  form  of  affidavit 
enabling  the  voter  to  state  clearly  under  oath  the  place  of  his 
residence  including  the  election  precinct  and  place  of  residence 
therein  and  whether  or  not  he  has  been  duly  registered,  the 
employment  or  service  in  which  he  is  engaged  and  his  post- 
oQice  address  at  the  time  of  election,  and  the  station  at  which 
he  is  required  to  be  on  that  day,  and  that  he  personally  has 
marked  the  ballot  to  which  the  stub  was  attached  and  person- 
ally removed  the  stub  therefrom  after  marking  such  ballot,  and 
that  no  other  person  placed  any  mark  upon  said  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  Twenty-five  days  before  each  such  election  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  cause  to  be  printed  such 
number  of  ballots,  to  be  known  as  the  Federal  Service  state 
ballot,  as  in  his  judgment  shall  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  this  act,  in  form  similar  to  the  county  ballots 
provided  for  in  section  2  of  this  act,  except  that  said  ballots 
shall  contain  the  names  of  persons  duly  nominated  as  candi- 
dates for  state  offices,  for  offices  in  districts  larger  than  coun- 
ties, for  members  of  congress  and  of  the  United  States  senate, 
and  for  electors  of  president  and  vice  president,  only.  At- 
tached to  said  ballots  shall  be  stubs  of  the  same  form  as  those 
required  to  be  attached  to  said  county  ballots,  and  the  arrange- 
ment of  said  ballots  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  said  county 
ballot.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  prescribe 
the  general  form  of  the  county  ballot  and  to  arrange  the  form 
of  the  state  ballot,  and  prescribe  the  form  of  the  stubs  attached 
to  both  said  ballots  and  furnish  such  forms  to  the  county  clerks 
of  the  different  counties  of  the  state  thirty-five  days  before  each 
general  election,  and  at  the  same  time  shall  furnish  the  county 
clerks  printed  instructions  to  voters  containing  a  statement  of 
all  of  the  requirements  of  this  act,  sufficient  to  enable  voters  to 
comply  with  such  requirements. 

Sec.  4.  Not  more  than  twenty-five  days  and  not  less  than 
fifteen  days  before  any  general  election  any  citizen  of  the 
county  may  file  with  the  county  clerk  of  any  county  in  this 
state  an  affidavit,  in  duplicate,  executed  by  such  person,  stating

the  names  of  any  persons,  authorized  by  section  1  of  this  act 
to  vote  at  such  election  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  be- 
ing duly  qualified  electors  of  such  county,  or  who  being  in  all 
other  respects  duly  qualified  electors  of  said  county,  will  be 
twenty-one  years  of  age  on  or  1>ef  ore  the  day  of  election.  Such 
afiidavit  shall  state  the  precinct  in  which  each  said  person  is 
an  elector  and  the  emplosonent  or  service  definitely  in  which 
he  is  engaged  at  the  time,  and  his  correct  post-ofiice  address  in 
such  employment  or  service  and  that  he  is  necessarily  absent 
from  the  state  in  such  employment  or  service  and  will  be  ab- 
sent on  the  day  of  said  election.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  clerk  at  once  upon  receiving  said  afiidavit  to  ascertain 
and  determine  whether  or  not  the  persons  named  therein  are 
duly  qualified  electors  of  such  county,  and  to  enter  upon  a 
record  kept  by  him  all  of  such  names,  and  thereupon  lie  shall 
mail  to  the  secretary  of  state  one  copy  of  each  such  affidavit 
and  file  the  other  in  his  office,  and  certify  to  the  secretary  of 
state  the  names  of  such  persons  named  therein  as  he  finds  to  be 
duly  qualified  electors  of  his  county.  Such  affidavits  shall  be 
taken  upon  forms  which  shall  be  furnished  to  the  county  clerks 
by  the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec.  5.  Thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk 
to  transmit  by  mail  to  each  person  named  in  the  affidavit 
described  in  section  4  of  this  act^  at  the  post-office  address 
named  in  such  affidavit,  whom  he  finds  to  be  a  qualified  elector 
of  his  county,  one  of  the  said  county  ballots  of  this  act  with 
the  stub  attached  and  with  the  printed  instructions  furnished 
by  the  secretary  of  state,  and  an  identification  envelope  bear- 
ing upon  the  outside  thereof  the  same  number  as  the  number 
of  the  ballot  and  stub ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary 
of  state,  upon  receiving  the  certificate  from  the  county  clerk, 
with  the  copy  of  the  affidavit  as  described  in  section  4  of  this 
act,  to  forward  to  each  such  voter  named  in  such  certificate  and 
to  the  address  named  in  said  affidavit,  one  of  the  said  state 
ballots  and  stub  attached  thereto,  and  printed  instructions 
and  identification  envelope  having  the  same  number  upon  the 
outside  as  the  number  of  the  ballot  and  stub  which  he  sends  to 
such  voter. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  having  all  of  the  qualifications  stated 
in  section  1  of  this  act  may,  upon  receiving  from  the  county 
clerk  of  the  county  of  which  he  is  an  elector,  or  from  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  any  ballot  transmitted  to  him  as  provided  in  this 
act  may  cast  his  vote  at  such  general  election  as  follows :  He 
shall  place  his  cross  mark  with  ink  or  black  lead  pencil  in  the 
square  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  for  whom  he  desires  to 
vote.  He  shall  make  no  other  mark,  and  shall  allow  no  other 
person  to  make  any  mark,  upon  such  ballot.  He  shall  then  fill 
out  in  full  the  affidavit  upon  the  stub  attached  to  such  ballot, 
sign  the  same  in  the  presence  of  any  officer  authorized  by  the 
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laws  of  Kansas  or  of  the  United  States  to  administer  oaths,  and 
swear  to  the  same  in  the  presence  of  such  officer  who  shall 
attach  thereto  his  certificate  in  due  form  as  provided  by  said 
affidavit  and  required  by  law.  The  voter  shall  then  personally 
remove  said  stub  from  said  ballot  and  place  the  same  in  the 
identification  envelope  bearing  the  same  number  as  the  ballot 
and  stub,  and  seal  said  identification  envelope  and  enclose  the 
same,  together  with  the  ballot,  in  an  envelope  or  package,  duly 
sealed,  addressed  to  the  county  clerk  if  received  from  the 
county  clerk  and  addressed  to  the  secretary  of  state  if  received 
from  the  secretary  of  state.  Such  ballot  must  be  mailed  in  suf- 
ficient season  that  it  shall  reach  the  county  clerk  or  secretary 
of  state  to  whom  it  is  addressed  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  fol- 
lowing such  election. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  keep 
a  record  of  all  ballots  sent  by  him  to  voters  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  showing  the  name  of  each  such  voter  and  the 
county  and  precinct  of  which  he  is  an  elector  as  stated  in  the 
affidavit  sent  to  him  by  the  county  clerk. 

Sec.  8.  The  place  of  residence  for  registration  purposes,  so 
far  as  the  same  shall  apply  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
be  construed  to  be  that  place  at  which  he  last  resided  prior  to 
his  entering  the  emplojonent  or  service  which  necessitated  his 
being  absent  from  his  county  upon  election  day  as  stated  in 
section  1  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  All  county  ballots  transmitted  by  voters  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  canvassed  by  county  commis- 
sioners, and  all  state  ballots,  so  transmitted,  by  the  state  board 
of  canvassers  on  the  first  Monday  in  December  following  such 
election.  No  ballot  shall  be  counted  unless  marked  and  trans- 
mitted as  required  by  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  who  shall  make  or  transmit  or  deliver, 
or  cause  to  be  made  or  transmitted  or  delivered  any  false  state- 
ment or  affidavit  with  the  intent  that  the  same  be  used  under 
any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  violate  any  provision  of  this  act, 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed 
$1,000  or  by  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  one  year  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  voter  to  mark  or  trans- 
mit more  than  one  county  ballot  or  more  than  one  state  ballot 
referred  to  in  this  act,  or  more  than  one  stub  to  either  such 
ballot,  or  to  execute  or  transmit  more  than  one  stub  to  either. 
No  person,  unless  he  be  authorized  by  section  1  of  this  act,  shall 
mark,  sign,  or  transmit  any  ballot,  stub  or  identification  enve- 
lope referred  to  in  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  Should  more  than  one  affidavit  be  filed  with  the 
county  clerk  under  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  this  act,  giv- 
ing different  addresses  of  the  same  voter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
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the  county  clerk  to  determine  which  is  the  correct  address  of 
such  voter  and  send  but  one  ballot  to  such  voter  and  that  ballot 
to  the  place  which  he  determines  to  be  the  correct  address. 

Sec.  18.  The  provisions  of  the  general  election  laws  of  this 
state  which  are  in  their  nature  applicable  shall  apply  to  all 
transactions  under  this  act. 

Sec.  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  190. 

MEMBER  OF  ARMY,  NAVY  OR  MARINE  CORPS  OF  UNITED 
STATES,  ABSENT  ON  DUTY,  MAY  BECOME  CANDIDATE  FOR 
CITY  OFFICE. 

Senate  bill  No.  400. 

An  Act  relating  to  primary  elections  in  cities. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  Any  person  otherwise  duly  qualified  who  shall 
desire  to  be  a  candidate  for  any  city  office  and  who  shall  be 
a  member  in  the  army,  navy,  or  marine  corps  of  the  United 
States  and  absent  from  the  United  States  in  the  service 
thereof,  may  cause  to  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  a  state- 
ment of  such  candidacy,  executed  in  substantially  the  form 
now  required  by  statute,  by  some  person  authorized  by  him, 
and  upon  the  filing  of  such  statement  his  name  shall  be  put 
upon  his  party  ticket  with  the  same  effect  as  if  he  had  made, 
executed  and  sworn  to  such  statement  in  person. 

Sec  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  191. 

COMPENSATION  OF  JUDGES  AND  CLERKS  OF  ELECTION 

BOARDS. 

Senate  bill  No.  51. 

An  Act  to  amend  section  4232  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for 
1915,  and  repealing  section  4282  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
for  1916. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  4232  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  4232. 
Judges  and  clerks  of  election  shall  receive  the  following  fees 
and  no  more:  At  all  elections  when  state,  county,  township 
or  city  officers  are  voted  for,  and  at  all  special  elections,  the 
sum  of  $3  for  the  first  200  votes,  or  fraction  thereof,  cast ;  the 
sum  of  $4  for  more  than  200  and  less  than  300  votes  cast,  and 
the  sum  of  $6  for  more  than  300  votes  cast. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  4232  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  192. 

RELATING  TO  THE  ESCHEAT  OF  REAL  ESTATE  IN  CERTAIN 

CASES. 

House  bttl  No.  818. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  escheat  of  real  estate  in  certain  cases,  and  re- 
pealing all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent,  or  in  conflict  with  this 
act.  I 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  where  real  estate  in  this  state  might  be 
claimed  to  have  escheated  to  the  state  by  reason  of  the  heirs  at 
law  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  died  intestate  own- 
ing such  land,  being  aliens  and  incapable  of  inheriting,  which 
land  has  heretofore  been  conveyed  by  such  alien  heir  or  heirs, 
to  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  for  a  valuable  consideration, 
and  has  been  occupied  in  reliance  upon  said  conveyance,  with- 
out an  adverse  claim  of  title  or  right  thereto  having  been 
asserted  by  the  state  for  more  than  twenty-five  years  sub- 
sequent to  such  conveyance,  the  title  and  possession  of  such 
grantee,  or  his  heirs  or  assigns,  shall  never  be  questioned  in 
any  manner,  by  or  on  oehalf  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  and  the 
state  shall  be  deemed  to  have  forever  forfeited  all  title  or  right 
it  may  have  ever  had  thereto. 
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Sec.  2.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  or  incon- 
sistent with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  193. 

FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  HEIRS  IN  THE  SETTLEMENT  OP  SMALL 

ESTATES. 

Senate  bill  No.  360. 

An  Act  authorizing  the  probate  court  to  grant  relief  against  the  pay- 
ment of  costs  in  small  estates. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  when  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the' probate 
court  in  which  any  estate,  whether  said  estate  is  that  of  a 
minor,  insane  or  deceased  person,  is  being  administered  that 
the  total  assets  of  said  estate  do  not  exceed  the  sum  or  value  of 
two  hundred  dollars,  the  court  may  remit  the  court  costs  or 
any  part  thereof  taxed  to  said  estate  whenever  the  judge  is 
satisfied  and  finds  that  the  ends  of  justice  will  be  subserved 
thereby. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the 
provision  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  194. 

CERTAIN   COUNTIES   MAY  VOTE   BONDS;   COMMISSIONERS 

MAKE  LEVY  FOR  FAIR  PURPOSES. 

Senate  biU  No.  283. 

An  Act  authorizing  certain  counties  and  cities  to  make  levies  and  vote 
bonds  for  certain  fair  purposes,  to  purchase  fair  grrounds,  and  to  con- 
vey the  same  as  herein  provided,  to  amend  section  10372  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statute  of  Kansas  for  1915  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  190 
of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  and  to  repeal  said  original  section  10372. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  section  10372  of  the  General  Statute  [s]  of 
Kansas  for  1915  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  190  of  the 
Session  Laws  of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section 
10372,  That  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  any  board  of  county 
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commissioners  of  a  county  having  less  than  forty-five  thousand 
population  and  having  its  county  seat  either  in  a  city  of  the  first 
class  having  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  population,  or  in  a 
city  of  the  second  class,  the  agricultural  and  industrial  interests 
of  such  county  can  be  advanced  thereby,  and  whenever  a  petition 
to  the  same  effect  signed  by  twenty-five  percent  of  the  electors 
of  such  county  is  presented  to  the  board  of  county  commission- 
ers, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
to  call  an  election  to  submit  to  the  voters  a  proposition  to  pur- 
chase a  fair  ground,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  that 
proposition  shall  be  favorable  to  such  purchase,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  to  purchase  such  fair 
grounds :  Provided,  however,  that  whenever  a  petition  to  the 
same  effect  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  such  county, 
is  presented  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  without  calling 
an  election  as  herein  provided,  to  purchase  a  fair  ground,  the 
purchase  price  thereof,  in  no  event  to  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars:  Also  provided  further,  that  in  any  county 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  shall  annually  at  the  time  set  by  law  for  mak- 
ing levies,  levy  a  tax  for  the  maintenance,  paying  premiums  and 
repairing  and  building  improvements  in  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one-half  mill  on  the  doUap. 

Sec.  2.    That  original  section  10372  as  amended  by  section 
1,  chapter  190  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  195. 

GRANTING  THE  RIGHT  OF  EMINENT  DOMAIN  TO  CORPORA- 
TIONS ORGANIZED  FOR  CONDUCTING  WHAT  IS  KNOWN-  AS 
A  "FAIR." 

House  bill  No.  83. 

An  Act  grranting  to  any  corporation  organized  for  the  exclusive  purpose 
of  the  encouragement  of  agriculture  and  horticulture  or  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  breed  of  domestic  animals,  or  both,  through  means  of 
the  establishment  or  conducting  of  what  is  known  as  a  "fair,"  the 
power  of  eminent  domain,  and  prescribing  the  method  of  the  exercise 
of  that  right. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  any  corporation  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  state  of  Kansas  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  the  encour- 
agement of  agriculture  and  horticulture  or  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  breed  of  domestic  animals,  or  both,  through  means 
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of  the  establishment  or  conducting  of  what  is  known  as  a 
"fair/'  that  shall  desire  to  acquire  lands,  within  or  without  any 
incorporated  city,  for  the  purpose  of  fair  grounds,  shall 
have  the  power  of  eminent  domain  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing the  perpetual  use  of  such  lands  for  such  purpose,  and  the 
taking  of  such  lands  for  this  purpose  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  such  corporation  may  apply  to  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  of  any  county  in  which  such  cor- 
poration proposes  to  establish  its  fair  grounds,  and  shall 
describe  the  lands  which  it  deems  necessary  to  be  taken  for 
its  purposes. 

Sec.  3.  That  upon  application  being  so  made  in  writing  such 
board  of  county  commissioners  shall  forthwith  view  said  lands 
as  described,  and  shall  determine  whether  or  not  it  is  neces- 
sary and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  public  that  the  lands  so 
described  be  taken  for  fair  grounds  purposes ;  and  if  it  is  de- 
termined to  be  necessary  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
public  that  such  lands  be  taken,  the  commissioners  shall  ap- 
praise the  value  of  such  portion  of  any  lands  as  may  be  taken, 
and  assess  the  damages  thereto;  and  when  such  commissioners 
shall  ascertain  that  any  portion  of  land  or  lot  belongs  to  dif- 
ferent owners  they  shall  appraise  tlie  value  and  assess  the 
damages  of  each  such  owner's  interest;  all  which  doings  the 
board  of  commissioners  shall  embody  in  a  written  report,  and 
file  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  such  county. 

Sec.  4.  Such  county  clerk  shall  forthwith  prepare  and  file 
in  the  ofiice  of  the  treasurer  of  such  county  a  copy  of  such 
report;  and  if  such  company  shall  cause  to  be  paid  to  such 
treasurer  the  amount  in  full  of  such  appraisement,  within  ten 
days  of  the  time  of  filing  such  copy  in  such  treasurer's  office, 
such  treasurer  shall  thereupon  certify  such  fact  upon  the  copy 
of  the  report,  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  office,  and  shall,  upon 
demand  of  the  persons  severally  entitled  thereto,  pay  over  the 
amounts  of  such  fund  to  such  persons  as  shall  be  respectively 
entitled  thereto. 

Sec.  5.  If  such  company  shall  cause  the  copy  of  the  report 
so  certified  to  be,  within  ten  days  after  such  certifying,  filed 
and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  for  such 
county,  the  perpetual  use  of  such  lands  shall  vest  in  such  com- 
pany, its  successors  and  assigns  for  the  purpose  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

Sec.  6.  Each  of  the  commissioners  hereby  required  to  per- 
form duties  shall  be  paid  therefor  by  the  company  upon  whose 
application  they  shall  act  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  day. 

Sec.  7.  Before  any  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  pro- 
ceed to  view  said  lands  described  in  the  company's  application 
and  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  is  necessary  that  such  lands

be  taken,  notice  of  the  time  when  such  view  shall  be  made  shall 
be  given,  by  publication  thirty  days  before  the  time  fixed,  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  such  county,  or  if  none  be  pub- 
lished therein,  then  in  one  of  general  circulation  in  tJie  county ; 
and  an  appeal  shall  then  be  had  from  the  determination  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  as  to  the  value  of  the  lands, 
crops,  buildings  and  other  improvement  on  said  land,  and  for 
all  other  damages  sustained  by  such  person  or  persons  by 
reason  of  such  taking  of  land  or  lands,  in  the  same  manner 
as  appeals  are  granted  from  the  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace  to  the  district  court ;  and  said  appeal  and  all  subsequent 
proceeding  shall  only  affect  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be 
allowed,  but  shall  not  delay  the  prosecution  of  the  work  on 
said  fair  grounds  upon  said  company  paying  or  depositing  the 
amount  so  assessed  by  said  commissioners  and  upon  said  com- 
pany executing  a  bond,  with  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved 
by  the  county  clerk,  to  pay  all  damages  and  costs  which  said 
company  may  be  adjudged  to  pay  by  s^id  district  court,  said 
company  may,  notwithstanding  said  appeal,  take  possession  of 
and  use  the  said  land. 

Sec.  8.  That  any  such  corporation,  instead  of  applying  to 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
or  any  person  or  persons  whose  land  or  premises  is  sought  to 
be  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  apply  to  the 
judge  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  said  land 
may  lie  for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners  to  make 
the  appraisement  and  assessment  of  damages  instead  of  the 
county  commissioners.  Said  commissioners  shall  be  free- 
holders and  residents  of  the  county  in  which  such  property  is 
situated.  Such  appointment  shall  be  made  by  the  district  judge 
on  the  written  application  of  the  corporation,  or  the  person  or 
persons,  their  agent  or  attorney;  the  appointment  shall  be 
made  in  writing,  under  the  hand  of  the  judge,  and  delivered 
to  the  party  applying  therefor ;  the  application  for  and  certifi- 
cate of  appointment  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  regis- 
ter of  deeds  of  the  proper  county.  In  case  any  vacancy  occurs, 
or  any  such  commissioner  or  commissioners  refuse  to  serve  on 
such  board,  the  district  judge  shall  appoint,  in  the  manner 
herein  provided.  Such  commissioners  shall  be  sworn  to  hon- 
estly and  faithfully  discharge  their  duties  as  such  commis- 
sioners, and  they  shall  do  and  perform  all  things  in  the  manner 
and  under  the  same  regulations  and  restrictions  as  are  pro- 
vided in  case  such  duties  were  performed  by  the  county  com- 
missioners, including  the  making  of  the  finding  as  to  whether 
or  not  it  is  necessary  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  public 
that  the  lands  be  taken;  and  the  subsequent  and  other  pro- 
ceedings, including  appeal,  shall  be  done  and  performed  in  the 
same  manner ;  and  the  corporation  applying  shall  pay  all  costs 
accruing  under  any  application  under  this  section. 
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Sec.  9.  No  proceedings  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be  com- 
menced after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  date  upon 
which  this  act  takes  effect. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage,  approval,  and  publication  in  the  official  state 
paper.

necessary  to  properly  expedite  the  business  of  said  offices,  in- 
cluding assistant  to  county  clerk  as  ex  officio  assessor :  And 
provided  further,  that  none  of  the  allowances  for  clerk  hire 
herein  provided  for  shall  be  paid  except  for  work  actuaUy  per- 
formed and  shall  only  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons  em- 
ployed as  clerks  on  sworn  claims  presented  to  the  board  of 
county  commissioners:  Provided,  that  the  county  commis- 
sioners shall  require  from  the  treasurer  of  each  county  a  surety 
bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  commissioners,  the  cost  of  which 
shall  be  paid  by  the  county  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the 
county. 

Sec.  2.   That  original  section  4707  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915  is  hereby  repealed.

CONCERNING  THE  COMPENSATION  OF  COUNTY  ASSESSORS 

AND  DEPUTY  COUNTY  ASSESSORS.

An  Act  concerning  compensation  of  county  assessors  and  deputy  county 
assessors;  amending  section  4751  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
for  1916;  and  repealing  said  original  section  4751. 

Be  it  eruicted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  4751  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for.  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Section  4761.  That  in  all  counties  having  a  county 
assessor,  such  assessor  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his 
services  the  following  sums :  In  counties  having  a  population 
of  25,000  or  less,  $5  per  day  for  the  time  actually  and  neces-- 
sarily  employed.  In  counties  of  over  25,000  and  less  than 
40,000,  the  county  assessor  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $1,200  per 
annum.  In  counties  over  40,000  and  less  than  60,000,  the 
county  assessor  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $1,300  per  annum,  and 
in  counties  of  not  less  than  60,000  and  not  more  than  100,000 
such  assessor  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $1,800  per  annum,  and 
in  counties  having  a  population  in  excess  of  100,000  such  as- 
sessor shall  receive  the  sum  of  $2,000  per  annum,  all  such  sal- 
aries to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  in  equal  monthly 
installments.  The  compensation  of  deputy  assessors  shall  be 
$4  per  day  for  the  time  actually  and  necessarily  employed  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
any  city  of  the  first  and  second  class,  and  $5  per  day  for  the 
time  actually  and  necessarily  employed  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of  any  such  city. 
Vouchers  for  the  amounts  claimed  by  deputy  assessor  shall  be 
approved  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners:  Provided, 
however,  in  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  in  ex- 
cess of  85,000  and  an  assessed  valuation  in  excess  of  100 
million  dollars,  the  compensation  of  deputy  assessors  for  the 
time  actually  and  necessarily  employed  in  the  discharge  of 
their. duties  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  county  commission- 
ers, not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  day.  The  county 
commissioners  may  allow  the  claims  of  deputy  assessors  for 
their  services  at  any  regular  meeting  after  the  returns  made 
by  such  deputy  assessors  have  been  duly  verified  and  filed. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  4751  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

An  Act  relating  to  salaries  of  county  attorneys,  their  assistants  and 
stenographers,  and  amending  section  4711,  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas of  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  4711,  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
of  1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  4711.  The  county 
attorneys  of  the  several  counties  of  the  state  shall  be  allowed 
by  the  board  of  the  county  commissioners  of  their  respective 
counties  the  following  salaries  per  annum  as  compensation  for 
all  services  performed  by  them,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury  monthly  or  quarterly : 

In  counties  having  a  population  of — 

2,000  and  under $600.00 

more  than    2,000  and  not  more  than    3,000 650.00 

more  than    3,000  and  not  more  than    4,000 750.00 

more  than    4,000  and  not  more  than    5,000 875.00 

more  than    5,000  and  not  more  than    9,000 1,125.00 

more  than    9,000  and  not  more  than  12,000 1,250 .

In  counties  having  a  population  of  less  than 
60,000  and  more  than  27,000,  or  having  a  city  of  the  first  class 
or  two  or  more  cities  of  the  second  class  each  having  a  popula- 
tion of  8,500  or  more,  the  county  attorney,  by  and  with  the 
consent  and  approval  of  the  county  commissioners,  may  ap- 
point an  assistant  county  attorney  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
$1,200  per  annum,  and  one  stenographer  who  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  $900  per  annum.  In  counties  having  60,000  popula- 
tion and  not  more  than  90,000  population,  the  county  attorney 
may  appoint  the  first  assistant  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
$1,500  per  annum,  a  second  assistant  who  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  $1,200  per  annum,  and  first  stenographer  who  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  $1,000  per  annum,  and  second  stenographer  who 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  $600  per  annum.  In  counties  of  60,000 
and  less  than  90,000  population  and  having  two  or  more  di- 
visions of  the  district  court,  the  county  attorney  may  appoint 
a  first  assistant  county  attorney  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
$1,800  per  annum,  a  second  assistant  county  attorney  who 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  $1,500  per  annum,  and  a  first  stenog- 
rapher who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  annum,  and  jbl 
second  stenographer  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $600  per 
annum,  such  salaries  to  be  paid  in  equal  monthly  installments 
out  of  the  county  treasury.  In  counties  having  a  population  of 
more  than  9,000  and  not  more  than  30,000  in  which  is  located 
a  regular  army  post  or  military  reservation,  the  county  at- 
torney shall  receive  in  addition  to  the  salary  above  provided 
the  sum  of  $700  per  annum.  In  all  counties  having  less  than 
90,000  and  more  than  70,000  population  having  more  than  one 
division  of  the  district  court  the  county  attorney  shall  receive 
$500  per  year,  payable  monthly,  in  addition  to  the  salary  herein 
provided.  Whenever  the  prosecuting  witness  or  defendant  is 
adjudged  to  pay  the  costs,  the  court  shall  tax  as  costs  the  fol- 
lowing fees:  For  drawing  indictment  or  information  for 
felony,  five  dollars ;  for  drawing  indictment  or  information  for 
misdemeanor,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  for  drawing  com- 
plaint for  misdemeanor,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents ;  for  trial 
in  case  of  murder  or  manslaughter,  twenty-five  dollars;  for 
trial  in  other  felony  cases,  ten  dollars;  for  trial  in  misde- 
meanor cases,  five  dollars;  for  action  on  forfeited  recogni- 
zance, except  recognizance  in  prosecution  under  the  prohibi- 
tory law,  ten  dollars ;  in  cases  where  prosecution  is  dismissed, 
two  dollars;  for  examination  for  persons  charged  with  an 
offense  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  police  judge,  four 
dollars ;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  county  be  liable  for  any  of  the 
fees  herein  provided,  and  all  fees  collected  as  above  shall  be 
turned  into  the  general  revenue  fund  of  the  county :  Provided, 
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that  the  county  attorney  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  keep 
for  his  own  use  all  fees  now  allowed  him  under  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  prohibitory  law  of  the  state  of  Kansas. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  4711  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
of  1915  be  and  the  same  are  [is]  hereby  repealed.

than  $90,000,000,  assessed  valuation  and  two  divisions  of  the 
district  court,  the  sheriff  shall  be  allowed  for  clerk  and  deputy

CHAPTER  201. 

RELATING  TO  THE  DUTIES  OF  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS 
OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION;  COMPENSATION  AND  CLERK 
HIRE. 

HoQM  bin  No.  725. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  compensation  and  duties  of  county  superintend- 
ents, providing  for  clerk  hire,  amending  section  1,  chapter  191,  Laws 
of  1917,  and  repealing  said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas  : 

SECTION  1.  That  section  1,  chapter  191,  Laws  of  1917,  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1.  The  county 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  their  respective  counties, 
as  full  compensation  for  all  their  services  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  required  of  them  by  statute,  the  following  sums 
and  no  more,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  in  monthly 
or  quarterly  installments ;  said  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  at  the  first  meeting  in  July 
of  each  year,  based  on  the  enumeration  of  the  school  enumer- 
ator for  that  year,  and  the  salary  so  fixed  shall  begin  on  July 
first  of  that  year.  In  counties  having  a  school  population  of  less 
than  500,  the  county  superintendent  shall  receive  for  each  day 
actually  employed  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  in  his  office  the 
sum  of  four  dollars  per  day  for  a  number  of  days  not  to  exceed 
180  in  any  one  year.  In  counties  having  a  school  population  of 
from  500  to  1,000  he  shall  receive  the  sum  of  four  dollars  per 
day  for  a  number  of  days  not  to  exceed  200  in  any  one  year. 
In  counties  having  a  school  population  of  1,000  to  1,500  he 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  in 
counties  containing  more  than  1,500  persons  of  school  age, 
exclusive  of  those  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class,  he  shall 
receive  twelve  hundred  dollars  and  twenty  dollars  per  annum 
for  each  100  persons  of  school  age  in  excess  of  said  1,500,  up  to 
the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars :  Provided,  that  in  counties 
of  45,000  or  more  population  the  salary  of  the  county  superin- 
tendent shall  be  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum:  Provided 
further,  that  if  the  county  superintendent  shall  fail  to  spend  at 
least  one  hour  in  each  schoolroom  each  school  year,  so  as  to 
observe  for  at  least  one  hour  the  work  of  each  teacher  under 
his  supervision,  the  county  commissioners  may  deduct  from  the 
last  quarterly  installment  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  de- 
linquency.   The  county  commissioners  shall  allow  county  su- 
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perintendents  having  under  their  jurisdiction  more  than  100 
and  not  more  than  200  teachers  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  for  clerk  hire,  and  for  more  than  two  hundred 
teachers  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  clerk 
hire.  The  county  superintendent  shall  be  entitled  to  all  money 
actually  expended  for  stationery,  postage,  freight  and  express. 
All  money  paid  out  oi  the  county  treasury  for  this  purpose 
shall  be  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  county.  That  the  county 
superintendents  of  the  several  counties  in  the  state  of  Kansas 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  teacher  per  annum  as 
traveling  expenses  in  visiting  said  schools:  Provided,  in  no 
case  shall  any  county  superintendent  receive  traveling  expenses 
for  schools  not  visited. 

Sec.  2.  Section  1  of  chapter  191,  Laws  of  1917,  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1919,  and  after  its  publication 
in  the  official  state  paper.

and  in  counties  having  a  population  of  55,000,  and  not  more 
than  75,000,  shall  be  one  thousand  eight  hundred  ($1,800.00) 
dollars  per  annum,  and  shall  be  paid  in  regular  monthly  pay- 
ments out  of  the  county  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  2650  of  the  Greneral  Statutes 
of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  205. 

compensation  of  assistants,  deputies,  CtERKS  AND 
OTHER  PERSONS  EMPLOYED  IN  COUNTY  OFFICES  IN  CER- 
TAIN COUNTIES. 

Senate  bill  No.  169. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  compensation  of  necessary  assistants,  depu- 
ties, clerks  and  persons  employed  in  certain  county  offices  in  counties 
having  more  than  sixty  thousand  and  less  than  eighty  thousand  in- 
habitants and  property  of  an  assessed  valuation  of  more  than  ninety- 
five  million  dollars,  and  repealing  all  acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  in  each  county  of  this  state  in  which  there 
are  more  than  sixty  thousand  and  less  than  eighty  thousand 
inhabitants  and  property  of  more  than  ninety-five  million  dol- 
lars' assessed  valuation,  and  less  than  one  hundred  and  ten 
million  dollars,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  allow 
for  the  compensation  of  the  assistants,  deputies,  clerks  or  per- 
sons necessarily  employed  in.  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
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each  of  the  county  offices  hereinafter  named,  the  amounts  in 
this  act  provided,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  as 
determined  by  the  officer  charged  with  the  duty  of  administer- 
ing such  office,  as  follows,  namely  : 

For  the  office  of  county  clerk  the  sum  of  forty-five  hundred 
dollars  per  annum.  For  the  office  of  county  treasurer  the  sum 
of  forty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  For  the  office  of 
sheriff  the  sum  of  forty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  For 
the  office  of  probate  judge  and  the  employment  of  a  clerk  in  the 
juvenile  court  the  sum  of  thirty-six  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
For  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  district  court  the  sum  of  thirty- 
four  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  For  the  office  of  register  of 
deeds  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  For 
the  office  of  county  attorney  the  sum  of  forty-two  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars  per  annum.  For  the  office  of  county  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
per  annum.  That  the  probation  officers  of  the  juvenile  court 
shall  receive  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  court  but  not  exceeding 
four  dollars  per  day  for  services  actually  performed.  That  the 
county  auditor  shall  receive  as  full  compensation  for  his  serv- 
ices the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  payable 
out  of  the.  county  treasury  in  monthly  installments. 

Each  of  the  assistants,  deputies,  clerks  and  persons  em- 
ployed in  the  county  offices  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  be 
paid  monthly  upon  sworn  vouchers  approved  by  the  head  of 
the  department  in  which  such  person  is  employed  in  the  same 
manner  in  which  the  salaries  of  county  officers  are  paid. 

Sec.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  or  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Senate  bill  No.  277. 

An  Act  fixing  the  salaries  and  compensation  of,  and  regulating  the  col- 
lection and  payment  of  fees  by  certain  officers  and  employees  of 
counties  having  a  population  in  excess  of  90,000,  and  amending  sec- 
tions 4758,  4759,  4762,  4763,  4764,  4765,  4767,  4768,  2665  and  4761  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  section  2  of  chapter  129,  Laws  of 
1917;  section  2,  chapter  130,  Laws  of  1917;  sections  1  and  2  of  chap- 
ter 195,  Laws  of  1917;  and  repealing  such  original  sections. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  section  4758  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  4758.  Salary  of  county  treasurer  and  deputy.  Expendi- 
ture for  additional  clerks.  The  county  treasurer  shall  receive 
a  salary  of  $3,250.00  per  annum ;  his  deputy,  $1,800.00  per  an- 
num; and  for  additional  clerks  to  be  appointed  by  him,  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  may  authorize  an  expenditure 
of  not  exceeding  $5,000.00  per  annum.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  sheriff  shall  appoint  two 
jailers,  who  shall  receive  salaries  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of 
county  commissioners;  but  the  aggregate  shall  not  exceed 
$2,400.00  per  annum ;  and  one  jury  clerk,  not  to  exceed  $900.00 
per  annum.  The  board  of.  county  commissioners  shall  employ 
a  cook  and  an  assistant  at  reasonable  wages,  and  pay  all  ex- 
penses for  feeding  the  prisoners  in  the  county  jail.  No  con- 
tracts shall  ever  be  made  with  the  sheriff  or  other  person  or 
persons  for  feeding  such  prisoners:  Provided,  however,  that 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  may  expend  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $1,000.00  annually  to  provide  and  maintain  rigs  for 
the  use  of  the  sheriff  and  his  deputies. 

Sec.  5.  That  section  4764  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915, 
as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  195  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1917,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
Sec.  4764.  Salary  of  probate  judge.  Salary  of  clerk  and  copy- 
ist. Probation  officer's  salary.  Compensation  provided  shall 
be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  by  probate  judge.  The  pro- 
bate judge  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $4,000.00  per  annum.  A 
clerk  and  two  copyists,  to  be  appointed  by  the  judge,  shall  re- 
ceive respectively  $1,800.00  and  $1,200.00  each  per  annum: 
Provided,  however,  that  the  probate  judge  may  appoint  not  to 
exceed  two  probation  officers,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  woman, 
who  shall  receive  not  to  exceed  $1,200.00  each  per  annum: 
And  provided  further,  that  the  compensation  herein  provided 
for  the  probate  judge  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered 
by  him  as  judge  of  the  juvenile  court  and  all  other  duties  en- 
joined by  statute. 

Sec.  6.  That  section  4765  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas, 1915,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  Sec.  4765.  Salary  of  register  of  deeds  and  deputy.  Ex- 
penditures for  additional  clerks.  The  register  of  deeds  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  $3,250.00  per  annum ;  his  deputy  $1,800.00 
per  annum ;  and  for  additional  clerks  to  be  appointed  by  him, 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  may  authorize  an  expendi- 
ture of  not  to  exceed  $4,500.00  per  annum. 

Sec.  7.  That  section  4767  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas, 1915,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  Sec.  4767.  Salary  of  county  surveyor.  The  county  sur- 
veyor shall  receive  a  salary  of  $1,800.00  per  annum. 

Sec.  8.  That  section  4768  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas,  1915,  as  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  195  of  the 
Laws  of  1917,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
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follows:  Sec.  4768.  Salary  of  county  commissioners.  Trav- 
eling expenses.  Each  of  the  county  commissioners  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  $2,400  per  annum. 

Sec.  9.  That  section  2665  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas, 1916,  as  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  130,  Laws  of 
1917,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  2665.  Salary  of  county  auditor.  The  county  auditor 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  $2,500  per  annum :  Provided,  that  in 
counties  having  a  population  in  excess  of  100,000,  a  clerk  to 
be  appointed  by  the  auditor  shall  receive  a  salaiy  of  $1,500  per 
annum ;  such  salaries  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  by 
the  county. 

Sec.  10.  That  section  4761  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec. 
4761.  Salary  of  county  attoi-ney,  deputies  and  stenographer. 
The  county  attorney  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $3,750  per 
annum ;  his  first  deputy  under  him,  $1,800  per  annum ;  his  sec- 
ond deputy  $1,500  per  annum;  a  stenographer  or  clerk  ap- 
pointed by  him  $1,200  per  annum,  all  of  said  salaries  to  be 
paid  in  monthly  installments. 

Sec.  11.  That  sections  4758,  4759,  4762,  4763,  4764,  4765, 
4767,  4768,  2665  and  4761,  of  the  General  Statutes' of  Kansas 
of  1915 ;  section  2  of  chapter  129,  Laws  of  1917 ;  section  2  of 
chapter  130,  Laws  of  1917;  and  sections  1  and  2  of  chapter 
196,  Laws  of  1917,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  207. 

FOR  THE  protection  OF  QUAIL  AND  OTHER  GAME  BIRDS. 

House  bill  No.  1. 

An  Act  to  protect  quail  and  certain  other  game  birds  in  the  state  of 
Kansas,  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof  and  repeal- 
ing chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  i>ersons 
at  any  time  from  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  to  hunt,  kill, 
catch,  pursue,  entrap  or  ensnare  any  quail,  prairie  chicken, 
partridge,  or  any  English  Mongolian  or  Hungarian  pheasant 
in  the  state  of  Kansas,  except  from  December  1st  to  December 
10th  inclusive  of  each  year  during  the  continuance  of  this  act, 
during  which  time  no  person  shall  catch,  kill,  pursue,  entrap 
or  ensnare  in  any  one  day  to  exceed  ten  quail  in  number :  Pro- 
vided, that  any  person  who  kills  or  shoots  at  any  game  birds 
mentioned  in  this  act,  except  when  said  birds  are  flying,  shall 
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be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  upon  conviction  of  the 
same. 

Sec.  2.  The  possession  by  any  person  or  persons,  company 
or  corporation  of  any  quaiL  prairie  chicken,  partridge  or  of 
any  English  Mongolian  or  Hungarian  pheasant  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  violation  of  section  1  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person,  or  any  manager,  agent  or  employee  of  a 
company,  or  corporation  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  five  ($5.00)  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  for  each  and 
every  offense  and  shall  be  adjudged  to  pay  the  costs  of  the 
prosecution  and  shall  be  committed  to  jail  in  the  county  in 
which  the  offense  is  committed  until  such  fine  and  costs  are 
paid. 

Sec  4.  That  chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  1917  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  208. 

DIRECTING  TRANSFER  OP  CERTAIN  MONIES  IN  GAME  PRE- 
SERVE FUND  TO  THE  GENERAL  REVENUE  FUND;  PRO- 
VIDING A  METHOD  OF  HANDLING  FEES  AND  MAKING  AP- 
PROPRIATION  FOR  THE  FISH  AND  GAME  WARDEN'S  DE- 
PARTMENT. 

Senate  bill  No.  558. 

An  Act  authorizing  and  directing  the  transfer  of  certain  moneys  now  in 
the  state  treasury  from  the  state  game  preserve  fund  to  the  general 
revenue  fund ;  providing  for  the  method  of  handling  fees  remitted  into 
the  state  treasury  in  pursuance  of  chapter  44,  General  Statutes  of  1915, 
and  all  acts  supplemental  and  amendatory  thereto,  and  making  appro- 
priation for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  said  chap- 
ter 44,  General  Statutes  of  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  transfer  to  the  general  revenue  fund  of  the 
state  of  Kansas,  from  the  fund  kno\Mi  and  designated  as  the 
state  game  preserve  fund,  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  six 
hundred  three  dollars  twenty  cents  ($12,603.20). 

Sec.  2.  That  the  state  treasurer,  immediately  upon  the 
transfer  of  the  foregoing  amount  to  the  general  revenue  fund, 
shall  notify  the  auditor  of  state  of  such  transfer  and  the  auditor 
of  state  shall  forthwith  make  proper  entries  in  his  records  to 
correspond  with  the  said  transfer  in  the  state  treasury. 
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Sec.  3.  The  state  treasurer  and  auditor  of  state  shall  credit 
ten  percent  of  all  the  fees  remitted  into  the  state  treasury  for 
licenses  in  pursuance  of  chapter  44,  General  Statutes  of  1916, 
and  all  acts  supplemental  and  amendatory  thereto,  to  the  gen- 
eral revenue  fund  of  the  state  to  reimburse  said  fund  for  the 
expenses  of  printing,  legal  advice,  auditing  and  handling  of 
accounts  and  funds  and  other  general  expenses  paid  out  of  the 
general  revenue  fund  which  are  properly  chargeable  to  the 
fish  and  game  warden's  department.  The  remaining  ninety 
percent  of  said  fees  shall  be  by  the  state  treasurer  and  auditor 
of  state  placed  into  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  state  fish 
and  game  warden's  fund. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  moneys  now  in  the  state  treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  state  fish  and  game  warden's  fund  and  all  moneys 
collected  as  provided  for  in  chapter  44,  General  Statutes  of 
1915,  during  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1919,  June  30, 
1920,  and  June  30, 1921,  except  the  ten  percent  to  be  credited  to 
the  general  revenue  fund  as  provided  for  in  section  3  of  this  act» 
are  hereby  appropriated  to  be  used  by  the  state  fish  and  game 
warden  to  pay  the  necessary  salaries  and  expenses  in  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  the  fish  and  game  laws  of  the  state  re- 
specting the  breeding,  propagation  and  preservation  of  fish 
and  game,  and  for  the  distribution  of  young  fish,  game  and 
game  birds  throughout  the  state  and  for  the  improvement,  pro- 
tection and  upkeep  of  the  fish  and  game  hatchery  at  Pratt, 
Kansas,  and  for  the  development,  improvement,  care  and  up- 
keep of  any  game  preserve  that  may  be  established  in  the  state 
of  Kansas.  All  unexpended  balances  in  the  state  fish  and  game 
warden's  fund  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30, 
1919,  and  June  30,  1920,  are  hereby  reappropriated  and  made 
available  for  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  draw  his  warrants  on  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the 
purposes  herein  specified,  upon  duly  itemized  and  verified 
vouchers  approved  by  the  state  fish  and  game  warden  and  by 
the  business  manager  of  the  Board  of  Administration. 

Sec.  6.  That  original  section  1,  chapter  200  of  the  Laws  of 
1917,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

SALARY  OP  STATE  OIL  INSPECTOR,  DEPUTIES  AND  OFFICE 
ASSISTANTS;  APPARATUS  AND  METHOD  USED  IN  TESTING 
FUEL  OIL  PRESCRIBED;  REPORTS  OF  DEALERS  AND  MANU- 
FACTURERS REQUIRED. 

Senate  bill  No.   269. 

An  Act  concerning^  state  oil  inspection,  amending  sections  6,  G  and  9  of 
chapter  245  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  repealing  the  orijk:inal  sec- 
tions so  amended;  and  repealing  section  8  of  chapter  245  of  the  Ses- 
sion Laws  ori917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  5  of  chapter  245  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  5.  The 
state  oil  inspector  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars  and  all  necessary  traveling  expenses,  together 
with  office  expenses  actual  and  necessary  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties  as  state  oil  inspector.  The  deputy  inspectors 
shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not  to  exceed  eighteen 
hundred  dollars  and  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  in  per- 
forming the  duties  of  deputy  oil  inspectors.  The  state  oil 
inspector  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  a  chief  clerk  at  an 
annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  All  salaries  provided 
for  in  this  section,  together  with  the  expenses  of  the  office, 
shall  be  paid  monthly. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  6  of  chapter  245  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  6.  In  testing 
by  said  inspector  or  his  deputies  of  all  kerosene  oils  for  illumi- 
nating purposes  they  shall  reject  all  such  oils  as  will  emit  com- 
bustive  vapor  at  a  temperature  of  less  than  110  degrees 
Fahrenheit.  The  oil  tester  known  as  "the  Foster  automatic 
cup"  shall  be  used  in  the  making  of  these  tests,  and  the  oil 
shall  not  be  heated  faster  than  two  degrees  per  minute.  All 
kerosene  oils  for  illuminating  purposes  shall  not  show  a  lower 
flash  point  than  the  110  degrees  Fahrenheit  above  mentioned. 
All  gasoline  that  is  used  for  heating,  illuminating  and  power 
purposes  shall  be  tested  and  graded,  and  all  gasoline  used  for 
heating,  illuminating  and  power  purposes  shall  be  subjected 
to  the  following  test:  Said  gasoline  shall  be  water  white, 
liquid  hydrocarbon  obtained  by  straight  distillation,  absorp- 
tion, compression,  or  by  the  cracking  process,  or  by  the  blend- 
ing of  two  or  more  thereof,  shall  be  free  from  acid,  sweet  by 
"doctor  test"  and  shall  have  an  end  point  or  boiling  tempera- 
ture not  exceeding  450  degrees  Fahrenheit  at  98  percent  off, 
and  shall  distill  over  at  least  20  percent  at  230  degrees  Fahren- 
heit and  50  percent  at  325  degrees  Fahrenheit  when  tested  by 
a  distillation  apparatus  similar  to  the  one  manufactured  by  the 
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C.  J..  Tagliabue  Manufacturing  Company  and  adopted  by  the 
American  Society  for  Testing  Materials.  Said  test  shall  be 
made  in  the  manner  following:  The  flask  with  the  condenser 
shall  be  filled  with  100  cubic  centimeters  of  the  gasoline  to  be 
tested  and  heat  applied  in  a  regulated  degree,  care  being  taken 
that  the  distillation  proceed  at  the  rate  of  three  to  four  cubic 
centimeters  per  minute.  The  notation  of  the  percentages  dis- 
tilled off  at  the  following  temperatures  shall  be  recorded: 
(1)  —  percent  at  230  degrees  Fahrenheit;  (2)  —  percent  at 
325  degrees  Fahrenheit ;  (3)  —  percent  at  450  degrees  Fahren- 
heit. All  gasoline  shall  be  weighed  by  standard  hydrometer 
and  gravity  recorded,  using  Baume  scale. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  9  of  chapter  245  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  9.  Every  re- 
finer, manufacturer,  vendor  or  dealer  in  any  of  the  above  men- 
tioned oils  or  fluids  subject  to  inspection  under  this  act  shall 
report  in  full  and  detail  before  the  10th  day  of  every  month 
at  the  office  of  the  state  oil  inspector  on  blanks  furnished  by 
the  oil  inspection  department,  of  any  aiid  all  inspections  made 
by  the  oil  inspection  department  for  him  or  them  during  the 
preceding  month,  and  every  refiner,  manufacturer,  vendor  or 
dealer  who  shall  neglect  or  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offense.  The  state  oil  inspector  shall  on  or  before  the  25th  day 
of  December  of  each  year  make  and  deliver  to  the  governor  of 
the  state  a  consolidated  report  of  the  inspections  made  by  him- 
self and  his  deputies  during  the  preceding  calendar  year. 

Sec.  4.  That  original  sections  5,  6,  8  and  9  of  chapter  245 
of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  approval,  passage  and  publication  in  the  official  state 
paper.

Senate  bill  No.  828. 

An  Act  to  license  maternity  hospitals  or  homes,  and  homes  for  infants 
or  children;  and  making  violations  thereof  a  misdemeanor;  and  pro- 
viding penalties  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  on  and  after  July  1,  1919,  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  to 
conduct  or  maintain  a  maternity  hospital  or  home,  or  board- 
ing, receiving  or  detention  home  for  infants  under  three  years 
of  age  or  for  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  as  herein 
defined,  without  having  in  full  force  a  written  license  thereof 
from  the  State  Board  of  Health:  Provided,  that  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  apply  to  any  state  institution  maintained  and 
operated  by  the  state. 

Sec.  2.  The  term  maternity  hospital  or  home  as  used  in 
this  act  shall  mean  a  house  or  other  place  maintained  or  con- 
ducted by  anyone  who  advertises  himself  or  who  holds  him- 
self out  as  having  or  conducting  such  a  home  or  place  as  a ' 
maternity  hospital  or  home ;  or  a  house  or  any  other  place  in 
which  any  person  receives,  cares  for  or  treats  one  or  more 
women  during  pregnancy,  or  at  or  after  delivery,  except  women 
related  to  him  by  blood  or  marriage:  Provided,  however, 
that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  a  regular  hospital  other 
than  a  maternity  hospital,  and  that  nothing  herein  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  a  nurse  from  practicing  her  profession 
in  the  care  of  a  patient  in  the  home  of  a  patient. 

Sec.  3.  The  term  boarding  home  for  infants  or  children  as 
used  in  this  act  shall  mean  a  house  or  other  place  conducted 
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or  maintained  by  anyone  who  advertises  or  holds  himself  out 
as  conducting  such  a  place  as  a  boarding  house  or  home  for 
infants  or  children ;  or  who  has  in  his  control  or  custody  one 
or  more  infants  under  three  years  of  age  or  children  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  unattended  by  parent  or  guardians  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  such  children  with  food  or  lodging, 
or  both,  except  children  related  to  him  by  blood  or  marriage, 
or  legal  adoption;  or  any  children's  home,  orphanage,  day 
nursery  or  other  institution;  or  association,  organization  or 
individual  engaged  in  receiving,  caring  for,  or  finding  homes 
for  orphans,  dependent  or  neglected  children ;  or  any  receiving 
or  detention  home  provided  or  maintained  by,  or  receiving  aid 
from  any  city  or  county  or  the  state. 

Sec.  4.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  have  the  power  to 
grant  license  to  a  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  to 
maintain  a  maternity  hospital  or  home  or  a  home  for  infants 
under  three  years  of  age,  or  children  under  sixteen  years  of 
age.  The  license  shall  state  the  name  of  the  licensee,  describe 
the  particular  premises  in  or  at  which  the  business  shall  be 
carried  on,  whether  it  shall  receive  and  care  for  women  or  in- 
fants or  children,  and  the  number  of  women  or  infants  or 
children  that  may  be  treated,  maintained,  boarded  or  cared  for 
at  any  one  time.  No  greater  number  of  women  or  infants  or 
children  than  is  authorized  in  the  license  shall  be  kept  or  dis- 
posed of  in  a  building  or  place  not  designated  in  the  license. 
The  license  shall  be  kept  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
hospital  or  house  in  which  the  business  is  conducted.  No 
license  shall  be  granted  for  a  term  exceeding  one  year ;  and  the 
State  Board  of  Health  shall  grant  no  license  in  any  case  until 
careful  inspection  of  the  maternity  hospital  or  home  or  home 
for  infants  or  children  shall  have  been  made  according  to  the 
terms  of  this  act;  and  until  such  maternity  hospital  or  home 
or  home  for  infants  or  children  has  complied  with  all  the 
requirements  of  this  act.  When  the  State  Board  of  Health 
shall  find  upon  investigation  that  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  being  violated,  or  such  maternity  hospital  or  home, 
or  home  for  infants  or  children  is  maintained  without  due 
regard  to  the  health,  comfort  or  morality  of  the  inmates,  it 
shall  after  reasonable  notice  revoke  such  license  and  shall 
note  such  revocation  upon  the  face  of  the  record  and  shall 
give  notice  in  writing  of  such  revocation  to  the  licensee  in 
person  or  by  registered  mail. 

Sec.  5.  The  fee  for  license  to  conduct  a  maternity  hospital 
or  home  for  infants  or  children- shall  be  two  dollars,  except 
that  for  a  hospital  or  home  which  contains  provision  for  five 
or  more  inmates  the  fee  shall  be  five  dollars,  which  shall  be 
paid  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  before  the  license  is  issued, 
and  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  on  or  be- 
fore the  tenth  day  of  each  month  pay  into  the  state  treasury 
all  such  fees  collected  for  license  during  the  preceding  month. 
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Sec.  6.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  serve  written 
notice  to  the  State  Board  of  Administration  and  to  the  probate 
judge  and  to  the  city  and  county  beards  of  health  in  every 
city  and  county  in  which  a  maternity  hospital  or  home,  or 
home  for  infants  or  children  is  located,  of  the  issuance  of  a 
license  to  conduct  such  hospital  or  home,  or  the  revocation  of 
such  license ;  and  the  State  Board  of  Administration,  the  pro- 
bate judge  or  other  officer  or  any  person  shall  not  place  or 
cause  to  be  placed  any  maternity  patient  or  infant  under  three 
years  of  age  or  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  in  any  ma- 
ternity hospital  or  home,  or  home  for  infants  or  children  not 
having  in  full  force  a  written  license  from  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

Sec.  7.  The  licensee  of  a  maternity  hospital  or  home  shall 
keep  a  record  upon  forms  prescribed  and  provided  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  wherein  shall  be  entered  the  true  name  of 
every  patient,  together  with  her  place  of  residence  during 
the  year  preceding  admission  to  the  hospital  or  home;  the 
name  and  address  of  the  physician  or  midwife  who  attends 
each  birth  taking  place  in  such  hospital  or  home;  and  the 
licensee  of  a  home  for  infants  or  children  shall  keep  a  record 
upon  forms  prescribed  and  provided  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  wherein  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  each 
child  received  and  cared  for  in  such- home;  the  name  of  the 
physician  who  attended  any  sick  children  therein,  together 
with  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  parents  or  guardians  of 
such  children ;  and  such  other  information  as  the  State  Board 
of  Health  may  require.  The  licensee  of  a  maternity  hospital 
or  home,  or  home  for  infants  or  children  shall  apply  to  and 
shall  receive  gratuitously  from  the  State  Board  of  Health 
forms  for  such  records  as  may  be  required,  which  forms  shall 
contain  a  copy  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  Any  maternity  hospital,  or  home  for  infants  or  chil- 
dren coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  properly 
heated,  plumbed,  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  every  department  with  strict  rejrard  to  the  health, 
comfort  and  safety  of  the  inmates.  In  all  cities,  towns  and 
villages  where  there  is  a  system  of  waterworks  and  sewerage 
maintained  for  public  use,  every  maternity  hospital  or  home, 
or  home  for  infants  or  children  shall  be  equipped  with  suitable 
toilets,  lavatories,  bathtubs,  sinks  and  drains,  shall  be  con- 
nected by  proper  plumbing  with  such  water  and  sewerage 
systems,  and  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a  cleanly  and  sanitary 
condition.  In  all  cities,  towns  or  villages  not  having  a  system 
of  waterworks  or  sewerage  for  public  use,  every  maternity 
hospital  or  home,  or  home  for  infants  or  children  shall  have 
properly  constructed  privies  or  overvaults  to  receive  night 
soil,  the  same  to  be  ventilated,  screened,  disinfected,  kept  free 
from  foul  odor,  all  times  in  a  cleanly  and  sanitary  condition. 
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Every  maternity  hospital  or  home,  or  home  for  infants  or 
children  shall  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  for  the  use  of 
each  inmate  and  employee  individual  towel,  washcloth,  comb 
and  individual  drinking  cup  or  sanitary  bubbling  fount£tin,  and 
toothbrushes  for  all  other  than  infants,  and  shall  keep  or  re- 
quire such  articles  to  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a  cleanly  and  sani- 
tary condition.  Every  maternity  hospital  or  home,  or  home 
for  infants  or  children  shall  be  provided  with  one  fire  ex- 
tinguisher of  a  style  and  size  approved  by  the  state  fire  mar- 
shal; and  every  maternity  hospital  or  home,  or  home  for  in- 
fants or  children  which  is  more  than  one  story  high  and  con- 
taining and  offering  accommodations  for,  at  any  one  time,  ten 
or  more  maternity  patients,  or  ten  or  more  infants  or  children, 
shall  be  provided  with  a  suitable  fire  escape  constructed  of 
iron  or  steel,  approved  by  the  state  fire  marshal.  The  State 
Board  of  Health  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make 
further  sanitary  regulations  as  may  be  found  necessary  to 
protect  the  lives  and  the  health  of  inmates  or  employees  in  a 
maternity  hospital  or  home,  or  home  for  infants  or  children* 

Sec.  9.  No  personal  firm,  corporation  or  association  shall 
offer  to  adopt,  find  a  home  for,  or  in  any  manner  offer  to  dis- 
pose of  any  child  as  an  inducement  to  a  woman  to  come  to  his 
or  its  place  during  pregnancy,  or  at,  or  after  delivery ;  or  shall 
offer  such  as  an  inducement  to  any  parent,  guardian  or  cus- 
todian of  an  infant  or  child  to  place  such  infant  or  child  in  his 
or  its  home,  institution  or  establishment. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  maternity  hospital  or 
home  to  accept  other  than  maternity  patients,  and  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  home  for  infants  or  children  to  receive  or 
care  for  any  aged  or  indigent  adult ;  or  insane  or  feeble-minded 
person;  or  a  tuberculous  or  syphilitic  person,  or  a  person 
afilicted  with  any  dangerous  communicable  disease,  or  anyone 
under  the  surveillance  of  the  police  power  of  the  state,  or  of 
any  county  or  city  in  the  state ;  and  the  presence  of  such  person 
in  the  maternity  hospital  or  home,  or  home  for  infants  or  chil- 
dren shall  be  cause  for  a  refusal  of  the  license  and  shall  work 
the  revocation  of  a  license  in  force. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  conducting  a  maternity  hospital  or 
home  shall  receive  or  care  for  infants  over  three  years  of  age. 

Sec.  12.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  division  of  child 
hygiene  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  inspect  or  cause  to  be 
inspected  at  least  once  every  six  months  every  maternity  hos- 
pital or  home,  or  home  for  infants  or  children;  and  for  that 
purpose  it  shall  have  the  right  of  entry  and  access  thereto  in 
every  department  and  to  every  place  in  the  premises ;  and  shall 
call  for  and  examine  the  records  which  are  required  to  be  kept 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  shall  make  and  preserve  a 
record  of  every  inspection.  The  licensee  shall  give  aU  reason- 
able information  to  the  authorized  agent  of  the  State  Board  of 
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Health  and  shall  afford  every  reasonable  facility  for  viewingr 
the  premises  and  seeing  the  patients  therein:  Provided,  that 
no  patient  without  her  consent  shall  be  required  to  be  inter- 
viewed by  any  agent  unless  the  agent  shall  be  a  woman  or  a 
licensed  physician. 

Sec.  13.  Whenever  the  authorized  agent  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  shall  find  a  maternity  hospital  or  home,  or  home  for 
infants  or  children  is  not  being  conducted  according  to  law,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  agent  to  notify  the  licensee  in  writing 
of  such  changes  or  alterations  as  the  agent  shall  deem  neces- 
sary in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and 
the  agent  shall  file  a  copy  of  such  notice  with  the  State  Board 
of  Health.  It  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  licensee  to 
make  such  changes  or  alterations  as  are  contained  in  the 
written  notice  within  five  days  from  the  receipt  of  such  notice. 

Sec.  14.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  who 
shall  violate  the  provisions  of  any  section  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.  And  each 
and  every  day  that  he  or  it  shall  fail  or  refuse  so  to  comply 
shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense  under  the  provision  of  this 
act.  If  for  thirty  days  after  any  final  conviction  for  such  vio- 
lation or  revocation  of  license  he  or  it  shall  still  fail  or  refuse 
so  to  comply  with  the  orders  in  the  above  notice,  upon  five 
days'  notice  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  the  building  or 
premises  where  such  home  is  conducted  may  be  closed  until  all 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  have  been  complied  with. 

Sec.  15.  The  county  attorney  of  each  county  in  this  state 
is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  upon  complaint  of  any  au- 
thorized agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  to  file  complaint 
and  prosecute  to  the  final  determination  all  actions  or  proceed- 
ings against  any  person  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  211. 

RELATING    TO   PARENTAL   HOMES    FOR   HOMELESS,   DELIN- 
QUENT OR  NEGLECTED  CHILDREN  IN  CERTAIN  COUNTIES. 

House  bill  No.  50. 

An  act  relating  to  parental  homes  for  homeless,  dependent,  neglected 
or  delinquent  children  in  certain  counties,  and  amending  section 
3098  of  the  Greneral  Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915,  and  repealing  said 
original  section  3098. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  3098  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1916  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Sec.  3098.  In  every  county  having  a  city  whose 
population  is  not  less  than  fifty-three  thousand,  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  may  by  unanimous  vote  and  shall  upon 
petition  of  30%  of  the  electors  of  such  county  procure  the 
necessary  ground  and  erect  suitable  buildings  for  a  parental 
home  for  homeless,  dependent,  neglected  or  delinquent  children 
within  such  county  and  shall  conduct  and  maintain  the  samQ. 

Sec  2.  That  said  original  section  3098  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  212. 

PROVIDING  FOR  THE  DEPOSIT  OF  SECURITIES  WITH  THE 
STATE  TREASURER  BY  CAPITAL  STOCK  INSURANCE  COM- 
PANIES. 

Senate  bill  No.  254. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  deposit  of  securities  with  the  state  treasurer 
by  capital  stock  insurance  companies  organized  under  the  Laws  of  the 
state  of  Kansas. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Any  stock  insurance  company  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Kansas  and  having  a  capital  stock  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  more,  shall  deposit  with  the 
state  treasurer  for  the  benefit  of  all  its  policyholders  at  least 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  said  capital  stock  in  securities 
approved  by  the  state  superintendent  of  insurance;  any  such 
company  having  a  capital  stock  of  less  than  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  shall  so  deposit  all  of  its  capital  stock  for  the 
benefit  of  all  of  its  policyholders. 
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Health  and  shall  afford  every  reasonable  facility  for  viewing 
the  premises  and  seeing  the  patients  therein :  Provided,  that 
no  patient  without  her  consent  shall  be  required  to  be  inter- 
viewed by  any  agent  unless  the  agent  shall  be  a  woman  or  a 
licensed  physician. 

Sec.  13.  Whenever  the  authorized  agent  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  shall  find  a  maternity  hospital  or  home,  or  home  for 
infants  or  children  is  not  being  conducted  according  to  law,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  agent  to  notify  the  licensee  in  writing 
of  such  changes  or  alterations  as  the  agent  shall  deem  neces- 
sary in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and 
the  agent  shall  file  a  copy  of  such  notice  with  the  State  Board 
of  Health.  It  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  licensee  to 
make  such  changes  or  alterations  as  are  contained  in  the 
written  notice  within  five  days  from  the  receipt  of  such  notice. 

Sec.  14.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  who 
shall  violate  the  provisions  of  any  section  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.  And  each 
and  every  day  that  he  or  it  shall  fail  or  refuse  so  to  comply 
shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense  under  the  provision  of  this 
act.  If  for  thirty  days  after  any  final  conviction  for  such  vio- 
lation or  revocation  of  license  he  or  it  shall  still  fail  or  refuse 
so  to  comply  with  the  orders  in  the  above  notice,  upon  five 
days'  notice  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  the  building  or 
premises  where  such  home  is  conducted  may  be  closed  until  all 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  have  been  complied  with. 

Sec.  15.  The  county  attorney  of  each  county  in  this  state 
is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  upon  complaint  of  any  au- 
thorized agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  to  file  complaint 
and  prosecute  to  the  final  determination  all  actions  or  proceed- 
ings against  any  person  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  211. 

RELATING   TO    PARENTAL   HOMES    FOR   HOMELESS,   DELIN- 
QUENT OR  NEGLECTED  CHILDREN  IN  CERTAIN  COUNTIES. 

House  bill  No.  59. 

An  act  relating  to  parental  homes  for  homeless,  dependent,  neglected 
or  delinquent  children  in  certain  counties,  and  amending  section 
3098  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915,  and  repealing  said 
original  section  3098. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  section  3098  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Sec.  3098.  In  every  county  having  a  city  whose 
population  is  not  less  than  fifty-three  thousand,  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  may  by  unanimous  vote  and  shall  upon 
petition  of  30%  of  the  electors  of  such  county  procure  the 
necessary  ground  and  erect  suitable  buildings  for  a  parental 
home  for  homeless,  dependent,  neglected  or  delinquent  children 
within  such  county  and  shall  conduct  and  maintain  the  samQ. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  original  section  3098  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  212. 

PROVIDING  FOR  THE  DEPOSIT  OF  SECURITIES  WITH  THE 
STATE  TREASURER  BY  CAPITAL  STOCK  INSURANCE  COM- 
PANIES. 

Senate  bill  No.  254. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  deposit  of  securities  with  the  state  treasurer 
by  capital  stock  insurance  companies  organized  under  the  Laws  of  the 
state  of  Kansas. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Any  stock  insurance  company  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Kansas  and  having  a  capital  stock  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  more,  shall  deposit  with  the 
state  treasurer  for  the  benefit  of  all  its  policyholders  at  least 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  said  capital  stock  in  securities 
approved  by  the  state  superintendent  of  insurance;  any  such 
company  having  a  capital  stock  of  less  than  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  shall  so  deposit  all  of  its  capital  stock  for  the 
benefit  of  all  of  its  policyholders. 
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Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
aft^r  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  213. 

FIXING  THE  AMOUNT  OF  CAPITAL  STOCK  REQUIRED  OF  KAN- 
SAS COMPANIES  WRITING  FIRE,  ACCIDENT  AND  HEALTH 
OR  LIVESTOCK  INSURANCE  AND  REQUIRING  THE  DEPOSIT- 
ING OF  SECURITIES  WITH  THE  STATE  TREASURER. 

Senate  bill  No.  253. 

An  Act  relating  to  insurance  companies,  fixing  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  required  of  Kansas  companies  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
writing  fire,  accident  and  health  or  livestock  insurance  and  requiring 
the  depositing  of  securities  with  the  state  treasurer. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  No  capital  stock  company  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose of  writing  fire,  accident  and  health,  or  livestock  insurance 
shall  hereafter  be  incorporated  with  a  smaller  capital  stock 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  specified  in  the 
certificate  of  incorporation,  which  stock  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  And  each  such  company 
shall  deliver  to  the  superintendent  of  insurance  cash  or  securi- 
ties of  the  kind  and  character  in  which  the  company  shall  be 
allowed  to  invest  its  funds  in  an  amount  equal  to  not  less  than. 
$100,000.00,  to  be  deposited  with  the  state  treasurer  for  the 
benefit  of  all  policyholders. 

Sec  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  214. 

PROVIDING  FOR  THE  REGULATION   OF  MUTUAL  LIFE 

INSURANCE  COMPANIES. 

House  bill  No.  891. 

An  Act  to  regulate  mutual  life  insurance  companies  now  or  hereafter 

organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Any  mutual  life  insurance  company  now  or  here- 
after organized  or  operating  under  the  laws  of  this  state  un- 
der the  provisions  of  chapter  227  of  the  Laws  of  1907  shall 
deliver  to  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  to  be  deposited  with 
the  state  treasurer,  cash  or  securities  of  the  kind  or  character 
in  which  the  company  shall  be  allowed  to  invest  its  funds,  in 
an  amount  equal  to  the  net  cash  value  of  all  policies  and  annu- 
ity bonds  in  force  in  such  company,  valued  upon  the  American 
table  of  mortality,  and  three  and  one-half  percent  interest. 

Sec.  2.  After  making  the  deposit  mentioned  in  section  1 
the  company  may,  at  the  request  of  the  insured,  issue  policies 
of  insurance  or  endowment,  or  annuity  bonds,  having  upon 
their  face  a  certificate  in  the  following  words:  "This  policy 
or  annuity  bond,  as  the  case  may  b^,  is  registered  and  secured 
by  a  pledge  of  bonds  or  notes  and  mortgages  on  real  estate 
deposited  with  the  state  treasurer  of  the  state  of  Kansas  in  an 
amount  equal  to  the  full  legal  reserve  on  this  policy,"  which 
certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  superintendent  or  his  author- 
ized deputy  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  his  office.  These  policies 
and  bonds  shall  be  known  as  registered  policies  and  annuity 
bonds,  and  the  superintendent  of  insurance  shall  prepare  and 
keep  such  a  register  thereof  as  will  enable  him  to  compute 
their  value  at  any  time,  and  upon  written  proof,  attested  by 
the  president  or  vice  president  and  secretary  of  the  company 
which  shall  have  issued  such  policies  or  annuity  bonds,  that 
any  of  them  have  been  commuted  or  terminated,  the  superin- 
tendent shall  commute  or  cancel  them  on  such  register.  On  the 
first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  or  within  sixty 
days  thereafter,  the  superintendent  shall  cause  the  registered 
policies  and  annuity  bonds  of  each  company  to  be  carefully  re- 
valued and  the  actual  value  thereof  at  the  time  fixed  for  such 
valuation,  less  such  liens  as  the  company,  may  have  against 
them,  shall  be  registered. 

Sec.  3.  Any  company  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to 
change  the  securities  on  deposit  by  substituting  a  like  amount 
of  the  character  required  in  the  first  instance,  and  to  withdraw 
any  excess  of  securities ;  and  so  long  as  such  company  shall  re- 
main solvent  and  keep  up  its  deposits  it  may  collect  the  interest 
on  the  securities  deposited  as  the  same  accrue. 
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Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  amend,  repeal,  or 
limit  the  operation  in  any  way  of  paragraphs  5240  and  5241, 
General  Statutes  of  1915,  the  same  being  sections  1  and  2  of 
chapter  227  of  the  Laws  of  1907. 

Sec.  5.   This  act  shall  be  in  effect  on  and  after  its  publication 

in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  215. 

REGULATING  THE  PAYMENT  OF  DIVIDENDS  BY  COMPANIES 
WRITING  ACCIDENT  AND  HEALTH  INSURANCE. 

Senate  bill  No.  350. 

An  Act  relating  to  companies  writing  accident  and  health  insurance, 
regulating  the  payment  of  dividends,  and  repealing  all  acts  and  parts 
of  acts  in  conflict  therewith. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  directors,  trustees, 
managers  or  officers  of  any  accident  and  health  insurance  com- 
pany, organized  under  any  of  the  laws  of  this  state,  unless  such 
corporations  have  a  paid-up  capital  of  not  less  than  $100,000, 
directly  or  indirectly  to  make  or  pay  any  dividends,  or  pay 
any  interest,  bonus  or  other  allowance  in  lieu  of  dividends, 
except  from  surplus  profits  arising  from  their  business.  And 
in  estimating  such  profits  there  shall  be  reserved  therefrom  a 
sum  equal  to  fifty  percent  of  the  total  unearned  premiums  on 
all  unexpired  risks,  which  amount  shall  be  regarded  as  an 
absolute  liability  of  the  company.  And  there  shall  also  be 
reserved  all  interest  due  or  accrued  and  unpaid  and  the  amount 
of  all  bonds,  mortgages,  notes,  stock,  book  accounts  and  judg- 
ments due  to  or  held  by  the  company,  on  which  no  part  of  the 
principal  or  interest  shall  have  been  paid  during  the  year 
previous.  And  any  dividend  or  payment  made  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  subject  the  company  making 
the  same  to  a  forfeiture  of  its  charter. 

Sec.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  216. 

FRATERNAL  BENEFICIARY  ASSOCIATIONS  DEFINED;  FORM 
OF  GOVERNMENT;  PAYMENT  TO  BENEFICIARIES;  RESERVE 
OR  EMERGENCY  FUND. 

Senate  bill  No.  199. 

An  Act  relating  to  fraternal  beneficiary  societies,  orders,  and  associa- 
tions, and  amending  section  1  of  chapter  208,  Session  Laws  of  1917, 
and  repealing  said  original  section  1  of  chapter  208,  Session  Laws 
of  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

m 

Section  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  208,  Session  Laws  of 
ldl7,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  1.  A  fraternal 
beneficiary  association  is  hereby  declared  to  be  such  a  corpora- 
tion, society  or  voluntary  association  of  individuals,  formed 
or  organized  into  a  lodge  system  with  ritualistic  form  of  work, 
and  shall  be  carried  on  for  the  sole  benefit  of  its  members  and 
their  beneficiaries,  aftd  not  for  profit.  Every  fraternal  bene- 
ficiary association  as  herein  defined  shall  have  a  representative 
form  of  government,  with  provisions  for  corporate  meetings, 
and,  subject  to  compliance  with  its  constitution  and  laws,  shall 
makie  provisions  for  the  pajrment  of  benefits  in  case  of  death, 
and  may  make  provisions  for  the  payment  of  benefits  in  case 
of  sickness,  temporary  or  permanent  disability,  either  as  a 
result  of  disease,  accident,  or  old  age:  Provided,  the  period 
of  life  at  which  payment  of  physical  disability  benefits  on 
account  of  old  age  commences  shall  not  be  under  seventy  years, 
and  may  establish,  operate  and  maintain  benevolent,  educa- 
tional and  charitable  institutions  for  the  benefit  of  its  members 
and  their  families.  The  fund  from  which  the  payment  of  the 
benefits  of  such  association  shall  be  made,  and  the  fund  from 
which  the  expenses  of  such  association  shall  be  paid  shall  be 
derived  from  assessments,  premiums  or  dues  collected  from 
its  members,  and  interest  accumulation  thereon.  The  payment 
of  death  benefits  shall  be  confined  to  wife,  husband,  relative 
by  blood  to  the  fourth  degree  ascending  or  descending,  father- 
in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  daughter-in-law,  stepfather, 
stepmother,  stepchildren,  children  by  legal  adoption,  or  to  a 
person  or  persons  dependent  upon  the  member:  Provided, 
the  member  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  society,  make  an 
incorporated  charitable  institution  his  or  her  beneficiary.  With- 
in the  above  restrictions  each  member  shall  have  the  right  to 
designate  his  beneficiary,  and,  from  time  to  time,  have  the 
same  changed  in  accordance  with  the  laws,  rules  or  regula- 
tions of  the  society,  and  no  beneficiary  shall  have  or  obtain 
any  vested  interest  in  the  said  benefit  until  the  same  has  be- 
come due  and  payable  upon  the  death  of  the  said  member: 
Provided  further,  that  any  society  may  by  its  laws  limit  the 
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scope  of  beneficiaries  within  the  above  classes.  Such  asso- 
ciations may  create,  maintain  and  disburse  a  reserve  or 
emergency  fund  in  accordance  with  their  constitution  or  by- 
laws. Any  such  society  or  association,  entering:  into  a  con- 
tract to  consolidate,  merge  with,  transfer,  or  reinsure  its 
members  with  any  similar  society  or  association,  as  provided 
by  law,  shall  provide  in  such  contract  that  the  continuing 
society  shall  carry  out  all  lawful  provisions  of  certificates  of 
membership  previously  issued  by  either  of  such  organizations, 
and  may  provide  for  the  continuance  of  any  or  all  sucb  forms 
of  certificates  of  membership,  or  classes  of  members,  and  may 
in  such  contract  adopt  a  constitution  and  laws  for  the  manage- 
ment, control,  regulation  and  government  of  the  business  of 
the 'continuing  society  or  association.  Such  association  shall 
be  governed  by  this  act,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provi- 
sions of  other  insurance  laws  of  this  state,  and  no  law  here- 
after passed  shall  apply  to  them  unless  they  be  expressly 
designated  therein. 

Sec.  2.    Section  1  of  chapter  208  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1917  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  217. 

AUTOMOBILES  AND  OTHER  VEHICLES  USED  IN  TRANSPORT- 
ING INTOXICATING  LIQUOR  DECLARED  COMMON  NUI- 
SANCES; PROVISION  FOR  SALE  BY  ORDER  OF  THE  COURT; 
PROCEEDS  TO  SCHOOL  FUND. 

Senate  bill  No.   172. 

An  Act  relating  to  intoxicating  liquom. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  All  automobiles,  vehicles  and  other  property 
used  in  the  transportation  or  carrying  of  intoxicating  liquors 
into  this  state  or  in  carrying  and  transporting  intoxicating 
liquors  from  one  place  to  another  within  this  state  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  common  nuisances. 

Sec  2.  Upon  the  filing  of  a  complaint  or  information  charg- 
ing a  common  nuisance  as  above  defined,  a  warrant  shall  be 
issued,  authorizing  and  directing  the  officer  to  whom  it  is  di- 
rected to  arrest  the  person  or  persons  described  in  said  com- 
plaint or  information  or  the  person  or  persons  using  the  auto- 
mobiles, vehicles  and  other  property  for  the  transportation  of 
intoxicating  liquors  into  this  state,  or  for  the  transportation 
or  carrying  of  intoxicating  liquors  from  one  place  to  another 
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within  this  state,  and  to  seize  and  take  into  his  custody  all  such 
automobiles,  vehicles  and  other  property  so  used  which  he 
may  find,  and  safely  keep  the  same  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
court.  In  said  complaint  or  information  it  shall  not  be  nec- 
essary to  accurately  describe  the  automobile,  vehicle  or  other 
property  so  used,  but  only  such  description  shall  be  necessary 
as  will  enable  the  officer  executing  the  warrant  to  identify  it 
properly. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  vehicles,  automobiles  or  other  prop- 
erty shall  be  seized  under  such  warrant,  whether  an  arrest  has 
been  made  or  not,  a  notice  shall  issue  within  forty-eight  hours 
after  the  return  of  the  warrant  in  the  same  manner  as  a  sum- 
mons, directed  to  the  defendant  or  defendants  in  such  action 
and  to  all  persons  claiming  any  interest  in  such  vehicles,  auto- 
mobiles and  other  property,  fixing  a  time,  to  be  not  less  than 
60  days,  and  place  at  which  all  persons  claiming  any  interest 
therein  may  appear  and  answer  the  complaint  made  against 
such  vehicles,  automobiles  and  other  property  and  show  cause 
why  the  same  should  not  be  adjudged  forfeited  and  ordered 
sold  as  hereinafter  provided.  Such  notice  shall  be  served 
upon  the  defendant  or  defendants  in  the  action  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  summons  if  they  be  found  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  court,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  also  be  posted  in  one 
or  more  public  places  in  the  county  in  which  the  cause  is  pend- 
ing. If  at  the  time  for  filing  answer,  said  notice  has  not  been 
duly  served  or  other  sufficient  cause  appear,  the  time  for  an- 
swering may  be  by  the  court  extended  and  such  other  notice 
issued  as  will  supply  any  defect  in  the  previous  notice  and  give 
reasonable  time  and  opportunity  for  all  persons  interested  to 
appear  and  answer.  At  or  before  the  time  fixed  by  notice,  any 
person  claiming  an  interest  in  the  vehicles,  automobiles  or 
other  property  seized,  may  file  his  answer  in  writing,  setting 
up  his  claim  thereto,  and  shall  thereupon  be  admitted  as  a 
party  defendant  to  the  proceedings  against  such  vehicles,  auto- 
mobiles or  other  property.  The  complaint  or  information  and 
answer  or  answers  that  may  be  filed  shall  be  the  only  pleadings 
required;  and  at  the  time  fixed  for  answer,  or  at  any  other 
time  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  a  trial  shall  be  had  in  a  summary 
manner  before  the  court  of  the  allegations  of  the  complaint  or 
information  against  the  property  seized ;  and  whether  any  an- 
swer shall  be  filed  or  not,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  at- 
torney to  appear  and  adduce  evidence  in  support  of  such  alle- 
gation. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  court  shall  find  that  such  vehicles,  automobiles 
or  other  property  or  any  part  thereof  were  at  the  time  a  com- 
mon nuisance,  as  defined  in  section  No.  1,  it  shall  adjudge  for- 
feited so  much  thereof  as  the  court  shall  find  was  such  com- 
mon nuisance,  and  shall  order  the  officer  in  whose  custody  it  is 
to  sell  the  same  publicly,  and  said  officer  shall  cause  notice  to 
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be  given  by  publication  for  at  least  two  weeks  in  the  official 
county  paper  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  sale  of  said  property 
and  shall  file  in  said  court  his  return  showing:  the  sale  of  said 
property  and  the  amount  received  therefor  and  shall  pay  the 
same  into  court  to  await  the  order  of  the  court.  The  court,  if 
it  approves  such  sale,  shall  declare  forfeited  the  proceeds  of 
said  sale  and  shall  order  the  money  received  for  said  property 
at  said  sale  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  for  the  support 
of  the  common  schools,  after  paying  out  of  the  proceeds  of  said 
sale  the  costs  of  the  action,  including  costs  of  sale  and  the  keep- 
ing and  maintenance  of  said  property.  All  intoxicating  liquors 
found  in  such  vehicles,  automobiles  of  [or]  other  property 
seized,  together  with  the  bottles,  jugs  and  vessels  containing 
the  same,  shall  by  the  court  be  ordered  destroyed  in  the  same 
manner  and  upon  like  finding  as  provided  in  section  5513  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  1915. 

Sec.  5.  Either  the  state  or  any  defendant  or  other  person 
claiming  the  property  seized,  or  an  interest  therein,  may  ap- 
peal from  the  judgment  of  the  court  in  any  such  proceedings 
against  the  property  seized  in  the  manner  provided  for  taking 
appeals  in  criminal  cases.  Any  claimant  of  such  property  who 
appeals,  in  order  to  stay  proceedings,  must  enter  into  an  un- 
dertaking with  two  or  more  sureties  to  the  state  of  Kansas, 
to  be  approved  by  the  trial  court  or  the  clerk  thereof,  in  the 
sum  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  nor  less  than 
double  the  amount  of  the  value  of  said  property  as  fixed  by  the 
court  and  the  costs  adjudged  against  said  property,  condi- 
tioned that  he  will  prosecute  his  appeal  without  unnecessary 
delay,  and  if  judgment  be  entered  against  him  on  appeal  he 
will  satisfy  the  judgment  and  costs,  and  no  bond  shall  be  re- 
quired for  an  appeal  by  the  state,  and  such  appeal  shall  stay 
the  execution  of  the  judgment. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  in  any  way  af- 
fecting any  existing  statutes  relating  to  the  seizure  and  de- 
struction of  intoxicating  liquors  and  other  property,  as  set  out 
in  sections  5524  and  5529  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915,  or 
for  the  destruction  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  vessels  and  bot- 
tles containing  the  same,  as  provided  by  section  5513  of  the 
General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  shall  not  be  construed  as  re- 
pealing any  existing  statute  in  reference  to  intoxicating 
liquors,  but  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  supplemental  to  the 
laws  now  in  force,  relating  to  intoxicating  liquors. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CREATING  A  DIVISION  OF  IRRIGATION  WITHIN  THE  STATE 
BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE;  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  APPOINT- 
MENT OF  A  COMMISSIONER  OF  IRRIGATION  AND  DEFINING 
HIS  POWERS  AND  DUTIES;  MAKING  AN  APPROPRIATION 
FOR  SAID  DIVISION. 

HouM  bill  No.  480. 

An  Act  creating  a  division  of  irrigation,  providing  for  the  appointment 
of  a  commissioner  of  irrigation  and  fixing  the  duties  and  defining  the 
powers  thereof  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor,  and  repealing 
chapter  218  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  and  sections  5703,  5704, 
5705,  5706,  5707,  5708,  5709,  5710,  5711,  5712,  5713,  5714,  5715,  5716, 
5717,  5718,  5719,  5720,  5721,  5722,  5723,  5724  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  a  division  of  irrigation  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  created  within  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  to  be 
under  the  control  of  a  commissioner  of  irrigation  who  upon  the 
taking  effect  of  this  act  shall  be  appointed  by  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture.  Such  commissioner  of  irrigation  shall  hold  his 
office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State  Boafd  of  Agriculture  and 
shall  receive  as  full  compensation  for  his  services,  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  commissioner  of  irriga- 
tion who  has  not  had  at  least  three  years'  actual  experience 
as  an  engineer  in  the  construction  or  operation  of  irrigation 
pumping  plants. 

Sec.  3.  Such  commissioner  of  irrigation  shall  establish  and 
maintain  an  office  at  some  convenient  place  within  the  state 
^f  Kansas  to  be  designated  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture, 
and  shall  be  authorized  to  employ,  and  to  pay  out  of  the  funds 
herein  appropriated  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum  for  such  clerical  help  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  be  authorized  to 
pay  out  of  the  funds  herein  appropriated  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$2,500  per  year  for  the  reasonable  and  necessary  and  actual 
expenses  incurred  in  cases  against  Colorado  ditches  to  pre- 
vent the  diversion  of  waters  from  the  Arkansas  river :  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  part  of  the  money  so  appropriated 
shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  attorney's  fees. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  irrigation  commissioner : 
(1)  To  gather  data,  information  and  statistics  from  the  ex- 
isting irrigation  plants  in  the  state  concerning  the  water  sup- 
ply and  methods  of  securing  the  same  and  the  methods  em- 
ployed in  applying  water  to  crops,  and  he  shall  tabulate  and 
preserve  in  available  form  such  information  and  shall  publish 
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and  distribute  the  same  from  time  to  time;  (2)  to  visit  the 
site  of  any  proposed  irrigration  plant  in  the  state  upon  the 
request  of  any  citizen  of  the  state  ^nd  advise  as  to  the  feasi- 
bility of  installing:  such  plant  and  furnish  plans  and  specifica- 
tions therefor  upon  request,  such  visits  to  be  made  only  when 
his  actual  expenses  therefor  are  guaranteed  by  the  pferson  re- 
questing such  visit;  (3)  to  operate  by  lease  under  competitive 
bids  all  existing  irrigation  plants  now  owned  by  the  state  of 
Kansas,  and  installed  by  the  Board  of  Irrigation,  Survey,  Ex- 
periment and  Demonstration,  or  the  stete  irrigation  commis- 
sioner, until  such  time  as  he  shall  have  determined  .the  feasi- 
bility of  irrigation  under  conditions  existing  at  each  of  such 
plants,  and  all  proceeds  from  the  operation  of  any  such  plants 
shall  be  paid  into  and  become  a  part  of  the  funds  herein  pro- 
vided, for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  conducting  such 
department;  (4)  to  immediately  take  charge  of  all  property  of 
every  kind  and  nature  now  belonging  to  the  state  of  Kansas 
and  heretofore  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  by  the  Board 
of  Irrigation,  Survey,  Experiment  and  Demonstration,  and  the 
state  irrigation  commissioner  and  shall  have  authority  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  any  such  property  not  including  real  estate  and 
not  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  work  of  such  department ; 
(5)  to  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  State  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture, including  itemized  accounts  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  such  department. 

Sec.  5.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  departments  of  the 
state  government  and  of  the  State  University  and  State  Agri- 
cultural College  and  its  branches  and  experiment  stations  to 
furnish  information  and  assistance  to  such  irrigation  com- 
missioner upon  his  request  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in 
the  stete  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  following 
sums,  to  wit:  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  the 
sum  of  $2,000 ;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  the 
sum  of  $10,500 ;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  the 
sum  of  $10,500;  and  all  unexpended  balances  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1919,  is  [are]  hereby  reappropriated  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  and  all  unexpended  bal- 
ances for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  is  [are]  hereby 
reappropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921. 

Sec.  7.  The  auditor  of  stete  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  draw  his  warranto  on  the  treasurer  of  stete  for  the 
purposes  herein  specified  and  amounts  appropriated  in  sec- 
tion 6  of  this  act,  upon  duly  authorized  and  verified  vouchers. 

Sec.  8.  That  chapter  218  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917  and 
sections  5703,  5704,  5705,  5706,  5707,  5708,  5709,  5710,  5711, 
5712,  5713,  5714,  5715,  5716,  5717,  5718,  5719,  5720,  5721 
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5722,  5723,  5724  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  9.   This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

PROVIDING  ANNUAL  ALLOWANCE  TO  THE  SEVERAL  DE- 
PARTMENTS OF  THE  KANSAS  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

House  bUl  No.  695. 

An  Act  amending  section  1  of  chapter  223  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917 
and  repealing  said  original  section  1  of  chapter  223  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1917,  and  original  section  6197  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  223  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Kansas  of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Section  1.  The  state  shall  pay  annually  in  monthly  payments  to 
the  paymaster  general  or  such  officer  as  m^  be  detailed  as 
disbursing  officer  of  the  Kansas  National  Guard,  for  use  of 
buildings  and  rooms  to  be  occupied  as  armories  or  for  the 
storage  of  military  property  or  for  postage  and  incidental  ex- 
penses of  organizations,  headquarters  and  departments  of  the 
Kansas  National  Guard,  the  following  sums,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  the  Military  Board  may  deem  necessary:  For  each 
band,  company  of  infantry,  company  of  signal  corps,  company 
of  engineers,  or  machine  gun  company,  and  for  each  troop  of 
cavalry,  field  hospital  or  ambulance  company,  seven  hundred 
dollars;  for  each  battery  of  field  artillery,  two  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  for  brigade  headquarters,  two  hundred  dollars ;  for  each 
regimental  headquarters,  three  hundred  dollars ;  for  each  sani- 
tary detachment,  two  hundred  fifty  dollars :  Provided,  that  if 
any  sum  above  specified  proves  insufficient  in  any  particular 
case  or  cases,  the  Military  Board  shall  have  power  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  governor  to  make  such  equitable  readjustments 
and  distribution  among  the  several  organizations  of  the  Kansas 
National  Guard  of  the  sums  above  specified  as  they  may  deem 
just  and  reasonable.  The  paymaster  general  or  disbursing 
officer  shall  disburse  the  allowances  provided  above  in  ac- 
cordance with  regulations  to  be  promulgated  by  the  adjutant 
general  and  approved  by  the  governor.  On  the  certificate  of 
the  adjutant  general,  approved  by  the  governor,  the  state 
auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant,  at  the  end  of  each  month,  in 
favor  of  the  paymaster  general  or  disbursing  officer  for  the 
amounts  specified  in  such  certificate,  for  the  several  organi- 
sations, headquarters,  etc.,  as  specified  above. 
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Sec.  2.  That  original  section  1  of  chapter  223  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1917,  and  origrinal  section  6197  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  1915,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and  after 
its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.    '

CHAPTER  220. 

AUTHORIZING  THE  VARIOUS  CITIES  AND  COUNTIES  TO  REN- 
DER  AID  AND  ASSISTANCE  TO  THE  VARIOUS  NATIONAL 
GUARD  ORGANIZATIONS. 

House  bill  No.  696. 

An  Act  empowering  and  authorizing  the  various  cities  and  counties  of 
Kansas  to  render  aid  and  assistance  to  the  National  Guard  organiza- 
tions of  their  respective  municipalities,  and  supplemental  to  the 
militia  laws  now  on  the  statute  books. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  every  city  and  county  in  the  state  of  Kan- 
sas now  having  or  that  may  hereafter  have  a  National  Guard 
organization  witiiin  its  boundaries  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  render  such  financial  assistance  as  it  may  deem 
wise  and  patriotic  to  such  National  Guard  organization,  eith  ^r 
by  donating  lands  or  buildings,  or  donating  the  use  of  landss 
or  buildings,  or  by  contributing  money  to  their  equipment  and 
maintenance. 

Sec.  2.  •  That  the  mayor  and  council,  or  mayor  and  commis- 
sioners, or  board  of  county  commissioners  of  every  city  and 
county  in  this  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
make  an  annual  expenditure  in  cash  for  furnishing  equipment 
and  maintenance  to  a  National  Guard  organization  within 
its  boundaries  in  a  sum  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  ($2,000) 
dollars. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  the  event  that  any  real  property  is  donated 
to  a  National  Guard  organization  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  act,  and  the  National  Guard  organization  shall 
fail  or  refuse  to  use  the  same,  or  shall,  after  accepting  the 
same,  disband  its  organization,  the  title  to  the  real  property 
thus  donated  shall  revert  to  the  person,  corporation  or  munici- 
pality donating  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  any 
statute  now  on  the  statute  book  concerning  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  militia  of  this  state,  but  is  and  shall  be  sup- 
plemental thereto. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  221. 

RELATING  TO  THE  PAYMENT  OF  WAGES  OF  EMPLOYEES  OF 

CORPORATIONS. 

House  bill  No.  64. 

An  Act  in  relation  to  the  payment  of  the  wages  of  employees  of  cor- 
porations upon  discharge,  and  amending  and  repealing  general  section 
number  5875  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  General  section  number  5875  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1915  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  5875.  Whenever  any  employee  is  discharged  from  the 
employment  of  any  such  corporation,  firm  or  person  then  the 
wages  of  such  employee  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the 
day  of  such  discharge,  and  any  corporation,  firm  or  person  fail- 
ing to  pay  such  wages  on  written  demand,  within  twenty-four 
hours  of  time  of  demand,  shall,  as  a  penalty  for  such  failure, 
continue  to  pay  to  such  employee,  from  day  to  day,  additional 
wages  at  the  same  rate  that  he  had  been  earning  previous  to 
Bucn  discharge,  until  full  payment  of  original  wages  is  made. 

Sec.  2.  General  section  number  5875  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  the  state  of  Kansas  for  1915  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  publication  in  the 
statute  book.

CHAPTER  222. 

AUTHORIZING  BLIND  PERSONS  TO  WAIVE  RIGHT  TO  COMPEN- 
SATION FOR  INJURY  IN  THE  COURSE  OF  EMPLOYMENT, 
WHERE  BLINDNESS  WAS  THE  DIRECT  CAUSE. 

Senate  bill  No.  48. 

An  Act  in  relation  to  the  blind. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  lawful  for  any  blind 
person  over  the  age.  of  18  years  to  agree  to  and  with  his  or 
her  employer  to  waive  his  or  her  right  to  damages  or  compen- 
sation for  any  personal  injury  arising  out  of  or  in  the  course 
of  his  or  her  employment,  for  which  injury  such  blindness  was 
the  direct  cause,  and  any  such  agreement  shall  be  valid  and 
binding  upon  the  parties  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  on  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper. 

Approved  March  22,  1919.

RELATING  TO  NOTICE  REQUIRED  TO  TERMINATE 

TENANCY  AT  WILL. 

House  bill  No.  440.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  5959  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  5959. 
Thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  is  necessary  to  be  given  by  either 
party  before  he  can  terminate  a  tenancy  at  will,  or  from  one 
period  to  another  of  three  months  or  less ;  but  where  in  any  case 
rent  is  reserved  payable  at  intervals  of  less  than  thirty  days, 
the  length  of  notice  need  not  be  greater  than  such  interval 
between  the  days  of  payment :  Provided,  however,  that  when 
premises  are  furnished  or- let  by  an  employer  to  an  employee, 
said  tenancy  shall  cease  and  determine  ten  days  after  written 
notice  to  vacate. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  5959  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  enforced  from  and 
after  its  passage,  approval  and  publication  in  the  statute  book.

TIME  OF  TERMINATION  OF  TENANCY  FROM  YEAR  TO  YEAR 

OF  FARM  PROPERTY. 

House  bill  No.  50. 

An  Act  fixing  the  time  for  termination  of  tenancy  from  year  to  year 
and  amending  section  5961,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing 
said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  5961,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section 
5961.  In  cases  of  tenants  occupying  and  cultivating  farms,  the 
notice  must  fix  the  termination  of  the  tenancy  to  take  place  on 
the  first  day  of  March :  Provided,  That  if  such  tenant  becomes 
a  tenant  from  year  to  year  by  occupying  the  premises  after 
the  expiration  of  the  term  fixed  in  a  written  lease,  the  notice  of 
termination  of  tenancy  must  fix  the  termination  of  tenancy  to 
take  place  on  the  same  day  of  the  same  month  following  the 
service  of  the  notice  as  the  day  and  month  of  termination  fixed 
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in  the  original  lease  under  which  said  tenant  first  occupied  the 
premises. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  5961,  General  Statutes  of  1915, 
is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

An  Act  concerning  tuberculin  test  of  cattle,  and  giving  the  livestock 

sanitary  commission  certain  power.

Section  1.  That  section  11100  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  is  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  11100. 
That  the  livestock  sanitary  commissioner,  whenever  he  may 
deem  it  necessary,  shall  formulate  and  announce  the  rules  un- 
der which  the  tuberculin  test  for  tuberculosis  in  domestic  ani- 
mals shall  be  applied  and  for  all  proceedingrs  subsequent  to  such 
application :  (a)  No  tuberculin  shall  be  used  other  than  that 
furnished  by  the  United  States  government.  (6)  No  person 
other  than  one  indicated  for  that  purpose  by  the  livestock  sani- 
tary commissioner  shall  inject  any  tuberculin  into  any  animal 
in  this  state,  (c)  All  charts  giving  the  temperatures  and  con- 
ditions existing  at  the  time  the  animal  was  tested,  accompanied 
by  a  history  and  description  of  the  animal,  shaU  be,  immedi- 
ately after  the  test  is  made,  submitted  to  the  state  livestock 
sanitary  commissioner,  who  shall  thereupon  render  his  opinion 
thereon,  which  decision  shall  be  final,  and  shall  be  recorded  in 
his  office,  (d)  That  the  state  livestock  sanitary  commissioner 
shall  at  once  apply  the  quarantine  and  other  regulations  issued 
by  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  animals  found  in- 
fected with  tuberculosis. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  11100  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

TUBERCULOSIS.

An  Act  concerning  testing  for  tuberculosis  in  dairy  herds,  amending 
section  11102  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  and  re- 
pealing original  section  11102.

rules  prescribed  by  the  livestock  sanitary  commissioner. 

Sec  2.  That  original  section  11102  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915  is  repealed. 

Sec  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

An  Act  relating  to  the  inspection  of  brands  of  horses,  mules,  cattle,  sheep 
and  hogs  and  making  appropriations  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  upon  the  taking  effect  ^f  this  act,  the  state 
livestock  sanitary  commissioner  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  appoint  such  brand  inspectors,  not  to  exceed  two, 
as  may  in  his  judgment  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  accordance  with 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  for  their  direction  by  the 
state  livestock  sanitary  commissioner,  to  inspect  or  cause  to  be 
inspected  for  marks  and  brands  any  horses,  mules,  cattle,  sheep 
or  hogs  in  the  state  of  Kansas.  Said  brand  inspectors  shall 
make  a  permanent  record  of  their  investigations  as  required 
by  this  act,  which  record  shall  be  filed  with  and  become  a  part 
of  the  records  of  the  state  livestock  sanitary  commissioner  and 
the  livestock  sanitary  commissioner  shall  include  all  reports 
made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  his  biennial  report  to 
the  governor  and  legislature. 

Sec.  2.  Said  brand  inspectors  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the 
direction  of  the  state  livestock  sanitary  commissioner  and  shall 
for  their  services  receive  not  to  exceed  $5.00  per  day  and  ac- 
tual and  necessary  traveling  expenses  while  in  the  discharge 
of  .duty. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act  there  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  funds  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  the  following  sums : 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919 $1,500 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920. . . ; 5,000 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921 5,000 

or  SO  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act :  Provided,  that  any  unexpended  balances  of 
the  appropriations  herein  made  for  the  fiscal  year  1919  at  the 
close  of  said  year  are  hereby  reappropriated  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1919,  and  any  unexpended  balances  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1920,  are  hereby  reap- 
propriated for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921.  The 
auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his 
warrants  upon  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the  amounts  and 
purposes  specified  in  sections  1  and  2  of  this  act,  upon  duly 
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itemized  and  verified  vouchers  approved  by  the  livestock  sani- 
tary commissioner. 

Sec.  4.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

MAJORITY  AGE  OF  MALES  AND  FEMALES. 

Senate  bill  No.  90. 

An  Act  amending  sectiJln  1  of  chapter  184  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kan- 
sas, of  1917,  and  relating  to  the  age  of  minority  and  majority  in  males 
and  females,  and  repealing  said  original  section  1  of  chapter  184  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  184  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Kansas,  1917,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows:  Section  1.  That  the  period  of  minority  ex- 
tends in  males  and  females  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years; 
provided,  that  every  legally  married  person  over  eighteen 
years  of  age  while  such  marriage  relation  exists,  shall  be  con- 
sidered of  the  age  of  majority  in  all  matters  relating  to  con- 
tracts, property  rights  and  liabilities,  and  the  capacity  to  sue 
and  be  sued. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  1  of  chapter  184  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Kansas,  of  1917,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage,  approval  and  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  230. 

MARRIAGE  OF  PERSON  WHO  IS  EPILEPTIC,  IMBECILE,  FEEBLE- 
MINDED OR  AFFLICTED  WITH  INSANITY  UNLAWFUL,  EX- 
CEPT FEMALE  PERSON  OVER  FORTY-FIVE  YEARS;  MAR- 
RIAGE OF  CHILDREN  OF  INSANE  PARENTS. 

Senate  bill  No.  142. 

An  Act  relating  to  marriage,  and  amending  sections  6155  and  6157  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  sections. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  section  6155  of  the  General  Statutes  pf 
1915  of  the  state  of  Kansas  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  6155.  No  woman  under  the  age 
of  forty-five  years,  or  man  of  any  age,  except  he  marry  a 
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woman  over  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  either  of  whom  is 
epileptic,  imbecile,  feeble-minded  or  afflicted  with  insanity, 
shall  hereafter  intermarry  or  marry  any  other  person  within 
this  state.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  marry  any 
such  feeble-minded,  imbecile  or  epileptic  person,  or  anyone 
afflicted  with  insanity.  Children  bom  after  a  parent  was 
insane  shall  not  marry  except  under  the  above-named  condi- 
tions, unless  the  parent  or  parents  of  such  children  shall  have 
been  discharged  from  the  State  Hospital  for.  Insane  or  any 
other  legally  constituted  institution  for  the  treatment  of  the  in- 
sane more  than  nine  months  before  the  birth  of  the  child,  as 
cured  and  remained  cured  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  after 
such  discharge. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  6157  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows:  Sec.  6157.  No  officer  authorized  by  law  to  issue 
marriage  licenses  in  this  state  shall  hereafter  issue  such  a 
license  to  any  persons  either  of  whom  is  afflicted  with  any  of 
the  diseases  mentioned  in  section  1  of  this  act,  knowing  them 
to  be  so  afflicted,  unless  the  female  party  to  such  marriage  is 
over  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  but  said  officer  shall  in  all 
cases  ask  of  the  party  applying  for  a  marriage  license  and  re- 
quire him  to  make  answer  thereto  in  writing  under  oath  to  the 
following  question :  Have  you  or  has  the  person  you  are  ex- 
pecting to  marry  ever  been  afflicted  with  epilepsy,  imbecility, 
feeble-mindedness,  or  insanity? 

Sec.  3.  Said  original  sections  6155  and  6157  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  231. 

RELATING  TO  BREAK-THROUGHS,  PILLARS,  AND  AIR  COURSES 
IN  MINES,  AND  TO  THE  HEALTH  AND  SAFETY  OF  PERSONS 
EMPLOYED  THEREIN. 

Sub8titut«  for  Senate  bill  No.  19. 

An  Act  amending  section  6292  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas,  1915, 
relating  to  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  employed  in  mines,  and 
repealing  said  original  section  number  6292. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  number  6292  of  the  Statutes  of 
Kansas,  1915,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: Sec.  6292.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  mine  owner, 
agent,  lessee  or  operator  of  any  coal  mine,  or  any  other  under- 
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ground  workings  where  any  kind  of  material  is  mined  or  ex- 
cavated, in  either  shaft  mine,  slope  mine,  or  drift  mine,  by  sys- 
tem of  room  and  pillar,  to  mine  or  cause  to  be  mined,  by  any 
employee  therein,  in  any  of  said  mines,  any  minerals  mined  by 
bushel,  ton  or  other  rates,  to  excavate  coal  or  other  materials 
in  an  advance  space  of  forty  feet,  unless  break-throughs  are 
made,  ranging  in  distance  as  follows :  Forty  feet  shall  consti- 
tute the  distance  between  break-throughs,  which  shall  be  made 
through  the  pillar  which  divides  either  room,  air  courses  or 
entries,  where  any  of  said  rooms,  air  courses  or  entries  are  in 
operation,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  distance  exceed  the  aforesaid 
distance,  namely  forty  feet,  irrespective  of  thickness  or  distance 
of  the  pillar  or  pillars  which  divide  such  rooms,  air  courses  or 
entries :  Provided,  however,  that  in  figuring  the  distance  the 
entry  or  room  can  advance  beyond  the  last  cross-cut,  there 
shall  be  added  to  the  distance  between  cross-cuts  or  break- 
throughs, the  width  of  the  cross-cut,  airway,  or  break-through 
to  be  driven,  and  after  the  work  has  been  started  on  a  cross-cut, 
airway,  or  break-through,  then  the  entry  or  room  off  from 
which  said  cross-cut,  airway  or  break-through  has  been  turned 
may  be  driven  forward  not  to  exceed  fifteen  feet  beyond  the  in- 
side rib  of  the  cross-cut,  airway  or  break-through  while  and 
during  the  time  the  work  is  in  progress  driving  forward  said 
cross-cut,  airway  or  break-through. 

Sec.  2.  Original  section  6292  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas, 1915,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage 
and  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  232. 

RELATING  TO  ESCAPE  SHAFTS  IN  COAL  MINES. 

Senate  bill  No.  201. 

An  Act  relating  to  escape  shafts  in  coal  mines,  and  extending  the  time 

within  which  the  same  may  be  completed. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  in  all  cases  where  any  coal  mine  hereto- 
fore in  operation  in  this  state,  with  its  principal  or  main  shaft 
of  a  depth  of  over  one  thousand  feet,  and  having  no  air  or  es- 
capement shaft  other  than  its  main  or  principal  shaft,  the  time 
within  which  to  complete  such  air  or  escapement  shaft,  as  re- 
quired by  chapter  243  of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  1917,  is  hereby 
extended  four  years  from  the  1st  day  of  March,  1919:  Pro- 
vided, that  work  on  such  escapement  shaft  shall  commence 
£.nd  continue  with  not  less  than  a  double  shifting  crew  within

six  months  after  the  hoisting  of  coal  from  said  mine  until  such 
escapement  shaft  has  been  completed. 

Sec.  2.    All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  233. 

TO  PREVENT  THE  POLLUTION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

House  biU  No.  90. 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  water  supplies  and  providing  a 

remedy  and  penalties  for  violations  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  If  any  well  or  other  excavation  be  put  down 
to  or  through  any  vein  or  strata  containing  salt  water  or 
water  containing  any  minerals  in  appreciable  quantities,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  operator,  driller  or  person 
putting  down  such  well  or  excavation  to  case  or  plug  such  well 
or  excavation  in  such  manner  as  to  exclude  all  salt  water  or 
water  containing  minerals  in  appreciable  quantities  from  both 
upper  and  lower  veins  or  strata  holding  water  suitable  for 
domestic  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons,  companies  or  corporations,  private  or 
municipal,  owning  or  controlling  a  supply  of  water  for  domes- 
tic purposes,  injured  or  threatened  with  injury  by  a  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  remedy  by  injunction,  mandatory  or  prohibitive,  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  against  aily  person,  company 
or  corporation  causing  or  threatening  to  cause  such  injury. 

Sec.  3.  Any  violation  of  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  a 
misdemeanor,  punishable  by  fine  of  not  more  than  $1^000. 
Prosecutions  under  this  act  must  be  begun  within  six  months 
after  the  commission  of  the  offense. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  p^per.

MORTGAGE  OF  PERSONAL  PROPERTY  VOID  AGAINST  CRED- 
ITOR  UNLESS  COPY  FILED  WITH  REGISTER  OF  DEEDS. 

Honse  bill  No.  222. 

An  Act  relating  to  mortgages,  amending  section  6495  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  6495  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  6495.  Every 
mortgage  or  conveyance  intended  to  operate  as  a  mortgage  of 
personal  property,  which  shall  not  be  accompanied  by  an  im- 
mediate delivery  and  be  followed  by  an  actual  and  continued 
change  of  possession  of  the  things  mortgaged,  shall  be  ab- 
solutely void  as  against  the  creditors  of  the  mortgagor,  and  as 
against  subsequent  purchasers  and  mortgagees  in  good  faith, 
unless  the  mortgage  or  a  true  copy  thereof  shall  be  forthwith 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  county  in 
which  the  mortgagor  resides,  if  the  mortgagor  be  a  resident 
of  this  state ;  but  if  the  mortgagor  does  not  reside  in  this  state 
then  the  mortgage  shall  be  recorded  in  the  county  in  which  the 
mortgaged  property  is  situated  at  the  time  the  mortgage  is 
executed. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  6495  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  235. 

RELATING  TO  MECHANIC'S  LIENS. 

House  bill  No.   144. 

An  Act  to  amend  sections  7557  and  7559  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915,  relating  to  mechanic  liens  and  entitled  ''An  act  con- 
cerning the  code  of  civil  procedure." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  7557  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915,  being  section  649  of  chapter  182  of  the  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  1909,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  7557. 
Any  person  who  shall  under  a  contract  with  the  owner  of 
any  tract,  or  piece  of  land,  or  with  a  trustee,  agent,  husband 
or  wife  of  such  owner,  either  by  himself  or  with  horse,  or  team 
or  horses  and  driver,  or  auto  truck  or  auto  truck  and  driver, 
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or  furnish  material  for  the  erection,  alteration  or  repair  of  any 
building,  improvement  or  structure  thereon,  or  who  shall  fur- 
nish material  or  perform  labor  by  himself  or  with  horse,  or 
team  or  horses  and  driver,  or  auto  truck  or  auto  truck  and 
driver  in  putting  up  of  any  fixtures  or  machinery  in  or  attach- 
ment to  any  such  building,  structure  or  improvement,  or  who 
shall  plant  any  trees,  vines,  plants  or  hedge  in  or  upon  such 
land,  or  who  shall  build,  alter  or  repair,  or  furnish  labor  by 
himself,  or  with  horse,  or  team  or  horses  and  driver,  or  auto 
truck  or  auto  truck  and  driver,  or  material  for  building,  alter- 
ing or  repairing  any  fence  or  f ootwalk  in  or  upon  said  land,  or 
any  sidewalk  in  any  street  abutting  said  land,  shall  have  a  lien 
upon  the  whole  of  said  piece  or  tract  of  land,  the  building  and 
appurtenances,  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  for  the  amount 
due  to  him  for  such  labor  of  himself,  horse,  team,  horses  and 
driver,  or  auto  truck  or  auto  truck  and  driver,  material,  fix- 
tures or  machinery.  Such  lien  shall  be  preferred  to  all  other 
liens  or  incumbrances  which  may  attach  to  or  upon  said  land, 
building,  or  improvement,  or  either  of  them,  subsequent  to  the 
commencement  of  such  building,  the  furnishing  or  putting  up 
of  such  fixtures,  or  machinery,  the  planting  of  trees,  vines, 
plants  or  hedge,  the  building  of  such  fence,  footwalk,  or  side- 
walk, or  the  making  of  any  such  repairs  or  improvements. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  7559  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915, 
being  section  651  of  chapter  182  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1909, 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  7559.  Any  person 
who  shall  furnish  any  such  material,  or  perform  such  labor 
by  himself,  with  horse  or  team,  or  horses  and  driver,  or  auto 
truck  or  auto  truck  and  driver,  under  a  subcontract  with  the 
contractor,  or  as  an  artisan  or  day  laborer  in  the  employ  of 
such  contractor,  may  obtain  a  lien  upon  such  land  from  the 
same  time,  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the 
original  contractor,  for  the  amount  due  him  for  such  material 
and  labor,  and  any  artisan  or  day  laborer  when  working  by 
himself,  or  with  horse,  team  or  horses  and  driver,  or  auto 
truck  or  auto  truck  and  driver,  in  the  employ  of  such  subcon- 
tractor, may  obtain  a  lien  upon  such  land  from  the  same  time, 
in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  subcon- 
tractor, for  the  amount  due  him  for  such  material  and  labor 
by  himself,  or  with  horse,  team  or  horses  and  driver,  or  auto 
truck  or  auto  truck  and  driver,  by  filing  with  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  is  situated, 
within  sixty  days  after  the  date  upon  which  material  was  last 
furnished  or  labor  last  performed  under  such  subcontract  a 
statement  verified  by  affidavits  setting  forth  the  amount  due 
from  the  contractor  to  the  claimant,  and  the  items  thereof  as 
nearly  as  practicable,  the  name  of  the  owner,  the  name  of  the 
contractor,  the  name  of  the  claimant  and  a  description  of  the 
property  upon  which  a  lien  is  claimed ;  and  by  serving  a  notice 
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in  writing  of  the  filing  of  such  a  lien  upon  the  owner  of  the 
land:  Provided,  that  if  with  due  diligence  the  owner  cannot 
be  found  in  the  county  where  the  land  is  situated,  the  claim- 
ant, after  iiling  an  affidavit  setting  forth  such  facts,  may  serve 
a  copy  of  such  statement  upon  the  occupant  of  the  land,  or  if 
the  land  be  unoccupied  may  post  such  copy  in  a  conspicuous 
place  upon  the  land,  or  any  building  thereon.  Immediately 
upon  the  filing  of  such  statement  the  clerk  of  said  court  shall 
enter  a  record  of  the  same  in  the  docket  provided  for  in  the 
preceding  section,  and  in  the  manner  therein  specified :  Pro- 
vided, that  if  the  owner  of  any  land  affected  by  such  lien  shall 
not  thereby  become  liable  to  any  claimant  for  a  greater  amount 
than  he  contracted  to  pay  the  original  contractor ;  but  the  risk 
of  all  payments  made  to  the  original  contractor  shall  be  upon 
such  owner  until  the  expiration  of  the  sixty  days  hereinafter 
specified,  and  no  owner  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  by  such  con- 
tractor until  the  expiration  of  said  sixty  days,  and  such  owner 
may  pay  such  subcontractor  the  amount  due  him  from  such 
contractor  for  such  work,  labor  and  material  and  the  amount 
so  paid  shall  be  held  and  deemed  a  payment  of  said  amount  to 
the  original  contractor.  The  district  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  fee  of  fifty  cents  in  each  case  for  entering  the  statements 
provided  for  in  this  act,  and  the  costs  of  filing  and  entering 
such  statement  shall  be  recovered  as  part  of  the  cost  to  en- 
force such  liens. 

Sec.  3.  That  original  sections  7557  an(}  7559,  General  Stat- 
utes, 1915,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  236. 

RELATING  TO  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  RESTRAINING  ORDERS  IN 
ACTIONS  FOR  DIVORCE  AND  ALIMONY. 

House  bUl  No.  218. 

An  Act  to  amend  section  7577  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915, 
being  an  act  relating  to  the  issuance  of  restraining  orders  in  actions 
for  divorce  and  alimony,  «/id  repealing  said  original  section  7577. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  7577  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Sec.  7577.  After  a  petition  has  been  filed  in  an 
action  for  divorce  and  alimony,  or  for  alimony  alone,  the 
court,  or  tlie  judge  thereof  in  vacation,  may  make  without  bond, 
and  enforce  by  attachment,  such  order  to  restrain  the  disposi- 
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tion  of  the  property  of  the  parties  or  either  of  them,  and  for 
the  use,  management  and  control  thereof,  or  for  the  control 
of  the  children  and  support  of  the  wife  or  the  wife  and  chil- 
dren, during  the  pendency  of  the  action,  as  may  be  right  and 
proper,  and  may  make  such  order  relative  to  the  expenses  of 
the  suit  as  will  insure  to  the  wife  an  efficient  preparation  of 
her  case ;  and  on  granting  a  divorce  in  favor,  of  the  wife  or 
refusing  of  the  application  of  her  husband,  the  court  may  re- 
quire the  husband  to  pay  such  reasonable  expenses  of  the  wife 
in  the  prosecution  or  defense  of  the  action  as  may  be  just  and 
proper,  considering  the  respective  parties  and  the  means  and 
property  of  each.  And  in  the  absence  of  the  judge  of  the  dis- 
trict court  from  the  county,  or  in  case  the  judge  of  the  district 
court  is  disqualified  by  interest  or  prevented  by  sickness,  the 
probate  judge  may  make  without  bond  such  order  to  restrain 
the  disposition  of  the  property  of  the  parties,  or  either  of 
them,  and  for  the  use,  management  and  control  thereof,  or  for 
the  control  of  the  children  and  support  of  the  wife  or  the  wife 
and  children  during  the  pendepcy  of  the  action,  and  may  in 
case  the  judge  of  the  district  court  is  disqualified  by  interest, 
prevented  by  sickness  or  absent  from  the  county,  modify  or 
vacate  such  order  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  proper :  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
authorize  the  probate  judge  to  vacate  or  modify  any  order 
issued  as  in  this  action  provided  by  the  district  court  or  the 
judge  thereof. 

Any  order  issued  by  the  probate  judge  as  provided  for  in 
this  act  shall  be  of  the  same  effect  as  a  like  order  made  by  the 
judge  of  the  district  court. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  7577  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  of  1915  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  237. 

PROVIDING  THAT  GARNISHMENT  MAY  BE  HAD  AGAINST 
STATE,  COUNTY  AND  CITY  OFFICERS,  AND  ALL  OTHER 
OFFICERS  OF  MUNICIPAL  CORPORATIONS. 

House  bill  No.  333. 

An  Act  relatinsr  to  garnishment  and  providing  that  garnishment  may  be 
had  against  state,  county*  and  city  officers,  and  all  other  officers  of 
municipal  corporations. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  all  provisions,  requirements,  conditions 
and  exemptions  of  the  garnishment  laws  of  the  state  of  Kansas 
shall  apply  to  all  state,  county,  city,  township  and  school  dis- 
trict officers  and  employees,  as  well  as  to  all  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  all  municipal  corporations,  to  the  same  extent  and 
effect  as  such  laws  apply  under  the  existing  statutes  of  the 
state  of  Kansas  to  officers  and  employees  of  private  corpora- 
tions. That  consent  is  hereby  given  for  garnishment  suits 
and  proceedings  to  be  brought  against  the  state  and  such 
counties,  townships,  cities,  school  districts  and  other  municipal 
corporations  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  procedure 
as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  bringing  such  suits  and  pro- 
ceedings against  private  corporations:  Provided,  this  section 
shall  apply  only  in  case  where  it  is  sought  to  hold  and  i^pply 
the  earnings  of  such  officers  and  employees  for  personal  serv- 
ices rendered  to  the  state  and  such  counties,  townships,  cities 
and  other  municipal  corporations  to  the  pajrment  or  indebted- 
ness of  such  officers  and  employees  to  the  plaintiff  in  such 
garnishment  proceedings. 

Sec.  2.  Such  proceedings  may  be  brought  against  the  state, 
county,  township,  city  or  other  municipal  corporation,  as 
garnishee  defendant,  and  process  served  upon  the  state  aud- 
itor, county  clerk,  or  other  auditing  officer  whose  duty  it  is 
to  pay  or  issue  warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  due 
such  officer  or  employee  for  the  service  which  has  been  rendered 
by  him.  But  such  proceedings  shall  not  be  brought  after  the 
issuance  of  any  warrant  or  check  for  any  sums  due  any  such 
officer  or  employee.  Service  of  process  of  garnishment  may  be 
made  upon  the  state  auditor,  county  clerk,  or  other  auditing 
or  financial  officer  of  any  municipal  corporation  or  school  dis- 
trict included  within  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  auditor,  county  clerk,  or  other  officer  to  answer 
any  garnishment  summons  served  upon  him  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  answer  of  private  corporations:  Provided,  that 
the.  state  auditor,  county  clerk,  or  other  auditing  or  financial 
officer  upon  whom  service  may  be  made  under  this  act  shall 
not  be  required  to  appear  and  answer  said  summons  in  person, 
nor  shall  he  be  required  to  appear  and  answer  interrogatories, 
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but  he  may  file  his  answer  in  writing  and  may  transmit  the 
same  by  United  States  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  or  justice 
of  the  peace  issuing  said  summons. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  be  in  effect  on  and  after  its  publica- 
tion in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  238. 

REGULATING  THE  COLLECTION  OF  DEPOSITS  AS  SECURITY 
FOR  PAYMENT  OF  BILLS  BY  MUNICIPALLY  OWNED  PUBLIC 
UTILITIES. 

Senate  bill  No.  632. 

An  Act  regulating  the  collection  by  pubMc  or  municipally  owned  utilities 
of  deposits  as  security  from  customers  for  the  payment  of  bills  for 
service,  and  fixing  the  rate  of  interest  which  shall  be  paid  customers 
on  such  deposits,  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  public  or  mu- 
nicipally owned  utility  doing  business  in  the  state  of  Kansas  to 
receive  or  collect  a  deposit  from  any  customer  as  security  for 
the  payment  of  bills  for  service  rendered,  unless  such  public 
utility  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  the  date  on  which  such 
deposit  is  received,  the  name  of  the  depositor,  and  the  amount 
thereof,  and  shall  pay  to  the  customer  making  the  deposit  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  four  percent  per  annum,  such  interest  to 
be  credited  on  the  first  day  of  January  succeeding  such  deposit 
and  on  the  first  day  of  January  thereafter,  and  shall  be  payable 
at  the  office  of  the  utility,  in  cash,  on  demand  of  the  depositor. 
Any  interest  credited  shall  be  subject  to  call  and  payment  at 
any  time,  but  shall  not  draw  interest.  The  amount  of  deposit 
required  shall  at  all  times  be  reasonable,  and  shall  be  based 
upon  the  value  of  the  maximum  service  rendered ;  and  such  ad- 
vance deposit,  tog,ether  with  the  interest  due  thereon,  may  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  any  accrued  bills,  or  bills  due  on  dis- 
continuance of  service.  Interest  on  deposits  by  customers  so 
held  as  security  for  service  or  for  meters  at  the  taking  effect  of 
this  act  shall  draw  interest  from  that  date  and  be  credited  and 
paid  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Any  public  or  municipally  owned  utility  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  $5.00  nor  exceeding  $25.00  to  be  recovered  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  which  penalty  shall  be  paid 
into  the  school  fund  of  the  county  where  the  utility  is  located. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  239. 

PROVIDING  FOR  THE  REGULATION  OF  NATURAL  GAS  FOR 
DOMESTIC  USE;  DEFINING  THE  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF 
THE  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION  WITH  RESPECT 
THERETO. 

Substitute  for  House  bill  No.  425. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  and  distribution  of  natural  g^as  for  domestic 
use  and  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission of  the  state  of  Kansas  with  respect  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Every  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association 
engaged  in  the  distribution  and  sale  of  natural  gas  for  domes- 
tic use,  under  a  franchise  granted  by  any  city  having  a  popula- 
tion of  500  or  more  within  this  state,  shall  receive  compensa- 
tion for  the  same  upon  the  basis  of  efficient  and  adequate  serv- 
ice, and  when  such  service  is  inefficient  because  of  inadequate 
pressure  the  rate  charged  such  consumers  shall  be  graduated 
or  reduced  according  to  rules  and  regulations  presc^bed  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the  state  of  Kansas,  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the  state  of 
Kansas  is  hereby  empowered  to  establish  districts  within  any 
city  having  a  population  of  500  or  more  where  gas  is  distrib- 
uted under  any  such  franchise,  and  to  require  and  compel  the 
installation  of  regulators,  pressure  gauges,  and  other  devices 
for  determining  the  pressure  of  such  gas  and  recording  the 
same  within  such  districts.  The  commission  shall  fix  a  stand- 
ard pressure  for  efficient  service  and  the  price  to  be  paid  by  the 
consumer  based  thereon,  and  shall  also  formulate  and  pre- 
scribe a  method  or  methods  for  computing  the  amounts  to  be 
paid  for  gas  by  domestic  consumers  when  the  pressure  is  in- 
sufficient, based  upon  the  standard  of  pressure  for  efficient 
service,  and  to  make  and  prescribe  and  enforce  such  reason- 
able rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  and 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book. 

Approved  March  14,  1919. 
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CHAPTER  240. 

AUTHORIZING  THE  CREATION  OF  BENEFIT  DISTRICTS  FOR 
THE  PURPOSE  OF  ISSUING  BONDS  AND  TO  MAKE  SUB- 
SCRIPTION  TO  RAILROAD  STOCK. 

Senate  bill  No.  409. 

An  Act  relating  to  railroad  aid  bonds  and  providing  for  the  creation 
of  benefit  districts  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  such  bonds  and  to  make 
subscription  to  railroad  stock. 

Be4t  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  benefit  districts  consisting  of  townships, 
or  parts  of  townships,  may  be  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
making  subscriptions  to  railroad  stock  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  railroads  in  and  through  said  benefit  districts,  and  for 
such  purpose  the  bonds  of  such  benefit  districts  may  be  issued 
and  sold  in  accordance  with  the  requirements,  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  present  laws  of  the  state  relating  to  the  issuance 
of  township  bonds  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads.  The 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  in  this' 
state  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  upon  a  proper 
petition  being  presented  for  that  purpose,  to  incorporate  and 
organize  said  benefit  districts  within  their  respective  counties 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided :  Provided,  that  no  district 
shall  be  organized  to  include  any  railroad  now  constructed  or 
operating  in  or  through  any  township  of  this  state  other  than 
the  one  to  which  is  sought  to  extend  aid  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  nor  shall  any  tax  be  levied  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  on  any  property  of  any  railroad  existing  and  operating 
prior  to  the  organization  of  any  district  petitioned  for  under 
this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  each  benefit  district  incorporated  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and 
is  hereby  granted  power  to:  (a)  adopt  a  seal;  (b)  to  sue  and 
be  sued  by  its  corporate  name ;  (c)  to  issue  bonds  in  aid  of  the 
construction  of  railroads,  and  to  sul^cribe  for  stock  in  said 
railroads  in  return  for  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  said  bonds, 
as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Said  benefit  districts  may  include  all  lands  within 
the  county,  whether  consisting  of  one  or  more  townships  or 
parts  of  said  townships,  where  such  townships  have  not 
issued  bonds  and  made  subscription  to  the  stock  of  the  rail- 
road to  which  it  is  sought  to  issue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  its  construction.  That  the  petition  for  the  incor- 
poration  and  organization  of  a  benefit  district  shall  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in 
which  the  lands  which  it  is  proposed  shall  constitute  the  dis- 
trict are  situated.    The  petition  shall  describe  the  territory 
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proposed  to  be  so  incorporated  by  sections  or  subdivisions  of 
sections,  according  to  the  government  survey,  or  by  metes  and 
bounds,  and  shall  state  that  the  lands  and  property  therein 
embraced  will  be  benefited  by  the  construction  of  the  railroad 
to  which  it  is  proposed  to  issue  bonds  in  aid  of  its  construction, 
and  that  it  is  not  practicable  for  township  bonds  to  be  issued 
to  said  railroad  on  account  of  the  proposed  location  of  said  rail- 
road and  the  boundaries  of  said  townships.  Such  petition 
shall  contain  a  prayer  that  all  the  territory  within  the  bounda- 
ries defined  in  the  petition  be  incorporated  as  a  benefit  dis- 
trict under  the  corporate  name  to  be  therein  designated. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  a  petition  in  conformity  to  the  next 
preceding  section,  signed  by  not  less  than  two-fifths  of  the  tax- 
payers residing  within  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  dis- 
trict, shall  be  presented  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  any  county,  praying  that  a  benefit  district  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act  be  incorporated  and  organized,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
forthwith  of  such  board  of  county  commissioners  to  fix  a  time 
for  the  hearing  of  such  petition  and  to  cause  the  county  clerk 
to  give  notice  thereof  by  one  publication  in  some  newspaper 
published  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  county  at  least  five 
days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  hearing. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  time  set  for  the  hearing  of  the  petition, 
as  provided  in  the  next  preceding  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  commissioners  to  first  ascertain  and  determine 
whether  notice  has  been  given  of  the  time  of  hearing,  as  re- 
quired by  this  act,  and  if  it  shall  be  determined  that  such 
notice  has  been  given,  to  make  a  declaration  and  finding  of 
that  fact  and  cause  the  same  to  be  entered  upon  its  records, 
and  thereupon  to  hear  all  persons  in  favor  of  or  opposed  to 
granting  the  prayer  of  said  petition,  and  all  other  evidence 
that  it  may  desire  to  hear,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  such  petition  contains  the  proper  number  of  signers 
possessing  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  this  act,  and 
whether  the  statements  in  said  petition  are  true ;  and  if  upon 
such  hearing  it  shall  be  found  that  such  petition  is  in  con- 
formity to  the  requirements  of  this  act  and  that  the  allegations 
thereof  are  true,  then  such  board  of  county  commissioners  shall 
make  a  finding  and  decision  to  that  effect  and  shall  thereupon 
immediately  declare  the  territory  described  in  the  petition  to 
constitute  a  public  corporation  and  the  inhabitants  within  such 
bounds  to  be  incorporated  as  a  benefit  district  under  the  name 

of  the Railroad  Aid  Benefit  District,  county, 

Kansas  (inserting  the  name  designated  in  the  petition  and  the 
name  of  the  proper  county) ,  and  thenceforth  the  said  territory 
and  the  inhabitants  residing  therein,  and  their  successors, 
shall  constitute  a  body  politic  and  corporate  under  said  cor- 
porate name  and  shall  h^ve  perpetual  succession  as  such  cor- 
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poration  unless  and  until  such  corporation  is  otherwise  dis- 
solved according  to  law. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners incorporating  any  benefit  district  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  to  cause  an  entry  to  be  made  upon  its  records 
showing  all  of  its  declarations,  findings,  decisions  and  orders 
made  pursuant  to  the  preceding  sections,  which  entry  shall 
define  the  limits  of  the  benefit  district  to  be  so  incorporated  in 
conformity  with  the  description  contained  in  the  petition,  and 
such  entry  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  election  to 
determine  whether  such  benefit  district  shall  issue  bonds  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  any  railroad  ex- 
tending in  or  through,  or  about  to  be  constructed  in  or  through, 
any  such  benefit  district  and  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
which  said  district  has  been  organized.  The  board  of  county 
commissioners  shall  designate  five  taxpayers  residing  within 
said  district,  three  to  act  as  judges  and  two  to  act  as  clerks  of 
such  election,  and  all  declarations,  determinations,  findings,  de- 
cisions and  orders  of  such  board  of  county  commissioners  so 
entered  of  record  shall  be  conclusive  on  all  persons  so  that  no 
matter  or  facts  so  determined  shall  ever  be  disputed  by  any- 
one, and  a  record,  or  a  properly  authenticated  copy  thereof, 
shall  be  conclusive  in  all  courts  of  the  matters  therein  recited 
and  of  the  corporate  existence  of  such  benefit  districts. 

Sec.  7.  The  elections  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  held, 
canvassed,  and  returns  made  to  the  county  board  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now  provided  for  the  holding  of  township  elec- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  voting  railroad  aid  bonds. 

Sec.  8.  The  county  commissioners  of  any  county  in  which 
a  benefit  district  is  organized  according  to  the  terms  of  this 
act  shall,  ex  officio,  act  as  the  oflficers  of  said  benefit  district  in 
like  manner,  and  shall  perform  the  same  duties  for  said  dis- 
trict as  are  performed  by  a  township  board  for  a  township  in 
the  issuance,  registration  and  payment  of  railroad  aid  bonds 
levying  tax  and  in  providing  a  sinking  fund  therefor  and  in 
taking  and  holding  stock  subscribed  to  any  such  railroad  as 
an  aid  in  the  construction  thereof.  Such  board  of  county  com- 
missioners shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  trustee, 
another  as  clerk  and  another  as  treasurer  of  said  benefit  dis- 
trict, and  shall  sign  all  orders,  warrants,  or  other  instruments 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  act  into  effect  as 

county  commissioners,  ex  officio,  clerk,  director,  or 

trustee  of benefit  district,  as  the  case  may  be.    All 

laws  and  statutes  relating  to  the  issuance  of  railroad  bonds, 
the  providing  of  sinking  funds  and  the  distribution  of  taxes  of 
the  railroads  extending  through  said  benefit  districts,  to  bonds 
issued  by  townships,  or  the  taxation  of  railroads  extending 
through  townships,  which  have  issued  railroad  bonds  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  railroads,  are  hereby 
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adopted  for  the  purposes  of  this  act :  Provided,  that  where  a 
benefit  district  is  created  in  part  from  two  or  more  townships 
and  the  amount  of  taxation  paid  by,  any  railroad  extending 
through  said  district  in  any  one  year  shall  exceed  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  interest  on  said 
bonds  and  the  sinking  fund  requirements,  the  balance  of  said 
taxes  shall  be  distributed  between  the  townships  in  which  said 
lands  are  situated  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  lands  lo- 
cated in  each  of  said  townships. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  its  publication 
in  the  Statute  Book. 

Approved  March  20,  1919. 


CHAPTER  241. 

ENABLING  TOWNSHIPS  TO  ISSUE  BONDS  TO  AID  RAILROAD 
CORPORATIONS  IN  THE  CONSTRUCTION  AND  COMPLETION 
OF  RAILROADS. 

Senate  bill  No.  428. 

An  Act  relating  to  railroad  aid  bonds  and  enabling  townships  to  issue 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  railroad  corporations  in  the  construc- 
tion and  completion  of  railroads. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Any  township  in  this  state  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  bonds  of  such  township  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ten 
percent  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  township,  as  determined 
by  the  assessment  books  of  the  preceding  year,  to  subscribe  to 
the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation  having  a  railroad 
constructed  in  or  through  such  township,  or  proposing  to  con- 
struct such  railroad  in  or  through  such  township,  to  be  oper- 
ated by  steam,  electric,  or  other  power.  Such  bonds  shall  run 
not  less  than  ten  years  nor  more  than  thirty  years  and  shall 
bear  interest  at  not  to  exceed  six  percent  per  annum,  payable 
semiannually. 

Sec.  2.  Before  &ny  railroad  company  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive any  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provisions 
for  the  stock  of  such  company,  such  company  shall  deliver  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  township  issuing  said  bonds  stock  in  said 
road  equal  in  amount  with  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued, 
dollar  for  dollar. 

Sec.  3.  Before  such  aid  shall  be  extended  and  such  bonds 
issued  the  proposition  shall  first  be  submitted  by  the  township 
board  of  such  township  to  the  qualified  electors  of  such  town- 
ship at  a  general  or  special  election.  Such  election  shall  be 
called  upon  petition  of  two-fifths  of  the  qualified  electors  of 
such  township.  The  trustee  of  such  township  shall  by  procla- 
mation give  notice  of  such  election,  giving  the  amount  and  pur- 
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pose  for  which  bonds  are  proposed  to  be  issued,  the  name  of  the  ' 
railroad  corporation  to  be  a'ded,  the  time  of  maturity  of  the 
bonds,  and  the  place  or  places  where  the  election  will  be  held. 
Such  proclamation  shall  be  issued  and  publication  thereof  made 
in  some  weekly  newspaper  published  and  having  a  general  cir- 
culation in  such  township  for  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
day  when  the  election  is  to  be  held,  and  at  least  two  publica- 
tions of  such  notice  shall  be  made  in  such  newspaper.  Such 
election  shall  be  held  and  returns  thereof  made  and  the  result 
declared  as  provided  by  the  general  election  laws  of  the  state  so 
far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  such  proposi- 
tion be  in  favor  of  the  issuing  of  such  bonds,  the  township  board 
shall  cause  the  bonds  of  such  township  to  be  issued  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  that  specified  in  the  proclamation  of  the  trustee. 
Such  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  trustee  and  attested  by  the 
clerk  of  the  township  issuing  the  same,  and  shall  be  made  pay- 
able at  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  state  of  Kansas  in  the  city  of 
New  York  or  at  such  other  place  as  the  township  board  shall 
designate. 

Sec.  5.  No  bonds  shall  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  to  an  amount  which  added  to  all  the  other  outstanding 
bonds  of  the  township  issuing  the  same  shall  make  the  total 
bonded  indebtedness  of  said  township  more  than  twenty  per- 
cent of  the  assessed  valuation  of  such  township  as  shown  by 
the  assessment  books  of  the  preceding  year ;  and  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  $6,000  per  mile  of  any  railroad  seeking  to  take 
the  benefit  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  No  railroad  company  shall  receive  the  benefits  of 
this  act  or  the  aid  provided  for  herein  if  such  company  has  is- 
sued any  first  mortgage  bonds  on  its  railroad,  or  any  form  of 
mortgage  lien  or  stock  creating  a  lien  or  claim  prior  to  the 
stock  issued  to  the  township,  or  townships,  in  exchange  for 
bonds  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  unless  such  rail- 
road company  shall  create  a  sinking  fund  of  at  least 
twenty-five  percent  of  the  par  value  of  any  such  prior  in- 
debtedness, to  be  deposited  at  compound  interest  at  not 
less  than  four  percent,  with  a  reputable  trust  company  of 
the  state  of  Kansas,  or  of  the  United  States,  which  trust 
company  shall  be  approved  by  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission before  such  township  bonds  shall  be  issued,  and  any 
such  railroad  having  accepted  the  subscription  of  stock  of  town- 
ships provided  for  herein  shall  not  issue  any  first  mortgage 
bonds  or  create  any  lien  prior  to  the  stock  issued  to  such  town- 
ship or  townships  without  fully  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section  relative  to  providing  a  sinking  fund  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  bonded  indebtedness  or  liens,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  7.  All  acts  and  portions  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  hereof  are  hereby  repealed. 
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Sec.  8.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  242. 

RELATING  TO  RAILROAD  CROSSINGS  AND  APPROACHES 

THERETO. 

Senate  bill  No.  867. 

An  Act  relating  to  railroad  crossings  and  approaches  thereto,  amend- 
ing sections  8462  and  8464  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1916  and  repeal- 
ing said  original  sections. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  8462  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  8462.  It  is  hereby- 
made  the  duty  of  every  person  or  corporation  owning  or 
operating  any  railroad  crossed  by  a  public  highway  to  make, 
and  keep  in  good  repair,  good  and  sufficient  crossings  for  such 
road  over  their  tracks,  including  all  the  grading,  bridges, 
ditches,  and  culverts  that  may  be  necessary  to  make  a  safe 
crossing  as  hereinafter  provided.  Said  crossings  shall  not  be 
less  than  twenty-four  feet  in  width  on  county  roads  or  twenty 
feet  in  width  on  township  roads,  and  shall  be  on  the  same 
grade  as  the  track  for  thirty  feet  on  each  side  of  the  center  of 
said  track,  unless  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  find 
the  same  to  be  unnecessary,  and  the  approaches  thereto  shall 
not  exceed  a  six  percent  grrade  and  shall  be  solidly  constructed 
of  the  same  material  throughout,  except  that  next  to  the  rail 
any  suitable  material  may  be  used  that  will  prevent  the  settling 
against  the  rails  of  any  material  used  in  said  crossing,  with  no 
openings  or  filled  spaces  therein,  except  such  as  is  necessary 
for  the  rails ;  and,  for  railroad  crossings,  such  material  shall 
be  wood,  gravel,  crushed  rock,  concrete,  burned  clay  or  slag  at 
the  discretion  of  said  company  and  of  a  permanent  thickness 
equal  to  the  height  of  the  railroad  rails.  That  when  the  high- 
way crossing  the  track  is  improved  by  the  construction  of  a 
hard-surfaced  road,  the  railroad  company  shall  pave  the  space 
between  the  rails  and  for  a  distance  of  two  feet  on  each  side 
thereof  with  a  pavement  of  the  same  or  a  better  type  for  the 
full  width  of  the  pavement  on  the  highway.  On  other  cross- 
ings where  the  highway  has  not  been  improved,  the  planking 
or  other  material  used  between  and  for  a  distance  of  one  foot 
outside  of  the  rails  shall  be  of  sufficient  length  to  provide  for 
a  16-foot  roadway  measured  perpendicular  to  the  axis  of  the 
highway :  Provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  repeal  any  provision  of  law  relating  to  railroad 
crossings  on  streets  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class. 
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Sec.  2.  That  section  8464  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  8464.  It  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  every  county  engineer  and  road  overseer  in  this  state 
to  see  that  this  act  is  complied  with  in  his  jurisdiction,  and  to 
report  to  the  county  attorney  of  his  county  every  failure  on  the 
part  of  any  person  or  corporation  to  comply  with  this  act,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney  of  each 
county  in  the  state  to  enforce  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  Original  sections  8462  and  8464  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1915  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  243. 

REQUIRING  RAILROAD  COMPANIES  TO  MAKE  AND  MAIN- 
TAIN CATTLE  GUARDS  AT  FARM  CROSSINGS;  AUTHORIZING 
PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION  TO  MAKE  AND  ENFORCE 
CERTAIN  ORDERS  RELATING  THERETO. 

House  bill  No.  382. 

An  Act  requiring  railroad  companies  to  make  and  maintain  cattle  guards 
at  farm  crossings,  and  to  authoi'ize  the  Public  Utilities  Conmiission 
for  the  state  of  Kansas  to  make  and  enforce  orders  requiring  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  such  cattle  guards. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of.  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  When  any  railroad  runs  through  any  improved 
and  fenced  farm  lands  and  between  an  occupied  dwelling  and 
other  main  farm  buildings;  or  wherever  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  act,  any  railroad  right  of  way  lies  alongside 
of  and  contiguous  to  a  public  highway  through  any  improved 
and  fenced  farm  land  upon  which  is  a  dwelling  actually 
occupied  as  a  farm  residence,  and  it  is  necessary  for"  the  occu- 
pants of  said  dwelling  to  pass  across  the  right  of  way  of  said 
railroad  in  order  to  reach  the  main  public  highway  or  get  to 
their  farm  lands  to  cross  said  railroad,  then  and  in  either  case 
said  railroad  company  shall,  at  the  request  in  writing  of  the 
owner  of  such  farm,  make  and  maintain  proper  cattle  guards 
on  such  railroad  on  both  sides  of  the  crossing  so  used  for 
farm  purposes.  In  case  of  the  refusal  of  such  railroad  to 
construct  and  maintain  such  cattle  guards  within  a  period  of 
thirty  days  after  such  request,  the  owner  of  such  farm  shall 
have  the  right  to  apply  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for 
the  state  of  Kansas  for  an  order  directing  such  railroad  to  con- 
struct such  cattle  guards,  and  the  said  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission shall  have  jurisdiction  and  authority  to  hear  and  in- 
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over  1600;  speciflcations  in  notice; 
letting  contracts;  contract  price  to 
be  within  estimate;  bond  of  con- 
tractor; payments  on  contracts. 
9.  Compensation  of  road  overseer  fixed 
by  township  board;  oath  and  bond; 
tenure  at  pleasure  of  board. 
10.  Road  overseer's  account  of  labor  and 
materials;  itemized  sworn  report  re- 
quired.

House  bill  No.  315. 

An  Act  relating  to  roads  and  highways  and  amending  sections  4,  8,  10, 
12,  18,  23,  25,  28,  38,  45,  46,  and  47  of  chapter  264,  Laws  of  Kansas  of 
1917,  and  repealing  Baid  original  sections. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  4  of  chapter  264,  Laws  of  Kansas 
of  1917,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  4.  That  there 
is  hereby  created  a  State  Highway  Commission,  which  shall 
consist  of  three  members,  as  follows :  The  governor,  who  shall 
be  ex  officio  chairman,  and  two  members  to  be  appointed  by 
him.  The  two  members  first  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor 
shall  be  appointed  one  for  two  and  the  other  for  four  years, 
and  each  member  appointed  thereafter  shall  be  appointed  for 
a  term  of  four  years,  one  of  whom  shall  reside  east  of  the 
sixth  principal  meridian  and  the  other  west  thereof :  Provided 
further,  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  on  the 
commission  herein  provided  for  who  holds  any  elective  or  ap- 
pointive public  office.  The  appointive  members  shall  receive 
as  compensation  for  their  services  $10  per  day  for  time  actu- 
ally spent  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  not  to  exceed 
$400  per  year,  and  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling  ex- 
penses. Each  member  shall  take  the  oath  prescribed  for  state 
officers,  and  each  shall  give  bond  unto  the  state  in  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  conditioned  upon  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  required  by  law.  The  commission 
shall  appoint  and  fix  the  salaries  of  a  secretary  and  a  chief 
engineer,  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  commission, 
and  who  shall  take  the  prescribed  oath  and  each  give  bond  unto 
the  state  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  ($2,500)  dol- 
lars conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performance  of  duty  and  the 
care,  protection  and  delivery  to  his  successor  of  all  books, 
papers,  records  and  documents,  of  whatsoever  character,  that 
may  come  into  his  custody  and  control.  The  commission  shall 
have  authority  to  employ,  remove,  define  the  duties  and  fix 
the  salaries  of  engineers,  experts,  clerks,  stenographers,  and 
such  temporary  employees  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  commission.  The  chief  engineer  shall  be 
known  as  the  state  highway  engineer.  The  attorney-general 
shall  act  as  attorney  for  the  commission  and  shall  give  it  such 
legal  advice  and  services  as  it  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  8  of  chapter  264,  Laws  of  Kansas  of 
1917,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :   Sec.  8.  That  the  board 
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of  county  commissioners  of  each  county  shall  appoint  a  com- 
petent road  builder  or  supervisor  of  roads,  whose  official  title 
shall  be  county  engineer,  for  such  time  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, unless  his  tenure  of  office  is  terminated  during  such  time 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  for 
cause  or  by  order  of  the  State  Highway  Commission  for  in- 
competency or  by  dissolution  of  ar  county  engineer  district : 
Provided,  that  all  appointments  of  county  engineers  shall  be 
approved  by  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  10  of  chapter  264,  Laws  of  Kansas  of 
1917,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  10.  That  in  any 
county  where  there  is  not  a  sufficient  amount  of  road  and 
bridge  work  to  keep  the  county  engineer  employed  throughout 
the  year,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  any  such 
county,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Highway  Commission, 
may  unite  with  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  an  ad- 
joining county  or  counties  and  form  a  county  engineer  district 
and  employ  a  county  engineer  for  the  two  or  more  counties  in- 
cluded in  such  district :  Provided,  that  in  forming  such  county 
engineer  districts  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  the 
State  Highway  Commission  shall  be  governed  by  the  area, 
mileage  of  public  highways,  number  of  watercourses,  popula- 
tion, railroad  facilities,  assessed  valuation,  and  the  total 
amount  of  funds  being  spent  in  such  counties  for  the  roads 
and  bridges:  And  provided  further,  that  not  more  than  six 
counties  shall  be  included  in  any  one  district,  and  any  district 
composed  of  two  or  more  counties  shall  not  include  more  than 
$100,000,000  assessed  valuation.  The  boards  of  county  com- 
missioners of  any  such  county  engineer  district,  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Highway  Commission,  may  as  the  work 
develops  reduce  or  increase  the  size  of  the  district  as  the  con- 
ditions may  warrant  or  demand,  but  no  district  so  formed 
shall  be  altered  or  changed  in  less  than  one  year  from  the  date 
of  such  formation. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  12  of  chapter  264,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  12.  That  county  engineers 
of  the  several  counties  of  the  state  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  their  respective  counties 
not  less  than  the  following  salaries,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  gen- 
eral fund  the  same  as  other  county  bills  are  paid :  In  counties 
having  a  population  of  more  than  10,000  and  not  more  than 
15,000,  $1,300  per  annum ;  in  counties  having  a  population  of 
tnore  than  15,000  and  not  more  than  20,000,  $1,400  per  annum ; 
in  counties  having  a  population  of  more  than  20,000  and  not 
more  than  25,000,  $1,600  per  annum;  in  counties  having  a 
population  of  more  than  25,000  and  not  more  than  30,000, 
$1,800  per  annum;  in  counties  having  a  population  of  more 
than  30,000,  $2,000  per  annum :  Provided,  that  in  counties 
having  a  population  of  10,000  or  less  the  county  engineer's 
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salary  shall  not  be  less  than  $1,200  per  annum :  And  provided 
further,  that  where  two  or  more  counties  unite  to  form  a 
county  engineer's  district  the  salary  shall  be  determined  by 
the  population  of  the  district  according  to  the  same  schedule 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  for  single  counties.  The  x)opula- 
tion  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  shall  be  determined  from  the 
last  returns  of  the  assessor^ to  the  county  clerks.  The  board  of 
county  commissioners  shall  in  addition  pay  the  county  engi- 
neer's actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses. 

Sec.  5.  That  section  18  of  chapter  264,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  18.  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  engineer  and  board  of  county  commissioners, 
in  designating  the  county  road  system,  to  eliminate  all  steam 
or  electric  road  grade  crossings  and  all  other  dangerous  places 
on  such  highways  so  far  as  practicable,  by  paralleling  such 
steam  or  electric  roads,  constructing  undergrade  or  overhead 
crossings,  or  relocating  the  highways,  or  by  the  use  of  such 
other  means  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  safeguard  the 
traveling  public:  Provided,  that  the  expense  of  eliminating 
railroad  crossings  shall  be  divided  between  the  railroad  com- 
pany and  the  county,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  a  fair  and  equitable 
proportion,  to  be  determined  by  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion, which  shall  determine  the  necessity  for  eliminating  such 
crossing.  When  the  elimination,  protection  or  improvement 
of  a  railroad  grade  crossing,  as  finally  determined  to  be  neces- 
sary by  the  State  Highway  Commission,  shall  require  the  re- 
location, laying  out,  altering,  widening  or  vacating  of  a  high- 
way, the  board  of  county  commissioners  may  purchase  or  ac- 
quire by  donation  any  land  required,  and  by  order  of  said  board 
shall  cause  the  highway  to  be  relocated,  laid  out,  altered, 
v/idened  or  vacated,  and  such  order  of  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners shall  cause  any  land  so  procured  to  become  a  public 
highway  without  further  action:  Provided,  if  the  owner  or 
owners  of  any  land  required  for  the  relocation,  laying  out,  al- 
tering or  widening  of  a  highway  for  the  purposes  previously 
mentioned  in  this  section  shall  refuse  to  sell  or  donate  such 
land,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  exercise  the 
right  of  eminent  domain  in  the  following  manner :  The  board 
of  county  commissioners  by  its  order  placed  of  record  upon  its 
journal  shall  determine  the  nature  of  the  changes  required  in 
such  road  and  the  approximate  amount  and  location  of  land  re- 
quired to  be  taken  therefor,  and  the  time  and  place  at  which 
the  same  shall  be  viewed,  and  shall  then  publish  a  notice  in  the 
official  county  paper  in  one  edition  thereof,  not  less  than  fifteen 
days  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  days  before  the  view,  and 
a  similar  notice  shall  be  served  upon  the  owners  of  lands  af- 
fected by  such  change,  provided  such  owners  reside  in  the 
county,  and  if  they  do  not  reside  in  the  county  the  said  notice 
shall  be  served  upon  the  actual  occupants  of  said  land  or  any 
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known  agent  of  any  such  owner.  Such  notice  shall  set  out  the 
substance  of  said  order  and  its  date,  and  the  time  and  place  the 
commissioners  shall  begin  to  view  the  road  and  the  changes  re- 
quired and  will  give  all  parties  a  hearing.  A  record  of  sJaid 
notice  and  the  manner  of  its  service  shall  be  placed  of  record 
upon  the  journal  of  the  board.  The  board  shall  direct  the 
county  engineer  to  meet  with  them  at  such  time  and  place, 
unless  the  new  locations  of  roads  made  necessary  by  said 
changes  have  already  been  definitely  surveyed  and  located. 
Upon  the  day  named  in  said  notice,  or  on  the  following  day 
thereafter,  the  county  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  place 
stated  in  said  notice  and  proceed  to  view  the  road  and  changes 
required,  and  shall  view  all  lands  required  to  be  taken  for  the 
relocation,  laying  out,  altering  or  widening  of  said  highway 
for  the  purposes  described  in  this  section  and  appraise  the 
value  thereof  and  assess  the  damages  thereto,  and  shall  forth- 
with file  in  the  oflice  of  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  a  writ- 
ten report  of  their  findings,  and  cause  the  plat  of  said  road  as 
changed  to  be  filed  therewith.  All  applications  for  damages 
must  be  filed  in  writing  with  the  county  clerk  on  and  before  the 
first  day  of  the  next  regular  session  of  the  board  following  the 
filing  of  said  report,  and  the  board  shall  at  said  regular  ses- 
sion finally  determine  upon  the  amount  to  be  paid  as  damages 
to-  any  owner  or  owners  of  any  land.  And  the  amounts  so 
allowed  shall  be  paid  from  the  general  fund  or  the  road  fund 
of  the  county.  The  right  of  appeal  from  the  award  of  dam- 
ages made  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  be  the 
same  as  is  now  provided"  by  law  in  other  road  cases,  but  such 
appeal  shall  not  delay  any  work  upon  or  in  relation  to  said 
road.  If  lands  are  appropriated  for  the  relocation  of  any 
county  or  township  road,  which  relocation  is  deemed  necessary 
to  avoid  one  or  more  railroad  crossings  or  other  dangerous 
places,  the  railroad  company  shall  pay  such  part  of  the  cost 
thereof,  not  less  than  one-half  nor  more  than  three-fourths,  as 
is  determined  by  the  State  Highway  Commission :  Provided, 
that  said  part  of  the  cost  shall  be  paid  by  the  railroad  com- 
pany to  the  county  and  shall  be  used  to  reimburse  the  funds 
from  which  the  cost  of  land  and  damages  were  paid.  The  State 
Highway  Commission,  upon  the  request  of  any  county  or  town- 
ship board,  may  require  suitable  safety  devices  or  warning 
signals  at  dangerous  or  obscure  railroad  crossings  to  indicate 
the  approach  of  trains,  which  shall  be  installed  and  maintained 
by  the  railroad  company ;  and  the  State  Highway  Commission 
may  require  the  removal  of  spoil  banks  and  other  obstructions 
to  view,  and  the  grading  of  approaches  to  the  tracks ;  the  cost 
of  which  shall  be  borne  by  the  railroad  company  and  county  or 
township  jointly  or  severally  in  the  proportions  determined 
by  the  State  Highway  Commission.  The  State  Highway  Com- 
mission may  require  the  construction  of  suitable  warning  signs 
at  a  distance  of  200  to  300  feet  on  both  sides  of  all  railroad 
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grade  crossings,  provided  the  same,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
commission,  are  necessary  for  the  safety  of  travel;  all  such 
warning  signs  on  township  roads  to  be  erected  by  the  town- 
ships and  those  on  the  county  roads  by  the  county. 

Sec.  6.  That  section  23  of  chapter  264,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  23.  That  such  inspec- 
tion, survey  and  report  shall  be  on  the  basis  and  with  the  ob- 
ject in  view  of  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  said  county 
roads,  both  as  to  bridges,  culverts  and  all  other  structures  and 
drainage  and  road  work.  Said  purvey  and  report  shall  consist 
of  an  accurate  plan  and  profile  of  said  roads,  showing  cuts  and 
fills  and  outline  of  grades,  with  careful  attention  to  surface  and 
lateral  drainage  and  subdrainage,  and  shall  show  location  of 
all  lines  of  tile  and  size  thereof,  and  soundings  of  foundations, 
and  an  estimate  of  the  watershed  relating  to  each  bridge  and 
culvert. 

Sec.  7.  That  section  25  of  chapter  264,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  25.  That  when  all  the 
county  roads  of  the  county  road  system  have  been  improved 
according  to  the  plans  as  herein  provided,  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  may  add  such  roads  from  the  township  road 
system  as  have  been  improved  by  the  townships  in  accordance 
with  the  general  plans  and  specifications  furnished  by  the 
county  engineer,  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
this  act;  and  if  the  township  roads  so  improved  are  not  suffi- 
cient to  require  the  use  of  all  the  county  funds  available  for 
that  purpose,  the  board  and  county  enS^ineer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  state  highway  engineer,  may  select  additional  county 
roads,  following  the  same  proceedings  in  all  regards  as  herein 
provided  for  the  selection  and  improvement  of  county  roads; 
but  no  increase  shall  be  made  in  the  mileage  of  county  roads 
until  the  county  road  system  is  completed,  unless  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  electors  voting  on  the  proposition,  at  an  election 
called  for  that  purpose,  or  at  a  general  election,  it  is  decided  to 
adopt  the  county  as  a  road  unit ;  in  which  case  all  roads,  bridges 
and  culverts  in  the  county  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained 
at  county  expense  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  under 
the  direction  of  the  county  engineer,  as  herein  provided  for 
county  roads.  When  any  county  has,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
electors,  decided  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  the  county  road 
unit  system,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  increase  the  levy  for  road  purposes  to  three  (3) 
mills  and  the  levy  for  bridge  purposes  to  three  and  one-fourth 
(3Vi)  mills,  and  shall  receive  from  the  township  officials  all 
road  and  bridge  funds,  motor  vehicle  license  funds  and  poll 
tax  funds  which  have  been  or  may  be  collected  and  in  the 
hands  of  the  township  treasurer  or  placed  to  his  credit :  Pro- 
vided, that  all  such  funds  from  levies  made  before  such  adop- 
tion received  from  any  township  treasurer,  when  the  county

road  unit  system  becomes  effective,  must  be  expended  for  the 
purpose  for  which  they  were  levied  and  in  the  township  in 
which  they  were  collected.  All  the  highways  shall  be  classified, 
constructed  and  maintained  according  to  the  following  classifi- 
cation: Class  A  roads  shall  consist  of  all  the  roads  in  the 
county  that  are  the  main  traveled  highways  selected  by  the 
county  engineer  and  board  of  county  commissioners  with  the 
approval  of  the  state  highway  engineer,  for  the  amount  and  in 
the  manner  stipulated  for  the  selection  of  county  roads  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  264  of  the  Laws  of  1917  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto.  Class  6  roads  shall  consist  of  all  other  regularly 
laid  out  public  roads  and  mail  routes  not  designated  as  Class  A 
roads.  For  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  Class  A  roads 
there  shall  be  expended  at  least  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  all  road 
funds  and  motor  vehicle  license  funds  collected  in  the  county. 
Boards  of  county  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  sub- 
mit the  question  of  county  road  unit  to  the  electors  of  their  re- 
spective counties  whenever  they  deem  such  action  advisable 
and  are  hereby  required  to  submit  the  question  of  a  county 
road  unit  to  the  electors  at  the  next  general  election  when  a 
petition  signed  by  twenty  percent  of  the  qualified  electors  in 
the  county  is  filed  with  the  county  clerk. 

Sec.  8.  That  section  28  of  chapter  264,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  28.  That  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  before  awarding  any  contract  for  the 
construction,  surfacing,  repairing  or  maintaining  of  any  road, 
under  this  act,  when  the  county  engineer's  estimated  cost  of 
such  improvement  is  more  than  $500,  shall  have  the  estimate 
and  the  approved  plans  and  specifications  which  have  been 
adopted  by  order  of  said  board  for  such  work  filed  in  the  county 
clerk's  office  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  the  time  of  the 
letting.  The  county  clerk  shall  give  not  less  than  twenty  days' 
notice  of  the  letting  by  publication  in  at  least  two  consecutive 
weekly  issues  of  the  official  county  paper,  the  first  publication 
of  such  notice  to  be  not  less  than  twenty  days  prior  to  such 
letting.  Said  notice  shall  specify  with  reasonable  minuteness 
the  character  of  the  improvement  contemt)lated,  where  it  is 
located,  the  kind  of  material  to  be  used,  the  hour,'  date  and 
place  of  letting  of  such  contract,  when  the  work  is  to  be  com- 
pleted, and  invite  sealed  proposals  for  the  same.  Such  other 
notice  may  be  given  as  the  board  may  deem  proper.  All  bids 
shall  be  made  on  the  proposal  blanks  furnished  by  the  county, 
signed  by  the  bidder,  sealed  and  delivered  by  the  bidder,  his 
agent  or  attorney  (or  sent  by  mail)  to  the  county  clerk.  The 
board  shall  conduct  the  letting  of  all  contracts  in  such  manner 
as  to  give  free,  open  competition,  and  all  bidders  shall  be  given 
an  equal  opportunity  to  bid  upon  the  plans  and  specifications 
on  file.  Each  bidder  shall  be  required  to  accompany  his  pro- 
posal with  a  certified  check  for  five  percent  of  his  bid,  payable 
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adopted  for  the  purposes  of  this  act:  Provided,  that  where  a 
benefit  district  is  created  in  part  from  two  or  more  townships 
and  the  amount  of  taxation  paid  by  any  railroad  extending 
through  said  district  in  any  one  year  shall  exceed  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  interest  on  said 
bonds  and  the  sinking  fund  requirements,  the  balance  of  said 
taxes  shall  be  distributed  between  the  townships  in  which  said 
lands  are  situated  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  lands  lo- 
cated in  each  of  said  townships. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  its  publication 
in  the  Statute  Book.

CHAPTER  241. 

ENABLING  TOWNSHIPS  TO  ISSUE  BONDS  TO  AID  RAILROAD 
CORPORATIONS  IN  THE  CONSTRUCTION  AND  COMPLETION 
OF  RAILROADS. 

Senate  bill  No.  428. 

An  Act  relating  to  railroad  aid  bonds  and  enabling  townships  to  issue 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  railroad  corporations  in  the  construc- 
tion and  completion  of  railroads. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  Any  township  in  this  state  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  bonds  of  such  township  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ten 
percent  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  township,  as  determined 
by  the  assessment  books  of  the  preceding  year,  to  subscribe  to 
the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation  having  a  railroad 
ct)nstructed  in  or  through  such  township,  or  proposing  to  con- 
struct such  railroad  in  or  through  such  township,  to  be  oper- 
ated by  steam,  electric,  or  other  power.  Such  bonds  shall  run 
not  less  than  ten  years  nor  more  than  thirty  years  and  shall 
bear  interest  at  not  to  exceed  six  percent  per  annum,  payable 
semiannually. 

Sec.  2.  Before  &ny  railroad  company  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive any  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provisions 
for  the  stock  of  such  company,  such  company  shall  deliver  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  township  issuing  said  bonds  stock  in  said 
road  equal  in  amount  with  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued, 
dollar  for  dollar. 

Sec.  S.  Before  such  aid  shall  be  extended  and  such  bonds 
issued  the  proposition  shall  first  be  submitted  by  the  township 
board  of  such  township  to  the  qualified  electors  of  such  town- 
ship at  a  general  or  special  election.  Such  election  shall  be 
called  upon  petition  of  two-fifths  of  the  qualified  electors  of 
such  township.  The  trustee  of  such  township  shall  by  procla- 
mation give  notice  of  such  election,  giving  the  amount  and  pur- 
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pose  for  which  bonds  are  proposed  to  be  issued,  the  name  of  the 
railroad  corporation  to  be  a'ded,  the  time  of  maturity  of  the 
bonds,  and  the  place  or  places  where  the  election  will  be  held. 
Such  proclamation  shall  be  issued  and  publication  thereof  made 
in  some  weekly  newspaper  published  and  having  a  general  cir- 
culation in  such  township  for  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
day  when  the  election  is  to  be  held,  and  at  least  two  publica- 
tions of  such  notice  shall  be  made  in  such  newspaper.  Such 
election  shall  be  held  and  returns  thereof  made  and  the  result 
declared  as  provided  by  the  general  election  laws  of  the  state  so 
far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  such  proposi- 
tion be  in  favor  of  the  issuing  of  such  bonds,  the  township  board 
shall  cause  the  bonds  of  such  township  to  be  issued  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  that  specified  in  the  proclamation  of  the  trustee. 
Such  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  trustee  and  attested  by  the 
clerk  of  the  township  issuing  the  same,  and  shall  be  made  pay- 
able at  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  state  of  Kansas  in  the  city  of 
New  York  or  at  such  other  place  as  the  township  board  shall 
designate. 

Sec.  5.  No  bonds  shall  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  to  an  amount  which  added  to  all  the  other  outstanding 
bonds  of  the  township  issuing  the  same  shall  make  the  total 
bonded  indebtedness  of  said  township  more  than  twenty  per- 
cent of  the  assessed  valuation  of  such  township  as  shown  by 
the  assessment  books  of  the  preceding  year ;  and  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  $6,000  per  mile  of  any  railroad  seeking  to  take 
the  benefit  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  No  railroad  company  shall  receive  the  benefits  of 
this  act  or  the  aid  provided  for  herein  if  such  company  has  is- 
sued any  first  mortgage  bonds  on  its  railroad,  or  any  form  of 
mortgage  lien  or  stock  creating  a  lien  or  claim  prior  to  the 
stock  issued  to  the  township,  or  townships,  in  exchange  for 
bonds  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  unless  such  rail- 
road company  shall  create  a  sinking  fund  of  at  least 
twenty-five  percent  of  the  par  value  of  any  such  prior  in- 
debtedness, to  be  deposited  at  compound  interest  at  not 
less  than  four  percent,  with  a  reputable  trust  company  of 
the  state  of  Kansas,  or  of  the  United  States,  which  trust 
company  shall  be  approved  by  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission before  such  township  bonds  shall  be  issued,  and  any 
such  railroad  having  accepted  the  subscription  of  stock  of  town- 
ships provided  for  herein  shall  not  issue  any  first  mortgage 
bonds  or  create  any  lien  prior  to  the  stock  issued  to  such  town- 
ship or  townships  without  fully  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section  relative  to  providing  a  sinking  fund  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  bonded  indebtedness  or  liens,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  7.  AH  acts  and  portions  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  hereof  are  hereby  repealed.

House  bill  No.  614. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  improvement  of  country  roads  and  city  streets 
connecting  therewith  and  amending  sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  6,  9  and  10  of 
chapter  266  of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  of  1917,  and  repealing  said  original 
sections,  and  authorizing  county  commissioners  to  acquire  native  road 
building  material. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1 .  That  section  1  of  chapter  265  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1.  When  a 
petition  signed  by  fifty-one  percent  of  the  resident  land  owners 
owning  at  least  thirty-five  percent  of  the  land  within  the  dis- 
trict, or  signed  by  thirty-five  percent  of  the  resident  land  own- 
ers owning  fifty-one  percent  of  the  land  within  the  district,  or 
signed  by  the  owners  of  sixty  percent  of  the  land  within  the 
district,  praying  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  a  road  or 
roads  of  benefit  to  the  district,  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  of  any  county  where  such  road  or  roads 
may  be  located,  and  the  same  shall  be  found  to  be  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners shall  cause  such  road  or  roads  to  be  improved  as  prayed 
for  in  the  petition  and  as  hereinafter  provided:  Provided, 
however,  that  before  such  improvements,  as  prayed  for  in  such 
petition,  are  ordered  by  the  county  commissioners,  they  shall, 
by  order  of  the  board,  find  the  same  to  be  of  public  utility,  and 
the  county  clerk  shall  publish  such  order  in  one  issue  of  the  offi- 
cial county  paper,  and  no  action  shall  be  brought  to  restrain 
the  making  of  such  improvements,  or  payment  therefor,  or  levy 
of  taxes  or  special  assessments  or  issuance  of  bonds  therefor, 
on  the  grounds  of  any  illegality  in  said  petition,  or  in  any  pro-

ceedings  prior  to  said  order,  or  in  said  order,  unless  such  ac- 
tion be  commenced  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  said 
order :  Provided  further,  that  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners shall  set  a  time  and  place  to  meet  to  consider  the  peti- 
tion for  road  improvements  and  shall  notify  the  petitioners 
and  all  others  interested  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting 
by  publication  in  the  official  county  paper,  or  some  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  in  the  county,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  said  meeting.  Thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  a  peti- 
tion with  the  board  of  commissioners  no  signer  thereon  shall 
be  permitted  to  withdraw  his  name  therefrom.  After  any 
petition  has  been  signed  by  the  legal  owner  of  any  land  in  the 
benefit  district  the  change  of  ownership  of  said  lands  does  not 
affect  the  petition.  Additional  or  supplemental  petitions  may 
be  filed  with  the  county  clerk  at  any  time  before  the  contract 
is  let  for  the  improvements.  In  any  case  where  the  owners  of 
lands  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  tenants  in  com- 
mon, each  cotenant  shall  be  a  legal  petitioner  in  an  equal 
amount  to  his  undivided  interest  in  and  to  said  tract  of  land. 
The  owner  of  a  life  estate  shall  be  deemed  a  legal  owner  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act.  Guardians  of  minors  or  of  insane  persons 
may  petition  for  their  wards  when  authorized  by  the  probate 
court  so  to  do.  Resident  land  owner,  as  defined  herein,  shall  be 
any  land  owner  residing  in  the  county,  and  owning  land  in  the 
benefit  district. 

The  governor  of  the  state  is  hereby  authorized  to  sign  a 
petition  for  any  land  owned  by  the  state,  and  located  within 
the  benefit  district.  Any  land  owned  by  the  state  of  Kansas 
and  located  within  a  road  benefit  district  shall  be  liable  for  its 
share  of  the  cost  of  such  road  improvements  and  the  state 
treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  all  assessments  against 
said  land  for  such  purposes  from  any  funds  in  the  state  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  2  of  chapter  265  of  the  Laws  of  Kansas 
of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  2.  The  petition 
shall  designate  the  road  or  roads  to  be  improved  by  name  and 
by  terminal  points  and  other  specially  fixed  locations,  the  lands 
within  the  proposed  benefit  district,  the  type  or  types  of  per- 
manent improvement,  and  width  or  widths  of  roadway  desired, 
which  types  or  widths  may  be  different  for  different  sections 
of  the  road,  and  the  number  of  annual  assessments  to  be  levied 
upon  the  lands  in  the  benefit  district  in  payment  thereof, 
which  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty.  The 
petition  may  specify  more  than  one  t3rpe  or  width  of  road,  and 
may  improve  any  tjrpes  that  may  be  acceptable  for  federal 
aid,  and  a  maximum  and  minimum  number  of  annual  assess- 
ments, leaving  the  final  choice  to  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission :    Provided,  that  where  the  petition  specifies  a  certain 
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type  of  road,  if  such  petition  be  allowed,  the  type  of  road  shall 
be  of  the  type  in  said  petition  set  forth. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  3  of  chapter  265  of  the  Laws  of  Kan- 
sas of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  3.  After 
finding  such  improvement  to  be  of  public  utility  the  board  shall 
cause  an  accurate  survey  of  the  roads  to  be  made  and  a  profile 
thereof,  a  map  of  the  benefit  district  and  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  the  improvement,  and  estimates  of  the  cost  to  be  pre- 
pared by  the  county  engineer,  the  state  highway  engineer  or 
by  some  experienced  and  competent  engineer  employed  for  that 
purpose,  and  such  plans  and  specifications  shall  be  for  the 
type  or  types  of  improvement  and  width  or  widths  of  roadway 
specified  in  the  petition  except  at  public  road  intersections 
where  the  width  of  roadway  may  be  altered.  When  the 
petition  filed-  for  the  improvement  of  a  road  describes  a  road 
which  has  not  been  legally  established  as  a  public  road,  or 
when  additional  right  of  way  is  necessary  for  the  construction 
of  the  type  or  types  of  road  specified  in  the  petition,  or  when 
unsurmountable  obstacles  are  encountered  on  the  route  de- 
scribed in  the  petition,  or  when  it  is  found  necessary  to  relocate 
the  road  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  sharp  turns  or  other 
dangerous  places,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  by 
order  of  said  board  lay  out,  alter  or  widen  a  public  road  and 
may  vacate  an  existing  road.  All  land  required  for  the  laying 
out,  widening  or  altering  of  a  road  shall  be  acquired  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  by  purchase  or  by  donation: 
Provided,  that  if  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  shall  refuse 
to  sell  or  donate  said  land,  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorized  to  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain 
in  the  following  manner :  The  board  of  county  commissioners 
by  its  order  placed  of  record  upon  its  journal  shall  determine 
the  nature  of  the  changes  required  in  such  road  and  the  ap- 
proximate amount  and  location  of  land  required  to  be  taken 
therefor,  and  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  same  shall  be 
viewed,  and  shall  then  publish  a  notice  in  the  official  county 
paper  in  one  edition  thereof  not  less  than  fifteen  days  and  not 
more  than  twenty-five  days  before  the  view,  and  a  similar 
notice  shall  be  served  upon  the  owners  of  lands  affected  by 
such  change :  Provided,  such  owners  reside  in  the  county,  and 
if  they  do  not  reside  in  the  county,  the  said  notice  shall  be 
served  upon  the  actual  occupants  of  said  land  or  any  known 
agent  of  any  such  owner.  Such  notice  shall  set  out  the  sub- 
stance of  said  order  and  its  date,  and  the  time  and  place  the 
commissioners  shall  begin  to  view  the  road  and  the  changes 
required  and  will  give  all  parties  a  hearing.  A  record  of  said 
notice  and  the  manner  of  its  service  shall  be  placed  of  record 
upon  the  journal  of  the  board.  The  board  shall  direct  the 
county  engineer  to  meet  with  them  at  such  time  and  place,  un- 
less the  new  locations  of  roads  made  necessary  by  said  changes 
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have  already  been  definitely  surveyed  and  located.  *  Upon  the 
day  named  in  said  notice  or  on  the  following  day  thereafter, 
the  county  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  place  stated  in  said 
notice  and  proceed  to  view  the  road  and  changes  required,  and 
shall  view  all  lands  required  to  be  taken  for  the  relocation,  lay*- 
ing  out,  altering  or  widening  of  said  highway  for  the  purposes 
described  in  this  section  and  appraise  the  value  thereof  and 
assess  the  damages  thereto,  and  shall  forthwith  file  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  a  written  report  of  their 
findings,  and  cause  the  plat  of  said  road  as  changed  to  be  filed 
therewith. 

All  applications  for  damages  must  be  filed  in  writing  with 
the  county  clerk  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  board  following  the  filing  of  said  report,  and  the 
board  shall  at  said  regular  session  finally  determine  upon  the 
amount  to  be  paid  as  damages  to  any  owner  or  owners  of  any 
land.  And  the  amounts  so  allowed  shall  be  paid  from  the 
general  fund  or  the  road  fund  of  the  county. 

The  right  of  appeal  from  the  award  of  damages  made  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now 
provided  by  law  in  other  road  cases,  but  such  appeal  shall  not 
delay  any  work  upon  or  in  relation  to  said  road. 

If  the  board  requests  the  same,  separate  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  different  sections  of  the  road  and  of  all  bridges  and 
culverts,  shall  be  prepared.  If  such  map,  profile,  plans,  speci- 
fications and  estimates  are  not  prepared  by  the  state  highway 
engineer  or  under  his  supervision,  the  same  shall  be  submitted 
to  him  for  approval,  and  after  final  approval  of  the  plans, 
specifications  and  estimates  by  the  state  highway  engineer, 
they  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  and  the 
plans  and  specific^ations  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of 
bidders  and  other  persons  interested. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  4  of  chapter  265,  Laws  of  Kansas  of 
1917,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  8818.  The  board  of 
county  commissioners  shall  take  charge  of  and  conduct  the 
improvement  of  such  road  in  conformity  with  the  profile,  plans 
and  specifications  as  filed;  or  may  let  contracts  for  the  con« 
struction  of  any  portions  of  the  work  required  in  making  such 
improvements ;  or  may  let  contracts  for  the  labor  only  or  the 
labor  and  a  portion  of  the  material,  and  may  purchase  any  or 
all  of  the  materials  that  enter  into  the  improvements  of  said 
highway  and  may  supply  same  to  the  contractor  or  contractors : 
Provided,  that  the  price  paid  for  such  materials  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Highway  Commission.  If  the  work  is  let 
by  contract,  notice  shall  be  published  for  four  weeks  previous 
to  the  letting  in  the  official  county  paper.  No  bids  shall  be 
received  except  in  accordance  with  the  profile,  plans  and 
specifications,  and  such  contracts  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder,  the  county  commissioners  reserving  the  right 
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type  of  road,  if  such  petition  be  allowed,  the  type  of  road  shall 
be  of  the  type  in  said  petition  set  forth. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  3  of  chapter  265  of  the  Laws  of  Kan- 
sas of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  3.  After 
finding  such  improvement  to  be  of  public  utility  the  board  shall 
cause  an  accurate  survey  of  the  roads  to  be  made  and  a  profile 
thereof,  a  map  of  the  benefit  district  and  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  the  improvement,  and  estimates  of  the  cost  to  be  pre- 
pared by  the  county  engineer,  the  state  highway  engineer  or 
by  some  experienced  and  competent  engineer  employed  for  that 
purpose,  and  such  plans  and  specifications  shall  be  for  the 
type  or  types  of  improvement  and  width  or  widths  of  roadway 
specified  in  the  petition  except  at  public  road  intersections 
where  the  width  of  roadway  may  be  altered.  When  the 
petition  filed-  for  the  improvement  of  a  road  describes  a  road 
which  has  not  been  legally  established  as  a  public  road,  or 
when  additional  right  of  way  is  necessary  for  the  construction 
of  the  type  or  types  of  road  specified  in  the  petition,  or  when 
unsurmountable  obstacles  are  encountered  on  the  route  de- 
scribed in  the  petition,  or  when  it  is  found  necessary  to  relocate 
the  road  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  sharp  turns  or  other 
dangerous  places,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  by 
order  of  said  board  lay  out,  alter  or  widen  a  public  road  and 
may  vacate  an  existing  road.  All  land  required  for  the  laying 
out,  widening  or  altering  of  a  road  shall  be  acquired  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  by  purchase  or  by  donation: 
Provided,  that  if  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  shall  refuse 
to  sell  or  donate  said  land,  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorized  to  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain 
in  the  following  manner :  The  board  of  county  commissioners 
by  its  order  placed  of  record  upon  its  journal  shall  determine 
the  nature  of  the  changes  required  in  such  road  and  the  ap- 
proximate amount  and  location  of  land  required  to  be  taken 
therefor,  and  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  same  shall  be 
viewed,  and  shall  then  publish  a  notice  in  the  official  county 
paper  in  one  edition  thereof  not  less  than  fifteen  days  and  not 
more  than  twenty-five  days  before  the  view,  and  a  similar 
notice  shall  be  served  upon  the  owners  of  lands  affected  by 
such  change :  Provided,  such  owners  reside  in  the  county,  and 
if  they  do  not  reside  in  the  county,  the  said  notice  shall  be 
served  upon  the  actual  occupants  of  said  land  or  any  known 
agent  of  any  such  owner.  Such  notice  shall  set  out  the  sub- 
stance of  said  order  and  its  date,  and  the  time  and  place  the 
commissioners  shall  begin  to  view  the  road  and  the  changes 
required  and  will  give  all  parties  a  hearing.  A  record  of  said 
notice  and  the  manner  of  its  service  shall  be  placed  of  record 
upon  the  journal  of  the  board.  The  board  shall  direct  the 
county  engineer  to  meet  with  them  at  such  time  and  place,  un- 
less the  new  locations  of  roads  made  necessary  by  said  changes 
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have  already  been  definitely  surveyed  and  located.  *Upon  the 
day  named  in  said  notice  or  on  the  following  day  thereafter, 
the  county  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  place  stated  in  said 
notice  and  proceed  to  view  the  road  «nd  changes  required,  and 
shall  view  all  lands  required  to  be  taken  for  the  relocation,  lay- 
ing out,  altering  or  widening  of  said  highway  for  the  purposes 
described  in  this  section  and  appraise  the  value  thereof  and 
assess  the  damages  thereto,  and  shall  forthwith  file  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  a  written  report  of  their 
findings,  and  cause  the  plat  of  said  road  as  changed  to  be  filed 
therewith. 

All  applications  for  damages  must  be  filed  in  writing  with 
the  county  clerk  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  board  following  the  filing  of  said  report,  and  the 
board  shall  at  said  regular  session  finally  determine  upon  the 
amount  to  be  paid  as  damages  to  any  owner  or  owners  of  any 
land.  And  the  amounts  so  allowed  shall  be  paid  from  the 
general  fund  or  the  road  fund  of  the  county. 

The  right  of  appeal  from  the  award  of  damages  made  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now 
provided  by  law  in  other  road  cases,  but  such  appeal  shall  not 
delay  any  work  upon  or  in  relation  to  said  road. 

If  the  board  requests  the  same,  separate  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  different  sections  of  the  road  and  of  all  bridges  and 
culverts,  shall  be  prepared.  If  such  map,  profile,  plans,  speci- 
fiications  and  estimates  are  not  prepared  by  the  state  highway 
engineer  or  under  his  supervision,  the  same  shall  be  submitted 
to  him  for  approval,  and  after  final  approval  of  the  plans, 
specifications  and  estimates  by  the  state  highway  engineer, 
they  shall  be  fiJed  with  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  and  the 
plans  and  specifications  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of 
bidders  and  other  persons  interested. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  4  of  chapter  265,  Laws  of  Kansas  of 
1917,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  8818.  The  board  of 
county  commissioners  shall  take  charge  of  and  conduct  the 
improvement  of  such  road  in  conformity  with  the  profile,  plans 
and  specifications  as  filed;  or  may  let  contracts  for  the  con- 
struction of  any  portions  of  the  work  required  in  making  such 
improvements ;  or  may  let  contracts  for  the  labor  only  or  the 
labor  and  a  portion  of  the  material,  and  may  purchase  any  or 
all  of  the  materials  that  enter  into  the  improvements  of  said 
highway  and  may  supply  same  to  the  contractor  or  contractors : 
Provided,  that  the  price  paid  for  such  materials  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Highway  Commission.  If  the  work  is  let 
by  contract,  notice  shall  be  published  for  four  weeks  previous 
to  the  letting  in  the  official  county  paper.  No  bids  shall  be 
received  except  in  accordance  with  the  profile,  plans  and 
specifications,  and  such  contracts  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder,  the  county  commissioners  reserving  the  right 
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of  the  city.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  then  ap- 
propriate from  the  county  funds,  or  issue  bonds  if  necessary, 
to  pay  for  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  after 
deducting  all  federal  and  state  aid  and  donations,  and  the  cily 
at  large  the  remaining  fifty  percent  apportioned  on  an  equi- 
table ratio  among  the  taxpayers  as  prescribed  by  the  council  or 
other  governing  bodies  and  ipay  issue  city  bonds  to  pay  the 
city's  share  of  the  cost  of  such  improvements,  unless  the  city 
council  decides  to  pave  and  does  pave  the  streets  to  be  included 
in  such  improvement  with  pavement  of  equal  quality  under  the 
law  authorizing  paving  in  such  cities.  In  such  case  the 
county's  share  of  improving  such  city  street  as  provided  herein 
shall  be  applied  toward  the  cost  of  such  pavement:  Provided 
further,  that  the  type  and  width  shall  be  the  same  as  con- 
structed outside  the  city  limits.  If  the  city  officials  desire  to 
use  a  different  width  or  method  of  construction,  the  additional 
cost  of  such  width  and  method  shall  be  borne  by  the  city. 

When  a  benefit  district  hard-surfaced  road  is  constructed 
alongside  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city,  the  city  shall  pay 
fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  thereof,  appor- 
tioned on  an  equitable  ratio  among  the  taxpayers  as  prescribed 
by  the  council  or  other  governing  bodies,  and  may  issue  city 
bonds  to  pay  the  city's  share  of  the  cost  of  such  improvements : 
Provided  further,  that  if  the  land  adjoining  the  city  limits  and 
abutting  or  adjacent  to  the  hard-surfaced  road  and  within  one 
mile  thereof  is  not  in  the  benefit  district,  it  may  be  so  considered 
by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  be  taxed  in  like  ratio 
as  other  lands  in  the  benefit  district  and  township  assessments. 
All  bonds  issued  or  taxes  levied  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  tax  levies  or  bond  issues 
authorized  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  That  section  9  of  chapter  265,  Laws  of  Kansas  of 
1917,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  9.  After  the  ap- 
proved estimates  have  been  filed  with  the  county  clerk  and  the 
cost  to  be  assessed  against  the  taxable  property  of  the  county 
and  township  has  been  approximately  determined  by  deducting 
from  the  total  estimated  cost  all  donations,  subscriptions,  state 
aid  or  federal  aid  that  have  been  granted  or  promised,  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  may  issue  from  time  to  time  as 
required,  bonds  of  the  county,  bearing  not  to  exceed  five  per- 
cent interest,  payable  within  the  time  fixed  in  the  petition  for 
levying  special  assessments:  Provided,  the  total  amount  of 
bonds  issued  previous  to  completion  of  the  improvement  shall 
not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  estimated  cost  to  be  assessed 
against  the  county  and  townships.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued 
in  series  and  shall  be  payable  in  equal  amounts  each  year  as 
nearly  as  practicable,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  county 
board  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  and  the  proceeds  thereof 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  county  treasurer  in  the  special  fund 
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for  the  improvement.  After  completion  of  the  improvement, 
the  application  of  state  and  federal  aid,  the  ascertainment  of 
apportionments  to  be  charged  against  the  taxable  property  in 
the  county  and  township  and  the  amount  assessed  against  the 
several  tracts  of  land  within  the  benefit,  district,  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  shall  issue  bonds  of  the  county  in  the 
same  manner  as  above  provided  in  this  section  and  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  shall  be  used  in  paying  the  remaining  outstanding 
warrants  for  the  improvement.  After  any  such  bonds  are  is- 
sued the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  make  an  annual 
levy  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  the  county  and  upon  the 
taxable  property  of  the  township  and  upon  the  lands  within 
the  benefit  district  according  to  the  apportionment  of  cost  fixed 
upon  said  lands  in  all  cases  in  proportion  to  the  respective  lia- 
bilities, which  tax  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  bonds  falling 
due  each  year  and  the  interest  upon  outstanding  bonds ;  these 
bonds  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  bonds  which  the  county 
may  by  law  be  authorized  to  issue :  Provided,  that  the  board 
may  in  its  discretion  pay  the  county's  proportion  of  the  cost 
out  of  the  general  fund  and  road  fund  of  the  county  if  such 
funds  are  sufficient  for  that  purpose  after  deducting  all  other 
proper  charges  against  said  funds,  and  after  such  payment 
no  general  county  levy  shall  be  made  for  payment  of  the  bonds, 
or  if  any  portion  of  tiie  county's  proportion  of  the  cost  is  paid 
in  such  manner  the  county  levy  shall  be  reduced  proportion- 
ately thereto:  Provided  further,  that  the  township  board  or 
boards  of  the  township  or  townships  affected  by  the  benefit 
district  may,  in  their  discretion,  deposit  with  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  sufficient  funds  to  pay  the  township's 
proportion,  or  any  part  thereof,  of  the  cost  of  the  road  out  of 
the  general  funds  or  road  funds  of  said  township  or  townships, 
if  such  funds  are  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  and  if  any  of  the 
townships'  proportion  of  the  cost  is  paid  in  such  manner,  the 
township  levy  shall  be  reduced  proportionately  thereto. 

Sec.  7.  That  section  10  of  chapter  265,  Laws  of  Kansas  of 
1917,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  7.  [10]  All  roads  im- 
proved under  the  provision  of  this  act  shall  thereafter  be  main- 
tained and  kept  in  repair  by  the  county  in  wnich  said  improved 
roads  are  located,  in  the  same  manner  and  method  as  required 
for  federal  aid  roads  as  indicated  in  section  3  of  chapter  264  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  1917. 

Sec.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  in  all  cases 
where  the  improvement  of  a  highway  has  been  petitioned  for 
under  the  provisions  of  sections  8815  to  8826,  inclusive,  of  the 
General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915,  or  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  265,  Laws  of  Kansas  of  1917,  but  which  projects  have 
not  been  completed  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act.  This 
act  shall  apply  to  all  petitions  heretofore  signed,  but  not  filed  or 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  the  laws  amended  by  this  act. 
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Sec.  9.  Orisrinal  sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  6,  9  and  10  of  chapter 
265,  Session  Laws  of  1917,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  10.   This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  ofiicial  state  paper.

CHAPTER  247. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  CERTAIN  ROADS  AND  HIGHWAYS;  DIVI- 
SION OF  COSTS  BETWEEN  CITY  AND  COUNTY;  IMPROVE- 
MENT  REQUESTED  BY  ORDINANCE. 

Senate  bill  No.  461. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  improvement  of  certain  roads  and  hiifhwajre 
and  supplemental  to  chapter  265,  Session  Laws  of  1917,  and  providing 
for  the  levy  of  taxes  to  pay  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  or  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  any  city  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  of 
more  than  20,000  and  less  than  25,000,  and  located  in  a  county 
having  a  population  exceeding  60,000  people  ond  having  an 
assessed  valuation  of  not  less  than  $48,000,000,  and  having  two 
divisions  of  the  district  court,  may,  by  ordinance,  request  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  said  city 
is  situated,  to  permanently  improve  any  main  public  road,  not 
exceeding  four  in  number,  extending  from  the  principal  busi- 
ness center  of  said  city  and  leading  to  and  from  said  city.  Said 
ordinance  shall  describe  the  road  to  be  permanently  improved, 
by  name  or  terminal  points  or  other  specially  fixed  locations, 
the  type  of  permanent  improvement  and  width  of  roadway  de- 
sired, which  may  be  different  for  different  sections  of  the  road. 
Said  mayor  and  councilmen  or  board  of  commissioners  may 
provide  for  the  said  road  to  extend  from  the  city  limits  in  any 
direction  for  any  distance  not  beyond  the  county  line  of  the 
county  in  which  said  city  is  situated,  and  if  said  road  is  not 
extended  to  the  said  county  line  by  the  first  ordinance  provid- 
ing for  the  same,  the  said  road  may  be  extended  by  subsequent 
ordinance  or  ordinances:  Provided,  that  said  road  shall  be 
connected  with  a  permanently  improved  street  or  road :  And 
provided  further,  that  the  cost  of  such  road  for  any  one  year 
shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  one  percent  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  the  said  city.  Immediately  after  the  passage  and  publi- 
cation of  said  ordinance,  the  city  clerk  of  said  city  shall  send  a 
certified  copy  of  the  same  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
said  county  and  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  spread  upon  the 
records  of  said  board. 
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Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners, upon  receiving  a  certified  copy  of  the  ordinance  pro- 
vided for  in  section  1  of  this  act,  to,  within  a  reasonable  time 
thereafter,  cause  said  road  to  be  improved  as  provided  for  in 
said  ordinance.  The  plans  and  specifications,  the  estimates  of 
the  cost  of  said  improvement,  the  conducting  of  said  improve- 
ment, the  letting  of  the  contract  for  said  improvement  and  the 
payment  for  said  improvement  shall  be  in  substantial  com- 
pliance with  sections  3,  4,  5,  and  10  of  chapter  265,  Session 
Laws  of  1917,  unless  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  3.  All  bridges  and  culverts  which  are  required  in  mak- 
ing the  improvements  herein  provided  for  shall  be  built  by  and 
at  the  expense  of  the  county  under  the  general  laws  of  the 
state  relating  to  the  construction  of  bridges  and  culverts. 

Sec.  4.  ^Upon  the  completion  of  such  improvement,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  county  commissioners  shall  meet 
at  their  office  and  apportion  the  costs  thereof  as  follows:  (a) 
If  all  or  any  portion  of  said  improvement  is  entitled  to  and  does 
receive  federal  or  state  aid  or  donations,  the  same  shall  be 
applied  to  the  costs  of  the  improvement  for  the  purposes  and  to 
the  extent  for  which  the  same  were  given,  (ft)  The  remainder 
of  the  costs  shall  be  apportioned  two-thirds  to  the  county  and 
one-third  to  the  city.  The  county  commissioners  at  the  time  of 
receiving  a  certified  copy  of  said  ordinance  provided  for  in 
section  1  of  this  act,  shall  set  aside  in  a  separate  fund  that  pro- 
portion of  the  county  road  fund  that  the  assessed  valuation  of 
the  taxable  property  in  the  said  city  bears  to  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  taxable  property  in  said  county,  which 
said  fund  so  set  aside  shall  be  used  in  paying  the  county's  pro- 
portion for  such  improvement  or  as  much  thereof  as  can  be 
paid  out  of  said  fund.  If  the  amount  so  set  aside  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  county's  proportion  for  such  improvement  then 
the  county  commissioners  shall  issue  noninterest-bearing  war- 
rants for  the  balance  and  shall  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  the  county  to  pay  said  balance.  After  ascertaining  the 
cost  of  such  improvement  the  county  commissioners  shall  cer- 
tify to  the  mayor  and  councilmen  or  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  said  city  the  amount  due  from  said  city  for  such 
improvement.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  or  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  said  city  may  receive  subscriptions  and  dona- 
tions to  apply  on  said  amount  and  the  same  shall  be  so  applied. 
The  mayor  and  councilmen  or  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
said  city  shall  levy  a  tax  on  all  of  the  taxable  property  of  the 
city  to  pay  said  amount,  or  the  balance  of  said  amount  if  dona- 
tions and  subscriptions  are  received,  or  may  issue  bonds  of  the 
city  bearing  not  exceeding  five  percent  interest  and  payable 
within  ten  years.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  series  and  shall 
be  payable  in  equal  amounts  each  year  as  near  as  practicable, 
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and  a  tax  shall  be  levied  each  year  by  the  said  mayor  and 
oouncilmen  or  board  of  commissioners  to  pay  said  bonds  falling: 
due  each  year  and  interest  on  outstanding  bonds.  After  the 
collection  of  said  tax  or  issuance  of  said  bonds  and  the  sale 
thereof  the  said  city  shall  pay  said  money,  or  as  much  thereof 
as  is  necessary  to  pay  said  city's  proportion  of  the  cost  of  said 
improvement,  to  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county  to  be 
applied  by  said  board  of  county  commissioners  on  the  payment 
of  the  outstanding  warrants  issued  for  said  improvement. 

Sec.  5.  If,  at  the  time  of  making  any  improvements  specified 
in  this  act,  there  should  be  a  street-car  track  upon  and  along  any 
road  sought  to  be  improved,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  persons  or  corporations  owning  said  track  shall  make  the 
grade  thereof  correspond  with  the  grade  of  said  road  as  estab- 
lished by  said  board  of  county  commissioners,  and  the  cost  of 
improving  the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  track  and  for  one 
foot  on  the  outside  of  said  rails  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  or 
corporation  owning  said  track,  and  such  cost  may  be  assessed 
against  the  person  or  corporation  and  may  be  collected  by  said 
county  from  such  person  or  corporation  as  other  taxes  are 
collected :  Provided,  that  before  the  improvement  of  said  road, 
said  county  commissioners  shall  give  such  person  or  corpora- 
tion thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  to  improve  said  road  between 
the  rails  of  such  track  and  on  each  side  thereof  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  be  supplemental  to  chapter  265,  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  1917,  and  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  265,  not 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  apply  to  the 
construction  of  the  improvements  provided  for  in  this  act: 
Provided,  that  the  warrants  issued  by  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  in  making  said  improvements  or  for  the  pay- 
ment to  the  contractor  shall  be  noninterest-bearing  warrants. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  248. 

RELATING  TO  ROADS  AND  EMPOWERING  THE  COUNTY  COM- 
MISSIONERS TO  PERMIT  FENCES  ACROSS  ROADS  AND  RE- 
QUIRING THE  CONSTRUCTION  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF 
CERTAIN  GATES  THEREIN. 

House  bin  No.  496. 

An  Act  relating  to  roads  and  empowering  the  county  commissioners  to 
permit  fences  across  roads  and  requiring  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  certain  gates  therein,  and  amending  section  8792  of  the 
Creneral  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  8792  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  8792. 
The  county  commissioners  of  any  county  are  hereby  em- 
powered, where  lands  are  used  largely  as  pasture  lands  and 
wherever  in  their  judgment  the  convenience  of  the  traveling 
public  will  not  be  materially  affected  thereby,  to  authorize  and 
permit  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  fences  across  pub- 
lic highways.  Wherever  such  fences  are  permitted  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  shall  require  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  person  constructing  or  maintaining  such  fences  to  con- 
struct and  maintain  therein  sufficient  gates  to  accommodate 
travel,  which  gates  shall  be  either  swinging  on  hinges  or  gates 
that  may  be  opened  by  the  driver  of  a  vehicle  without  alight- 
ing therefrom,  or  the  ordinary  wire  gate,  as  the  county  com- 
missioners may  require.  If  a  swinging  gate,  then  the  owner 
of  the  land  shall  be  required  to  place  a  hitching  post  on  each 
side  of  such  gate  at  a  sufficient  distance  from  such  gate  so  that 
the  driver  alighting  from  the  vehicle  may  hitch  while  opening 
and  while  closing  such  gate.  The  board  shall  also  require  by 
its  further  order  and  the  owner  or. other  person  constructing 
or  maintaining  such  fence  shall  construct  therein  upon  such 
road  an  auto  gate  sufficient  to  enable  automobiles  to  pass  over 
or  through  such  fence  upon  such  road  without  stopping,  and 
sufficient  also  to  prevent  stock  passing  through  said  fence.  No 
such  fence  shall  be  maintained  across  such  road  unless  such 
auto  gate  be  constructed  and  at  all  times  maintained  in  ac- 
cordance with  plans  and  with  the  approval  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission.

The 
said  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  order  and  direct  that  any 
gates  shall  remain  open  during  certain  portions  of  the  year, 
the  time  to  be  fixed  by  said  board,  or  in  its  discretion  and 
where  there  is  a  reasonable  necessity  therefor  and  the  con- 
venience of  the  traveling  public  would  not  be  materially 
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affected  thereby,  it  may  order  such  gate  or  gates  to  be  kept 
closed  during  the  entire  year. 

Sec.  2.   Original  section  8792  of  the  General  Statutes  Qf 
1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.   This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

DUTIES  AND  POWERS  OF  HIGHWAY  COMMISSIONERS  IN 
TOWNSHIPS;  MAIL  ROUTES  TO  BE  KEPT  OPEN. 

Senate  hm  Ko.  484. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  highway  commissioners 
in  the  various  townships  of  this  state  and  supplemental  to  chapter  264 
of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  highway  commissioners  of  every 
township  shall  inspect  or  cause  to  be  inspected  every  mail 
route  within  their  township  after  the  occurrence  of  every 
storm,  as  soon  as  possible  after  complaint  is  made,  and  shall 
at  such  times  inspect  the  conditions  of  the  culverts  and  bridges, 
and  within  a  reasonable  time  repair  the  same,  and  remove 
from  the  highway  all  obstructions  that  may  have  been  caused 
by  the  elements,  and  do  everything  reasonable  to  keep  such 
mail  routes  clear  and  free  for  the  distribution  of  the  mail. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  supplemental  to  chapter  264 
of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917,  and  in  nowise 
amendatory  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Kansas  in  regard  to 
roads  and  highways. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

or  highways  declared  to  be  public  highways. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  where  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Kan- 
sas, now  in  existence,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  enacted,  any 
road  or  highway  that  is  not  a  county  road  has  been  declared  to 
be  a  public  road  or  highway,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
highway  commissioners  of  the  township  in  which  such  road  is 
located  to  repair,  place  and  keep  in  condition  for  travel  such 
road  or  highway.  If  such  board  of  highway  commissioners 
shall  neglect,  refuse  or  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county  may 
repair  and  put  in  good  condition  for  travel  such  road  or  high- 
way, and  shall  charge  the  expenses  therefor  to  the  township  in 
which  such  road  is  located. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CONCERNING  THE  COMPENSATION  OF  TOWNSHIP  HIGHWAY

sioners, amending  section  32  of  chapter  264  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
Kansas  for  1917,  and  repealing  original  section  32.

Section  1.  That  section  32  of  chapter  264  of  the  Session

32.  That  the  clerk  of  said  board  shall  keep  an  accurate  rec- 
ord of  all  official  acts,  and  a  detailed  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  board,  in  a  well-bound  book,  to  be  provided  by  the  town- 
ship for  that  purpose,  which  record  shall  be  sijrned  by  the 
chairman  and  the  clerk  and  kept  open  for  inspection  at  any 
reasonable  time.  The  record  and  system  of  township  account- 
ing shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  state.  Each  of  the  town- 
ship highway  commissioners  shall  receive  for  his  services  the 
sum  of  $3.50  per  day  for  the  time  actually  and  necessarily 
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spent  by  him  in  performing  the  duties  required  by  this  act: 
Provided,  that  no  commissioner  shall  receive  mpre  than  ffSO 
per  year :  Provided,  that  in  any  township  having  a  population 
of  not  less  than  5,000,  nor  more  than  8,000,  and  having  a  valu- 
ation of  not  less  than  $7,000,000,  each  commissioner  shall  re- 
ceive not  to  exceed  the  following  sums  per  year:  The  town- 
ship trustee  $200,  the  township  clerk  $200,  and  the  township 
treasurer  $100. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  32  of  chapter  264  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  for  1917  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Section  1.  That  section  4826  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Section  4826.  That  in  any  county  where  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  be  adopted,  any  owners  of  real  estate  fail- 
ing to  comply  with  its  provisions  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor after  thirty  days'  notice  and  may  be  fined  before  any 
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justice  of  the  peace  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  road  overseer  in  the  district 
in  v/hich  said  real  estate  is  located  to  give  thirty  days'  notice  to 
the  owner  of  said  real  estate  or  his  or  her  duly  authorized 
agent,  and  upon  his  or  her  failing  to  comply  with  this  act,  said 
overseer  shall  cut  or  cause  to  be  cut  such  hedge  not  more  than 
five  feet  hi^h,  or  shall  cut  or  cause  to  be  cut,  said  weeds  in  the 
public  highway  along  said  real  estate,  as  is  provided  in  this 
act ;  and  the  cost  of  tiie  cutting  said  hedge  or  said  weeds  shall 
be  reported  to  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  and  the  same 
entered  on  the  tax-rolls  against  the  said  real  estate  and  col- 
lected as  other  taxes  of  the  county  are  collected,  and  paid  oyer 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  townsiiip. 

^Sec.  2.  That  section  4826  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansaa 
for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

All  portions  of  the  section  line  public  road  be- 
tween sections  twelve  (12)  and  thirteen  (13),  township  thirty- 
one  (31  S.)  south,  range  nineteen  (19  E.)  east  of  the  sixth 
principal  meridian,  Labe'^te  county,  Kansas,  beginning  at  a

Senate  bill  No.  899. 

An  Act  relatins:  to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  amending  sections 
8871,  8873  and  8876  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  and 
repealing  original  sections  8871,  8873  and  8876. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  8871  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  8871. 
That  the  State  Board  of  Education  shall  be  composed  of  the 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  who  shall  be  ex 
officio  chairman;  the  chancellor  of  the  State  Universty;  the 
president  of  the  State  Agricultural  College ;  the  president  of  the 
State  Normal  School  at  Emporia;  the  president  of  the  State 
Manual  Training  Normal  School  at  Pittsburg;  the  president 
of  the  Fort  Hays  Normal  School  at  Hays,  and  two  county  or 
city  superintendents  of  public  instruction ;  and  a  county  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor 
on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  1919,  for  a  period  of  two  years, 
and  each  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  from  any  county  in 
which  none  of  the  foregoing  institutions  may  be  located.  Each 
member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  shall  receive  all  neces- 
sary and  actual  traveling  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the 
meetings  of  the  board  and  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  re- 
quired by  law,  and  in  addition  thereto  each  appointed  member 
shall  receive  as  full  compensation  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per 
day  for  each  day's  actual  service  not  exceeding  ten  days  in  any 
one  year. 
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Sec.  2.  That  section  8873  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
for  1915  is  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  8873.  At  a  meet- 
ing called  by  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
during  the  month  of  April,  1919,  the  State  Board  of  Education 
shall  elect  a  secretary,  not  a  member  of  the  board,  who  shall  be 
an  expert  in  education,  a  graduate  of  a  four-year  course  of 
study  of  a  university,  college,  normal  school,  or  institution  of 
like  rank,  and  who  shall  have  had  not  less  than  five  years  of 
experience  in  educational  work  as  superintendent  or  supervisor. 
The  secretary  first  elected  under  this  act  shall  serve  from  the 
first  day  of  July,  1919,  until  the  first  day  of  July,  1923 ;  and 
thereafter  the  secretary  of  the  board  shall  serve  for  a  term  of 
four  years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected,  unless  removed  by 
the  board  for  cause ;  and  the  regular  election  of  secretary  shall 
be  held  during  the  month  of  April  next  preceding  the  date  of  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  office.  The  secretaj^  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction.  He  shall  serve  as  in- 
spector of  colleges  and  universities  accredited  by  the  state 
board  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  relating  to  state 
teachers'  certificates,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
required  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  or  the  state  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  and  he  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  state  su- 
perintendent of  public  instruction  may  employ  a  stenographer, 
who  shall  serve  as  a  stenographer  to  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation during  its  meetings  and  in  addition  do  such  other  work 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  state  superintendent,  who  shall  re- 
ceive a  salary  of  $1,200  per  annum. 

Sec.  8.  That  section  8876  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
for  1915  is  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  8876.  That  the 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction  may  appoint  assist- 
ants not  exceeding  four  in  number,  who  shall  serve  as  super- 
visors of  the  public  schools  of  the  state,  including  rural,  graded 
and  high  schools.  Said  assistants  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  state  superintendent;  and 
these  assistants  shall  be  allowed  actual  and  necessary  traveling 
expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  shall 
receive  a  salary  fixed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  not  ex- 
ceeding $2,000  per  annum :  Provided,  that  no  state  funds  ex- 
cept as  herein  provided  shall  be  expended  for  the  purpose  of 
visitation  of  rural,  graded  and  high  schools. 

Sec.  4.  That  original  sections  8871,  8873  and  8876  of  the 
General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

PROVIDING  FOR  THE  EXCLUSIVE  USE  OF  THE  ENGLISH

An  Act  in  relation  to  instruction  in  public,  private  and.  parochial  schools^ 

and  providing  for  the  enforcement  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  All  elementary  schools  in  this  state,  whether 
public,  private  or  parochial^  shall  use  the  English  language 
exclusively  as  the  medium  of  instruction. 

Sec.  2.  All  schools,  public,  private,  or  parochial,  shall  pro- 
vide and  give  a  complete  course  of  instruction  to  all  pupils,  in 
civil  government,  and  United  States  history,  and  in  patriotism 
and  the  duties  of  a  citizen,  suitable  to  the  elementary  grades. 

Sec.  3.  The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  have  the  power 
of  visitation  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  complied 
with,  and  if  it  be  found  that  any  provision  of  this  act  is  being 
violated,  the  state  board  shall  order  such  school  forthwith  to 
comply  with  this  act,  and  if  such  order  be  not  complied  with 
within  thirty  days  after  such  order,  excluding  vacation  periods, 
then  the  state  board  shall  be  authorized  to  order  such  school 
to  be  closed,  and  the  county  attorney  of  the  county,  where  such 
school  is  located,  or  the  attorney  general  of  the  state  of  Kan- 
sas, at  the  election  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  shall  en- 
force the  orders  of  the  board  by  action  in  the  name  of  the  state 
on  his  relation  or  the  relation  of  such  board  of  education. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

An  Act  concerning  school  age  in  district  schools;  and  to  repeal  section

Section  1.  That  the  district  schools  established  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  at  all  times  be  equally  free  and  ac- 
cessible to  all  the  children  resident  therein  over  six  and  under 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the 
district  board  in  each  district  may  prescribe :  Provided,  that

An  Act  relating:  to  the  certification  of  teachers  of  the  public  schools, 
supplementing  sections  8995  and  9000  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915,  amending  section  8998  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas 
for  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  section  8998  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  Kansas  for  1915. 
* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  to  any  person  to  whom  a  three-year  cer- 
tificate shall  have  been  issued  in  accordance  with  section  8996 
of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  the  State  Board  of 
Education  shall  issue  a  permanent  certificate  valid  for  teach- 
ing in  any  school  in  which  the  original  three-year  certificate 
.'was  valid:  Provided,  that  such  person  shall  have  been  suc- 
cessfully and  continuously  engaged  either  in  teaching  in  the 
grade  or  department  of  school  named  in  the  original  certificate 
or  in  supervising  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  or 
in  both  such  teaching  and  supervising,  for  not  less  than  three 
years:  Provided  further,  that  attendance  at  any  accredited 
normal  school,  college  or  university  for  one  year  during  such 
interval,  for  which  full  credit  is  given  by  such  normal  school, 
college  or  university,  shall  be  allowed  as  equivalent  to  experi- 
ence in  teaching  or  supervising. 

Sec.  2,  That  to  any  person  to  whom  a  three-year  eleinentary 
certificate  shall  have  been  issued  in  accordance  with  section 
9000  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  the  State 
Board  of  Education  shall  issue  a  permanent  certificate  valid 
for  teaching  in  elementary  schools:  Provided,  that  such  per- 
son shall  have  been  successfully  and  continuously  engaged  in 
teaching  in  the  grade  or  department  of  school  namc^  in  the 
original  certificate,  or  in  supervising  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  state,  or  in  both  such  supervising  and  teaching, 
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for  not  less  than  three  years :  Provided  further,  that  attend- 
ance at  any  accredited  normal  school,  coUeere  or  university  for 
one  year  during  such  interval,  for  which  full  credit  is  given  by 
such  normal  school,  college,  or  university,  shaU  be  allowed  as 
equivalent  to  experience  in  teaching  or  supervising. 

Sec.  3.  That  to  any  person  who  at  the  time  when  this  act 
shall  take  effect  shall  have  been  successfully  employed  for  not 
less  than  three  years  in  this  state  as  a  teacher  in  any  high 
school,  deemed  to  have  been  such  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, or  successfully  and  continuously  engaged  either  in  teach- 
ing in  such  high  school,  or  in  supervising  as  county  superin- 
tendent in  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  or  in  both  such  teach- 
ing and  superintending,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years, 
and  who  during  such  employment  shall  have  held  a  valid 
teacher's  certificate,  the  State  Board  of  Education  shall  issue 
a  certificate  valid  for  teaching  in  such  high  school  and  in  no 
other  school  or  department  for  life. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  8998  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Sec. 
8998.  Special  certificates  may  be  issued  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  to  persons  who  by  examination  or  othervdse  may 
show  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  qualifications  as  teachers 
of  kindergartens,  manual  training,  domestic  science,  domestic 
art,  agriculture,  commercial  branches,  physical  training/ 
music,  drawing  and  such  other  highly  specialized  subjects  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  state  board.  Such  certificates  shall 
be  valid  in  any  public  school  of  the  state  for  teaching  in  the 
department  or  subject  specified  in  the  certificate  and  in  no 
other  department  or  subject  than  those  thus  specified,  for  three 
years,  and  may  be  renewed  successively  for  three-year  periods 
on  conditions  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.

sition of  disorganization  of  said  union  district  as  stated  in  said 
notices.  In  any  school  district  voting  on  the  proposition,  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  sufficient  to  carry  the  propo- 
sition. The  vote  at  such  school  meeting  shall  be  by  ballot, 
which  shall  read  "For  disorganization"  or  "Against  disorgani- 
zation." Upon  such  proposition  being  carried,  the  clerk  of  said 
school  district  shall  thereupon,  in  writing,  notify  the  county 
superintendent  of  such  action.  Upon  receiving  such  notice,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent  to  make  an

SECTION  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  272  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1917  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  1. 
That  whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  for  the  board  of 
education  of  any  city  of  the  second  class  to  provide  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  a  school  site  or  sites,  or  to  erect  a  suitable 
building  or  buildings  thereon,  or  to  equip  and  furnish  the 
same,  or  to  fund  any  bonded  indebtedness  or  any  floating  in- 
debtedness which  may  at  the  present  exist  in  the  public  schools 
of  said  cities  of  the  second  class,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board 
of  education  of  any  such  city  of  the  second  class,  to  borrow 
money,  for  such  purposes ;  and  for  such  purpose  or  purposes 
the  said  board  of  education  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  bonds  bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
five  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  annually  or  semi-annually  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  mentioned  on  the  face  of  the 
bonds,  which  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than  twenty  years 
from  their  date,  and  the  board  of  education  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  sell  such  bonds  at  not  less  than  their 
par  value:  Provided,  that  no  such  bonds  except  refunding 
bonds  shall  be  issued  until  the  question  of  issuing  the  same 
shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people,  and  a  majority  of

tiiereby  be  increased  to  an  amount  exceeding  two  and  [one-]  *

issue  at  any  time  a  bond  for  a  sum  not  greater  than  ten  hun- 
dred dollars  to  raise  money  to  pay  for  needful  repairs  on 
school  buildings  or  heating  plants  for  the  public  school  build- 
ings, if  the  state  school  superintendent  shall  approve  in  writ- 
ing such  issue  of  bonds  for  floating  indebtedness  and  for  the 
purposes  in  the  above  provisio  [proviso] :   Provided,  it  shall

House  bill  No.  882. 

An  Act  amending  section  2,  chapter  281,  Laws  of  ;L917,  relating  to  dis- 
tribution of  county  high  school  tax,  and  repealing  said  original  section 
2  and  section  3  of  said  chapter. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Section  2  of  chapter  281,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  2.  That  each  high  school 
entitled  to  participate  in  the  funds  produced  by  the  tax  pro- 
vided for  in  section  1,  chapter  281,  Laws  of  1917,  shall  receive 
the  same  in  proportion  to  the  total  number  of  days  of  actual 
attendance  of  all  pupils  in  the  high  schools  of  said  city  and 
districts  during  school  year  immediately  preening  said  pay- 
ment, which  attendance  of  said  pupils  shall  be  certified  to  the 
county  treasurer  by  the  county  superintendent  of  public  in- 
struction ;  and  said  county  treasurer  shall  pay  such  proportion 
of  such  fund  to  the  respective  treasurers  of  boards  of  educa- 
tion and  school  districts  and  rural  high  school  districts  as  * 
are  entitled  to  participate  in  said  fund. 

Sec  2.   That  sections  2  and  3  of  chapter  281  of  the  Laws 
of  1917  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  publica- 
tion in  the  statute  book.

An  Act  in  relation  to  the  levy  of  tax  and  distribution  thereof  in  certain 
school  districts  under  chapter  397  of  the  Laws  of  1905  and  its  amend- 
ments, and  repealing  and  amending  section  4  of  chapter  281  of  the 
Laws  of  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kanaas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  4  of  chapter  281  of  the  Laws  of 
1917  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  4.  Whenever  any 
high  school  to  which  this  act  shall  apply  shall  be  maintained  in 
any  joint  school  district  or  in  any  rural  high  school  district 
lying  partly  in  two  or  more  counties  in  each  of  which  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  397  of  the  Laws  of  1905. and  amendments 
thereto  shall  be  in  force,  the  cpunty  superintendent  having 
jurisdiction  over  such  joint  school  districts,  or  the  county 
superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  such  rural  high  school 
is  located,  shall  apportion  the  number  of  teachers  employed  in 
said  high  school  to  the  several  counties  in  which  any  part  of 
said  joint  school  district  or  said  rural  high  school  district  shall 
lie,  in  the  proportion  which  the  number  of  days  of  attendance 
in  said  high  school  of  the  pupils  residing  in  each  county  shall 
bear  to  the  total  number  of  days  of  attendance  in  said  high 
school  during  the  school  year  preceding  the  levy  of  the  tax  pro- 
vided for  in  section  1  of  this  act,  and  said  county  superinten- 
dent shall  report  said  apportionment  to  the  county  superin- 
tendents of  the  several  counties  in  which  any  part  of  said 
joint  school  district  or  said  rural  high  school  district  shall  lie, 
and  said  county  superintendents  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  their  respective  counties.  Whenever 
any  high  school,  meeting  the  requirements  of  chapter  397  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  1905  and  its  amendments,  shall  be  main- 
tained in  any  joint  school  district  or  in  any  rural  high  school 
district,  any  part  of  which  district  shall  lie  in. any  county  in 
which  the  provisions  of  chapter  397  of  the  Laws  of  1905  and 
amendments  thereto  shall  be  in  force  and  part  in  a  county  in 
which  said  law  is  not  in  force,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
superintendent  having  jurisdiction  over  said  joint  school  dis- 
trict or  rural  high  school  district  to  make  an  equitable  ap- 
portionment of  the  teachers  employed  based  on  the  attend- 
ance of  the  pupils  residing  in  the  county  in  which  said 
chapter  397  is  in  force,  and  he  shall  on  or  before  July  25  in 
each  year  certify  the  same  to  the  county  superintendent  of 
the  county  in  which  chapter  397  of  the  Laws  of  1905  and 
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the  amendments  thereto  is  in  force,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  total  number  of  days  of  actual  attendance  of 
pupils  in  such  high  school  residing  in  such  county  during 
the  school  year  immediately  preceding,  and  said  county  super- 
intendent shall  certify  said  number  of  teachers  so  appor- 
tioned to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  his  county,  and  there* 
upon  such  number  of  teachers  shall  be  included  in  the  compu- 
tation of  the  tax  to  be  raised  as  provided  in  section  1  of  chapter 
281  of  the  Laws  of  1917,  and  shall  certify  such  attendance  of 
pupils  to  the  county  treasurer  of  his  county,  who  shall  disburse 
the  fund  produced  by  the  tax  levied  under  the  provisions'  of 
section  1  of  chapter  281  of  the  Laws  of  1917  to  the  treasurer 
of  such  joint  school  districts  or  rural  high  school  district  in 
proportion  as  provided  in  sections  2  and  3  of  the  said  chapter 
281  of  the  Laws  of  1917. 

Sec.  2.    Said  original  section  4  of  chapter  281,  Laws  of  1917, 
is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  publication  in  the 
statute  book.

RELATING  TO  HIGH  SCHOOLS  RECEIVING  COUNTY  AID,  AND 
TO  HIGH  SCHOOLS  IN  A  RELOCATED  COUNTY  SEAT. 

House  biU  Ko.  582. 

An  Act  relating  to  high  schools  receiving  county  aid,  amending  section 
9838  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  and  repealing  said  original  sec- 
tion 9388. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  9338  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915  is  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  9338.  No 
high  school  as  herein  provided  for  shall  be  eligible  for  such  aid 
except  upon  a  petition  to  the  county  superintendent  and  county 
commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  or  schools 
are  sought  to  be  aided,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  school 
electors  of  the  county  in  which  the  school  is  sought  to  be  aided : 
Provided,  that  in  counties  having  a  population  of  less  than 
2,000  and  where  only  one  high  school  located  at  the  county  seat 
is  receiving  aid  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  263  of  the 
Session  Laws  of  1911,  or  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  as 
amended,  then  in  the  event  such  county  seat  is  relocated  as 
provided  by  law  the  aid  hereinbefore  provided  may  be  ex- 
tended by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  the  county 
superintendent  to  the  high  school  of  the  district  to  which  the 
county  seat  is  relocated  without  the  necessity  of  a  petition  as 
hereinbefore  provided  for :  And  provided  further,  that  there- 
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after  no  aid  shall  be  extended  to  the  high  school  in  the  district 
from  which  the  county  seat  is  removed,  unless  there  be  a  peti- 
tion presented  to  the  county  commissioners  and  county  super- 
intendent signed  by  a  majority  of  the  school  electors  of  said 
county  asking  that  such  aid  be  given  to  the  high  school  of  the 
district  from  which  the  county  seat  has  been  removed. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  9338  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1915,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

ISSUANCE   OF   BONDS   AND   ERECTION   OF   BUILDINGS   FOR

That  any  county  in  which  a 
county  high  school  has  heretofore  been,  or  may  hereafter  be, 
established  under  the  authority  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  147 
of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1886,  and  all  acts  amendatory  there- 
of and  supplementary  thereto,  or  any  county  in  which  a  county 
high  school  has  heretofore  been  established  by  authority  of  any 
special  law,  shall  have  authority  to  issue  bonds  of  the  county  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  site  and  erecting,  equipping  and 
f umiK^hing  buildings  for  such  high  school,  or  to  erect  additional 
buildings  or  additions  to  high  school  buildings,  when  the  build- 
ings of  any  such  high  school  shall  become  inadequate  or  insuf- 
ficient for  the  needs  of  such  school,  in  the  manner  as  herein 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  2  of  chapter  282  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  for  1917  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows:  Sec.  2.  Whenever  one-third  of  the  num- 
ber of  electors,  as  shown  by  the  vote  for  secretary  of  state  at 
the  next  preceding  election  in  any  county  having  a  county  high 
school  organized  under  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  147  of 
the  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1886,  and  all  acts  supplemental  and 
amendatory  thereof,  or  under  the  provisions  of  any  special  law, 
ahall  petition  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  such  county

to  call  an  election  for  the  purpose  of  voting  bonds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  site  and  the  erection,  equipping  and  furnishing  of 
buildings,  or  to  build  additions  to  buildings,  or  to  erect  addi- 
tional buildings  for  such  county  high  school,  at  the  place  named 
in  said  petition,  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  twenty-day  notice 
previous  to  the  next  general  election,  or  previous  to  a  special 
election  called  for  the  purpose,  that  they  will  submit  to  the 
electors  of  said  county  the  question  of  issuing  bonds  of  the 
county  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  amount  named  in  the 
petition  and  for  the  purpose  therein  stated.  At  said  election 
the  electors  of  the  county  shall  vote  by  ballot  for  or  against  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds,  and  Ihe  notice  of  such  election  shall  be 
given  as  are  all  lesral  notices  of  general  or  special  elections 
And  the  ballots  sh^H  be  canvassed  and  other  proceedings  had  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  elections  for  the 
establishment  of  such  county  high  schools  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  147  of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1886,  and  the  acts 
supplemental  and  amendatory  thereof,  or  under  the  provisions 
of  any  special  law.  If  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  upon  the 
question  of  issuing  bonds  as  aforesaid  shall  be  in  favor  of  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds,  the  county  commissioners  shall  issue 
and  deliver  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  county  high  school, 
such  bonds  or  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
for  the  purchase  of  such  site  and  erection,  equipping  and  fur- 
nishing of  such  buildings,  or  for  the  building  of  additions  or 
additional  buildings  in  accordance  with  contracts  that  may  be 
entered  into  by  said  trustees  under  the  provisions  and  authority 
of  s  lid  chapter  147  of  the  Laws  of  1886,  and  acts  supplemental 
and  £.mendatory  thereto,  or  under  authority  of  any  special  law 
by  virtue  of  which  any  county  high  school  has  heretofore  been 
organized. 

Sec.  3.    That  sections  1  and  2  of  chapter  282  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

STATE   SCHOOL  BOOK  COMMISSION   CREATED;   REPLACES 
SCHOOL  TEXTBOOK  COMMISSION;  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Senate  bUl  No.  9. 

An  Act  amending  section  9366,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  relating  to 
State  School  Book  Commission  and  repealing  said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  9366,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
and  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  9366.  For  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  there  is 
hereby  created  a  State  School  Book  Commission  consisting  of 
seven  members  which  shall  be  composed  of  the  state  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  the  president  of  the  State  Normal 
School,  the  president  of  the  State  Agricultural  College,  the  state 
printer,  a  person  elected  by  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  from  their  own  membership,  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  two  other  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor 
for  a  term  of  two  years  from  April  1,  1919.  The  commission 
thus  created  shall  perform  the  duties  and  exercise  the  power 
granted  in  this  act  and  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority 
heretofore  belonging  to  the  School  Textbook  Commission,  ex- 
cept so  far  as  these  duties  are  modified  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  take  an  oath  of 
office,  the  form  of  which  shall  be  prepared  by  the  attorney- 
general.  Within  twenty  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect  the 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  call  a  meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  effecting  an  organization;  and  thereupon 
all  authority  heretofore  belonging  to  the  School  Textbook  Com- 
mission shall  be  transferred  to  the  State  School  Book  Commis- 
sion, and  the  said  School  Textbook  Commission  shall  cease  to 
exist.  All  contracts  made  by  the  School  Textbook  Commission 
and  in  force  at  the  time  when  this  act  takes  effect  shall  be  en- 
forced by  the  State  School  Book  Commission  created  by  this 
act.  The  commission  shall  have  authority  to  make  its  own 
rules  and  regulations,  and  to  determine  the  method  of  its 
procedure  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Each 
member  of  said  commission  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  service 
thereon,  be  receiving  a  stated  salary  from  the  state,  shall  not 
be  allowed  per  diem,  but  the  other  members  shall  receive  as 
their  full  compensation  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day's 
actual  service  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  said  commis- 
sion. And  each  member  shall  receive  all  necessary  and  actual 
traveling  and  hotel  expenses  incurred  in  attending  all  meet- 
ings of  the  commission  and  in  discharge  of  their  duties. 
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Sec.  2.  Section  9366,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  any 
other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  publi- 
cation in  the  official  state  paper.

RELATING  TO  SCHOOL  TEXTBOOKS,  THE  SALE  OR  DISPOSAL 
THEREOF  TO  DEALERS  OR  AGENTS  AND  LIMITING  THE 
COMMISSION  TO  BE  ALLOWED. 

Senate  bill  No.  S75. 

An  Act  relating  to  school  textbooks  and  the  sale  and  disposal  thereof 
through  dealers  and  agents  and  otherwise,  and  amending  section 
9383/  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  said  original  sec- 
tion. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  9383;  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  9383y.  Within  thiny  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  procla- 
mation by  the  governor  of  this  state  provided  for  in  this  act, 
any  person,  persons,  company  or  corporation  having  contracted 
for  the  furnishing  of  school  textbooks  to  the  people  of  this 
state,  for  use  in  the  public  schools  thereof,  shall  arrange  with 
at  least  one  dealer  or  agent  at  the  county  seat  in  each  county 
of  this  state,  and  in  each  city  of  the  first,  second  and  third 
class  in  this  state,  for  the  handling,  sale  and  exchange  of  the 
school  books  provided  for  in  this  act.  Such  dealer  or  agent 
shall  be  allowed  to  charge  the  people  of  this  state  a  commission 
not  exceeding  fifteen  percent  on  the  contract  price  established 
in  this  act  for  the  handling  and  sale  of  such  books :  Provided, 
that  any  person,  company  or  corporation  having  a  contract 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  required  to  furnish 
books  to  any  citizen  or  school  district  in  Kansas  at  the  same 
price  and  on  the  same  terms  as  provided  for  the  furnishing  of 
such  books  to  dealers  or  agents  in  cash  orders  of  not  less  than 
ten  dollars  each,  and  deliver  the  same  at  any  railroad  station 
in  Kansas  mentioned  in  such  order. 

Sec.  2.  Original  section  9383;  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

RELATING  TO  NIGHT  SCHOOLS. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  sessions  of  public  night  schools,  when  and  where 
held,  tiie  term  thereof,  amending  section  9396  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915  and  repealing  original  section  9396  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  9396  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
the  state  of  Kansas  for  1916  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  9396.  The  sessions  of  said  public  night  school  shall  be 
held  at  night  on  not  less  than  three  nights  each  week  during 
the  continuance  of  such  schools  in  one  or  more  of  the  regular 
class  rooms  in  one  or  more  of  the  public  school  buildings  of 
said  district  or  city,  and  the  term  or  terms  of  said  public  night 
school  shall  continue  only  during  the  term  or  terms  of  the  reg- 
ular public  school  in  such  district  or  city,  said  term  to  com- 
mence at  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  education  and  shall  con- 
tinue for  not  less  than  five  months,  except  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  9396  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1916  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  272. 

TO  PROMOTE  THE  ATTENDANCE  OP  PUPILS  IN  SCHOOLS. 

Hoase  bUl  No.  80. 

An  Act  to  promote  the  attendance  of  pupils  in  schools  and  to  amend 
section  9415  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915,  and  repeal- 
ing said  orig^inal  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  9416  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  9416. 
That  every  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  in  the  state  of 
Kansas  having  control  or  charge  of  any  child  or  children  hav- 
ing reached  the  age  of  eight  years  and  under  sixteen  years, 
shall  be  required  to  send  such  child  or  children  to  a  public  school, 
or  a  private,  denominational  or  parochial  school,  in  which  all 
instruction  shall  be  given  in  the  English  language  only,  each 
school  year,  for  such  period  as  said  school  is  in  session: 
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district  originaUy  owning  such  property,  and  any  property  ob- 
tained and  owned  by  such  union  district  since  its  organization' 
shall  upon  such  dissolution  be  divided  among  the  various  school 
districts  in  proportion  to  the  assessed  valuation  of  such 
districts. 

Sec.  3.  Such  division  shall  be  made  by  the  county  superin- 
tendent, and  if  he  shall  find  it  impossible  to  make  a  division  of 
the  joint  property  in  kind,  then  he  shall  notify  such  districts 
of  such  fact,  and  such  districts  composing  the  original  union

Section  1.  That  section  9058  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  9058. 
That  the  money  so  collected  shall  be  nsed  under  the  direction 
of  the  board  of  directors  for  the  purchasing  of  a  school-district 
library,  and  for  no  other  purpose;  and  the  district  board,  in 
the  purchase  of  books,  shall  be  confined  to  works  of  arithmetic, 
geography,  history,  literature,  biography,  travels,  science,  and 
two  monthly  school  journals,  one  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  pri- 
mary classes  and  the  other  the  more  advanced  and  general 
needs. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  9058  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915  is  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

RELATING  TO  THE  ISSUING  OF  BONDS  BY  BOARDS  OF  EDU- 
CATION IN  CITIES  OF  THE  FIRST  CLASS.

An  Act  relating  to  the  issuing  of  bonds  by  boards  of  education  in  cities 
of  the  first  class,  limiting  the  amount  of  bonds  which  may  be  issued  by 
said  boards,  amending  chapter  268  of  the  Laws  of  1917  and  repealing 
said  orig^inal  chapter  268. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  268  of  the  Laws  of  1917 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  1.  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  of  such  city  of  the  first  class 
within  thirty  days  after  receiving  a  certified  copy  of  the  action 
of  the  board  of  education  showing  the  necessity  and  giving  a 
statement  of  the  estimated  cost  of  such  school  sites,  repairs, 
additions,  buildjng  or  buildings,  signed  by  the  clerk  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  president  of  the  board,  to  issue  a  proclamation 
for  holding  an  election  to  vote  bonds  to  the  amount  prayed  for 
by  the  board ;  and  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  unless  a  majority 
voting  at  such  election  s^all  vote  therefor ;  nor  shall  the  entire 
amount  of  such  school  bonds  issued  exceed  in  the  aggregate, 
including  existing  indebtedness,  two  and  one-half  percent  of 
the  valuation  of  taxable  property  of  such  city  as  ascertained  by 
the  last  assessment  for  state  and  county  purposes  previous  to 
incurring  the  proposed  indebtedness.  Any  member  of  a  board 
of  education  or  officer  thereof  who  shall  vote  for,  counsel,  con- 
sent to  or  in  any  wise  assist  in  the  issue  of  any  bond  or  bonds  in 
excess  of  the  per  centum  herein  authorized  shall  be  liable  jointly 
and  severally  to  the  holder  of  any  such  bonds  for  the  amount 
due  thereon,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction ;  and  judgment  thereon  may  be  collected 
and  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  other  judgments  are  col- 
lected and  enforced. 

Sec.  2.  That  chapter  268  of  the  Laws  of  1917  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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Sec.  8.  That  the  said  school  directors  or  boards  of  educa- 
tion or  proprietor  of  a  private  or  parochial  school  shall  estab- 
lish rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  custody,  care  and  dis- 
play of  the  said  United  States  flag,  and,  when  the  weather  will 
not  permit  it  to  be  otherwise  displayed,  it  shall  be  placed  con- 
spicuously in  the  principal  room  in  the  schoolhouse. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  in  each  county  of  the  state  of 
Kansas  to  notify  the  principal  or  proprietor  of  such  public, 
pnvate  or  parochial  school,  having  charge  of  such  school  build- 
ings and  grounds,  to  observe  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  this 
act,  and  if  after  such  notification  the  said  principal  or  pro- 
prietor of  such  public,  private  or  parochial  school  shall  fail  to 
comply  therewith  for  a  period  of  thirty  days,  such  principal  or 
proprietor  of  such  public,  private  or  parochial  school  shall  be 
judged  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $1  nor  more  than  $6  for 
each  thirty  days  thereafter  that  he  shall  continue  to  neglect  to 
obey  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6..  That  sections  9446  and  9446  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

^EC.  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Section  1,  That  section  10890  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  is  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  10890. 
That  the  board  of  school-fund  commissioners  of  the  state  of 
Kansas  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  an  order 
authorizing  any  city  or  school  district  to  vote  bonds  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  school  buildings  to  an  amount  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  per  cent  in  excess  of,  and  in  addition  to,  the 
amount  of  bonds  tiiat  may  be  voted  under  laws  now  in  force. 
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Sec.  2.   That  section  10890  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1916  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  276. 

HIGH   SCHOOLS   IN   CERTAIN   COUNTIES   HAVING   COUNTY 

HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

Senate  bill  No.  312. 

An  Act  relating  to  high  schools  in  certain  counties  having  county  high 

schools  and  providing  for  their  support. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  in  every  county  in  this  state  having  a  county 
high  school  located  in  the  county  seat  and  said  county  seat  be- 
ing a  city  of  the  second  class,  and  in  which  said  county  there 
are,  including  joint  districts,  at  least  seven  other  high  schools 
maintaining  a  university  preparatory  high  school  course  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  a  general  county  tax 
for  the  aid  of  all  such  high  schools  shall  be  levied  each  year  in 
such  county  and  apportioned  and  distributed  as  provided  for 
by  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  All  funds  raised  by  any  future  levy  in  each  such 
county  for  the  support  of  county  high  school  shall  be  appor- 
tioned among  all  school  districts  maintaining  high  schools  re- 
ferred to  in  section  1  of  this  act  for  the  support  of  such  high 
schools. 

Sec.  3.  The  county  high  school  trustees  shall  each  year  on 
or  before  the  last  Thursday  in  July  make  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  which  in  their  judgment  should  be  raised  for  the  pur- 
poses described  in  this  act,  and  report  said  amount  to'  the 
county  clerk,  who  shall  thereupon  make  a  levy  sufficient  to 
raise  the  same  upon  all  of  the  taxable  property  within  such 
county:  Provided,  that  such  levy  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of 
five-tenths  of  a  mill  upon  the  dollar  for  valuation. 

Sec.  4.  The  county  high  school  trustees  shall  cause  all  funds 
to  be  raised  from  such  levies,  except  the  amount  necessary  to 
pay  their  salaries  and  expenses,  to  be  distributed  among  all  of 
the  school  districts  maintaining  such  high  schools  referred  to 
in  section  1  of  this  act,  for  the  support  of  such  high  schools 
only,  and  to  the  county  high  school  fund  of  the  city  in  which 
the  county  high  school  is  located,  in  proportion  to  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  pupils  actually  resident  in  said  county  tak- 
ing regular  courses  above  the  eighth  grade  in  such  high  schools

during  the  year  previous  to  such  apportionment.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  such  distribution  the  attendance  of  a  pupil  for  one  day 
in  such  high  school,  of  the  highest  class  as  fixed  by  the  rules  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education,  shall  be  100  percent  of  a  day, 
and  of  the  next  lower  class  90  percent,  and  in  the  second  lower 
class  80  percent,  and  in  the  third  or  any  other  lower  class  70 
percent  of  a  day.  The  fact  that  any  school  district  or  city,  or 
the  city  in  which  the  county  high  school  is  located,  may  divide 
its  high  school  into  senior  and  junior  or  other  like  divisions 
shall  not,  of  itself,  affect  the  proportion  of  funds  that  such  dis- 
trict or  city  shall  receive  under  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  Should  any  district  fail  to  keep  its  high  school  stand- 
ard up  to  the  standard  referred  to  in  this  act,  such  district  shall 
cease  to  participate  in  the  distribution  of  said  funds  for  any 
year  in  which  such  failure  exists. 

Sec  6.  Any  school  district  in  such  county,  and  joint  dis- 
tricts, that  shall  in  the  future  provide  and  maintain  a  high 
school  of  the  standard  referred  to  in  this  act  shall  be  entitled 
to  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  funds  raised  from  the 
levy  provided  in  this  act  beginning  with  the  year  next  follow- 
ing that  in  which  the  standard  of  such  school  is  so  established. 

Sec.  7.  The  board  of  education  of  the  city  in  which  is  located 
the  county  high  school  shall  appropriate  to  the  support  of  such 
county  high  school  an  amount  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  pro- 
portion of  county  high  school  funds  apportioned  to  the  support 
of  such  county  high  school  under  the  levy  referred  to  in  section 
3  of  this  act,  and  board  of  education  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make  any  levy  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  8.  All  districts  participating  in  the  apportionment  of 
county  high  school  funds  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  offer 
and  furnish  free  high  school  education  to  all  persons  of  school 
age  residing  in  such  county. 

Sec.  9.  The  board  of  education  of  the  city  in  which  is  located 
the  county  high  school  shall  have  the  management  of  such 
county  high  school. 

Sec.  10.  The  county  high  school  trustees  shall  have  full 
supervisory  powers  over  all  of  the  high  schools  of  such  county 
to  the  extent  of  requiring  that  all  funds  appropriated  to  such 
high  schools  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  properly  used 
for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  act. 

Sec.  11.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  in  making  levy  and 
collection  of  taxes  and  distribution  of  funds,  all  high  schools 
participating  therein  shall  be  considered  portions  of  the  county 
high  school,  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  the  distribu- 
tion of  funds  or  control  of  schools  as  provided  in  this  act.   • 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  July  1st,  1920,  and  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  277. 

FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  CERTAIN  PURCHASERS  OF  SCHOOL 

LANDS. 

Senate  bill  No.  146. 

An  Act  for  the  relief  of  certain  purchasers  of  school  lands. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  in  all  cases  of  sales  of  school  land  hereto- 
fore made,  where  the  purchasers  thereof  have  made  partial 
payment  or  payments  thereon  and  have  by  law  forfeited  their 
rights  to  such  Unds  and  the  money  paid  thereon;  and  where 
the  said  purchaser  or  purchasers  have  not  been  ejected,  and  are 
and  have  been  in  continuous  possession  thereof,  and  no  pur- 
chase has  been  made  of  such  lands  by  any  person  subsequent  to 
the  date  when  the  forfeiture  of  such  sales  become  effective; 
that  said  persons,  having  made  such  partial  payment  or  pay- 
ments, their  heirs  and  assigns  may,  within  one  year  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  renew  their  right  to  retain  the  land  so  for- 
feited, by  paying  the  amount  due  on  said  lands  in  the  manner 
provided  by  existing  law. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  certificate  of  pur- 
chase  that  has  been  forfeited  by  any  proceeding  other  than  the 
forfeiture  by  operation  of  law  for  nonpa3rment  as  provided  by 
section  9198  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  278. 

AUDITOR  OP  STATE  ISSUE  PATENTS  TO  SCHOOL  LANDS  IN

An  Act  to  authorize  the  auditor  of  state  to  make  investigation  and  to 
issue  patents  to  school  land  purchasers  in  certain  cases  and  to  validate 
such  patents. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  Section  9204  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  9204.  That  in  all 
cases  where  school  lands  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  sold 
and  certificates  issued  therefor  upon  application  for  patent 
being  made,  it  shall  appear  that  the  improvements  have  been 
appraised  and  such  land  was  sold  without  including  the  im- 
provements, or  if  it  shall  appear  that  there  was  a  defect  in 
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not  at  any  time  exceed  an  aggrregate  amount  of  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars:  Provid^  further,  that  the  right  granted 
herein  to  boards  of  education  to  issue  bonds  without  such  elec- 
tion shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  an  issue  of  bonds  which, 
with  those  of  the  same  kind  already  outstanding,  shall  exceed 
one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  assessment  for  taxation,  as 
shown  by  the  last  finding  and  determination  of  the  proper 
board  of  education :  Provided  further,  that  where  bonds  have 
been  voted  at  the  time  of  the  passage  hereof,  the  funds  derived 
from  the  sale  of  such  bonds  shall  be  available  for  any  and  idl  of 
the  purposes  herein  above  set  forth. 

Sec.  2.    That  section  1  of  chapter  272  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas,  1917,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  S.   That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

An  Act  amending  section  2,  chapter  281,  Laws  of  ;L917,  rotating  to  dis- 
tribution of  county  high  school  tax,  and  repealing  said  original  section 
2  and  section  3  of  said  chapter. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Section  2  of  chapter  281,  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  2.  That  each  high  school 
entitled  to  participate  in  the  funds  produced  by  the  tax  pro- 
vided for  in  section  1,  chapter  281,  Laws  of  1917,  shall  receive 
the  same  in  proportion  to  the  total  number  of  days  of  actual 
attendance  of  all  pupils  in  the  high  schools  of  said  city  and 
districts  during  school  year  immediately  preceding  said  pay- 
ment, which  attendance  of  said  pupils  shall  be  certified  to  the 
county  treasurer  by  the  county  superintendent  of  public  in- 
struction ;  and  said  county  treasurer  shall  pay  such  proportion 
of  such  fund  to  the  respective  treasurers  of  boards  of  educa- 
tion and  school  districts  and  rural  high  school  districts  as  ' 
are  entitled  to  participate  in  said  fund. 

Sec  2.   That  sections  2  and  3  of  chapter  281  of  the  Laws 
of  1917  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

LEVY  OP  TAX  AND  DISTRIBUTION   THEREOF   IN  JOINT 
SCHOOL  DISTRICTS  MAINTAINING  HIGH   SCHOOLS.

An  Act  in  relation  to  the  levy  of  tax  and  distribution  thereof  in  certain 
school  districts  under  chapter  397  of  the  Laws  of  1905  and  its  amend- 
ments, and  repealing  and  amending  sectioh  4  of  chapter  281  of  the 
Laws  of  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kariaas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  4  of  chapter  281  of  the  Laws  of 
1917  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  4.  Whenever  any 
high  school  to  which  this  act  shall  apply  shall  be  maintained  in 
any  joint  school  district  or  in  any  rural  high  school  district 
lying  partly  in  two  or  more  counties  in  each  of  which  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  397  of  the  Laws  of  1905  and  amendments 
thereto  shall  be  in  force,  the  cpunty  superintendent  having 
jurisdiction  over  such  joint  school  districts,  or  the  county 
superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  such  rural  high  school 
is  located,  shall  apportion  the  number  of  teachers  employed  in 
said  high  school  to  the  several  counties  in  which  any  part  of 
said  joint  school  district  or  said  rural  high  school  district  shall 
lie,  in  the  proportion  which  the  number  of  days  of  attendance 
in  said  high  school  of  the  pupils  residing  in  each  county  shall 
bear  to  the  total  number  of  days  of  attendance  in  said  high 
school  during  the  school  year  preceding  the  levy  of  the  tax  pro- 
vided for  in  section  1  of  this  act,  and  said  county  superinten- 
dent shall  report  said  apportionment  to  the  county  superin- 
tendents of  the  several  counties  in  which  any  part  of  said 
joint  school  district  or  said  rural  high  school  district  shall  lie, 
and  said  county  superintendents  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  their  respective  counties.  Whenever 
any  high  school,  meeting  the  requiiements  of  chapter  397  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  1906  and  its  amendments,  shall  be  main- 
tained in  any  joint  school  district  or  in  any  rural  high  school 
district,  any  part  of  which  district  shall  lie  in. any  county  in 
which  the  provisions  of  chapter  397  of  the  Laws  of  1905  and 
amendments  thereto  shall  be  in  force  and  part  in  a  county  in 
which  said  law  is  not  in  force,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
superintendent  having  jurisdiction  over  said  joint  school  dis- 
trict or  rural  high  school  district  to  make  an  equitable  ap- 
portionment of  the  teachers  employed  based  on  the  attend- 
ance of  the  pupils  residing  in  the  county  in  which  said 
chapter  397  is  in  force,  and  he  shall  on  or  before  July  25  in 
each  year  certify  the  same  to  the  county  superintendent  of 
the  county  in  which  chapter  397  of  the  Laws  of  1905  and 
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the  amendments  thereto  is  in  force,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  total  number  of  days  of  actual  attendance  of 
pupils  in  such  high  school  residing  in  such  county  during 
the  school  year  immediately  preceding,  and  said  county  super- 
intendent shall  certify  said  number  of  teachers  so  appor- 
tioned to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  his  county,  and  there- 
upon such  number  of  teachers  shall  be  included  in  the  compu- 
tation of  the  tax  to  be  raised  as  provided  in  section  1  of  chapter 
281  of  the  Laws  of  1917,  and  shall  certify  such  attendance  of 
pupils  to  the  county  treasurer  of  his  county,  who  shall  disburse 
the  fund  produced  by  the  tax  levied  under  the  provisions'  of 
section  1  of  chapter  281  of  the  Laws  of  1917  to  the  treasurer 
of  such  joint  school  districts  or  rural  high  school  district  in 
proportion  as  provided  in  sections  2  and  8  of  the  said  chapter 
281  of  the  Laws  of  1917. 

Sec.  2.    Said  original  section  4  of  chapter  281,  Laws  of  1917» 
is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shaU  take  effect  on  its  publication  in  the 
statute  book.

No 
high  school  as  herein  provided  for  shall  be  eligible  for  such  aid 
except  upon  a  petition  to  the  county  superintendent  and  county 
commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  or  schools 
are  sought  to  be  aided,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  school 
electors  of  the  county  in  which  the  school  is  sought  to  be  aided : 
Provided,  that  in  counties  having  a  population  of  less  than 
2,000  and  where  only  one  high  school  located  at  the  county  seat 
is  receiving  aid  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  263  of  the 
Session  Laws  of  1911,  or  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  as 
amended,  then  in  the  event  such  county  seat  is  relocated  as 
provided  by  law  the  aid  hereinbefore  provided  may  be  ex- 
tended by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  the  county 
superintendent  to  the  high  school  of  the  district  to  which  the 
county  seat  is  relocated  without  the  necessity  of  a  petition  as 
hereinbefore  provided  for :  And  provided  further,  that  there- 
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after  no  aid  shall  be  extended  to  the  high  school  in  the  district 
from  which  the  county  seat  is  removed,  unless  there  be  a  peti- 
tion presented  to  the  county  commissioners  and  county  super- 
intendent signed  by  a  majority  of  the  school  electors  of  said 
counly  asking  that  such  aid  be  given  to  the  high  school  of  the 
district  from  which  the  county  seat  has  been  removed. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  9338  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1915,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  268. 

ISSUANCE   OF   BONDS   AND   ERECTION   OF   BUILDINGS   FOR 
HIGH  SCHOOL  PURPOSES  IN  COUNTIES. 

Senate  bill  No.  122. 

An  Act  relating  to  high  schools  in  certain  counties  and  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  lK>nds;  amending  sections  1  and  2  of  chapter  282  of  the 
Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917,  and  repealing  said  original  sections 
1  and  2  of  chapter  282. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  282  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows:  Section  1.  That  any  county  in  which  a 
county  high  school  has  heretofore  been,  or  may  hereafter  be, 
established  under  tiie  authority  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  147 
of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1886,  and  all  acts  amendatory  there- 
of and  supplementary  thereto,  or  any  county  in  which  a  county 
high  school  has  heretofore  been  established  by  authority  of  any 
special  law,  shall  have  authority  to  issue  bonds  of  the  county  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  site  and  erecting,  equipping  and 
f umi^hinc  buildings  for  such  high  school,  or  to  erect  additional 
buildings  or  additions  to  high  school  buildings,  when  the  build- 
ings of  any  such  high  school  shall  become  inadequate  or  insuf- 
ficient for  the  needs  of  such  school,  in  the  manner  as  herein 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  2  of  chapter  282  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  Kansas  for  1917  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows:  Sec.  2.  Whenever  one-third  of  the  num- 
ber of  electors,  as  shown  by  the  vote  for  secretary  of  state  at 
the  next  preceding  election  in  any  county  having  a  county  high 
school  organized  under  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  147  of 
the  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1886,  and  all  acts  supplemental  and 
amendatory  thereof,  or  under  the  provisions  of  any  special  law, 
■hall  petition  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  such  county 
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to  call  an  election  for  the  purpose  of  voting  bonds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  site  and  the  erection,  equipping  and  furnishing  of 
buildings,  or  to  build  additions  to  buildings,  or  to  erect  addi- 
tional buildings  for  such  county  high  school,  at  the  place  named 
in  said  petition,  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  twenty-day  notice 
previous  to  the  next  general  election,  or  previous  to  a  special 
election  called  for  the  purpose,  that  they  will  submit  to  the 
electors  of  said  county  the  question  of  issuing  bonds  of  the 
county  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  amount  named  in  the 
petition  and  for  the  purpose  therein  stated.  At  said  election 
the  electors  of  the  county  shall  vote  by  ballot  for  or  against  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds,  and  Ihe  notice  of  such  election  shall  be 
given  as  are  all  leiral  notices  of  general  or  special  elections 
And  the  ballots  sh&H  be  canvassed  and  other  proceedings  had  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  elections  for  the 
establishment  of  such  county  high  schools  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  147  of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1886,  and  the  acts 
supplemental  and  amendatory  thereof,  or  under  the  provisions 
of  any  special  law.  If  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  upon  the 
question  of  issuing  bonds  as  aforesaid  shall  be  in  favor  of  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds,  the  county  commissioners  shall  issue 
and  deliver  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  county  high  school, 
such  bonds  or  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
for  the  purchase  of  such  site  and  erection,  equipping  and  fur- 
nishing of  such  buildings,  or  for  the  building  of  additions  or 
additional  buildings  in  accordance  witli  contracts  that  may  be 
entered  into  by  said  trustees  under  the  provisions  and  authority 
of  s  lid  chapter  147  of  the  Laws  of  1886,  and  acts  supplemental 
and  amendatory  thereto,  or  under  authority  of  any  special  law 
by  virtue  of  which  any  county  high  school  has  heretofore  been 
organized. 

Sec.  3.    That  sections  1  and  2  of  chapter  282  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  269, 

STATE   SCHOOL  BOOK  COMMISSION   CREATED;   REPLACES 
SCHOOL  TEXTBOOK  COMMISSION;  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Senate  bin  No.  9. 

An  Act  amenjding  section  9366,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  relating  to 
State  School  Book  Commission  and  repealing  said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  9366,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
and  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  9366.  For  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  there  is 
hereby  created  a  State  School  Book  Commission  consisting  of 
seven  members  which  shall  be  composed  of  the  state  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  the  president  of  the  State  Normal 
School,  the  president  of  the  State  Agricultural  College,  the  state 
printer,  a  person  elected  by  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  from  their  own  membership,  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  two  other  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor 
for  a  term  of  two  years  from  April  1,  1919.  The  commission 
thus  created  shall  perform  the  duties  and  exercise  the  power 
granted  in  this  act  and  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority 
heretofore  belonging  to  the  School  Textbook  Commission,  ex- 
cept so  far  as  these  duties  are  modified  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  take  an  oath  of 
office,  the  form  of  which  shall  be  prepared  by  the  attorney- 
general.  Within  twenty  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect  the 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  call  a  meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  effecting  an  organization;  and  thereupon 
all  authority  heretofore  belonging  to  the  School  Textbook  Com- 
mission shall  be  transferred  to  the  State  School  Book  Commis- 
sion, and  the  said  School  Textbook  Commission  shall  cease  to 
exist.  All  contracts  made  by  the  School  Textbook  Commission 
and  in  force  at  the  time  when  this  act  takes  effect  shall  be  en- 
forced by  the  State  School  Book  Commission  created  by  this 
act.  The  commission  shall  have  authority  to  make  its  own 
rules  and  regulations,  and  to  determine  the  method  of  its 
procedure  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Each 
member  of  said  commission  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  service 
thereon,  be  receiving  a  stated  salary  from  the  state,  shall  not 
be  allowed  per  diem,  but  the  other  members  shall  receive  as 
their  full  compensation  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day's 
actual  service  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  said  commis- 
sion. And  each  member  shall  receive  all  necessary  and  actual 
traveling  and  hotel  expenses  incurred  in  attending  all  meet- 
ings of  the  commission  and  in  discharge  of  their  duties. 
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CHAPTER  282. 

RELATING  TO  ENTERTAINMENT  AND  COMFORT  OF  KANSAS 
SOLDIERS  RETURNING  FROM  OVERSEAS  SERVICE. 

House  bUl  No.  721. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  entertainment  and  comfort  of  Kansas  soldiers  re- 
turning from  overseas  service,  and  making  appropriation  therefor. 

Whereas,  A  Community  Hall  in  New  York  City  has  been 
established,  and  a  room  in  the  said  hall  has  been  set  apart  for 
the  uses  of  the  state  of  Kansas  for  the  reception  and  enter- 
tainment of  Kansas  soldiers  returning  to  their  homes  from 
overseas  service ;  and 

Whereas,  Because  the  Kansas  soldiers  are  returning  to  their 
homes  very  rapidly,  the  emergency  has  arisen  which  is  hereby 
declared  to  exist,  and  Kansas  should  at  once  proceed  to  make 
arrangements  to  have  the  boys  feel  that  they  are  indeed  com- 
ing home :  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  select  and  appoint  whatever  committees  in  his  judg- 
ment are  necessary  to  organize  a  proper  reception  at  the  point 
of  debarkation  or  demobilization  in  order  to  provide  the  proper 
entertainment  and  comfort  for  these  soldiers  of  Kansas  upon 
their  arrival  at  the  American  ports  or  at  other  places:  Pro- 
vided, that  such  committee  so  appointed  shall  be  composed  of 
persons  who  volunteer  their  services  without  pay,  and  who 
shall  receive  no  compensation  therefor,  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  their  own  traveling  and  other  expenses  while  absent  upon 
such  mission  in  behalf  of  the  soldier  boys  of  this  state. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Kansas  reception  room  in  Community  Hall 
in  New  York  shall  be  under  the  direction,  charge  and  control 
of  such  committee  or  committees  as  constituted  by  section  1 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  committee  or  committees  hereinbefore  con- 
stituted shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  secure  and 
maintain  a  competent  secretary,  who  shall  be  nominated  and 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  in  constant  charge  of  such 
Kansas  reception  room :  Provided,  that  he  shall  receive  as  com- 
pensation therefor  an  amount  not  exceeding  $1,200  in  full 
for  all  such  services  as  secretary :  Provided  further,  that  the 
secretary  shall  be  the  executive  officer  for  the  Governor  and 
his  committee  or  committees  as  hereinbefore  constituted. 

.  Sec.  4.  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money 
in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$35,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  recep- 
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tion»  entertainment  and  comfort  of  Kansas  soldiers  returning 
to  their  homes  from  overseas  service :  Provided,  that  none  of 
this  appropriation  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  travel- 
ing or  other  expenses  of  any  committee  or  committees  ap- 
pointed to  receive  the  men  at  the  point  of  debarkation  or  of 
demobilization. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  directed  to  draw 
his  warrants  upon  the  treasurer  of  state  to  the  person,  for  the 
purposes  and  in  the  amount  specified  in  section  4  of  this  act 
upon  duly  verified  vouchers  of  each  claimant  approved  by  the 
secretary  of  the  Kansas  room  in  Community  Hall  and  the 
Governor  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  or  by  the  Governor  only. 

Sec.  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

whom  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fourteen  hundred  dol- 
lars ;  a  stenographer  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not 
to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  a  guard  who  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  That  section  10920,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  10920.  That  the  attorney- 
general  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  two  assistant  attor- 
neys-general, each  of  whom  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  three  thousand  dollars;  two  assistant  attorneys-general, 
each  of  whom  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars ;  an  office  assistant  who  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars ;  one  office  deputy  who  shall  be 
a  stenographer  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars ;  one  filing  clerk  and  copyist  who  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  .of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  two  stenog- 
raphers who  shall  each  receive  twelve  hundred  dollars  per 
annum :  Provided,  that  all  fees  and  allowances  earned  by  said 
assistants  or  any  of  them,  or  allowed  to  them  by  any  statute 
or  order  of  court  in  any  civil  or  criminal  case  whatsoever,  shall 
be  turned  into  the  general  revenue  fund  of  the  state  treasury, 
and  the  vouchers  for  their  monthly  salaries  shall  not  be  hon- 
ored by  the  auditor  of  state  until  a  verified  account  of  the  fees 
collected  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  during  the  preceding 
month  has  been  filed  in  the  state  auditor's  office. 

Sec.  7.  That  section  4,  chapter  1,  Session  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  4.  That  the  state  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint 
an  assistant  state  superintendent  who  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  twenty-two  hundred  dollars ;  a  chief  clerk  who  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ; 
statistical  cferk  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars,  and  stenographers  who  shall  receive  in  the  ag- 
gregate not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  annually,  no  one  of 
whom  shall  receive  more  than  twelve  hundred  dollars  per 
annum. 
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Sec.  8.  That  section  10796,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  10796.  Inunediately  upon 
the  taking  effect  of  this  act  the  state  printer  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  in  full  compensation 
for  his  services,  to  be  paid  monthly  out  of  the  state  treasury, 
as  other  state  officers  are  paid.  He  shall  have  full  charge, 
supervision  and  control  of  the  state  printing  plant  and  all 
machinery,  presses,  type  and  other  equipment,  and  shall  have 
the  care  and  custody  of  all  the  printing  and  binding  stock  pur- 
chased by  the  state,  and  shall  account  for  its  use  to  the  officers 
hereinafter  named,  and  shall  give  his  faithful  attention  and 
service  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  state  printer  shall  have 
authority  to  condemn  worn-out  and  obsolete  machinery  or  ma- 
terial used  in  the  conduct  of  the  state  printing  plant,  and  shall 
make  and  submit  to  the  State  Printing  Commission  a  state- 
ment of  the  same,  and  shall  have  power  to  sell  the  same  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Printing  Commission,  and  shall  have 
authority  to  apply  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  worn-out 
and  obsolete  machinery  or  material  so  condemned  to  the  pur- 
chase of  new  machinery,  type  or  other  material  necessary  in 
the  conduct  of  the  printing  plant  or  to  the  payment  of  the 
necessary  contingent  expenses  of  the  plant. 

Sec.  9.  That  section  1  of  chapter  221  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  1.  The  adjutant 
general  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dol- 
lars. He  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  an  assistant  adju- 
tant general  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars;  a  property  and  disbursing  officer  who  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  a  special 
assistant  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars ;  a  property  and  disbursing  clerk  who  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars;  record  clerks  who 
shall  receive  in  the  aggregate  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum 
and  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum  to  any 
one ;  and  stenographers  who  shall  receive  in  the  aggregate  four 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  and  not  exceeding  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum  to  any  one  person.  When  an  organi- 
zation of  the  Kansas  National  Guard,  or  portion  thereof,  is 
ordered  out  by  the  governor  to  fire  a  salute  or  to  act  as  escort 
or  guard  at  military  or  inaugural  ceremonies  or  at  military 
or  civic  functions  [,]*  Memorial  Day  exercises,  or  when  in  at- 
tendance at  an  annual  muster  and  camp  of  instructions,  rifle 
camps,  school  camps,  inspections,  practice  marches,  or  when 
assembled  for  active  duty  in  case  of  riot,  tumult,  breach  of 
peace,  invasion,  war,  or  imminent  danger  thereof  the  commis- 
sioned officers  of  the  Kansas  National  Guard  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  same  pay  as  is  allowed  by  law  or  regulations  to

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commissioned  officers  of  the  same  grade  in  the  army  of  the 
United  States.  Each  officer,  in  addition  thereto,  may  be  al- 
lowed one  ration  or  commutation  thereof  each  day  and  trans- 
portation. The  enlisted  men  of  the  Kansas  National  Guard 
shall  receive  pay  and  subsistence  while  on  duty  as  aforesaid 
as  follows:  Quartermaster  sergeant,  senior  grade,  Q.  M. 
corps;  band  leader;  master  signal  electrician,  master  elec- 
trician ;  master  engineer,  senior  grade ;  master  hospital-  ser- 
geant; sergeant,  first  class,  administrative  staff,  each,  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day.  Hospital  sergeant;  master 
engineer;  engineer,  each,  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents 
per  day.  Sergeant,  first  class,  medical  department ;  cook,  each 
one  dollar  and  ninety  cents  per  day.  Regimental  sergeant 
major;  regimental  supply  sergeant;  sergeant  major,  senior 
grade;  quartermaster  sergeant,  Q.  M.  corps;  ordnance  ser- 
geant; first  sergeant;  battalion  sergeant  major,  engineers; 
battalion  supply  sergeant,'  engineers ;  electrician  sergeant,  first 
class;  sergeant,  first  class,  engineers  Q.  M.  corps;  assistant 
engineer;  signal  corps;  each  one  dollar  and  eighty  cents  per 
day.  Battalion  sergeant  major,  field  artillery,  infantry; 
squadron  sergeant  major;  sergeant  major,  junior  grade;  ser- 
geant bugler;  assistant  band  leader;  each,  one  dollar  and 
seventy  cents  per  day.  Sergeant  engineers,  ordnance,  signal 
corps,  Q.  M.  corps,  medical  department ;  stable  sergeant,  engi- 
neers ;  supply  sergeant,  engineers,  infantry,  cavalry,  artillery, 
mess  sergeant,  engineers,  infantry,  cavalry,  artillery;  color 
sergeant;  electrician  sergeant,  second  class;  band  sergeant; 
musician,  first  class,  infantry,  cavalry,  artillery,  engineers; 
each,  one  dollar  and  sixty  cents  per  day.  Sergeant,  artillery, 
cavalry,  infantry ;  stable  sergeant,  field  artillery,  infantry,  cav- 
alry, horseshoer;  band  corporal;  musician,  second  class,  in- 
fantry, cavalry,  artillery,  engineers ;  each,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  per  day.  Corporal,  engineers,  ordnance,  signal  corps, 
Q.  M.  corps,  medical  department,  artillery,  cavalry,  infantry; 
chief  mechanic,  field  artillery,  mechanic,  infantry,  cavalry, 
field  artillery,  medical  department;  farrier;  wagoner;  mu- 
sician, third  class,  infantry,  cavalry,  artillery,  engineers ;  each 
one  dollar  and  thirty  cents  per  day.  Private,  first  class,  each 
one  dollar  and  twenty  cents  per  day.  Private,  medical  de- 
partment, each  one  dollar  and  ten  cents  per  day.  Private; 
private,  second  class,  bugler,  each  one  dollar  per  day:  Pro- 
vided, that  when  federal  laws  or  regulations  designate  ranks 
for  enlisted  men  other  than  those  designated  herein,  th^  mili- 
tary board  is  authorized  to  fix  just  and  reasonable  rates  of  pay 
for  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  appointed  to  such  addi- 
tional ranks.  Should  any  part  of  the  compensation  of  officers 
or  men  for  above  service  be  paid  by  the  United  States  govern- 
ment, then  there  shall  be  paid  from  state  funds  by  the  pay- 
master general  only  that  part  thereof  not  paid  by  the  United 
States.  After  service  of  one  year,  all  enlisted  men  will  be  paid 
an  addition  of  ten  percent  for  each  year's  continued  service  on 
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above  schedule,  limited  to  five  years'  service.  The  commander- 
in-chief  shall  have  authority  to  detail  any  member  of  his  staff 
or  any  other  commissioned  officer  or  officers  or  enlisted  men  of 
the  Kansas  National  Guard  upon  any  tour  of  military  duty  or 
to  attend  any  military  or  civic  ceremonies,  within  or  without 
the  state,  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  service, 
and,  when  so  detailed,  such  officers  shall  each  be  allowed  not  to 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  day  and  necessary  expenses 
for  travel  and  subsistence,  and  each  enlisted  man  the  pay  of 
his  rank,  with  expenses  for  travel  and  subsistence.  When  the 
United  States  government  shall  pay  said  per  diem  and  ex- 
penses, said  officers  shall  then  be  allowed  the  pay  of  their 
rank.  For  the  purpose  of  encouraging  target  practice,  the 
following  schedule  of  pajrment  is  adopted  for  officers  and 
men  actually  engaged  in  such  work  during  target  practice 
season.  For  every  shot  fired  upon  company  or  state  range  un- 
der direction  of  a  commissioned  officer,  proper  record  of 
which  is  furnished  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
military  board  to  the  adjutant  general,  to  each  officer  and  men 
firing  the  same,  two  cents  if  he  fails  to  qualify  as  marksman  or 
better  and  three  cents  if  he  qualified  as  marksman  or  better: 
Provided,  no  payment  shall  be  made  for  less  than  fifty  shots 
nor  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  shots  in  any  one  year. 
Any  enlisted  man  qualifying  as  marksman  hereafter  shall  have 
an  increase  of  encampment  pay  of  ten  percent  while  he  con- 
tinues in  that  grade  of  marksmanship  as  an  enlisted  man. 
Members  of  the  Kansas  National  Guard  who  are  actually  pres- 
ent and  participate  in  regular  drills  provided  for  by  law  shall 
receive  the  following  schedule  of  pay;  each  drill,  for  not  less 
than  two  drills  per  month  nor  more  than  one  drill  per  week, 
enlisted  men  below  the  grade  of  corporal,  twenty-five  cents, 
corporals,  thirty  cents,  sergeants,  fifty  cents,  all  other  non- 
commissioned officers  sixty  cents,  lieutenants  seventy-five 
cents,  captafns  one  dollar,  payment  to  be  made  monthly  on 
pay  rolls  properly  made  out  and  filed  with  the  adjutant  general. 

Sec.  10.  That  section  10944,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  10944.  The  bank  commis- 
sioner shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars. 
He  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  an  assistant  bank  commis- 
sioner who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
dollars ;  a  special  assistant  bank  commissioner  of  building  and 
loan  department  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twenty- 
four  hundred  dollars;  a  special  assistant  bank  commissioner 
who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars, 
twelve  deputy  bank  commissioners  each  of  whom  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twenty-one  hundred  dollars ;  a  chief  clerk 
who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  and  three  stenographers  who  shall  receive  in  the  aggre- 
gate not  exceeding  thirty-six  hundred  dollars  annually  and  not 
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exceeding  more  than  twelve  hundred  dollars  annually  to  any 
one  person.  The  annual  salary  of  the  special  assistant  bank 
commissioner  in  the  "Blue  Sky"  department  shall  be  twenty- 
five  hundred  dollars.  The  salaries  of  the  assistants  under  the 
"Blue  Sky"  department  shall  be  paid  from  the  investment 
companies'  fees  collected  by  said  department. 

Sec.  11.  That  section  1,  chapter  311,  Session  Laws  of  1917, 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1.  The  secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  thirty-five  hundred  dollars.  He  is  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point an  assistant  secretary  and  a  special  assistant  secretary, 
each  of  whom  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-four 
hundred  dollars ;  a  chief  clerk  who  shall  receive  an  annual  sal- 
ary of  eighteen  hundred  dollars;  a  statistician  who  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  one  clerk 
who  shall  receive  twelve  hundred  dollars  annually,  and  stenog- 
raphers who  shall  receive  in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  two 
thousand  dollars  annually  and  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred 
dollars  annually  to  any  one  person. 

Sec.  12.  That  section  4069,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  4069.  The  secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
four  thousand  dollars  and  shall  hold  no  other  office  or  position 
in  any  other  department  of  state  for  which  he  may  receive 
compensation.  The  State  Board  of  Health  is  hereby  authorized 
to  appoint  an  assistant  chief  food  and  drug  inspector  who  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars ;  five  food  and 
drug  inspectors  each  of  whom  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  not  to  exceed  eighteen  hundred  dollars ;  a  bacteriologist  who 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  clerks 
and  stenographers  who  shall  receive  in  the  aggregate  not  ex- 
ceeding three  thousand  dollars  and  not  exceeding  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars  annually  to  any  one.  The  annual  salary  of  the 
epidemiologist  shall  be  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  three 
hundred  dollars  and  the  annual  salary  of  the  stenographer  for 
said  epidemiologist  shall  be  not  to  exceed  nine  hundred  dollars. 
The  annual  salary  of  the  chief  in  the  division  of  child  hygiene 
shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  and  a  clerk  at  an 
annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  and  stenographers  who 
shall  receive  in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dol- 
lars annually  and  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  an- 
nually to  any  one.  The  state  registrar  in  the  division  of  vital 
statistics  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not  to  exceed 
twenty-four  hundred  dollars;  an  assistant  state  registrar  in 
the  division  of  vital  statistics  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
hot  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  the  statistical  clerk  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  other 
clerks  in  said  division  who  shall  receive  in  the  aggregate  not 
to  exceed  twenty-seven  hundred  dollars  annually  and  not  to  ex- 
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ceed  twelve  hundred  dollars  annually  to  any  one;  and  one 
stenographer  m  said  division  who  shall  receive  an  annual  sal- 
ary of  twelve  hundred  dollars.  The  salaries  ih  the  division  of 
vital  statistics  shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  remitted  into  the 
state  treasury  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  224,  Laws  of 
1913.  State  food  and  drug  inspectors  shall  serve  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  board  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  secretary 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  upon  recommendation  of  said 
board.  They  shall  be  allowed  the  actual  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  which  shall  be  such 
as  are  prescribed  by  the  rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
The  appointment  of  the  inspectors  herein  provided  shall  be 
based  upon  a  competitive  examination  of  applications  for  the 
position  of  inspector,  which  examination  shall  be  conducted  by 
the  general  food  and  drug  inspector  and  the  food  and  drug 
analysist  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  secretary  of  the 
board  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  and  shall  direct  the 
actions  of  the  food  and  drug  inspectors  as  such,  and  by  reason 
of  his  office  shall  be  chief  food  and  drug  inspector.  He  shall 
receive  such  necessary  expenses  as  are  incurred  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties  as  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  chief  food  and  drug  inspector. 

Sec.  13.  That  section  5,  chapter  1,  Session  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  1.  [5]  *  The  commissioner 
of  labor  and  industry  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three 
thousand  dollars ;  the  assistant  commissioner  of  labor  and  in- 
dustry shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars ; 
the  chief  clerk  shall  receive  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars, 
two  factory  inspectors  (one  of  whom  shall  be  a  woman)  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  sixteen  hundred  each ;  a  fire  escape 
inspector  at  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  five  deputy 
mine  inspectors  shall  receive  each  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars ;  a  statistical  clerk  and  free  employment  clerk 
who  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars ;  the  clerk  in  the  mine  inspection  department  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  and  stenographers 
who  shall  receive  in  the  aggregate  not  more  than  three  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  not  more  than  twelve  hundred  annually  to 
any  one  person. 

Sec:  14.  That  section  13  of  chapter  1  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  13.  The  Ex- 
ecutive Council  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  chief  engi- 
neer who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars; two  assistant  engineers  each  of  whom  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  firemen  who  shall  re- 
ceive in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  forty-eight  hundred  dol- 
lars and  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  annually  to  any 
one  person ;  a  custodian  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of

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eighteen  hundred  dollars;  janitors  and  yardmen  shall  receive 
in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  annually  and  not  less  than  $900  nor  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  to  any  one  person ;  a  janitress  and  ladies  at- 
tendant who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  six  hundred  dol- 
lars ;  an  electrician  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars;  a  messenger  who  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars;  a  guide  who  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  nine  hundred  doUars;  two  night  watchmen 
who  shall  receive  in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  two  thousand 
dollars  annually  and  not  exceeding  one  thousand  to  any  one 
person ;  and  elevator  men  who  shall  receive  in  the  aggregate  of 
sixteen  hundred  dollars  annually  and  not  exceeding  nine  hun- 
dred dollars  annually  for  any  one  person. 

Sec.  15.  That  section  4  of  chapter  264  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  4.  That  there  is 
hereby  created  a  State  Highway  Commission,  which  shall  con- 
sist of  three  members  as  follows :  The  governor,  who  shall  be 
ex  officio  chairman,  and  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  him. 
The  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor  shall  be 
appointed  for  two  and  four  years,  respectively,  and  thereafter 
be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  years,  one  of  whom  shall  reside 
east  of  the  sixth  principal  meridian  and  the  other  west 
thereof :  Provided  further,  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
appointment  on  the  commission  herein  provided  for  who  holds 
any  elective  or  appointive  public  oflSce.  The  appointive  mem- 
bers shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services  ten  dol- 
lars per  day  for  the  time  actually  spent  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties,  not  to  exceed  four  hundred  dollars  per  year,  and 
their  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses.  Each  member 
shall  take  the  oath  prescribed  for  state  officers,  and  each  shall 
give  bond  unto  the  state  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  upon  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  required 
by  law.  The  commission  shall  appoint  a  secretary  who  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars ;  a  state 
highway  engineer  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not 
to  exceed  thirty-five  hundred  dollars,  and  an  assistant  highway 
engineer  at  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  hundred ;  a  bridge 
engineer  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not  to  exceed 
twenty-four  hundred  dollars ;  division  engineers  who  shall  re- 
ceive an  aggregate  annual  salary  of  fifty-four  hundred  dollars ; 
two  assistant  engineers  each  of  whom  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  draughtsmen  who  shall  re- 
ceive in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  and 
not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  to  any  one  person ;  a  clerk 
and  bookkeeper  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars;  filing  clerk  and  stenographer  who  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  one  stenog- 
rapher who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not  to  exceed 
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twelve  hundred  dollars.  The  officers  so  appointed  shall  serve 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  commission,  and  the  secretary  and  state 
highway  engineer  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  prescribed  for 
other  officers  and  shall  each  give  bond  to  the  state  in  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties  and  the  care,  protection  and  delivery 
to  their  successors  of  all  books,  papers,  records  and  documents 
of  whatsoever  character  that  may  come  into  their  custody  and 
control.  The  commission  shall  have  authority  to  define  the 
duties  of  all  officers  and  employees  appointed  by  it  and  to  em- 
ploy, remove,  define  the  duties  of  and  fix  the  salaries  of  such 
temporary  employees  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  commission.  The  attorney-general  shall  act  as  at- 
torney for  the  commission,  and  shall  give  it  such  legal  advice 
and  services  as  it  ipay  require :  Provided,  that  the  governor 
shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  dispense  with  the 
services  of  any  of  the  assistant  or  division  engineers,  drafts- 
men, clerks,  stenographers  or  bookkeepers,  whenever  he  shall 
find  that  the  public  service  will  not  be  injured  thereby,  or 
where  the  service  can  reasonably,  be  performed  by  some  other 
employee  or  officer  connected  with  such  commission. 

Sec.  16.  That  section  10938,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  10938.  The  secretary  of  the 
State  Historical  Society  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars.  He  is  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point an  assistant  secretary  at  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars ;  a  clerk  of  archives  and  a  newspaper  clerk,  each

Sec.  14.  That  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  department 
of  the  state  fire  marshal  and  the  payment  of  the  expenses  inci- 
dent thereto,  each  fire  insurance  company  doing  business  in 
this  state  shall  pay  to  the  state  superintendent  of  insurance, 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  of  each  year,  beginning 
with  the  year  1919  and  each  year  thereafter,  in  addition  to  the 
taxes,  fees  and  charges  now  required  by  law  to  be  paid  by  it,

statement  under  oath  to  the  state  insurance  departaient.  The 
superintendent  of  insurance  shall  pay  all  money  so  received 
into  the  state  treasury,  to  the  credit  of  a  special  fund  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  department  of  state  fire  marshal.  If  any 
portion  of  such  special  fund  remains  unexpended  at  tiie  end  of 
the  year  for  which  it  is  required  to  be  paid  and  a  statement 
filed  so  certifying,  it  shall  be  carried  forward  to  the  next  fiscal 
year  and  the  next  assessment  correspondingly  reduced.  The 
state  fire  marshal  shall  keep  on  file  in  his  office  an  itemissed 
statement  of  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  department.  He 
shall  approve  all  vouchers  issued  therefor  before  they  are  sub- 
mitted to  the  auditor  of  state  for  .payment  and  thereupon  such 
vouchers  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  as  other  claims  against  the 
state. 

Sec.  29.  That  section  10  of  chapter  308  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  10.  The  governor 
shall  designate  one  of  said  board  as  chairman,  and  such  person 
shall  be  administrative  head  of  the  board,  shall  receive  and  be 
responsible  for  all  moneys  paid  to  the  board.

That  section  10936  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  Sec.  10936.  The  superintendent  of  insurance  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  $3,000.  The  superintendent  of  in- 
surance IS  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  an  assistant  superin- 
tendent of  insurance,  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
$2,400;  an  actuary  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
$3^000;  a  claim  adjuster  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
$2,200;  a  chief  clerk  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
$1,500;  an  assistant  chief  clerk  who  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  $1,200;  a  bookkeeper  who  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  $1,500 ;  three  stenographers  who  shall  receive  in  the 
aggregate  not  to  exceed  $3,200  and  not  more  than  $1,200  per

That  section  11298,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  11298.  That  the  State 
Tax  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  secretary  at 
an  annual  salary  of  $2,400;  an  inheritance  tax  clerk,  who 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $1,800,  and  a  clerk,  who  shall 
be  a  stenographer,  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not 
to  exceed  $1,500.  The  commission  may  also  employ  such  other 
persons  as  experts  and  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  to  per- 
form the  duties  that  may  be  required  of  the  commission  and 
fix  their  compensation.

All  payments  out  of  said  revolving  fund  shall  be  upon  war- 
rants of  the  state  auditor,  drawn  upon  vouchers  verified  by 
the  chief  inspector,  and  in  no  event  shall  the  total  expense  of 
the  department  exceed  the  total  amount  received  as  fees  be-, 
longing  to  the  state. 

That  section  9367,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  9367. 
The  School  Book  Commission  shall  select  one  of  its  members 
as  chairman.    The  commission  Is  hereby  authorized  to  appoifit 
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a  secretary  who  shall  not  be  a  member  thereof,  but  who  shall 
be  a  person  of  recognized  ability  and  well  qualified  to  de- 
termine the  educational  value  and  use  of  school  textbooks, 
and  who  shall  devote  all  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  such 
secretaryship.  He  shall  keep  all  accounts  and  records  of  the 
State  School  Book  Commission,  shall  furnish  the  commission

That  section  5082,  General  Statutes  of  the  state  of 
Kansas  of  1915,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows :  Sec.  5082.  The  governor  shall  appoint  a  hotel  com-^ 
missioner  who  shall  furnish  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars  to  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Council  and  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state.  Said  hotel  commissioner 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars 
and  his  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses.  He  shall  hold 
his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  governor  and  shall  aid  in  the 
discbarge  of  all  duties  which  shall  devolve  upon  the  hotel  com- 
missioner. He  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  make  such 
blank  forms,  rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  accordance  with  its  true  intent, 
and  is  to  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  any  orders  promulgated 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  this  state  relating  to  hotels  and 
restaurants.  All  fees  collected  by  said  hotel  commissioner  shall 
be  placed  in  a  special  fund  to  the  credit  of  said  hotel  commis- 
sioner, and  the  salaries,  traveling  and  other  expenses  of  said  de- 
partment shall  be  paid  therefrom.  The  auditor  of  state  is 
hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrants  on  the  state  treasurer 
for  the  amounts  and  purposes  stated  herein,  upon  duly  itemized 
and  verified  vouchers  approved  by  the  hotel  commissioner.  In 
no  event  shall  the  total  expenses  of  the  department  exceed  the 
total  amount  credited  to  said  department  as  above  provided. 
The  hotel  commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  clerk 
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and  a  stenographer  each  of  whom  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  such  inspectors  as  are  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  each  of  whom  shall  re- 
ceive a  salary  at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  per  month  and  actual  and  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses. 

Sec.  35.  That  section  10946,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  10946.  The  supreme  court 
is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  two  bailiffs,  each  of  whom  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars,  and  each  justice 
of  the  supreme  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  law 
clerk  and  stenographer  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars.

An  Act  relating  to  the  State  Grain  Inspection  Department,  and  amend- 
ing section  4374  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  sections  8  and  4 
of  chapter  203  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  providing  for  the  transfer 
of  certain  funds  from  the  state  grain  inspection  department  revolving 
fund  to  the  general  revenue  fund  of  the  state,  and  making  appropria*. 
tions  for  the  operation  of  said  department. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized, 
directed  and  required  to  transfer  to  the  general  revenue  fund 
of  the  state  of  Kansas,  from  the  fund  known  and  designated

Sec.  5.  That  section  3,  chapter  203  of  the  Laws  of  1917,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:   Sec.  3.    That  the  fees  for  serv-

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ices  of  the  officers  of  the  department  shall  not  exceed  the 
following,  but  may  be  reduced  by  the  chief  inspector  when  in 
his  judgment  such  reduced  fees  will  pay  the  running  expenses 
of  this  department:  For  inspecting,  sampling  and  moisture 
tests,  each  carload,  ninety  cents ;  for  inspecting  each  wagon  or 
cart  load,  ten  cents;  for  weighing  in  or  out  of  elevators  or 
warehouses,  fifty  cents  per  car;  duplicate  certificates  ordered 
after  serviee  is  performed,  ten  cents ;  extra  moisture  *  test, 
twenty-five  cents ;  extra  samples,  twenty-five  cents.  The  chief 
insp^tor  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the  manner  in  which  the 
fees  shall  be  collected.

CONCERNING  THE  APPOINTMENT  OP  THE  STATE  LIVESTOCK 
SANITARY  COMMISSIONER;   OATH  AND  BOND;   TERM. 

House  bill  Mo.  649. 

An  Act  concerning  the  appointment  of  a  livestock  sanitary  commis- 
sioner, amending  section  11 007  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for 
1915,  and  repealing  said  original  section  11067. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  11067  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1915  is  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  11067. 
That  a  commissioner  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  who 
shall  be  known  as  the  state  livestock  sanitary  commissioner. 
The  person  so  appointed  shall  have  been  extensively  engaged 
in  the  breeding  and  handling  of  cattle  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  ten  years  immediately  preceding  his  appointment  to  such 
office,  and  must  bear  the  recommendation  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Kansas  State  Livestock  Association  for  the 
term  to  which  the  appointment  is  made.  Before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  said  office,  such  commissioner  shall  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  of  office  to  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
ability,  and  shall  file  the  same  with  the  secretary  of  state ;  and 
said  commissioner  before  entering  upon  the  performance  of 
his  duties  shall  execute  a  bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  file 
the  same  with  the  secretary  of  state.  The  term  of  office  of  said 
commissioner  shall  be  for  the  period  of  two  years,  conmiencing 
on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1905.  The  governor  shall  have  power 
to  fill  any  vacancy  in  said  office. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  11067  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  for  1915  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  stete  paper.

CONCERNING  VETERINARY  PRACTICE,  AND  CERTIFICATION 
OF  VETERINARIANS;  APPROPRIATING  CERTAIN  FEE  FUNDS 
TO  PAY  SALARY  OF  MEMBERS  OF  BOARD  AND  THE  SECRE- 
TARY, 

Senate  bill  No.  496. 

An  Act  concerning  veterinary  practice,  amending  sections  10314,  10317, 
10319, 10321  and  10322  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915  and 
repealing  said  original  sections. 

Be  it  encLcted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1,  That  section  10314  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  for  1916  be  and  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Section  10314,  Any  person  making  application  for  a  certificate 
and  paying  a  fee  of  ten  dollars,  who  shall  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  before  the  State  Board  of  Veterinary  Examiners 
on  the  following  branches  of  veterinary  science,  to  wit :  Veter- 
inary anatomy,  surgery,  practice  of  medicine,  obstetrics,  pa- 
thology, chemistry,  diagnosis,  materia  medica,  therapeutics, 
physiology,  sanitary  medicine,  dentistry,  and  such  other 
branches  as  the  board  may  require,  shall  be  granted  a  certifi- 
cate by  the  board  to  practice  veterinary  medicine,  surgery,  or 
dentistry,  in  the  state  of  Kansas:  Provided,  that  graduate 
veterinarians  registered  in  other  states  having  like  require- 
ments, or  that  graduates  of  legally  chartered  veterinary  schools 
in  good  standing,  as  determined  by  the  board,  may  be,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  board,  ^rranted  a  license  or  certificate  without 
examination  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec  2.  That  section  10317  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915  be  and  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec- 
tion 10317 :  Any  veterinary  practitioner  of  the  state  of  Kan- 
sas found  guilty,  before  the  Board  of  Veterinary  Examiners, 
of  issuing  a  false  or  fraudulent  tuberculin  test  chart  or  health 
certificate,  either  for  local,  state  or  interstate  use  or  shipment, 
or  convicted  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisprudence  of  crime, 
felony,  or  malpractice  shall  have  his  license  or  certificate  re- 
voked. 

Sec.  8.  That  section  10319  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas be  and  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section 
10319.  Any  person  practicing  veterinary  medicine,  veterinary 
surgery,  or  any  branch  thereof,  including  dentistry,  in  the 
state  of  Kansas,  without  having  first  obtained  a  certificate 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  three 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not 
less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both 
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fine  and  imprisonment :  Provided,  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  prohibit  veterinarians  residing  outside  of  the 
state  of  Kansas  meeting  in  consultations  with  registered  vet- 
erinarians of  this  state.  The  Board  of  Veterinary  Examiners 
may  instigate  proceedings,  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  attorney  to  prosecute  all  such  violations. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  10321  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915  be  and  is  hereby  amended  tp  read  Its  follows: 
Section  10321.  The  members  of  the  board  created  by  this  act 
shall  receive  six  dollars  per  day  as  compensation  for  the  time 
that  they  are  engaged  in  the  transaction  o^  any  business  inci- 
dent to  the  duties  of  said  board,  in  addition  to  their  actual 
traveling  expenses  incident  to  the  performance  of  their  duties,

PROVIDING  FOR  THE  DEPOSITING  OF  FEES  COLLECTED  BY 
STATE  DEPARTMENTS  AND  OFFICERS  IN  STATE  TREASURY 
AT  STATED  INTERVALS. 

Senate  bill  No.  168. 

An  Act  providing  ftfr  the  depositing  of  all  fees  collected  by  any  state 
departments  in  the  state  treasury,  and  repealing  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  in  conflict  therewith. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  All  fees  of  any  and  whatsoever  nature  here- 
after collected  by  any  and  all  heads  of  state  departments  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  state  treasury  monthly.  On  or  before  the 
15th  day  of  each  month,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  col- 
lecting such  fees  to  remit  the  fees  collected  during  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  month  to  the  state  treasurer  and  to  file  with 
the  auditor  of  state  a  detailed  and  verified  report  showing  the 
sources  from  which  said  fees  were  received :  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  oil  inspection  department  shall  not  be  required 
to  make  its  remittance  and  report  as  above  provided  until  the 
20th  of  each  month. 

Sec.  2.  The  state  treasury  board  is  hereby  empowered 
and  authorized  to  make  such  rules  as  it  may  deem  proper  and 
necessary  with  reference  to  the  handling  of  fees  collected  by 
any  of  the  said  departments  during  the  interim  between  their 
collection  and  remittance  into  the  state  treasury.  This  pro- 
vision shall  include  authority  to  contract  with  depository  banks, 
to  receive  the  collection  from  such  departments  as  may  handle 
sufficient  volume  of  fees  to  warrant  the  payment  of  interest 
on  daily  balances,  and  the  interest  so  received  upon  such  daily 
balances  shall  be  turned  into  the  state  treasury  and  credited 
to  the  general  revenue  fund. 

Sec.  3.  That  chapter  317,  Laws  of  1917,  being  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  providing  for  the  depositing  of  all  fees  collected  by 
any  state  department  in  the  state  treasury,"  and  all  other  acts 
and  parbs  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  hereof  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  all  interest  accruing  to  the  state  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  110  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of 
1915,  including  interest  on  any  special  funds  created  since 
enactment  of  said  chapter  110,  shall  be  charged  by  the  state 
treasurer  and  auditor  of  state  to  the  respective  depositories 
and  credited  to  the  general  revenue  fund  of  the  state. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  290. 

directing  T&E  TRANSFER  OF  SPECIAL  FUNDS  TO  THE 

GENERAL  REVENUE  FUND. 

Senate  bill  No.  592. 

An  Act  authorizing  and  directing  the  transfer  of  certain  balances  now 
in  the  state  treasury  to  the  credit  of  special  funds  herein  named  to 
the  general  revenue  fund  of  the  state. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  transfer  to  the  general  revenue  fund  of  the 
state  the  following  net  balances  now  in  the  state  treasury; 
viz. :  $902.90  from  the  fee  fund  of  the  Dodge  City  Branch  Ex- 
periment Station;  $385.81  from  the  revolving  fund  of  the 
School  for  the  Blind ;  $1.20  from  the  fee  fund  of  the  Livestock 
Registration  Board;  $10,284.40  from  the  irrigation  revolving 
fund,  and  $0.86  from  the  fee  fund  of  the  School  of  Mines.  The 
state  treasurer  shall  thereafter  immediately  notify  the  auditor 
of  state  of  such  transfers  and  the  auditor  of  state  shall  make 
proper  entries  in  his  records  to  correspond  with  said  transfers 
in  the  state  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  Any  moneys  hereafter  received  from  sources  which 
have  heretofore  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  special  funds 
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mentioned  in  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  by  the  state  treasurer 
and  auditor  of  state  credited  to  the  general  revenue  fund.

CHAPTER  291. 

RELATING  TO  COMPENSATION  RECEIVED  BY  THE  STATE  FOR 
SAND  TAKEN  PROM  NAVIGABLE  STREAMS. 

House  bUl  No.  110. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  compensation  received  by  the  state  for  sand  taken 
from  any  navigable  stream;  authorizing  and  directing  the  state  treas- 
urer to  transfer  certain  money  to  the  general  revenue  fund;  and 
repealing  section  9  of  chapter  172  of  the  Laws  of  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized, 
directed  and  required  to  transfer  to  the  general  revenue  fund 
of  the  state  of  Kansas,  all  money  now  in  his  hands  to  the  credit 
of  the  water  commission  fund. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  state  treasurer  immediately  upon  the 
transfer  of  the  foregoing  money  to  the  general  revenue  fund, 
shall  notify  the  auditor  of  state  of  such  transfer,  and  the  audi- 
tor of  state  shall  forthwith  make  proper  entries  in  his  records 
to  correspond  with  said  transfer  in  the  state  treasury. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  of  the  net  proceeds  received  as  compensa- 
tion for  sand  taken  from  any  navigable  stream  within  the  state 
of  Kansas,  except  such  amounts  as  drainage  districts  may  be 
entitled  to  under  the  law,  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer 
and  shall  be  by  him  credited  to  the  general  revenue  fund  of 
the  state. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  9,  chapter  172  of  the  Laws  of  1917,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  in  tiie  official  state  paper.    .

Senate  bill  No.  552. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  salaries  and  employees  of  institutions  under  the 
control  of  the  State  Board  of  Administration,  amending  section  9  of 
chapter  297,  Session  Laws  of  1917,  and  sections  9866,  10080  and  10107, 
General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  the  sections  so  amended  and 
repealing  sections  9582,  9674,  9706,  9939,  10105  and  10940,  General 
Statutes  of  1915,  and  section  1  of  chapter  7  and  section  1  of  chapter  10 
of  the  Laws  of  1907. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  9  of  chapter  297,  Session  Laws  of 
Kansas  for  1917,  be  and  it  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: Sec.  9.  The  State  Board  of  Administration  shall  ap- 
point the  superintendent,  warden  or  other  executive  officer  for 
each  of  the  educational,  benevolent  and  penal  or  corrective  in- 
stitutions, covered  by  this  act,  and  such  superintendent  or  ex- 
ecutive officer  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
civil  service  laws  of  Kansas,  all  officials,  clerks,  guards  and  em- 
ployees required  in  the  management  of  same,  the  number  of 
whom'  shall  be  determined  by  the  State  Board  of  Administra- 
tion. The  said  superintendent  or  other  chief  executive  officer 
may  discharge  any  person  employed,  for  cause,  and  he  shall 
report  same  to  the  business  manager  and  file  with  the  State 
Board  of  Administration  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  a 
written  report  of  his  action,  giving  his  reasons  therefor;  but 
that  no  clerk  or  employee  may  be  discharged  by  reason  of  his 
political  affiliations:  Provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  or  hold  any  office,  place,  or  position,  under  any  of 
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the  provisions  of  this  act,  who  is  related  by  blood  or  mar- 
riage to  any  member  of  such  Board  of  Administration,  or  to 
the  secretary,  or  business  manager,  or  to  any  of  the  chief 
executive  officers  of  any  of  the  institutions  herein  mentioned* 
The  State  Board  of  Administration  shall,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  superintendent  or  executive  officer  of  each 
institution,  annually  determine  and  fix,  with  the  written  ap- 
proval of  the  governor  and  business  manager,  the  annual  or 
monthly  salary  of  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  several  in- 
stitutions covered  by  this  act.  The  officers  and  employees  of 
the  benevolent,  corrective  and  penal  institutions  shall  be  classi- 
fied in  grades,  and  the  salaries  and  wages  to  .be  paid  in  each 
grade  shall  be  uniform  in  similar  institutions  throughout  the 
state.  The  schedule  of  wages  so  fixed  shall  become  operative 
on  July  1st  of  each  year  and  shall  remain  in  force  until  modi- 
fied or  changed.  The  salary  and  wages  shall  be  included  in  the 
monthly  estimates  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  expenses  of  the  several  institutions  are 
paid.  The  State  Board  of  Administration  is  authorized  to  per- 
mit officers  of  benevolent,  corrective  and  penal  institutions  to 
receive  food  supplies  for  their  families,  but  only  from  the  sup- 
plies furnished  for  the  patients  and  inmates  of  the  institu- 
tions. In  fixing  the  compensation  of  such  officers,  the  fact  of 
such  allowance  shall  be  considered  by  the  board;  the  word 
"family"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  wife  and  minor  chil- 
dren of  an  officer.  The  superintendent  or  other  chief  executive 
of  each  institution  shall  make  and  forward  to  the  business 
manager,  monthly,  a  verified  pay  roll  and  list  of  expenses 
which  shall  show  the  name  of  each  officer  and  employee,  when 
first  employed  and  the  character  of  employment,  the  monthly 
pay,  time,  amount  of  pay  and  deductions,  if  any,  for  careless 
loss  or  destruction  of  property,  and  in  no  event  shall  a  sub- 
stitute be  permitted  to  receive  compensation  in  the  name  of  the 
employee,  for  whom  he  acted.  The  business  manager  shall 
carefully  examine  and  audit  said  pay  roll  and  list  of  expenses, 
and  if  correct  approve  the  same  in  writing  and  file  with  the 
auditor  of  the  state  for  pasnnent.  The  State  Board  of  Admin- 
istration and  auditor  of  state  shall  have  authority  to  make 
rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  said  pay  roll  and  expenses 
and  as  to  the  manner  of  paying  said  pay  roll  and  expenses,  and 
the  issuing  of  warrants  on  the  state  treasurer  for  the  payment 
of  same,  so  as  to  protect  the  state  and  insure  the  pasnnent  to 
the  party  entitled  thereto.  The  auditor  of  state  shall  issue  a 
warrant  on  the  treasurer  of  the  state  to  each  individual  named 
in  the  said  pay  roll  for  the  amount  therein  stated,  and  for  such 
other  expenses  as  the  board  may  determine,  and  deliver  said 
warrants  to  the  business  manager  who  shall  see  that  the 
same  are  distributed  to  the  individuals  entitled  thereto. 
The  superintendent  or  executive  officer  of  each  institution 
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shall  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the  business  manager,  at 
intervals  fixed  by  said  business  manager,  showing  in  detail  the 
amount  of  supplies  on  hand  and  additional  supplies  needed. 
The  said  business  manager  or  his  assistant  shall  make  a  per- 
sonal examination  of  the  amount  of  supplies  on  hand  and  shall 
determine  from  such  examination  and  from  the  statement  of 
the  superintendent  the  additional  amount  of  supplies  neces- 
sary, and  shall  make  an  itemized  statement  thereof,  and  shall 
thereupon  give  notice  in  the  official  state  papet  for  at  least 
ten  days  that  sealed  proposals  will  be  received  by  the  State 
Board  of  Administration  up  to  the  time  to  be  mentioned 
therein,  for  furnishing  supplies  for  such  institutions,  which 
notice  shall  also  state  that  detailed  statements  of  supplies  to 
be  furnished  are  on  file  with  the  secretary  of  said  State  Board 
of  Administration  and  subject  to  inspection,  and  shall  also 
specify  that  at  a  certain  time,  to  be  therein  mentioned,  said 
proposals  will  be  opened  and  contracts  awarded  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder :  Provided,  however,  that  the  business  man- 
ager of  the  State  Board  of  Administration  may  reject  any  and 
all  bids  and  may  thereafter  readvertise  for  bids  or  may  make 
such  purchases  in  the  open  market:  And  provided  further, 
that  in  the  case  of  educational  institutions  the  board  may  pur- 
chase chemicals  and  other  material  for  use  in  laboratories,  shop 
and  like  experimental  studies  where  in  its  judgment  it  may  be 
purchased  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  state :  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  business  manager  and  the  State  Board  of  Admin- 
istration may  reject  any  and  all  bids  and  may  thereafter  re- 
advertise  for  bids  or  may  make  such  purchases  in  the  open 
market :  Provided  further,  however,  that  the  price  paid  for  the 
purchase  at  private  sale  shall  not  exceed  the  lowest  responsible 
bid  submitted  for  such  article.  The  State  Board  of  Adminis- 
tration shall  make  all  necessary  rules  and  requirements  re- 
specting the  letting  of  such  contracts,  furnishing  of  samples, 
the  form  of  the  bids  and  the  amount  of  deposits  by  certified 
check  or  otherwise,  to  insure  good  faith  on  the  part  of  the 
bidder :  Provided,  however,  that  the  State  Board  of  Adminis- 
tration may  allow,  under  proper  rules,  regulations  and  restric- 
tions, the  superintendent,  steward  or  other  executive  officer  of 
each  institution  to  purchase  the  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
therefor  and  make  minor  purchases  for  the  same,  an  itemized 
account  to  be  kept  of  all  such  purchases,  duly  verified,  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  business  manager,  who  shall  submit  it  to  the  State 
Board  of  Administration.  The  business  manager  or  his  assist- 
ants shall,  immediately  after  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office,  cause  a  full  and  complete  inventory  to  be  taken  and  made 
of  all  property  belonging  to  the  state,  and  used  in  and  about 
said  institutions.  The  said  inventory  shall  be  made  in  detail 
and  an  estimate  made  of  the  value,  a  record  of  whieh  shall  be 
kept  at  each  institution  and  also  by  the  business  manager. 
The  superintendent  or  executive  officer  in  charge  of  each

institution  shall  be  charged  with  all  the  items  of  said  inven- 
tory and  shall  be  responsible  therefor  and  for  all  future  pur- 
chases, and  shall  be  credited  with  all  items  worn  out,  lost, 
injured  or  destroyed  without  fault  on  his  part.  Itemized  state- 
ments of  this  account  shall  be  furnished  to  the  business  man- 
ager monthly,  upon  forms  to  be  provided  by  him  for  that 
purpose.  The  superintendent  or  executive  officer  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  items  he  can  not  account  for  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  or  other 
executive  officer  of  each  institution  to  see  that  all  public  build- 
ings, improvements  and  grounds  are  well  cared  for  and  prop- 
erly preserved  and  kept  in  proper  sanitary  condition.  The 
business  manager,  after  full  conference  with  the  superin- 
tendent or  other  executive  officer  of  the  institutions  named  in 
this  act,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  State  Board  of 
Administration,  shall  prepare  for  the  use  of  the  governor 
biennial  estimates  of  appropriations  necessary  and  properly  to 
be  made  for  the  use  of  the  institutions  under  his  control,  and 
recommendations  for  special  expenditures  for  buildings,  bet- 
terments or  other  improvements.  The  State  Board  of  Admin- 
istration shall  include  in  this  report  to  the  governor  sugges- 
tions respecting  legislation  for  the  several  institutions  covered 
by  this  act,  and  the  business  manager  or  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Administration  shall,  upon  request,  attend  such  meet- 
ings of  the  legislative  committee  to  which  questions  have  been 
submitted,  and  shall  furnish  such  committees  such  information 
in  regard  to  its  management  and  conduct  of  such  institution 
as  may  be  demanded.  All  improvements  authorized  by  the 
legislature  shall  be  constructed  under  estimates,  plans  and 
specifications  furnished  to  the  State  Board  of  Administration 
by  the  state  architect;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  state  archi- 
tect's duty,  on  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration, to  inspect  and  have  knowledge  of  the  condition 
of  all  buildings  and  property  used  for  the  educational,  benev- 
olent, penal  and  corrective  institutions  of  the  state  of  Kansas, 
and  make  report  to  the  business  manager  of  any  repairs,  alter- 
ations or  improvements  needed  or  required,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  State  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration. The  business  manager,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Administration,  shall  have  full  charge  of  the  erec- 
tion of  all  buildings  and  all  repairs  or  improvements  to  build- 
ings, grounds  or  properties  of  the  various  institutions  under 
their  charge,  and  for  which  appropriations  have  been  or  may  be 
made  by  the  legislature.  Such  manager  shall  call  to  his  assist- 
ance the  state  architect,  who  shall  prepare  all  plans  and 
specifications  and  estimates  either  for  new  buildings,  repairs, 
improvements  or  replacements,  and  submit  the  same  to  the 
business  manager  for  approval.  All  such  improvements  or 
replacements  costing  more  than  fi^e  hundred  dollars  ($500.00) 
shall  be  by  contract  and  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder: 
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Provided,  however,  that  the  business  manager  and  the  State 
Board  of  Administration,  if  believing  there  is  collusion  and 
combination,  may  reject  any  and  all  such  bids  and  let  the  work 
by  private  contract,  on  condition,  however,  that  the  cost  thereof 
shall  not  exceed  the  lowest  responsible  bid  that  had  been 
offered :  Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  the  above 
paragraph  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  head  of  any 
state  institution  from  making  any  improvement  or  improve- 
ments when  the  same  can  be  made  by  institutional  labor  or  the 
use  of  material  manufactured  in  any  state  institution.

The  Board  of  Administration  shall  have  power  to  employ  per- 
sons to  do  such  work  on  the  farm,  in  the  shops,  stables,  green- 
house, orchard,  and  in  the  care  of  livestock,  as  the  needs  of 
the  institution  may  require.  The  Board  of  Administration 
is  authorized  to  employ  student  labor  and  to  pay  students  for 
industrial  work :  Provided,  that  under  no  circumstances  what-

matron,  and  such  officers,  teachers  and  employees  as  may  be 
found  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  said  school: 
Provided,  that  the  superintendent,  matron,  teachers,  and  at- 
tendants of  this  institution  shall  be  women. 

Sec.  5.  That  section  9  of  chapter  297,  Session  Laws  of 
1917,  and  section  [s]  9582,  9674, 9706, 9866, 9939, 10080, 10105, 
10107  and  10940  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  section 
1  of  chapter  7  of  the  Laws  of  1907  and  section  1  of  chapter  10 
of  the  Laws  of  1907,  be  and  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

so  as  to  protect  the  state  and  insure  the  payment  to  the  party 
entitled  thereto.  The  auditor  of  state  shall  issue  a  warrant  on 
the  treasurer  of  the  state  to  each  individual  named  in  the  said 
pay  roll  for  the  amount  therein  stated,  and  for  such  other  ex- 
penses as  the  board  may  determine,  and  deliver  said  warranto 
to  the  business  manager,  who  shall  see  that  the  same  are  dis- 
tributed to  the  individuals  entitled  thereto.  The  superintend- 
ent or  executive  officer  of  each  institution  shall  make  a  report 
in  writing  to  the  business  manager,  at  intervals  fixed  by  said 
business  manager,  showing  in  detail  the  amount  of  supplies  on 
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hand  and  additional  supplies  needed.  The  said  business 
manager  or  his  assistant  shall  make  a  personal  examination  of 
the  amount  of  supplies  on  hand  and  shall  determine  from  such 
examination  and  from  the  statement  of  the  superintendent 
the  additional  amount  of  supplies  necessary,  and  shall  make 
an  itemized  statement  thereof,  and  shall  thereupon  grive  notice 
in  the  official  state  paper  for  at  least  ten  days  that  sealed 
proposals  will  be  received  by  the  State  Board  of  Administra- 
tion, up  to  the  time  to  be  mentioned  therein,  for  furnishing 
supplies  for  such  institutions,  which  notice  shall  also  state  that 
detailed  statements  of  supplies  to  be  furnished  are  on  file  with 
the  secretary  of  said  State  Board  of  Administration  and  sub- 
ject to  inspection,  and  shall  also  specif 3"^  that  at  a  certain  time, 
to  be  therein  mentioned,  said  proposals  will  be  opened  and  con- 
tracts awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder:  Provided, 
however,  that  the  business  manager  of  the  State  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration may  reject  any  and  all  bids  and  may  thereafter 
readvertise  for  bids  or  may  make  such  purchases  in  the  open 
market :  And  provided  further,  that  in  the  case  of  educational 
institutions  the  board  may  purchase  chemicals  and  other  ma- 
terial for  use  in  laboratories,  shop  and  like  experimental 
studies  where  in  its  judgment  it  may  be  purchased  to  the  best 
advantage  of  the  state :  Provided,  however,  that  the  business 
manajrer  of  the  State  Board  of  Administration  may  reject  any 
and  all  bids  and  may  thereafter  readvertise  for  bids  or  make 
such  purchases  in  the  open  market:  Provided  further,  how- 
ever, that  the  price  paid  for  the  purchase  at  private  sale  shall 
not  exceed  the  lowest  responsible  bid  submitted  for  such  article. 
The  State  Board  of  Administration  shall  make  all  necessary 
rules  and  requirements  respecting  the  letting  of  such  contracts, 
furnishing  of  samples,  the  form  of  the  bids  and  the  amount  of 
deposits,  by  certified  check  or  otherwise,  to  insure  good  faith 
on  the  part  of  the  bidder :  Provided,  however,  that  the  State 
Board  of  Administration  may  allow  under  proper  rules,  regu- 
lations and  restrictions,  the  superintendent,  steward  or  other 
executive  officer  of  each  institution  to  purchase  the  fresh 
fruits  and  vegetables  therefor  and  make  minor  purchases  for 
the  same,  an  itemized  account  to  be  kept  of  all  such  purchases, 
duly  verified,  and  submitted  to  the  business  manager,  who  shall 
submit  it  to  the  State  Board  of  Administration.  The  business 
manager  or  his  assistant  shall,  immediately  after  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  cause  a  full  and  complete  in- 
ventory to  be  taken  and  made  of  all  property  belonging  to  the 
state,  and  used  in  and  about  said  institutions.  The  said  in- 
ventory shall  be  made  in  detail  and  an  estimate  made  of  the 
value,  a  record  of  which  shall  be  kept  at  each  institution  and 
also  by  the  business  manager.  The  superintendent  or  execu- 
tive officer  in  charge  of  each  institution  shall  be  charged  with 
all  the  items  of  said  inventory  and  shall  be  responsible  therefor 
and  for  all  future  purchases,  and  shall  be  credited  with  all 
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items  worn  out,  lost,  injured  or  destroyed  without  fault  on  his 
part.  Itemized  statements  of  this  account  shall  be  furnished 
to  the  business  mana^rer  monthly,  upon  forms  to  be  provided 
by  him  for  that  purpose.  The  superintendent  or  executive 
officer  shall  be  responsible  for  items  he  can  not  account  for 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
superintendent  or  other  executive  officer  of  each  institution 
to  see  that  all  public  buildings,  improvements  and  grounds  are 
well  cared  for  and  properly  preserved  and  kept  in  proper  sani- 
tary condition.  The  business  manager,  after  full  conference 
with  the  superintendent  or  other  executive  officer  of  the  insti- 
tutions named  in  this  act,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
State  Board  of  Administration,  shall  prepare  for  the  use  of  the 
government  [Governor]  *  biennial  estimates  of  appropriations 
necessary  and  properly  to  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  institutions 
under  his  control,  and  recommendations  for  special  expendi- 
tures for  buildings,  betterments  or  other  improvements.  The 
State  Board  of  Administration  shall  include  in  this  report  to  the 
governor  suggestions  respecting  legislation  for  the  several  in- 
stitutions covered  by  this  act,  and  the  business  manager  or  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Administration  shall,  upon  request, 
attend  such  meetings  of  the  legislative  committee  to  which 
questions  have  been  submitted,  and  shall  furnish  such  com- 
mittees such  information  in  regard  to  its  management  and  con- 
duct of  such  institution  as  may  be  demanded.  All  improve- 
ments authorized  by  the  legislature  shall  be  constructed  under 
estimates,  plans  and  specifications  furnished  to  the  State  Board 
of  Administration  by  the  state  architect ;  and  it  is  hereby  made 
the  state  architect's  duty,  on  the  direction  of  the  State  Board 
of  Administration,  to  inspect  and  have  knowledge  of  the  condi- 
tion of  all  buildings  and  property  used  for  the  educational, 
benevolent,  penal  and  corrective  institutiqns  of  the  state  of 
Kansas,>  and  make  report  to  the  business  manager  of  any  re- 
pairs, alterations  or  improvements  needed  or  required,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  State 
Board  of  Administration.

All  such  im- 
provements or  replacements  costing  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  shall  be  by  contract  and  let  to  the  lowest  re-  | 

sponsible  bidder :   Provided,  however,  that  the  business  man-

CHAPTER  291. 

RELATING  TO  COMPENSATION  RECEIVED  BY  THE  STATE  FOR 
SAND  TAKEN  FROM  NAVIGABLE  STREAMS. 

House  bOl  No.  110. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  compensation  received  by  the  state  for  sand  taken 
from  any  navigable  stream;  authorizing  and  directing  the  state  treas- 
urer to  transfer  certain  money  to  the  general  revenue  fund;  and 
repealing  section  9  of  chapter  172  of  the  Laws  of  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized, 
directed  and  required  to  transfer  to  the  general  revenue  fund 
of  the  state  of  Kansas,  all  money  now  in  his  hands  to  the  credit 
of  the  water  commission  fund. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  state  treasurer  immediately  upon  the 
transfer  of  the  foregoing  money  to  the  general  revenue  fund, 
shall  notify  the  auditor  of  $tate  of  such  transfer,  and  the  audi- 
tor of  state  shall  forthwith  make  proper  entries  in  his  records 
to  correspond  with  said  transfer  in  the  state  treasury. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  of  the  net  proceeds  received  as  compensa- 
tion for  sand  taken  from  any  navigable  stream  within  the  state 
of  Kansas,  except  such  amounts  as  drainage  districts  may  be 
entitled  to  under  the  law,  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer 
and  shall  be  by  him  credited  to  the  general  revenue  fund  of 
the  state. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  9,  chapter  172  of  the  Laws  of  1917,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.    .

An  Act  relating  to  the  salaries  and  employees  of  Institutions  under  the 
control  of  the  State  Board  of  Administration,  amending  section  9  of 
chapter  297,  Session  Laws  of  1917,  and  sections  9866,  10080  and  10107, 
General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  the  sections  so  amended  and 
repealing  sections  9582,  9674,  9706,  9939,  10105  and  10940,  General 
Statutes  of  1915,  and  section  1  of  chapter  7  and  section  1  of  chapter  10 
of  the  Laws  of  1907. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  9  of  chapter  297,  Session  Laws  of 
Kansas  for  1917,  be  and  it  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: Sec.  9.  The  State  Board  of  Administration  shall  ap- 
point the  superintendent,  warden  or  other  executive  officer  for 
each  of  the  educational,  benevolent  and  penal  or  corrective  in- 
stitutions, covered  by  this  act,  and  such  superintendent  or  ex- 
ecutive officer  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
civil  service  laws  of  Kansas,  all  officials,  clerks,  guards  and  em- 
ployees required  in  the  management  of  same,  the  number  of 
whom'  shall  be  determined  by  the  State  Board  of  Administra- 
tion. The  said  superintendent  or  other  chief  executive  officer 
may  discharge  any  person  employed,  for  cause,  and  he  shall 
report  same  to  the  business  manager  and  file  with  the  State 
Board  of  Administration  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  a 
written  report  of  his  action,  giving  his  reasons  therefor;  but 
that  no  clerk  or  employee  may  be  discharged  by  reason  of  his 
political  affiliations:  Provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  or  hold  any  office,  place,  or  position,  under  any  of 
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the  provisions  of  this  act,  who  is  related  by  blood  or  mar- 
riage to  any  member  of  such  Board  of  Administration,  or  to 
the  secretary,  or  business  manager,  or  to  any  of  the  chief 
executive  officers  of  any  of  the  institutions  herein  mentioned. 
The  State  Board  of  Administration  shall,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  superintendent  or  executive  officer  of  each 
institution,  annually  determine  and  fix,  with  the  written  ap- 
proval of  the  governor  and  business  manager,  the  annual  or 
monthly  salary  of  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  several  in- 
stitutions covered  by  this  act.  The  officers  and  employees  of 
the  benevolent,  corrective  and  penal  institutions  shall  be  classi- 
fied in  grades,  and  the  salaries  and  wages  to  .be  paid  in  each 
grade  shall  be  uniform  in  similar  institutions  throughout  the 
state.  The  schedule  of  wages  so  fixed  shall  become  operative 
on  July  1st  of  each  year  and  shall  remain  in  force  until  modi- 
fied or  changed.  The  salary  and  wages  shall  be  included  in  the 
monthly  estimates  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  expenses  of  the  several  institutions  are 
paid.

loss  or  destruction  of  property,  and  in  no  event  shall  a  sub- 
stitute be  permitted  to  receive  compensation  in  the  name  of  the 
employee,  for  whom  he  acted.

The  State  Board  of  Admin- 
istration and  auditor  of  state  shall  have  authority  to  make 
rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  said  pay  roll  and  expenses 
and  as  to  the  manner  of  paying  said  pay  roll  and  expenses,  and 
the  issuing  of  warrants  on  the  state  treasurer  for  the  payment 
of  same,  so  as  to  protect  the  state  and  insure  the  payment  to 
the  party  entitled  thereto.  The  auditor  of  state  shall  issue  a 
warrant  on  the  treasurer  of  the  state  to  each  individual  named 
in  the  said  pay  roll  for  the  amount  therein  stated,  and  for  such 
other  expenses  as  the  board  may  determine,  and  deliver  said 
warrants  to  the  business  manager  who  shall  see  that  the 
same  are  distributed  to  the  individuals  entitled  thereto. 
The  superintendent  or  executive  officer  of  each  institution 
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shall  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the  business  manager,  at 
intervals  fixed  by  said  business  manager,  showing  in  detail  the 
amount  of  supplies  on  hand  and  additional  supplies  needed. 
The  said  business  manager  or  his  assistant  shall  make  a  per- 
sonal examination  of  the  amount  of  supplies  on  hand  and  shall 
determine  from  such  examination  and  from  the  statement  of 
the  superintendent  the  additional  amount  of  supplies  neces- 
sary, and  shall  make  an  itemized  statement  thereof,  and  shall 
thereupon  give  notice  in  the  official  state  papei*  for  at  least 
ten  days  that  sealed  proposals  will  be  received  by  the  State 
Board  of  Administration  up  to  the  time  to  be  mentioned 
therein,  for  furnishing  supplies  for  such  institutions,  which 
notice  shall  also  state  that  detailed  statements  of  supplies  to 
be  furnished  are  on  file  with  the  secretary  of  said  State  Board 
of  Administration  and  subject  to  inspection,  and  shall  also 
specify  that  at  a  certain  time,  to  be  therein  mentioned,  said 
proposals  will  be  opened  and  contracts  awarded  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder :  Provided,  however,  that  the  business  man- 
ager of  the  State  Board  of  Administration  may  reject  any  and 
all  bids  and  may  thereafter  readvertise  for  bids  or  may  make 
such  purchases  in  the  open  market:  And  provided  further, 
that  in  the  case  of  educational  institutions  the  board  may  pur- 
chase chemicals  and  other  material  for  use  in  laboratories,  shop 
and  like  experimental  studies  where  in  its  judgment  it  may  be 
purchased  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  state :  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  business  manager  and  the  State  Board  of  Admin- 
istration may  reject  any  and  all  bids  and  may  thereafter  re- 
advertise  for  bids  or  may  make  such  purchases  in  the  open 
market :  Provided  further,  however,  that  the  price  paid  for  the 
purchase  at  private  sale  shall  not  exceed  the  lowest  responsible 
bid  submitted  for  such  article.  The  State  Board  of  Adminis- 
tration shall  make  all  necessary  rules  and  requirements  re- 
specting the  letting  of  such  contracts,  furnishing  of  samples, 
the  form  of  the  bids  and  the  amount  of  deposits  by  certified 
check  or  otherwise,  to  insure  good  faith  on  the  part  of  the 
bidder :  Provided,  however,  that  the  State  Board  of  Adminis- 
tration may  allow,  under  proper  rules,  regulations  and  restric- 
tions, the  superintendent,  steward  or  other  executive  officer  of 
each  institution  to  purchase  the  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
therefor  and  make  minor  purchases  for  the  same,  an  itemized 
account  to  be  kept  of  all  such  purchases,  duly  verified,  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  business  manager,  who  shall  submit  it  to  the  State 
Board  of  Administration.

The  said  inventory  shall  be  made  in  detail 
and  an  estimate  made  of  the  value,  a  record  of  whieh  shall  be 
kept  at  each  institution  and  also  by  the  business  manager. 
The  superintendent  or  executive  officer  in  charge  of  each 
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institution  shall  be  charged  with  all  the  items  of  said  inven- 
tory and  shall  be  responsible  therefor  and  for  all  future  pur- 
chases, and  shall  be  credited  with  all  items  worn  out,  lost, 
injured  or  destroyed  without  fault  on  his  part.  Itemized  state- 
ments of  this  account  shall  be  furnished  to  the  business  man- 
ager monthly,  upon  forms  to  be  provided  by  him  for  that 
purpose.  The  superintendent  or  executive  officer  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  items  he  can  not  account  for  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  or  other 
executive  officer  of  each  institution  to  see  that  all  public  build- 
ings, improvements  and  grounds  are  well  cared  for  and  prop- 
erly preserved  and  kept  in  proper  sanitary  condition.  The 
business  manager,  after  full  conference  with  the  superin- 
tendent or  other  executive  officer  of  the  institutions  named  in 
this  act,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  State  Board  of 
Administration,  shall  prepare  for  the  use  of  the  governor 
biennial  estimates  of  appropriations  necessary  and  properly  to 
be  made  for  the  use  of  the  institutions  under  his  control,  and 
recommendations  for  special  expenditures  for  buildings,  bet- 
terments or  other  improvements.  The  State  Board  of  Admin- 
istration shall  include  in  this  report  to  the  governor  sugges- 
tions respecting  legislation  for  the  several  institutions  covered 
by  this  act,  and  the  business  manager  or  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Administration  shall,  upon  request,  attend  such  meet- 
ings of  the  legislative  committee  to  which  questions  have  been 
submitted,  and  shall  furnish  such  committees  such  information 
in  regard  to  its  management  and  conduct  of  such  institution 
as  may  be  demanded.  All  improvements  authorized  by  the 
legislature  shall  be  constructed  under  estimates,  plans  and 
specifications  furnished  to  the  State  Board  of  Administration 
by  the  state  architect;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  state  archi- 
tect's duty,  on  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration, to  inspect  and  have  knowledge  of  the  condition 
of  all  buildings  and  property  used  for  the  educational,  benev- 
olent, penal  and  corrective  institutions  of  the  state  of  Kansas, 
and  make  report  to  the  business  manager  of  any  repairs,  alter- 
ations or  improvements  needed  or  required,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  State  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration. The  business  manager,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Administration,  shall  have  full  charge  of  the  erec- 
tion of  all  buildings  and  all  repairs  or  improvements  to  build- 
ings, grounds  or  properties  of  the  various  institutions  under 
their  charge,  and  for  which  appropriations  have  been  or  may  be 
made  by  the  legislature.  Such  manager  shall  call  to  his  assist- 
ance the  state  architect,  who  shall  prepare  all  plans  and 
specifications  and  estimates  either  for  new  buildings,  repairs, 
improvements  or  replacements,  and  submit  the  same  to  the 
business  manager  for  approval.  All  such  improvements  or 
replacements  costing  more  than  fi^e  hundred  dollars  ($500.00) 
shall  be  by  contract  and  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder: 
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Provided,  however,  that  the  business  manager  and  the  State 
Board  of  Administration,  if  believing  there  is  collusion  and 
combination,  may  reject  any  and  all  such  bids  and  let  the  work 
by  private  contract,  on  condition,  however,  that  the  cost  thereof 
shall  not  exceed  the  lowest  responsible  bid  that  had  been 
offered:  Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  the  above 
paragraph  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  head  of  any 
state  institution  from  making  any  improvement  or  improve- 
ments when  the  same  can  be  made  by  institutional  labor  or  the 
use  of  material  manufactured  in  any  state  institution.

An  Act  relating  to  the  salaries  and  employees  of  institutions  under  the 
[the]  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Administration,  amending  section  9 
of  chapter  297,  Session  Laws  of  1917,  and  sections  9866,  10080  and 
10107,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  the  original  sections  so 
amended,  and  repealing  sections  9582,  9674,  9706,  9939,  10105,  and 
10940,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  section  1  of  chapter  7  and  section 
1  of  chapter  10  of  the  Laws  of  1907. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legialature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  9  of  chapter  297,  Session  Laws  of 
Kansas  for  1917,  be  and  it  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: The  State  Board  of  Administration  shall  appoint  the 
superintendent,  warden  or  other  executive  officer  for  each  of 
the  educational,  benevolent  and  penal  or  corrective  institutions 
covered  by  this  act,  and  such  superintendent  or  executive  offi- 
cer shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  civil  service 
laws  of  Kansas,  all  officials,  clerks,  sruards  and  employees  re- 
quired in  the  management  of  same,  the  number  of  whom  shall 
be  determined  by  the  State  Board  of  Administration.  The  said 
superintendent  or  other  chief  executive  officer  may  discharge 
any  person  employed,  for  cause,  and  he  shall  report  same  to 
the  business  manager  and  file  with  the  State  Board  of  Adminis- 
tration and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  a  written  report  of 
his  action,  giving  his  reasons  therefor;  but  that  no  clerk  or 
employee  may  be  discharged  by  reason  of  his  political  affilia- 
tions :  Provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  appointed  to  or  hold 
any  office,  place,  or  position,  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
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act,  who  is  related  by  blood,  or  marriage,  to  any  member  of 
such  Board  of  Administration,  or  to  the  secretary,  or  business 
manager,  or  to  any  of  the  chief  executive  officers  of  any  of  the 
institutions  herein  mentioned.

The  superintendent  or  other  chief 
executive  of  each  institution  shall  msQce  and  forward  to  the  busi- 
ness manager,  monthly,  a  verified  pay  roll  and  list  of  expenses, 
which  shall  show  the  name  of  each  officer  and  employee,  when 
first  employed  and  the  character  of  employment,  the  monthly 
pay,  time,  amount  of  pay  and  deductions,  if  any,  for  careless 
loss  or  destruction  of  property,  and  in  no  event  shall  a  substi- 
tute be  permitted  to  receive  compensation  in  the  name  of  the 
employee  for  whom  he  acted.  The  business  manager  shall  care- 
fully examine  and  audit  said  pay  roll  and  list  of  expenses,  and  if 
correct  approve  the  same  in  writing  and  file  with  the  auditor 
of  state  for  payment.  The  State  Board  of  Administration  and 
auditor  of  state  shall  have  authority  to  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions in  regard  to  said  pay  roll  and  expenses  and  as  to  the 
manner  of  paying  said  pay  roll  and  expenses,  and  the  issuing 
of  warrants  on  the  state  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  same, 
so  as  to  protect  the  state  and  insure  the  payment  to  the  party 
entitled  thereto.

PANIES AUTHORIZED  TO  TRANSACT  BUSINESS  IN  KANSAS. 

House  biU  No.  297. 

An  Act  requiring  that  all  bonds  given  by  officials  and  employees  of  the 
various  state  institutions  under  the  provisions  of  section  12,  chapter 
297,  Laws  of  1917,  shall  be  signed  by  surety  companies  duly  au- 
thorized to  do  business  in  Kansas:  Provided,  that  the  cost  thereof 
shall  be  paid  from  the  maintenance  fund  of  the  institution  in  which 
the  principal  of  said  bond  is  employed,  and  repealing  all  acts  and  parts 
of  acts  in  conflict  therewith. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  All  officers  and  employees  of  the  state  institu- 
tions who  are  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Administration 
under  the  provisions  of  section  12,  chapter  297,  Laws  of  1917, 
to  furnish  bond  shall  hereafter  furnish  such  bonds  conditioned 
upon  the  faithful  performance  of  all  duties  imposed  by  law  or 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Board  of  Administration 
and  for  the  proper  accounting  for  all  property,  moneys  and 
records  belonging  to  the  state  of  Kansas.  Said  bonds  shall  in 
each  case  be  signed  by  a  surety  company  duly  authorized  to 
transact  business  in  the  state  of  Kansas  and  the  cost  thereof 
shall  be  paid  from  the  maintenance  fund  of  the  institution  in 
which  the  principal  of  said  bond  is  employed.

An  Act  relating  to  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College  and  authoris- 
ing the  State  Board  of  Administration  to  use  monies  now  in  the  main- 
tenance fund  thereof  at  their  discretion  in  prospecting  for  and 
securing  water  and  constructing  a  water  works  plant  for  said  college. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  State  Board  of  Administration  be  and 
is  hereby  authorized  to  use  such  portion  of  the  monies  now  in 
the  maintenance  fund  of  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  Col- 
lege as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary,  but  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  ($10,000.00),  in  prospecting 
for  and  securing  water,  and  constructing  a  water  works  plant 
for  the  use  of  said  college.  For  the  above  purposes  the  said 
Board  of  Administration  is  authorized  to  enter  into  such  con- 
tracts as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  shall  not  be  required  to 
award  the  same  at  public  letting. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Senate  bill  No.  588. 

An  Act  relating:  to  the  State  Board  of  Administration. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  State  Board  of  Administration  be  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  any  of  the  lands  under  its  con- 
trol upon  such  terms  as  it  may  see  fit  for  the  production  of  oil> 
gas  and  other  minerals:  Provided,  that  such  leases  and  the 
occupancy  thereunder  of  the  lands  leased  shall  not  interfere 
materially  with  the  purposes  for  which  said  lands  are  occupied 
by  state  institutions.

House  bill  No.  241. 

An  Act  relating  to  public  highways  and  authorizing  the  State  Board 
of  Administration  to  sell  to  county  commissioners  material  for  road 
building. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  State  Board  of  Administration  be  and 
is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  to  any  county  in  this  state  upon 
such  terms  as  said  board  may  deem  advisable,  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  of  any  public  highway  leading  to,  or  along  side  of, 
any  of  the  public  institutions  in  charge  of  said  board  or  in 
charge  of  any  board  appointed  under  the  authority  of  any  law 
of  this  state,  any  material  suitable  to  be  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  such  highway,  and  produced  or  manufactured  in  any  of 
the  institutions  of  this  state  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  said  Board  of  Administration :  Provided,  that  no  such 
sale  shall  be  made  unless  such  board  determines  that  the  im- 
provement ofisuch  road  is  necessary  for  the  proper  use  of  said 
institution. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

An  Act  relating  to  change  of  name  of  State  Home  for  Feeble-minded, 
Winfield,  and  repealing  section  9686  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  name  of  the  Kansas  State  Asylum  for 
idiotic  and  imbecile  youth  designated  as  the  State  Home  for 
Feeble-minded  is  hereby  changed  to  the  State  Training  School. 

Sec.  2.  Thajt  section  9686  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 
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Sec.  3.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  299. 

RELATING  TO  FEEBLE-MINDED  PERSONS;  APPOINTMENT  OP 
COMMISSION  TO  MAKE  EXAMINATION;  DUTIES  OF  PRO- 
BATE  JUDGE;  COMMITMENT  TO  STATE  HOME  FOR  FEEBLE- 
MINDED. 

House  bOl  No.  620. 

An  Act  relatingr  to  feeble-minded  persons;  supplemental  to  chapter  70 
of  the  General  Statutes  for  the  state  of  Kansas  for  1915  and  to 
chapter  165  of  the  Session  Laws  for  Kansas  for  1917. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  in  all  proceedings  relating  to  feeble-minded 
persons  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  70  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kansas  for  1915  and  of  chapter  165  of  the  Session 
Laws  for  1917,  when  no  jury  is  demanded  and  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  are  such  that  there  appears  to  the  probate 
judge  to  be  no  occasion  for  the  impaneling  of  a  jury,  or  that  a 
trial  by  jury  would  for  any  reason  be  inexpedient  or  improper, 
the  probate  judge  shall  appoint  a  commission  of  two  qualified 
physicians,  or  one  qualified  physician  and  one  clinical  [and]  * 
psychologist,  to  be  chosen  by  himself  on  account  of  their 
known  competency  and  integrity,  who  shall  make  a  personal 
examination  of  the  person  whose  condition  is  to  be  inquired 
into  and  shall  determine  whether  or  not  such  person  be  feeble- 
minded, and  shall  file  with  the  probate  court  a  report  in  writ- 
ing, verified  by  affidavit,  of  the  results  of  their  inquiries,  to- 
gether with  their  conclusions  and  recommendations.  The  pro- 
bate judge  shall  administer  all  oaths  to  any  witnesses  used  in 
the  examination  and  such  witnesses  shall  be  examined  in  the 
presence  of  said  judge. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  in  a  court  of  record,  during  the  hear- 
ing of  any  person  charged  with  a  misdemeanor  or  crime,  it 
shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  court  that  the  person  is  feeble- 
minded the  court  shall  summarily  remand  such  person  to  the 
probate  court  of  the  county  for  examination  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  when  any  person  is  found  and  adjudged  to  be 
feeble-minded  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  court  shall  order  such  person  committed  to  the  State  Home 
for  Feeble-minded. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  is  supplemental  to  and  does  not 
amend  or  repeal  chapter  70  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas

CHAPTER  300. 

VOLUNTARY  COMMITMENT  TO  STATE  HOSPITALS  FOR 

INSANE. 

Senate  biU  No.  558. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  voluntary  commitment  to  state  hospitals  for  the 

insane. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  The  superintendent  of  each  of  the  state  hospitals 
for  the  insane  of  the  state  of  Kansas  may  receive  and  detain  in 
such  hospitals  as  a  patient  any  person  who  shall  be  desirous  of 
submitting  himself  to  treatment  therein  and  who  shall  make 
written  application  therefor,  and  in  such  application  shall  agree 
to  confinement  and  restraint  therein  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  tlie  hospital :  Provided,  that  such  ap- 
plicant shall  produce  a  statement  of  his  attending  physician,  or 
of  the  county  physician  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  that 
such  applicant  is  in  need  of  treatment  in  said  institution,  or  the 
superintendent  of  such  institution  shall  be  satisfied  either  from 
examination  of  the  patient  or  otherwise  that  the  applicant  is  in 
need  of  such  treatment.  Such  patient  shall  not  be  so  detained 
for  more  than  ten  days  after  he  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  superintendent  of  such  institution  of  his  desire  to  leave 
the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  expense  of  keeping  such  voluntary  patients 
shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  expense  of  keeping 
other  patients  in  said  institution. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

An  Act  relating:  to  the  Kansas  Soldiers'  Home  at  Ft.  Dodge,  Kansas,  and 
amending  section  10573,  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Section  10573,  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  of 
1915,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section 
10573.  All  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines, 
who  served  in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps  of  the  United 
States  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  or  the  Spanish-Amer- 
ican war  or  Phillipino  insurrection,  or  the  Cuban  campaign, 
and  who  were  honorably  discharged,  who  may  be  disabled  by 
disease,  wounds,  old  age  or  otherwise  disabled,  and  who  have 
no  adequate  means  of  support,  and  who,  by  reason  of  such  dis- 
ability are  incapacitated  from  earning  their  living,  and  who 
would  otherwise  be  dependent  upon  public  or  private  charity, 
together  with  such  members  of  their^families  as  are  dependent 
upon  them  for  support,  and  not  prohibited  by  the  provisions  of 
chapter  304  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  shall  be  entitled  to 
admission  to  such  institution,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  may  be  established  by  the  board  of  managers  for  the 
management  and  government  thereof :  Provided,  that  no  appli- 
cant shall  be  admitted  to  said  institution  who*has  not  been  an 
actual  resident  of  the  state  of  Kansas  for  two  years  next  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  his  application,  and  that  no  person  who  is 
insane  at  the  time  of  making  his  application  or  has  been  in  any 
asylum  for  the  insane,  unless  he  shall  have  been  discharged 
from  the  same  as  cured  twelve  months  prior  to  the  making  of 
his  application,  shall  be  admitted ;  nor  shall  any  criminal  or 
habitual  drunkard  be  admitted  to  said  institution.  Any  appli- 
cant honorably  discharged  who  served  in  a  Kansas  regiment 
during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  or  the  Spanish-American  war 
or  Phillipino  insurrection,  or  the  Cuban  campaign,  shall  be 
admitted  regardless  of  his  place  of  residence,  also  all  honorably 
discharged  persons  who  have  served  in  the  regular  army  of  the 
United  States  or  the  state  militia  and  who  actively  participated 
in  guarding  the  frontier  of  Kansas  from  raids  and  incursions 
made  upon  the  settlements  of  Kansas,  and  who  have  been 
actual  bona  fide  residents  of  Kansas  for  thirty-five  years  or 
more,  shall  be  admitted  to  said  institution  on  the  same  condi- 
tions as  veterans  of  the  civil  war ;  except  that  such  militiamen 
shall  not  be  received  or  retained  to  the  exclusion  of  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines. 
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Sec.  2.  Section  10573,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

LISTING  PROPERTY  IN  BEHALF  OF  OTHERS;  PLACE  OF 
ASSESSMENT  OF  LIVESTOCK  AND  FARMING  IMPLEMENTS; 
THE  PROPERTY  OF  BANKS,  BANKERS,  BROKERS,  INSUR- 
ANCE AND  OTHER  COMPANIES. 

Senate  bill  No.  258. 

An  Act  amending:  section  11158  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  1915 
relating  to  the  listing  and  assessment  of  property  for  taxation  and  re- 
pealing said  section  11158  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kansas  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  11158  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  of  1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  11158. 
Every  person  required  to  list  property  in  behalf  of  others  shall 
list  such  property  in  the  same  township,  school  district  or  city 
in  which  said  property  is  located ;  but  he  shall  list  such  prop- 
erty separate  and  apart  from  his  own,  specifying  the  name  of 
the  person,  estate,  company  or  corporation  to  which  the  same 
may  belong.  All  toll  bridges  shall  be  listed  in  the  township  or 
ward  where  the  same  are  located ;  and  if  located  in  two  wards 
or  townships,  thien  one-half  in  each  of  such  wards  or  town- 
ships. And  all  personal  property  shall  be  listed  and  taxed  each 
year  in  the  township,  school  district  or  city  in  which  the  prop- 
erty was  located  on  the  first  day  of  March,  but  all  moneys  and 
credits  not  pertaining  to  a  business  located  shall  be  listed  in 
the  township  or  city  in  which  the  owner  resided  on  the  first 
day  of  March.  The  property  of  banks,  bankers,  brokers,  mer- 
chants, and  of  insurance  or  other  companies  (except  of  mutual 
fire  insurance  companies)  shall  be  listed  and  taxed  in  the 
county,  township,  city,  and  school  district  where  their  business 
is  usually  done,  and  n^anufactories  and  mines  in  the  county, 
township,  city  and  school  district  where  the  manufactory  or 
mine  is  located.  Animals  and  farming  implements  shall  be 
listed  and  taxed  where  usually  kept;  but,  when  animals  and 
farming  implements  shall  have  been  removed  from  the  place 
where  formerly  kept  to  another  taxing  district  and  shall  have 
been  kept  therein  for  sixty  days  prior  to  the  first  day  of  March, 
they  shall  be  held  to  have  acquired  a.  tax  situs  in  such  taxing 
district.  In  case  animals  and  farming  implements  are  tempo- 
rarily outside  the  limits  of  the  state,  then  said  animals  and  im- 
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plements  shall  be  listed  and  taxed  in  the  county,  township  and 
school  district  where  the  owner  resided  on  the  first  day  of 
March.  All  animals  and  farming  implements  that  do  not  have 
their  tax  situs  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  provisions  of 
this  section  or  as  provided  in  other  statute?  shall  be  assessed 
and  taxed  in  the  taxing  district  wherein  the  owner  has  his  dom- 
icile. The  assessment  of  animals  which  under  any  provision  of 
law  have  their  tax  situs  in  a  pasture  whose  area  embraces  sev- 
eral taxing  districts  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  taxing 
districts  in  proportion  to  the  acreages  of  land  in  the  said  sev- 
eral taxing  districts.  Personal  property  in  transit  shall  be 
listed  in  the  taxing  district  where  the  owner  resides :  Provided, 
however,  that  if  such  property  is  intended  for  a  particular 
business,  it  shall  be  listed  at  the  place  where  the  business  is  to 
be  transacted. 

Sec.  2.    That  original  section  11158  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kansas  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

An  Act  concerning:  assessment  and  taxation  and  to  specially  provide  for 
the  assessment  of  the  property  of  telegraph,  telephone,  pipe-line  and 
electric  power  companies  and  repealing  sections  11184,  11185,  11186, 
11187,  11188,  11189,  11190,  11191,  11192,  11193,  11194  and  11195  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  for  purposes  of  assessment  and-  taxation 
any  person  or  persons,  or  any  joint-stock  association  or  cor- 
poration, wherever  organized  or  incorporated,  engaged  in  the 
business  of  transmitting  to,  from,  through  or  in  this  state 
telegraphic  messages,  shall  be  deemed  a  telegraph  company; 
any  person  or  persons,  or  any  joint-stock  association  or  cor- 
poration, wherever  organized  or  incorporated,  engaged  in  the 
business  of  transmitting  to,  from,  through  or  in  this  state  tele- 
phonic messages,  shall  be  deemed  a  telephone  company;  and 
any  person  or  persons,  or  any  joint-stock  association  or  cor- 
poration, wherever  organized  or  incorporated,  engaged  in  the 
business  of  transporting  gas  or  oil  in  pipes  or  pipe  lines  through 
or  in  this  state,  or  owning  pipes  or  pipe  lines  for  such  purpose 
in  this  state,  shall  be  deemed  a  pipe-line  company;  and  any 
person  or  persons,  or  any  joint-stock  association  or  corporation, 
wherever  organized  or  incorporated,  engaged  in  the  business 
of  generating,  conducting  or  distributing  electric  power  to, 
from,  through  or  in  this  state  between  the  place  of  generation, 
production  or  supply  and  the  place  of  distribution  or  con- 
sumption, shall  be  deemed  an  electric  power  company. 

Sec.  2.  Every  telegraph,  telephone,  pipe-line  and  electric 
power  company  defined  in  section  1  of  this  act  doing  business 
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In  this  state,  shall  annually,  between  the  1st  and  20th  days  of 
March,  under  the  oath  of  the  person  constituting  such  company, 
if  a  person,  or  under  the  oath  of  the  president,  secretary,  treas- 
urer, superintendent  or  chief  officer  in  this  state  of  such  asso- 
ciation or  corporation,  make  and  file  with  the  Tax  Commission, 
in  such  form  as  the  commission  may  prescribe,  a  statement 
containing  the  following  facts:  (1)  The  name  of  the  company. 
(2)  The  nature  of  the  company,  whether  a  person  or  persons, 
or  association,  or  corporation,  and  under  the  laws  of  what  state 
or  country  organized.  (3)  The  location  of  its  principal  office. 
(4)  The  name  and  post-office  address  of  the  president,  secre- 
tary, auditor,  treasurer  ajid  superintendent  or  general  man- 
ager. (5)  The  name  and  post-office  address  of  the  chief  officer 
or  managing  agent  of  the  company  in  Kansas.  (6)  The  par 
value  of  its  shares  of  stock.  (7)  A  detailed  statement  of  the 
real  estate  owned  by  the  company  in  Kansas,  where  situated, 
and  the  value  thereof  as  assessed  for  taxation.  (8)  The  whole 
length  of  its  lines  within  the  state  of  Kansas,  which  lines  shall 
include  what  said  telegraph,  telephone,  pipe-line  or  electric 
power  company  controls  and  uses  under  lease  or  otherwise, 
and  the  number  of  miles  of  line  in  each  county;  also  a  full  and 
correct  inventory  of  all  other  personal  property  owned  by  the 
company  in  Kansas  on  the  1st  day  of  March,  where  situated, 
and  the  value  thereof.  (9)  The  total  gross  receipts  for  the  year 
ending  the  1st  day  of  January,  from  whatever  source  derived, 
and  the  portion  of  same  derived  within  the  state  of  Kansas. 
(10)  The  amount  of  operating  expenses  for  the  year  ending  on 
the  1st  day  of  January,  itemized  or  divided  as  may  be  required 
by  the  commission.  (11)  The  amount  paid  in  dividends  and 
the  rate  percent  of  such  dividends.  (12)  Every  pipe-line  com- 
pany shall  also  state  the  length,  size  and  value  of  its  line  or 
lines,  its  tanks  and  the  capacity  thereof,  and  all  other  property 
owned  by  said  company,  or  under  its  management  or  control, 
as  owner,  lessee,  or  otherwise,  and  the  number  of  miles  or  parts 
of  a  mile  in  each  county,  and  the  size  thereof,  giving  the  di- 
ameter of  the  pipe,  together  with  such  other  information  as  to 
the  character,  location  and  value  of  its  property  of  any  kind 
as  the  Tax  Commission  may  require.  Blanks  for  making  the 
above  statement  shall  be  prepared  and  on  application  furnished 
any  company  by  the  Tax  Commission. 

Sec.  3.  The  Tax  Commission  as  created  by  section  3  of 
chapter  408  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1907  is  hereby  constituted 
a  State  Board  of  Appraisers,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Tax 
Commission  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  said 
board. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Tax  Commission  shall  meet  at  its  office  annually, 
on  the  second  Monday  in  April,  as  the  State  Board  of  Ap- 
praisers, for  the  purpose  of  assessing  the  property  of  tele- 
graph, telephone,  pipe-line  and  electric  power  companies  in 
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Kansas,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  When  so  convened 
the  board  shall  proceed  to  ascertain  and  assess  the  value  of  all 
the  property  of  said  telegraph,  telephone,  pipe-line  and  electric 
power  companies  in  Kansas,  and  may  adjourn  its  meeting  from 
time  to  time  as  may  become  necessary. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  company  fails  or  refuses  to  make  the 
statement  as  required  by  law  or  to  furnish  the  board  any  in- 
formation as  requested,  the  board  shall  inform  itself  as  best 
it  may  on  the  matters  necessary  to  be  known  in  order  to  dis- 
charge its  duties  with  respect  to  the  assessment  of  the  prop- 
erty of  such  company. 

Sec.  6.  At  any  time  after  the  meeting  of  the  board  on  the 
second  Monday  in  April,  and  before  the  assessment  of  the 
property  of  any  company  is  determined,  any  company  or  per--, 
son  interested  shall  have  the  right,  on  written  application,  to 
appear  before  the  board  and  be  heard  in  the  matter  of  the 
valuation  of  the  property  of  any  company  for  taxation. 

Sec.  7.  After  the  assessment  of  the  property  of  any  com- 
pany for  taxation  by  the  board,  and  before  the  certification  by 
the  Tax  Commission  of  the  apportioned  valuation  to  the  sev- 
eral counties,  as  provided  in  section  9  of  this  act,  the  board 
may,  on  the  application  of  any  interested  person  or  company, 
or  on  its  own  motion,  correct  the  assessment  of  valuation  of 
the  property  of  any  company  in  such  manner  as  wIH  in  its 
judgment  make  the  valuation  thereof  just  and  equal. 

Sec.  8.  In  case  any  company  required  to  file  a  statement 
under  the  provisions  of  section  2  fails  to  make  and  file  such 
statement  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of  March,  unless  for  good 
cause  shown  the  time  for  making  said  return  shall  be  extended 
or  any  part  thereof  be  waived  by  the  Tax  Commission,  such 
company  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  to  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  an  additional  penalty  of  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  day's  omission  after  the  20th  day  of 
March  to  file  such  statement;  said  penalty  to  be  recovered  by 
action  in  the  name  of  the  state,  and  on  collection  to  be  paid 
into  the  state  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  state  school  fund : 
Provided,  that  for  good  cause  shown  the  Tax  Commission  may 
extend  the  time  in  which  to  make  and  file  such  statement.  The 
attorney-general,  on  request  of  the  Tax  Commission,  shall 
institute  such  action  against  any  company  so  delinquent,  in 
the  district  court  of  any  county  having  jurisdiction.  The 
State  Board  of  Appraisers  shall  have  power  to  require  the 
president,  secretary,  treasurer,  receiver,  superintendent  or 
managing  agent  of  any  telegraph,  telephone,  pipe-line  or  elec- 
tric power  company  to  attend  before  the  board  and  bring 
with  him  for  the  inspection  of  the  board  any  books  or  papers  of 
such  company  in  his  possession,  custody  or  control,  and  to 
testify  under  oath  touching  any  matter  relating  to  the  busi- 
ness, property,  money  or  credits,  and  the  value  thereof,  of  such 
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company.  Any  member  of  the  board  is  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  administer  such  oath.  Any  officer,  employee  or 
agent  of  such  company  who  shall  refuse  to  attend  before  the 
board  when  required  to  do  so,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  bring 
with  him  and  submit  for  the  inspection  of  the  board  any  books 
or  papers  of  such  company  in  his  possession,  custody  or  con- 
trol, or  who  shall  refuse  to  answer  any  questions  put  to  him 
by  the  board  or  by  any  member  thereof  touching  the  business, 
property,  moneys  and  credits,  and  the  values  thereof,  of  such 
company,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  live  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  thirty  days,  or  both. 

Sec.  9.  After  the  completion  of  the  assessment  by  the  State 
Board  of  Appraisers  the  amount  of  the  assessment  shall  be 
apportioned  by  the  Tax  Commission  among  the  several  coun- 
ties, townships,  cities,  school  districts  and  other  taxing  dis- 
tricts through  or  into  which  the  lines  of  said  telegraph,  tele- 
phone, pipe-line  or  electric  power  companies  run  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  First,  there  shall  be  assigned  locally  the  values 
assessed  against  all  real  estate  and  all  personal  property  which 
had  a  fixed  situs  on  March  1  of  the  current  tax  year,  including 
the  value  of  poles  and  wires;  and  the  remaining  part  of  the 
assessment,  if  any,  shall  be  distributed  among  the  several 
taxing  districts  so  that  each  district  shall  be  apportioned  such 
a  part  thereof  as  is  proportionate  to  the  length  of  the  lines 
owned  by  the  company  in  the  said  taxing  districts  respectively. 

Sec.  10.  The  Tax  Commission  shall,  on  or  before  the  30th 
day  of  May,  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  the 
amount  apportioned  to  his  county.  The  county  clerk,  as  soon 
as  he  shall  receive  the  returns  of  such  assessments  from  the 
Tax  Commission,  shall  certify  to  the  proper  officers  of  the 
different  school  districts,  cities  and  townships  in  his  county, 
in  or  through  which  any  portion  of  the  property  of  the  tele- 
graph, telephone,  pipe-line  or  electric  power  company  is  lo- 
cated, the  amount  of  such  assessments  that  is  to  be  placed  on 
the  tax  roll  for  the  benefit  of  such  school  district,  city  or  town- 
ship, and  he  shall  at  the  proper  time  place  such  assessments 
on  the  proper  tax  roll  of  his  county,  subject  to  the  same  per 
cent  of  levy  for  different  purposes  as  is  laid  upon  other  prop- 
erty. 

Sec.  11.  The  assessment  of  the  property  of  the  companies 
hereinbefore  defined  which  is  situated  entirely  within  the 
limits  of  a  single  county  shall  be  assessed  by  the  county 
assessor  annually.  Between  the  1st  and  31st  days  of  March 
annually  the  owner  or  managing  officer  of  each  such  company 
shall  make  and  file  with  the  county  assessor  of  the  county  in 
which  the  property  of  such  company  is  situated  a  statement 
giving  such  information  and  in  such  form  as  may  be  pre- 
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scribed  by  the  Tax  Commission.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  assessor  to  apportion  the  value  of  all  telephone  lines, 
oil  pipe  lines,  gas  pipe  lines  and  electric  power  lines  to  the 
various  taxing  districts  in  which  such  property  is  found  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  such  property  as  found  by  him  in 
such  districts  respectively. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  or  include  any  mu- 
nicipal corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of  owning,  main- 
taining, or  operating  any  of  the  various  lines  of  business  here- 
inbefore enumerated  and  described. 

Sec.  13.  Sections  11184,  11185,  11186,  11187,  11188,  11189, 
11190,  11191,  11192,  11193,  11194  and  11195  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1915  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  305. 

assessment  and  taxation  of  legacies  and 

successions. 

House  biU  No.  415. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  assessment  and  taxation  of  legacies  and  succes- 
sions; amending  section  11203,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing 
the  section  so  amended. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  11203  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  11203. 
All  property,  corporeal  or  incorporeal,  and  any  interest  therein, 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state,  whether  belonging  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  state  or  not,  which  shall  pass  by  will  or  by 
the  laws  regulating  intestate  succession,  or  by  deed,  grant  or 
gift  made  in  contemplation  of  death,  or  made  or  intended  to 
take  effect  in  possession  or  enjoyment  after  the  death  of  the 
grantor,  to  any  person,  absolutely  or  in  trust,  except  in  case  of 
a  bona  fide  purchase  for  full  consideration  in  money  or  money's 
worth ;  and  except  property  to  or  for  the  use  of  literary,  educa- 
tional, scientific,  religious,  benevolent  and  charitable  societies 
or  institutions :  Provided,  such  use  entitle  the  property  so  pass- 
ing to  be  exempt  from  taxation ;  and  except  property  to  or  for 
the  use  of  the  state,  a  county  or  a  municipality  for  public  pur- 
poses, shall  be  taxed  as  herein  provided.  Distributees  of  es- 
tates, whether  they  succeed  to  the  ownership  of  their  re- 
spective shares  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  a  will  or  under 
the  law  of  descents  and  distributions,  or  by  deed,  grant  or  gift 
made  in  contemplation  of  death,  shall  be  classified  as  follows : 
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Class  A  shall  consist  of  the  surviving  husband  or  wife,  the 
lineakancestors,  lineal  descendants,  adopted  child  or  children, 
lineal  descendants  of  any  adopted  child,  the  wife  or  widow  of  a 
son,  or  the  husband  of  a  daughter  of  the  decedent.  Class  B 
shall  consist  of  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  decedent.  Class 
C  shall  consist  of  relatives  of  all  degrees  of  consanguinity,  ex- 
cept those  included  in  classes  A  and  B,  and  shall  include  also 
strangers  in  the  blood  of  the  decedent.  From  the  value  of  the 
shares,  as  ascertained  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  suc- 
ceeded to  by  the  several  distributees,  exemptions  sljall  be 
allowed  as  follows:  To  the  surviving  wife,  $75,000;  to  each 
other  member  of  class  A,  $15,000;  to  each  member  of  class  B, 
$5,000 ;  and  the  tax  herein  provided  for  shall  be  charged  only 
upon  the  excess  value  of  the  shares  over  and  above  the  exemp- 
tion herein  declared :  Provided,  that  when  one  or  more  of  the 
shares  of  an  estate  shall  consist  of  property  within  and  prop- 
erty without  the  state  only  such  percentage  of  the  exemptions 
above  named  shall  be  allowed  as  is  the  percentage  within  the 
state  of  the  total  value  of  the  shares :  And  provided  further, 
that  any  gift,  legacy,  inheritance,  transfer,  appointment  or 
interest  which  shall  be  valued,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
after  exemptions  are  allowed,  at  a  less  sum  than  $200,  shall 
not  be  subject  to  the  tax  hereby  imposed. 

Upon  the  value  of  shares  succeeded  to  by  members  of  class 
A  in  excess  of  the  exemptions  herein  declared,  the  following 
rates  of  tax  are  hereby  imposed :  On  the  first  $25,000,  or  frac- 
tion thereof,  one  percent;  on  the  second  $25,000,  or  fraction 
thefreof ,  two  percent ;  on  the  next  $50,000,  or  fraction  thereof 
three  percent ;  on  the  next  $400,000,  or  fraction  thereof,  four 
percent;  on  all  over  $500,000,  five  percent:  Provided,  that 
upon  the  share  of  the  estate  passing  to  the  wife,  only  one-half 
of  the  foregoing  rates  shall  be  charged.  Upon  the  value  of 
shares  succeeded  to  by  members  of  class  B  in  excess  of  the 
exemptions  herein  declared,  the  following  rates  of  tax  are 
hereby  imposed:  On  the  first  $25,000,  or  fraction  thereof, 
three  percent ;  on  the  second  $25,000,  or  fraction  thereof,  five 
percent;  on  the  next  $50,000,  or  fraction  thereof,  seven  and 
one-half  percent ;  on  the  next  $400,000,  or  fraction  thereof,  ten 
percent;  on  all  over  $500,000,  twelve  and  one-half  percent. 
Upon  the  value  of  shares  succeeded  to  by  members  of  class  C, 
the  following  rates  of  taxes  are  hereby  imposed :  On  the  first 
$25,000,  or  fraction  thereof,  five  percent ;  on  the  next  $25,000, 
or  fraction  thereof,  seven  and  one-half  percent;  on  the  next 
$50,000,  or  fraction  thereof,  ten  percent ;  on  the  next  $400,000, 
or  fraction  thereof,  twelve  and  one-half  percent;  on  all  over 
$500,000,  fifteen  percent.  All  taxes  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  for  the  use  of  the  state ;  and  administrators,  executors  and 
trustees,  and  any  grantees  under  any  such  conveyance  made 
during  the  grantor's  life  shall  be  liable  for  such  taxes,  with 
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interest  at  the  legal  rate  until  the  same  shall  have  been  paid. 
Property  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  transferred  by  grant  or 
gift  in  contemplation  of  death  under  this  act  when  such  grant 
or  gift  shall  have  been  executed  within  90  days  prior  to  the 
death  of  the  grantor  or  donor. 

Sec.  2.    That  original  section  11203  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  306. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  INTERESTS  OF  SHAREHOLDERS  IN  NA- 
TIONAL, STATE  AND  OTHER  BANKS,  LOAN  AND  TRUST 
COMPANIES;  AND  PROPERTY  OF  MUTUAL  LIFE  AND 
MUTUAL  FIRE  INSURANCE  COMPANIES. 

Senate  bUl  No.  26. 

An  Act  concerning  assessment  and  taxation;  providing  for  the  assess- 
ment of  the  interests  of  shareholders  in  national,  state  and  other  banks 
and  also  in  loan  and  trust  companies  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
state  of  Kansas  or  of  the  United  States;  and  providing  also  for  the 
assessment  of  the  property  of  mutual  life  and  mutual  fire  insurance 
companies;  and  repealing  sections  112S6,  11237  and  11238  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  1915. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Shares  of  stock  issued  by  national  banks  and 
by  state  banks  and  savings  banks,  or  other  banking  organiza- 
tions, and  by  loan  and  trust  companies,  located  in  this  state, 
shall  be  assessed  to  the  individual  shareholders  at  the  place 
where  the  particular  bank,  or  loan  and  trust  company  is 
located.  The  president,  cashier  or  other  managing  officer  of 
each  and  every  institution  of  the  kind  named  herein  which  has 
issued  shares  of  stock  shall  furnish  to  the  assessing  officer 
upon  demand  during  the  month  of  March  of  each  year  a  list  of 
all  the  shareholders  and  of  the  number  of  shares  owned  by 
each  shareholder,  and  the  assessing  officer  shall  list  to  each 
shareholder  for  taxation  purposes  the  assessable  value  of  such 
shares  as  hereinafter  provided.  To  aid  the  assessor  in  fixing 
the  value  of  such  shares  the  returning  officer  shall  furnish  to 
the  assessor  under  oath  a  statement  correctly  showing  the 
amounts  of  capital  stock,  surplus  and  undivided  profits  as  of 
March  first  of  the  current  tax  year.  By  undivided  profits  is 
meant  all  earnings  of  the  institution  which  have  not  been  car- 
ried to  surplus  or  paid  out  in  dividends  under  whatever  ac- 
count carried,  whether  as  undivided  profits,  exchange,  inter- 
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est,  stockholders'  account,  or  other  account  representing 
interests  of  the  shareholders.  The  assessor  from  such  state- 
ment shall  base  his  valuation  upon  the  capital,  surplus  and  un- 
divided profits,  the  latter  ascertained  as  provided  herein,  un- 
less an  investigation  shall  show  incorrect  returns,  in  which 
case  he  shall  determine  what  returns  should  have  been  made 
to  correspond  with  the  facts  disclosed  by  the  investigation  and 
shall  revise  the  returns  and  use  such  revised  returns  as  the 
basis  of  the  assessment :  Provided,  that  if  any  portion  of  the 
capital  stock  of  any  such  institution  shall  be  invested  in  real 
estate  and  the  institution  shall  hold  a  title  in  fee  simple 
thereto,  the  assessed  value  of  said  real  estate  to  the  extent  of 
one-third  of  the  combined  capital  and*  surplus  owned  as  i  bank- 
ing home  shall  be  deducted  from  the  original  gross  valuation 
of  the  shares  of  stock  and  such  real  estate  shall  be  assessed  as 
other  real  estate ;  also,  there  shall  be  deducted  the  assessed 
value  of  real  estate  owned  by  the  institution  to  which  it  has  a 
fee  simple  title  other  than  the  banking  home  to  the  extent  of 
one-third  of  the  combined  capital  and  surplus  unless  it  shall 
have  been  owned  more  than  five  years,  in  which  event  it  shall 
not  be  deducted ;  but,  the  assessed  value  of  real  estate  owned 
outside  of  the  state  of  Kansas  shall  not  be  deducted.  The  net 
assessment  when  so  ascertained  shall  be  divided  among  the 
shareholders  proportionately  according  to  the  number  of 
shares  owned  by  each  shareholder.  Any  such  institution  shidl 
pay  the  tax  assessed  upon  the  shares  of  stock  and  shaU  have  a 
lien  thereon  until  the  same  is  satisfied :  Provided,  that  if  for 
any  reason  the  taxes  levied  upon  the  shares  of  stock  shall  not 
be  paid  by  the  institution,  the  property  of  the  individual  share- 
holders shall  He  held  liable  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  assessment  of  its  property  each 
mutual  fire  and  mutual  life  insurance  company  shall  annually 
in  the  month  of  March  furnish  to  the  assessing  ofiicer  of  the 
assessment  district  in  which  its  principal  place  of  business  is 
located,  a  statement  verified  by  its  president,  showing  spe- 
cifically with  reference  to  the  year  next  preceding  the  first  day 
of  January  then  last  past:  (1)  A  duplicate  of  the  statement 
required  by  law  to  be  made  to  the  state  superintendent  of  in- 
surance for  the  said  year  last  past;  (2)  a  detailed  statement 
of  all  its  property  and  assets  of  every  kind  and  nature  whatso- 
ever and  the  value  of  each  item  thereof,  including  surplus, 
guaranty  and  reserve  fund,  and  the  amount  of  each.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  assessor,  upon  the  receipt  of  such  state- 
ment, and  from  other  information  acquired  by  him,  to  assess 
against  each  and  every  institution  referred  to  in  this  section, 
the  value  of  all  personal  property  owned  by  such  institution, 
and  all  the  said  property  shall  be  assessed  at  the  actual  value 
in  money  thereof  on  March  1st  of  the  current  tax  year. 
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Sec.  3.  Sections  11236, 11237  and  11238  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  1915  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  307. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  PERSONAL  PROPERTY  NOT  ASSESSED,  OR 

WHICH  HAS  ESCAPED  TAXATION. 

House  bUl  No.  74. 

An  Act  relating  to  assessment  of  personal  property  not  assessed,  or 
which  has  escaped  taxation  in  any  preceding  year  or  years;  amending 
section  11326  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1915,  and  repealing  said 
original  section  11326. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  11326  of  the  General  Statutes 
of  1915  be  and  the, same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
Sec.  11326.  That  if  the  assessor  shall  discover  that  any  per- 
sonal property,  which  was  subject  to  taxation  in  any  year, 
has  not  been  assessed,  or  for  any  cause  any  portion  of  any  per- 
sonal property  lias  escaped  taxation  in  any  year  or  years, 
within  five  years  next  preceding,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
assessor  to  list  and  value  such  property  at  twice  its  real  value 
for  each  such  year  during  which  such  property,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  was  not  taxed,  and  it  shall  be  designated  on  his  re- 
turn as  '^Escaped  Assessment"  for  the  preceding  year  or 
years,  and  he  shall  indicate  in  his  return  the  year  or  years 
for  which  such  escaped  assessment  or  assessments  is  made. 
If  the  owner  of  such  property  shall  be  deceased,  then  the  taxes 
charged  as  herein  provided  shall  be  assessed  against  the  estate 
of  such  deceased  person  for  three  years  only  preceding  his 
death,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  legal  representative  or  repre- 
sentatives of  such  estate:  Provided,  that  in  the  event  that 
such  escaped  assessment  is  due  to  error  of  any  assessor,  or 
that  any  taxpayer  was  not  afforded  an  opportunity  to  list  his 
escaped  property,  then  such  escaped  assessment  shall  be  en- 
tered at  its  true  value. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  11326  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas for  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  308. 

LIMIT  OP  LEVY  BY  BOARDS  OF  EDUCATION  IN  CITIES  OP 

THE  FIRST  CLASS. 

HouM  biU  No.  57. 

An  Act  concerning:  assessment  and  taxation,  relating  to  the  levy  of  taxes 
for  the  support  of  schools  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  amending  chapter 
324  of  the  Laws  of  1917,  and  repealing  said  original  chapter  324. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  chapter  324  of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  of  1917 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  1.  That 
the  authority  of  boards  of  education  in  cities  of  the  first  class 
to  levy  taxes  as  provided  in  chapter  330,  Laws  of  1907,  is 
hereby  limited  so  that  the  board  of  education  of  any  such  city 
shall  not  fix  a  rate  of  levy  for  the  respective  purposes  in  excess 
of  the  following  named  rates :  For  the  support  of  the  schools  of 
the  city  the  rate  of  levy  shall  not  exceed  8  mills ;  for  the  pur- 
chase of  sites  and  for  the  construction  and  repairing  of  school 
buildings  the  rate  of  levy  shall  not  exceed  2  mills:  Provided, 
however,  that  in  cities  of  the  first  class  having  an  assessed  valu- 
ation of  more  than  $90,000,000  and  a  population  of  more  than 
85,000  the  board  of  education  shall  not  fix  a  rate  of  levy  for  the 
support  of  schools  of  such  cities  to  exceed  the  sum  of  7^/4  mills; 
and  for  the  purchase  of  sites  and  for  the  construction  and  re- 
pair of  school  buildings  a  rate  of  levy  not  to  exceed  1^  mills. 

Sec.  2.  That  chapter  324  of  the  Laws  of  Kansas  of  1917  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  11396  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1915  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  11396.  That  any 
person  charged  with  taxes  on  the  tax  books  in  the  hands  of  the 
county  treasurer  may  at  his  option  pay  the  full  amount  thereon 
on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  December  of  each  year,  or 
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the  one-half  thereof  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  De- 
cember and  the  remaining  one-half  thereof  on  or  before  the 
twentieth  day  of  June  next  ensuing ;  and  that  if  any  of  the  said 
first  half  of  said  taxes  remain  unpaid  after  the  twentieth  day 
of  December,  the  whole  amount  of  tax  charged  against  such 
person  failing  to  pay  the  first  half  of  the  tax  as  herein  pro- 
vided shall  be  collected  as  provided  by  law ;  and  all  taxes  due 
and  unpaid  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  December  of  each  year 
shall  be  subject  to  have  added  thereto  a  penalty  of  five  percent ; 
and  all  taxes  of  the  preceding  year  which  remain  due  and  un- 
paid on  the  twentieth^day  of  June  of  each  year  shall  be  subject 
to  have  added  thereto  an  additional  penalty  of  five  percent ; 
and  the  county  clerk  of  each  county,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of 
December  and  June  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable  (pro- 
vided in  no  case  shall  it  be  later  than  January  and  July  1 
thereafter),  in  each  year,  shall  place  on  the  tax  rolls  of  his 
county,  in  a  separate  column  and  opposite  to  each  description 
of  property  upon  which  the  taxes  then  remain  due  and  unpaid, 
the  amount  of  the  penalty  thereon,  to  be  added  to  such  taxes  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  and  he  shall  charge  the  amount  of  such 
penalty  to  the  county  treasurer :  Provided,  all  penalties  shall 
be  credited  to  the  county  fund. 

Sec.  2.  Original  section  11396,  General  Statutes  of  1915,  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

CHAPTER  310. 

PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  WARRANTS  AND  AN  IN- 
CREASE IN  TAX  LEVIES  FOR  EMERGENCY  CASES. 

House  bill  No.  416. 

An  Act  concerning  assessment  and  taxation  and  to  provide  for  the 
issuance  of  warrants  and  an  increase  in  tax  levies  for  emergency 

esses. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  apparent  to  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  any  board  authorized  to  levy  taxes  in 
any  taxing  district  or  of  any  officer  solely  charged  with  that 
duty  therein  that  the  rates  of  levy  in  the  particular  taxing  dis- 
trict under  consideration  are  so  limited  as  to  be  insufficient  for 
the  raising  of  funds  necessary  to  supply  the  needs  of  said 
taxing  district  for  general  maintenance  expenses  for  the  cur- 
rent tax  year,  such  officers  or  officer  shall  have  the  authority 
to  issue  warrants  to  meet  such  general  maintenance  expenses 
for  the  current  tax  year  to  the  amount  of  money  not  exceeding 
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twenty-five  percent  of  the  amount  of  money  which  can  be 
raised  in  such  taxing  district  by  using  the  rates<^mited  by  law : 
Provided,  that  no  such  authority  to  issue  warrants  shall  be 
exercised  until  an  application  for  such  exercise  shall  be  made 
to  the  Tax  Commission,  which  body,  if  the  evidence  submitted 
in  support  of  the  application  shall  show  an  emergency  need  for 
the  issue  of  warrants  for  the  said  additional  amount  hereby 
authorized  or  any  part  thereof,  is  hereby  empowered  to  order 
the  issuance  of  such  warrants  as  may  be  shown  to  be  neces- 
sary :  And  provided  further,  that  at  no  time  shall  the  issuance 
of  such  warrants  authorized  by  the  Tax  Commission  in  any 
such  taxing  district  exceed  in  amount  twenty-five  percent  of 
the  amount  of  money  that  can  be  raised  by  taxation  in  any  such 
district  for  the  current  tax  year  under  the  existing  rates. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  any  board  or  ofiicer  shall  issue  war- 
rants under  the  authority  prescribed  in  section  1  of  this  act, 
the  said  board  or  ofiicer  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  fix 
fates  of  levy  in  such  district  which  will  raise  an  amount  of 
money  sufiicient  to  pay  and  discharge  such  warrants.  Such 
rate  of  levy  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  rate  authorized  by  law 
at  the  time  of  making  such  levy :  Provided,  that  the  amount  of 
such  warrants  shall  not  exceed  by  more  than  twenty-five  per- 
cent the  amount  of  money  that  could  be  raised  by  taxation  in 
any  such  district  for  the  year  in  which  the  indebtedness  rep- 
resented by  the  warrants  was  incurred. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  ofiicial  state  paper.

CHAPTER  311. 

CONCERNING  ASSESSMENT  AND  TAXATION,  AND  TO  PRO- 
VIDE FOR  AN  INCREASE  IN  TAX  LEVIES  FOR  EMERGENCY

House  bill  No.  866. 

An  Act  concerning^  assessment  and  taxation  and  to  provide  for  an  in- 
crease in  tax  levies  for  emergency  cases. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Whenever  it  shall  be  the  opinion  of  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  any  board  authorized  to  levy  taxes  in  any 
taxing  district  or  of  any  officer  solely  charged  with  that  duty 
therein  that  the  rates  of  levy  in  the  particular  taxing  dislxict 
under  consideration  are  so  limited  as  to  be  insufficient  for  the 
raising  of  the  funds  necessary  to  supply  the  needs  of  said  tax- 
ing district  for  general  or  maintenance  expenses  for  the  current 
IX  year  such  levying  officers  or  officer  shall  have  authority  to 
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fix  rates  of  levy  in  such  district  which  will  raise  an  amount  of 
money  for  such  taxing  district  exceeding  by  twenty-five  percent 
the  amount  of  money  which  can  be  raised  in  such  taxing  dis- 
trict for  the  current  tax  year  by  using  the  rates  limited  by  law : 
Provided,  that  no  such  authority  shall  be  exercised  until  an 
application  for  its  exercise  shall  be  made  to  the  Tax  Commis- 
sion, which  body,  if  the  evidence  submitted  in  support  of  the 
application  shall  show  an  emergency  need  for  the  said  addi- 
tional amount  hereby  authorized  or  any  part  thereof,  is  hereby 
empowered  to  order  such  increase  as  may  have  been  shown  to 
be  necessary :  And  provided  further,  that  at  no  time  shall  any 
increase  authorized  by  the  Tax  Commission  in  any  such  taxing 
district  exceed  by  more  than  twenty-five  percent  the  amount  of 
money  that  can  be  raised  by  taxation  in  any  such  district  for 
the  current  tax  year. 

Sec.  2.   Chapter  78,  Laws  of  1908,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.   This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  312. 

TAX  LEVY  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEARS  ENDING  JUNE  30, 

1920  AND  1921. 

Senate  bill  No.  608. 

An  Act  to  provide  revenue  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1920,  and 

June  30,  1921. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1,  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  revenue  to  meet 
appropriations  made  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Kansas, 
including  those  made  for  all  current  expenses,  there  is  hereby 
levied,  and  the  proper  officers  shall  apportion  and  collect,  a  tax 
upon  all  the  property  in  the  state  of  Kansas  subject  to  taxa- 
tion, in  the  following  amounts :  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1920,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  six  million,  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars;  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921, 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  million,  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  313. 

AUTHORIZING  TOWNSHIP  BOARDS  IN  TOWNSHIPS  TO  ES- 
TABLISH AND  MAINTAIN  SIDEWALKS  OR  CROSSINGS 
ALONG   PUBLIC    HIGHWAYS. 

House  bUl  No.  148. 

An  Act  authorizing  township  boards  in  townships  to  establish  and  main- 
tain sidewalks  or  crossings  along  public  highways,  prescribing  the 
manner  of  payment  for  the  same,  prohibiting  trespassing  thereon, 
and  prescribing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  township  board 
of  any  township  to  establish  and  maintain  a  sidewalk  not  more 
than  five  (5)  feet  in  width  in  and  along  the  outer  edge  of  any 
highway  or  across  the  same  whenever  a  petition  for  such  side- 
walk or  crossing  is  signed  by  the  resident  owners  representing 
fifty-one  percent  or  more  of  the  property  abutting  upon  the 
improvement  sought  to  be  made,  and  when  said  petition  is 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  township  board,  the  township  board 
shall  cause  such  improvement  to  be  made  and  shall  contract 
therefor  and  shall  levy  a  tax  for  the  actual  cost  of  such  im- 
provement against  the  lots,  parcels  or  pieces  of  land  abutting 
upon  such  improvement  on  the  front  foot  basis,  and  the  clerk 
of  the  township  board  shall  certify  the  amount  so  levied 
against  each  lot,  parcel  or  piece  of  land  for  such  improvement 
to  the  county  clerk,  who  shall  place  the  same  upon  the  assess- 
ment rolls  and  said  tax  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  taxes:  Provided,  that  the  owner  of  any  lot,  parcel 
or  piece  of  land  liable  to  any  such  special  assessment  may 
redeem  his  property  from  such  liability  by  paying  the  entire 
amount  chargeable  against  his  property  at  the  time  the  amount 
of  such  tax  is  ascertained  or  after  the  issuance  of  the  sidewalk 
scrip  by  paying  the  full  amount  of  such  special  assessment 
represented  by  such  scrip,  together  with  the  accrued  interest 
The  owners  shall  designate  in  their  petitions  the  width  and 
kind  of  sidewalk,  and  the  board  shall  determine  the  plans  and 
specifications  and  material  for  such  improvement  in  accord- 
ance with  such  petitions,  and  shall  issue  scrip  to  contractors 
for  the  payment  of  the  same  for  five  (5)  years  with  interest  at 
the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  percent,  one-fifth  (Y^)  of 
such  scrip  and  interest  payable  each  year.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  surveyor  to  establish  the  grades  for  all 
such  improvements.  Resident  owners  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
sidered residents  of  the  township  wherein  the  improvement  is 
sought  to  be  made. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  contracts  for  such  improvements  costing 
more  than  $100  shall  be  in  writing.    At  least  twenty  (20) 
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days  before  the  township  board  shall  let  any  contract  for  such 
improvement,  they  shall  cause  accurate  plans  and  complete 
specifications  therefor,  together  with  a  detailed  estimate  under 
oath  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement,  to  be  made  by  some 
competent  persons  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  township 
board,  for  the  inspection  of  all  persons  interested  therein. 
The  township  board  shall  advertise  for  bids  to  do .  such  work 
in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifications  in  a  news- 
paper in  general  circulation  in  the  county  where  such  improve- 
ment is  sought  to  be  made  at  least  ten  days  before  the  letting. 
All  bids  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  bidder  and  pre- 
sented to  the  township  board  by  the  bidder,  his  agent  or  at- 
torney, at  a  public  meeting  thereof,  and  all  bids  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  accepted  or  rejected  at  such  meeting.  The  con- 
tract shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  but  the 
township  board  may  reject^  any  and  all  bids  and  shall  not  ac- 
cept a  bid  in  excess  of  the  estimated  cost  of  such  improvement. 
The  township  board  shall  require  the  successful  bidder  to  fur- 
nish a  bond  in  equal  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement 
for  the  full  and  faithful  performance  of  the  contract,  and  an- 
other bond  running  to  the  people  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  con- 
ditioned for  the  payment  of  wages  earned,  and  material  fur- 
nished in  the  performance  of  the  contract.  Said  bond  shall  be 
for  the  full  amount  of  said  contract  and  shall  bQ  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  said  township 
is  situated.  The  township  board  shall  select  a  competent  in- 
spector, who  shall  inspect  and  see  that  said  work  is  being 
done  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications ;  said  in- 
spector shall  receive  for  his  services  the  sum  of  three  dpHars 
($3)  per  day  to  be  taxed  as  costs  for  such  improvement  and 
said  cost  shall  be  included  in  the  bids  of  the  contractors. 

Sec.  3.  That  no  suit  or  action  of  any  kind  shall  be  main- 
tained in  any  court  to  set  aside  or  in  any  way  contest  or  fen- 
join  or  levy  or  collect  any  tax  or  special  assessment  levied 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  after  the  expiration  of  thirty 
(30)  days  from  the  time  of  the  levy  of  such  tax  or  assessment. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  person  who  shall  remove  or  ride  or  drive 
upon  any  portion  of  said  sidewalk  constructed  in  accordance 
with  this  act,  except  at  regular  driveways,  shall  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars  ($25). 

Sec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  314. 

PROVIDING  FOR  THE   EXTERMINATION   OF   GRASSHOPPERS 

BY  POISON. 

House  bin  No.  180. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  extermination  of  grasshoppers  by  poison, 
amending  section  1  of  chapter  147  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas  for 
1917,  and  repealing  said  section  1  of  chapter  147. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

SECTION  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  147  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section 
1.  That  upon  the  written  request  signed  by  not  less  than  five 
township  trustees  of  any  county,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  town- 
ship trustees  in  counties  having  less  than  five  townships  in  this 
state  the  board  of  commissioners  of  that  county  shall  provide 
for  the  purchase  of  a  mixture  containing  Paris  green,  or  other 
like  poison,  for  the  extermination  of  grasshoppers  within  its 
county,  and  shall  make  rules  and  reg:ulations  for  the  distri- 
bution and  use  thereof,  and  shall  distribute  the  ingredients  of 
such  mixture  to  the  township  trustees  of  the  various  townships 
which  may  require  the  use  of  such  mixture  for  the  extermina- 
tion of  grasshoppers  in  their  respective  townships.  In  pur- 
chasing and  preparing  the  ingredients  of  such  mixture  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  and  trustees  o£  such  township 
shall  use  the  formula  prescribed  and  recommended  by  the 
Kansas  State  Agricultural  College  or  its  branch  experimental 
stations  as  far  as  practicable. 

Sec.  2.  That  original  section  1  of  chapter  147  of  the  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  Kansas  for  1917  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  315. 

•    RELATING  TO  THE  EXTERMINATION  OF  PRAIRIE  DOGS. 

Senate  bin  No.  141. 

An  Act  amending  sections  11631  and  11633  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915,  relating  to  the  extermination  of  prairie  dogs,  and 
repealing  said  original  sections. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  11631  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kansas  of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows:  Sec.  11631.  That  in  addition  to  the  duties  now  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  township  trustees,  in  counties  infested  by 
prairie  dogs,  they  shall  do  and  perform  the  following  services : 
That  the  township  trustees  of  the  several  townships  in  this 
state  infested  by  prairie  dogs  shall  enter  upon  the  lands  so  in- 
fested in  their  respective  townships  at  least  three  times  each 
year  and  make  diligent  efforts  to  exterminate  all  prairie  dogs 
thereon.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  carry  into  effect 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  trustees  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  employ  all  such  assistance  and  to  purchase  the 
poison  recommended  and  furnished  by  the  state  agricultural 
experiment  station,  or  such  appliances  and  materials  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  exterminate  such  dogs.  The  work  of 
such  extermination  shall  all  be  done  under  the  supervision  and 
direction  of  ^he  trustees. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  11633  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas of  1915  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  Sec.  11633.  That  the  trustees  of  the  several  townships 
and  their  assistants  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their 
services  as  provided  for  in  this  act  a  reasonable  sum  for  the 
time  actually  and  necessarily  employed.  They  shall  be  paid 
only  out  of  the  fund  of  the  county  created  by  this  act  for  that 
purpose. 

Sec.  3.  That  original  sections  11631  and  11633  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  1915  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  and  publication  in  the  official 
state  paper.

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CHAPTER  316. 

RELATING  TO  TRUSTS,  MONOPOLIES,  UNLAWFUL  DISCRIM-- 
INATIONS  AND  UNFAIR  TRADE,  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  IN- 
VESTIGATION  THEREOF. 

House  bill  No.  37. 

An  Act  relating  to  trusts,  monopolies,  unlawful  combinations,  unlawful 
discriminations,  unfair  trade,  and  unlawful  dealings,  and  authorizing 
and  providing  for  and  relating  to  the  investigation  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  attorney-general  or  general  as- 
sistant attorney-general  shall  have  knowledge  of  any  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Kan- 
sas relating  to  trusts,  monopolies,  combinations  in  restraint  of 
trade,  unlawful  discrimination,  unfair  trade  or  the  unlawful 
buying,  selling  and  dealing  in  commodities  without  the  inten- 
tion of  delivering  the  same,  he  may  for  the  purpose  of  investi- 
gating and  inquiring  into  such  violations  issue  his  subpoenas 
for  such  persons  as  he  shall  believe  to  have  any  information  or 
knowledge  of  any  such  violation  to  appear  before  him  at  any 
time  and  place  within  the  state  of  ICansas  to  be  designated  in 
the  subpoena,  then  and  there  to  testify  concerning  any  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  said  laws ;  or  said  attorney-gen- 
eral or  assistant  attorney-general  may  file  with  some  justice  of 
the  peace  or  judge  of  a  city  court  a  written  statement,  signed 
by  said  attorney-general  or  assistant  attorney-general,  alleging 
any  violations  of  any  of  said  laws,  and  such  justice  of  the  peace 
or  judge  shall  then,  at  the  request  of  the  said  attorney-general 
or  assistant  attorney-general,  issue  his  subpoenas  for  wit- 
nesses, commanding  such  witnesses  to  be  and  appear  before 
such  justice  of  the  peace  or  judge  at  the  time  designated  in 
such  subpoena  to  testify  concerning  any  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  said  laws.  Such  subpoenas  may  direct  witnesses  to 
bring  with  them  any  papers,  documents  and  books  that  may  be 
considered  material,  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  and  shall 
be  served  and  returned  to  said  attorney-general,  assistant  at- 
torney-general or  justice  of  the  peace  or  judge,  as  the  case  may 
be,  in  the  same  manner  that  subpoenas  are  served  and  returned 
when  issued  by  justices  of  the  peace  in  civil  actions;  but  said 
subpoenas  may  be  returned  by  mail  to  the  attorney-general  or 
assistant  attorney-general  when  served  in  a  county  other  than 
that  in  which  the  same  is  returnable.  Each  witness  shall  be 
sworn  to  make  true  answers  to  all  questions  put  to  him  touch- 
ing the  matters  under  investigation  and  the  testimony  of  each 
witness  may  be  reduced  to  writing  and  when  reduced  to  writ- 
ing shall  be  signed  by  the  witness.  The  attorney-general  or 
assistant  attorney-general  or  justice  of  the  peace  or  judge  shaU 
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be  empowered  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  to  such  wit- 
nesses. Any  disobedience  to  the  subpoena  of  the  attorney-gen- 
eral or  assistant  attorney-general  or  any  refusal  to  be  sworn  as 
a  witness  or  to  sign  the  testimony  given  or  to  answer  any 
proper  question  propounded  by  the  attorney-general  or  as- 
sistant attorney-general,  in  any  such  inquiry  before  said  at- 
torney-general or  assistant  attorney-general,  shall  be  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $300 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than 
nine^  days  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  Adjourn- 
ments of  any  such  inquiries  may  be  made  from  time  to  time 
and  justices  of  the  peace  and  such  judges  may  punish  any 
witness  for  contempt  for  or  on  account  of  any  refusal  to  be 
sworn  or  to  answer  questions  as  a  witness  or  to  sign  his 
testimony ;  and,  the  attendance  of  witnesses  may  be  compelled 
by  attachment  by  such  justice  of  the  peace  or  judge. 

Sec.  2.  The  attorney-general  shall  have  power  to  instruct 
the  county  attorney  of  any  county  to  make  investigation  in  his 
county  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  section  1,  hereof  and  it 
shall  then  be  the  duty  of  said  county  attorney  to  make  such 
investigation  in  the  manner  as  provided  in  said  section  1 ;  and, 
for  the  purpose  thereof,  said  county  attorney  shall  have  all  the 
powers  in  his  county  given  to  the  attorney-general  by  said 
section  1. 

Sec.  3.  The  witness'  fees  of  any  witnesses  and  the  cost  of 
serving  each  witness  with  subpoena  shall  be  paid  by  the  county 
in  which  such  witness  is  subpoenaed. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  excused  from  testifying  in  any 
proceeding  under  this  act,  or  in  any  action  under  any  of  the 
laws  referred  to  in  section  1  of  this  act,  on  the  ground  that  his 
testimony  may  incriminate  him ;  but  no  person  shall  be  prose- 
cuted or  punished  on  account  of  any  transaction  or  matter  or 
thing  concerning  which  he  shall  be  compelled  to  testify,  nor 
shall  such  testimony  be  used  against  him  in  any  prosecution 
for  any  crime  under  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

REPRINTING   PROCEEDINGS   AND   DEBATES   OF   KANSAS 
WYANDOTTE  CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION. 

Senate  joint  resolution  No.  8. 

Relating  to  the  reprinting,  indexing,  binding  and  distribution  of  the 
proceedings  and  debates  of  the  Kansas  Wyandot  [Wyandotte]  Con- 
stitutional Convention. 

Whereas,  There  are  but  five  or  six  copies  of  the  proceedings 
and  debates  of  the  constitutional  convention  by  which  Kansas 
entered  the  sisterhood  of  states  in  existence ;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  but  one  of  these  copies  in  the  state  library 
and  that  one,  on  account  of  its  rarity  and  value,  must  be  kept 
locked  in  a  vault ;  and 

Whereas,  These  proceedings  should  be  made  accessible  to 
the  constantly  increasing  number  of  scholars,  publicists, 
statesmen,  historians,  and  jurists :  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  state  librarian  is  directed  to  prepare 
and  furnish  to  the  state  printer  an  exact  copy  of  such  proceed- 
ings with  footnotes  calling  attention  to  typographical  mistakes 
occurring  in  the  text,  with  appendices  consisting  of :  The  con- 
stitution as  originally  adopted ;  the  constitution  as  annotated  to 
date;  a  historical  review,  prepared  by  the  librarian,  of  each 
amendment  submitted  to  the  constitution  to  date,  with  a  sys- 
tematic, scientific  and  complete  table  of  contents  and  index 
thereto,  together  with  such  instructions  as  he  may  see  fit  to 
make  as  to  the  type,  arrangement,  size  and  binding  of  the  re- 
printed volume. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  state  printer  shall  print,  bind  and  furnish 
to  the  state  librarian,  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  fifteen  hun- 
dred copies  of  such  reprint  substantially  and  enduringly  bound 
in  sheep  or  buckram,  or  part  in  sheep,  and  part  in  buckram,  as 
the  state  librarian  may  determine. 

Sec.  3.  That  upon  the  receipt  of  such  reprinted  volumes  the 
state  librarian  shall  distribute  the  same  as  follows :  One  copy 
to  every  member  of  each  house  of  the  state  legislature;  one 
copy  to  each  department  of  state  having  offices  in  tihe  state 
house ;  one  copy  to  every  member  of  the  supreme  court ;  one  copy 
each  to  the  clerk  and  report  [reporter]  of  the  supreme  court ;  five 
copies  to  the  attorney-general's  office ;  five  copies  to  the  State 
Historical  Society ;  one  copy  to  every  district  court  in  the  state ; 
one  copy  to  every  board  of  county  commissioners  in  the  state ; 
one  copy  to  every  public  library  in  the  state ;  one  copy  to  every 
state  institution;  one  copy  to  every  law  school  in  the  state; 
r)ne  copy  to  every  state  library  in  the  United  States;  two 
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copies  to  the  Department  of  Justice  of  the  United  States ;  two 
copies  to  the  Library  of  Congress  of  the  United  States;  one 
copy  each  to  the  judge  and  attorney  of  the  federal  judicial 
district  of  Kansas.  The  librarian  shall  reserve  one  hundred 
copies  for  exchange  purposes  with  legislative  reference  and 
bill-driifting  departments,  or  other  public  agencies  of  other 
states  of  the  Union;  shall  place  ten  copies  in  the  permanent 
files  of  the  library ;  and  shall  reserve  the  remainder  to  be  sold 
by  him  to  persons  applying  therefor,  at  $2  per  volume,  plus 
transportation  charges. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  resolution  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  318. 

RATIFYING  THE  PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTI- 
TUTION OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  PROHIBITING  THE  USE 
OF  INTOXICATING  LIQUOR. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  2. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  ratifying  the  proposed  amendment  to  the 

Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

WHEREAS,  The  Sixty-fifth  Congress  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  at  the  second  session,  begun  and  held  at  the  city  of 
Washington,  on  Monday,  the  third  day  of  December,  1917,  did 
on  the  eighteenth  (18th)  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred 
and  seventeen  (1917)  A.  D.  adopt  a  joint  resolution  propos- 
ing the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
Stetes,  a  copy  of  which  signed  by  the  speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  and  the  vice-president  of  the  United 
States,  and  duly  certified  to  the  governor  of  this  state,  and 
which  is  in  words  and  figures  as  follows,  to  wit : 

JOINT   RESOLUTION    PROPOSING   AN    AMENDMENT   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION   OF 

THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  (two- 
thirds  of  each  House  concurring  therein)  that  the  foUow'ng 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  be  and  hereby  is,  proposed  to 
the  states  to  become  valid  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution,  when 
ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states  as  provided  by 

the  Constitution:  "Article /'  Section  One  (1).    After 

one  year  from  the  ratification  of  this  article  the  manufacture, 
sale  or  transportation  of  intoxicating  liquors  within,  the  im- 
portation thereof  into,  or  the  exportation  thereof  from  the 
United  States  and  all  territory  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
thereof  for  beverage  purposes  is  hereby  prohibited. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Congress  and  the  several  states  shall  have 
concurrent  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legis- 
lation. 

Sec.  3.  This  article  shall  be  in-operative  unless  it  shall 
have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by 
the  legislatures  of  the  several  states,  as  provided  in  the  Con- 
stitution, within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  submission 
hereof  to  the  states  by  the  Congress." 

Now  therefore,  he  it  resolved,  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  the  House  concurring  therein, 

That  the  foregoing  and  above  recited  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
ratified  by  said  Legislature  of  the  state  of  Kansas  as  a  part 
of  and  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

(Two.)  That  the  governor  of  the  state  of  Kansas  forthwith 
forward  to  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  United  States  an  au- 
thenticated copy  of  the  foregoing  resolution.

CHAPTER  319. 

PROVIDING  FOR  THE  APPOINTMENT  BY  THE  GOVERNOR  OP 
THE  VICKSBURG  NATIONAL  PARK  MEMORIAL  COMMISSION 
AND  MAKING  IT  THEIR  DUTY  TO  RECOMMEND  A  SUITABLE 
MEMORIAL  FOR  THE  KANSAS  CIRCLE  IN  VICKSBURG  NA- 
TIONAL MILITARY  PARK. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  22. 

For  the  appointment  by  the  governor  of  this  state  of  a  commission  of 
citizens  of  Kansas  to  consider  and  recommend  a  suitable  memorial  to 
be  erected  in  the  Kansas  Circle  in  the  Vicksburg  National  Park,  at 
Vicksburg,   Mississippi. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  the  House  of 
Representatives  concurring  therein: 

That  the  governor  of  Kansas  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  appoint  a  commission  of  three  (3)  citizens  of  this  state 
to  be  designated  and  known  as  the  Vicksburg  National 
Park  Memorial  Commission,  the  members  thereof  to  serve 
without  any  compensation  except  only  their  actual  necessary 
expenses,  which  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer 
upon  warrants  issued  by  the*auditor  of  state,  out  of  any  funds 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  upon  the  sworn  voucher  therefor 
being  filed  by  the  members  of  said  commission.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  commission  to  consider  and  recommend  to  the 
governor  and  legislature  of  this  state  a  suitable  and  appropri- 
ate memorial  by  the  state  of  Kansas  to  be  constructed  and 
erected  upon  the  area  known  as  the  Kansas  Circle  in  the  Vicks- 
burg National  Military  Park  at  Vicksburg,  Mississippi,  to  com- 
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memorate  the  devotion  and  patriotism  of  the  officers  and  en- 
listed men  of  the  First  Kansas  infantry  regiment  during  the 
military  operations  in  1863  in  and  about  the  city  of  Vicksburg, 
Mississippi. 

After  they  have  considered  and  agreed  upon  such  memorial 
said  commission  shall  report  its  findings  in  writing  to  the 
governor  of  this  state,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
the  construction 'and  erection  of  said  memorial,  which  findings 
and  recommendations  shall  be  communicated  to  [by]*  the 
governor  at  the  next  session  of  the  legislature  after  the  same 
are  filed  with  him.

CHAPTER  320. 

CONCERNING  NATIONAL  EXPENDITURES. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  23. 
CONCERNING   NATIONAL  EXPENDITURES. 

Whereas,  It  is  reported  by  the  press  that  the  government  of 
the  United  States  plans  during  the  next  two  years  to  expend 
the  sum  of  twenty-eight  billion  dollars,  which  tremendous 
amount  is  about  30%  of  the  income  of  the  wealth  of  the  United 
States  during  that  period  and  will  be  a  tremendous  strain  upon 
the  nation's  prosperity ;  and 

Whereas,  If  it  is  true  that  this  amount  of  money  is  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  legitimate  purposes  of  the  reconstruction 
and  rehabilitation  of  our  own  industries  and  interests,  it  still 
leaves  cause  for  alarm  that  our  resources  and  producing  power 
may  be  seriously  impaired :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  the  Hotise  of  Representatives  concurring  therein. 
That,  through  our  delegates  in  both  Houses,  we  call  the  atten- 
tion of  Congress  to  these  vast  expenditures,  and  urge  that  ex- 
treme care  and  economy  be  exercised  and  that  no  obligation  be 
incurred  that  is  not  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  retain  our 
strong  financial  basis  and  preserve  our  credit  amongst  the 
nations  of  the  world. 

Resolved  further,  That  while  we  call  for  the  most  rigid 
scrutiny  of  every  plan  or  program  involving  the  expenditures 
of  public  moneys,  we  wish  it  to  be  understood  that  we  are  not 
placing  the  dollar  upon  the  same  basis  as  patriotic  duty,  but  are 
urging  a  sane,  careful  business-like  administration  of  our 
finances,  and  declare  heartily  and  unreservedly  against  the 
danger  of  careless,  improvident  and  wasteful  extravagance  in 
the  use  of  the  national  treasury,  and  we  demand  that  a  policy  of

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wise  husbandry  of  the  country's  resources  be  made  the  watch- 
word of  the  hour. 

Resolved  further,  That  certified  engrossed  copies  of  this 
resolution  be  forwarded  to  each  member  from  Kansas  in  both 
the  House  and  Senate  of  the  National  Congress.

CHAPTER  321. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  RELATING 
TO  STATE  AID  IN  THE  PURCHASE  OP  FARM  HOMES 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  25. 

A  PROPOsrriON  to  amend  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Kansas. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  two^ 
thirds  of  the  members  of  each  House  concurring  therein: 

Section  1.  That  the  following  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
proposed  as  a  new  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  state 
of  Kansas,  and  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  section  11,  article 
15,  to  wit : 

To  encourage  the  purchase,  improvements  and  ownership  of 
agricultural  lands  and  the  occupancy  and  cultivation  thereof, 
provision  may  be  made  by  law  for  the  creation  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  fund,  in  such  maimer  and  amount  as  the  Liegisla* 
ture  may  determine,  to  be  used  in  the  purchase,  improvement 
and  sale  of  lands  for  agricultural  purposes. 

The  Legislature  may  provide  reasonable  preferences  for 
those  persons  who  served  in  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United 
States  in  the  World  War  and  holding  an  honorable  discharge 
therefrom. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  proposed  amendment  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  electors  at  the  general  election  in  the  year  1920  for  their 
approval  or  rejection,  the  same  to  be  designated  on  the  baUot 
by  the  following  title,  to  wit :  "Amendment  to  the  constitution 
relating  to  state  aid  in  the  purchase  of  farm  homes,''  and  the 
vote  shall  be  for  or  against  such  proposed  amendment  under 
said  title  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  upon 
publication  in  the  statute  book.

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CHAPTER  322. 

RELATING  TO  THE  NAMES  OP  THE  MARAIS  DES  CYGNES 

AND  DELAWARE  RIVERS. 

House  joint  resolution  No.  1. 

Relating  to  the  names  of  the  Marais  des  Cygnes  and  Delaware  rivers  in 
maps  recently  published  and  distributed  in  this  state,  and  providing 
for  the  destruction  of  plates  under  certain  circumstances. 

Whereas,  Certain  maps  of  Kansas  have  recently  been  pub- 
lished and  distributed  in  this  state  wherein  the  Marais  des 
Cygnes  river  is  designated  as  tiiie  Osage  river  and  the  Dela- 
ware river  is  designated  as  Grasshopper  creek ;  and 

Whereas,  The  name  of  the  Grasshopper  river  was  by  the 
provisions  of  chapter  117  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1875,  renamed 
and  designated  as  the  Delaware  river  and  such  act  has  ever 
since  been  approved  and  adopted  by  the  public ;  and 

Whereas,  The  name  of  Marais  des  Cygnes  as  applied  to  the 
river  of  that  name  in  this  state  is  known  in  poetry  and  in  song 
and  is  so  interwoven  with  the  early  history  of  Kansas  in  her 
struggle  for  freedom,  that  the  name  inspires  a  feeling  of  pa- 
triotism, state  pride  and  national  honor ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  That  all 
maps  of  the  state  of  Kansas  hereafter  published  in  this  state, 
or  by  the  authority  of  this  state,  or  by  the  authority  of  any 
department  of  this  state,  or  published  for  circulation  in  this 
state,  shall  designate  the  river  having  its  source  in  northern 
Lyon  and  southern  Wabaunsee  counties,  and  flowing  thence  in 
a  southeasterly  direction  through  the  counties  of  Lyon,  Osage, 
Franklin,  Miami  and  Linn  to  the  state  line  as  the  Marais  des 
Cygnes  river  notwithstanding  the  name  applied  thereto  in  a 
sister  state ;  and  the  stream  having  its  source  near  Sabetha  in 
Nemaha  county  and  flowing  thence  southeast  and  south 
through  the  counties  of  Jiackson,  Atchison  and  Jefferson  to 
the  Kansas  river  shall  be  designated  as  the  Delaware  river ;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  plates  of  all  such  maps  and  copies  of 
maps  printed  from  such  plates  misnaming  such  rivers  as  here- 
inbefore set  forth,  if  there  be  any  such  plates  and  copies  now 
on  hand  in  any  department  of  the  state,  shall  be  at  once  pub- 
licly destroyed.

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CHAPTER  323. 

GRANTING  RIGHT  OF  WAY  FOR  DRAINAGE  PURPOSES 
ACROSS  THE  GROUNDS  OP  THE  BOYS'  INDUSTRIAL 
SCHOOL,    TOPEKA. 

House  Joint  resolution  No.  10. 

A  Resolution  relating  to  granting  a  right  of  way  for  drainage  par« 
poses  across  the  grounds  of  the  Boys'  Industrial  School  at  Topeka, 
Kansas. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Karisas: 

Section  1.  That  the  state  of  Kansas  hereby  confers  upon  the 
North  Topeka  Drainage  District  in  Shawnee  county,  Kansas, 
the  right  of  way,  easement,  power,  and  authority  to  enter  upon 
the  grounds  of  the  state  at  the  Boys'  Industrial  School  in 
Shawnee  counly,  Kansas,  and  to  dig  a  drain  ditch  through  such 
grounds  for  the  purpose  of  straightening  and  directing  the 
course  of  Soldier  creek  in  order  to  properly  drain  the  lands 
adjacent  thereto :  Provided,  that  the  state  shall  not  be  liable  for 
any  expenses  or  damages  incident  to  the  construction  or  main- 
tenance of  said  ditch. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  location  and  digging  of  such  ditch  shall  be 
made  strictly  in  compliance  with  plans  and  specifications  there- 
for prepared  by  the  drainage  district  board  and  approved  by 
the  State  Board  of  Administration,  which  state  board  shall  also 
have  the  right  to  oversee  the  work  as  it  progresses  and  see  that 
the  property  and  rights  of  the  state  are  at  all  times  conserved 
and  protected. 

Sec.  3.  The  State  Board  of  Administration  shall  accept,  re- 
ject, or  make  such  requirements  in  regard  to  the  acceptance  of 
such  ditch  when  completed  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the 
state  from  loss  or  injury. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  drainage  board  shall  keep  and  maintain 
such  ditch  in  good  repair  suitable  for  the  purposes  for  which 
it  is  intended,  and  shall  not  obstruct  or  interfere  with  the 
state's  convenience  in  the  use  of  the  grounds  drained  by  such 
ditch. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  resolution  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper. 

Approved  March  22,  1919.

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CHAPTER  324. 

RECOMMENDING  THE  PASSAGE  OP  THE  AMENDMENT  TO  THE 
FEDERAL  CONSTITUTION  FOR  WOMAN  SUFFRAGE. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  4. 

Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  a  constitutional  amendment  providing  for  national 
woman  suffrage ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  an  acknowledged  fact  that  the  enfranchise- 
ment of  the  women  of  Kansas  has  worked  satisfactorily  and 
tended  towards  better  government  in  this  state ;  and 

Whereas,  Equality  and  justice  to  all  people  for  which  the 
nations  of  the  world  have  been  struggling  and  for  which  the 
great  war  has  been  waged,  requires  the  granting  of  suffrage  to 
American  women  who  equally  with  the  men  of  this  country 
have  borne  the  burdens  of  the  war  and  have  loyally  and  un- 
grudgingly given  their  sons  and  their  personal  services  that 
liberty  might  live  and  the  world  be  made  free  to  the  end  that 
our  own  government  might  not  perish;  therefore. 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
state  of  Kansas  that  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  is  most 
earnestly  requested  to  without  delay  pass  the  Federal  Amend- 
ment giving  the  women  of  the  United  States  full  suffrage.

STATE  HOUSE  AND  GROUNDS. 

House  concurrent  reeolution  No.  10. 
RELATING  TO   THE   STATE   HOUSE  AND   GROUNDS. 

Whereas,  The  condition  of  the  state  house  and  grounds  is 
far  from  satisfactory.  There  is  an  apparent  lack  of  that  care 
which  the  people  of  the  state  have  a  right  to  expect  from  the 
amount  of  money  appropriated  and  expended.  The  sanitary 
conditions  are  apparently  far  from  good  and  there  seems  to  be 
a  lack  of  energy  and  discipline  among  the  custodian's  force, 
and 

Whesieas,  The  condition  [s]  *  of  the  grounds  is  disgraceful. 
Bill  boards,  junk  piles  and  trash  disfigure  the  appearance  of 
what  should  be  a  beautiful  setting  for  the  state  capitol.  The 
walks  are  in  bad  shape  and  weeds  have  taken  the  place  of 
grass,  and

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Whereas,  These  things  are  not  consistent  with  the  dignity 
and  the  wealth  of  the  people  of  Kansas :  Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  con^ 
curving  therein,  That  a  joint  committee  be  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  two  senators  and  three  representatives,  to  thor- 
oughly investigate  these  conditions,  to  ascertain  the  causes 
thereof,  to  determine  the  expenditure  of  the  money  appropri- 
ated for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  state  house  and 
grounds,  and  to  recommend  such  action  as  will,  in  their  judg- 
ment, correct  these  conditions.

Whereas,  It  is  fitting  that  the  Kansas  Legislature  should

EMPLOYERS  OF  SOLDIERS  AND  SAILORS  REQUESTED  TO  DIS- 
PLAY HONOR.  FLAG. 

House  eoncurrent  reaolution  No.  15. 

Whereas,  Many  employers  in  the  state  of  Kansas  have  dis- 
played service  flags  showing  the  number  of  employees  in  the 
military  and  naval  service  of  the  United  States ;  and. 

Whereas,  The  interests  of  the  commonwealth  of  Kansas,  a 
proper  and  decent  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  soldiers  return- 
ing from  service  to  civil  life,  and  the  gratitude  which  every 
loyal  American  should  feel  for  the  valiant  services  and  brave 
sacrifices  of  our  soldiers  on  land  and  sea,  require  that  in  every 
instance  where  it  is  possible  these  men  shall  be  reinstated  in 
their  former  positions  or  in  better  ones :  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  cori' 
curring  therein,  That  all  employers  now  displaying  service  flags 
showing  the  number  of  employees  in  the  service  are  hereby  re- 
quested to  display  an  honor  flag  showing  the  number  of  men  in 
their  employ  who  have  returned  from  military  service  and  have 
been  returned  to  their  former  positions  or  better  ones ;  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  said  honor  flag  shall  be  a  square  field  of  blue 
with  one  white  star  for  each  employee  reinstated,  and  one  red 
star  for  each  soldier  employed  who  was  not  formerly  engaged 
in  the  service  of  such  employer. 

Approved  March  4,  1919. 


CHAPTER  328. 
RELATING  TO  LAST  DAY  OP  SESSION  TO  INTRODUCE  BILLS. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  18. 

Relating  to  last  day  to  introduce  bills. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Hovse  of  Representatives  of  the  State 

of  Kansas,  the  Senate  concurring  therein:  That  no  bills,  ex- 
cept those  carrying  appropriations  and  bills  introduced  by 
committees,  shall  be  introduced  in  either  House  of  Representa- 
tives or  the  Senate  after  February  20,  1919. 

Approved  February  20,  1919. 
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CHAPTER  329. 

CONCERNING  THE  DEPORTATION  AND  REQUESTING  RE- 
FUSAL OF  NATURALIZATION  OF  CERTAIN  CLASSES  OP 
ALIENS. 

Hoaae  concurrent  resolution  Ko.  19. 

Concerning  the  deportation  and  prohibiting  the  naturalization  of  certain 

classes  of  aliens. 

Whereas,  During  the  war  now  being  brought  to  a  close  our 
soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  distinguished  themselves  with  un- 
exampled courage  and  gallantry  and  have  given  a  new  mean- 
ing and  a  new  impulse  to  patriotism ;  and 

Whereas,  Large  numbers  of  the  alien  residents  of  this 
country  claimed  exemption  from  military  service  on  the  ground 
of  non-citizenship,  and  while  these  cowardly  and  unpatriotic 
ingrates  who  have  been  nurtured  and  protected  by  this  country 
branded  themselves  as  a  dangerous  and  undesirable  factor  in 
our  national  life,  and,  at  the  very  inception  of  the  peril,  when 
this  nation  faced  a  crisis  in  its  existence,  these  creatures  of 
another  civilization  from  which  they  had  fled  as  a  blessing  to 
that  civilization,  came  to  this  country,  accepted  its  benefits, 
availed  themselves  of  the  opportunities  which  it  presented  and 
were  so  devoid  of  manhood  as  to  refuse  to  bear  any  burdens ; 
and 

Whereas,  The  flower  of  American  manhood  responded  to 
the  call  of  country  and  went  in  legions  to  the  support  of  the 
flag  and  of  humanity,  leaving  their  homes,  ease,  and  safety, 
forsaking  the  occupations  by  which  they  were  making  a  living, 
these  aliens  remained  here  to  profit  by  their  sacrifices  and  still 
retain  jobs  at  remunerative  prices  and  at  the  expense  of  ex- 
cluding from  employment  our  returned  soldiers:  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Hotise  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring therein:  That  we  ask  that  all  aliens,  both  declarant 
and  non-declarant,  who  have  claimed  exemption  from  military 
service  on  the  ground  of  non-citizenship  be  immediately  de- 
ported from  this  country  and  be  returned  to  the  government 
and  the  people  from  whence  they  came  to  inflict  upon  us  their 
low  standards  of  responsible  citizenship. 

Resolved  further,  That  it  is  our  deliberate  opinion  which  we 
voice  in  this  prayer  that  Congress  at  once  proceed  to  make  it 
impossible  for  any  man  or  woman  to  become  a  naturalized 
citizen  of  this  country  who  is  unwilling  to  make  a  sworn  state- 
ment upon  landing  at  any  port : 

First  That  he  intends  to  become  a  lawful  and  law-abiding 
citizen  of  the  United  States  and  intends  to  apply  for  citizen- 
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ship  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  under  the  naturalization 
laws  of  this  country. 

Second.  That  after  he  makes  such  declaration  of  intention, 
he  will  not  withdraw  the  same  under  any  circumstances. 

Third.  That  he  is  willing,  despite  any  convictions,  religious 
or  otherwise,  that  he  may  have,  to  bear  arms  in  the  defense  of 
the  United  States. 

Fourth.  That  he  is  not  a  member  of  any  society,  organiza- 
tion or  sect  that  teaches  the  doctrine  that  is  known  in  this 
country  as  the  doctrine  of  "conscientious  objection  to  war"'  and 
that  he  comes  to  this  country  with  the  sole  purpose  of  yielding 
to  it,  to  the  extent  of  his  life  and  property,  his  fealty  and 
allegiance. 

r       _ 

Fifth.  That  Congress  is  further  urged  to  adopt  the  policy 
of  suspending  naturalization  under  existing  laws  except  of 
such  persons  as  being  of  non-military  age  may  have  become 
declarants  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  that  such  sus- 
pension continue  in  force  until  1928. 

Provided  further,  That  the  chief  clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  the  secretary  of  the  Senate  are  hereby 
directed  to  forward  engrossed  copies  of  this  resolution  to  every 
member  of  the  national  Senate  and  House  from  the  state  of 
Kansas. 

Approved  March  17,  1919. 


CHAPTER  330. 

REQUESTING  THE  GOVERNMENT  TO  PERMIT  SOLDIERS  AND 
SAILORS  OF  THE  WORLD  WAR  TO  RETAIN  PERSONAL  PROP- 
ERTY INCLUDING  UIJIFORMS. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  22. 

A  Resolution  requesting  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  take 
immediate  action  permitting  all  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  inducted 
into  the  great  World  War  of  1914-*18  to  retain  all  personal  property, 
including  uniforms  and  individual  equipment,  except  guns  or  other 
special  weapons  of  warfare. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Legis- 
lature  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  the  Senate  concurring  therein: 

Resolved,  First,  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be 
requested  to  pass  with  all  convenient  speed  and  dispatch  a  bill 
allowing  the  War  Department  to  permit  every  soldier,  sailor 
and  marine  inducted  into  the  army  of  the  United  States  dur- 
ing the  years  1917-1918  to  retain  all  their  personal  uniform, 
clothing  and  equipment  now  in  their  possession  issued  to  them 
by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  excluding  therefrom 
the  guns  and  other  special  weapons  of  warfare. 
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Resolved,  Second,  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives 
in  Congress  are  hereby  urged  to  secure  such  action  at  as  early  a 
date  as  possible  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  demoblization 
of  the  forces  is  occurring  so  rapidly  that  many  of  the  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines  will  have  to  return  their  equipment  unless 
such  action  is  speedily  taken. 

Resolved,  Third,  That  if  Congress  has  already  taken  action 
in  this  regard,  that  the  War  Department  be  requested  to  issue 
the  order  in  such  plain  terms  and  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible 
that  these  soldiers  and  marines  may  not  be  compelled  to  turn 
back  to  the  Government  the  equipment  described  in  the  first 
resolution. 

Resolved,  Fourth,  That  the  secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the 
chief  clerk  of  the  House  are  instructed  to  send  engrossed 
copies  of  this  resolution  to  every  Senator  and  Representative 
of  the  state  of  Kansas  in  the  National  Congress,  to  the  War 
Department  and  to  the  presiding  officer  of  each  House  of 
Congress. 

Approved  February  24,  1919. 


CHAPTER  331. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  RELATING 

TO  GOOD  ROADS. 

Senate  substitute  for  House  concurrent  resolution  No.  23. 

A  Proposition  to  amend  section  8  of  article  11  of  the  constitution  of 
the  state  of  Kansas,  relating  to  internal  improvements. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  two-^ 
thirds  of  aU  the  members  elected  to  each  House  concurring 
therein: 

Section  1.  That  the  following  proposition  to  amend  the 
constitution  of  the  state  of  Kansas  is  hereby  submitted  to 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  state  for  their  approval  or  rejec- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  The  state  shall  never  be  a  party  in  carrying  on  any 
works  of  internal  improvement  except  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  roads  and  highways  and  the  reimbursement  for  the 
cost  of  permanent  improvements  of  roads  and  highways, 
constructed  after  March  1,  1919 ;  but  such  aid  and  reimburse- 
ment shall  not  be  granted  in  any  county  for  more  than  25  per- 
cent of  the  cost  of  such  road  or  highway,  nor  for  more  than 
ten  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  nor  for  more  than  one  hun- 
dred miles  in  any  one  county ;  except,  that  in  counties  having 
an  assessed  valuation  of  more  than  one  hundred  million  dol- 
lars such  aid  and  reimbursement  may  be  grstnted  for  not 
more  than  one  hundred  fifty  miles  of  road  or  highway;  and 
the  restrictions  and  limitations  of  sections  5  and  6  of  article 
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XI  of  the  constitution,  relating  to  debts  and  internal  improve- 
ments, shall  not  be  construed  to  limit  the  authority  retained 
or  conferred  by  this  amendment. 

Sec.  8.  If  the  foregoing  amendment  is  adopted,  it  shall  be 
known  and  cited  as  section  8  of  article  XI  of  the  state  consti- 
tution. 

Sec.  4.  This  proposition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors 
of  the  state  at  the  general  election  in  1920.  The  amendment 
hereby  proposed  shall  be  known  on  the  official  ballot  by  the 
title  ''The  good  roads  amendment  to  the  state  constitution/' 
and  the  vote  for  and  against  such  amendment  shall  be  taken 
as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  This  resolution  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book. 

Approved  April  7,  1919. 


CHAPTER  332. 

CONCERNING  THE  RETURN  OF  THE  THIRTY-FIFTH  DIVISION 

FROM  OVERSEAS  SERVICE. 

House  ooncarrent  reaolutlon  No.  84. 

A  Resolution  concerning  the  return  of  the  Thirty-fifth  division  from 

service  overseas. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  announced  that  the  Thirty-fifth  di- 
vision, composed  of  the  National  Guard  of  Kansas  and  Mis- 
souri, will  shortly  be  returned  to  this  country  for  muster  out 
of  federal  service;  and 

Whereas,  This  division  was  organized  and  trained  by  Na- 
tional Guard  officers  of  Kansas  and  Missouri  and  the  record 
made  by  the  citizens  of  Kansas  and  Missouri  constituting  its 
membership  in  the  battle  of  the  Argonne  Forest  was  one  of 
unsurpassed  heroism  and  efficiency;  and 

Whereas,  The  affection  existing  between  the  officers  and 
men  composing  the  division  and  their  state  pride  and  esprit  de 
corps  contributed  in  the  largest  measure  to  their  gallant 
achievements,  against  the  professional  soldiers  of  Germany; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  desire  of  the  members  of  the  division  and 
of  the  citizens  of  Kansas  that  our  citizen  soldiers  be  permitted 
to  return  to  their  own  people  under  their  own  officers :  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 
That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  and  is  hereby  re- 
spectfully petitioned  to  direct  that  upon  the  embarkation  of  the 
division,  the  officers  who  accompanied  it  across  be  returned  to 
it  and  that  National  Guard  officers  of  Kansas  and  Missouri 
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serving  with  the  same  be  assigned  to  the  command  of  its  regi- 
ments, battalions,  companies  and  batteries  to  accompany  the 
same  to  the  point  of  demobilization. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  Governor  be  requested  to  cause 
these  resolutions  to  be  laid  before  the  President  and  to  acquaint 
him  With  the  earnest  desire  of  the  people  of  this  state  that  this 
simple  act  of  justice  be  done  the  survivors  of  more  than  ten 
thousand  Kansans  whose*  efforts  and  sacrifice  have  made  pos- 
sible the  glorious  achievements  of  this  division ;  and 

Resolved,  further.  That  the  senators  and  representatives  of 
this  state  in  Congress  be  requested  to  call  on  the  President  im- 
mediately upon  his  return  from  France  and  petition  him  to 
cause  the  necessary  orders  to  be  issued  in  the  premises. 

Approved  February  27,  1919. 


CHAPTER  333. 

RELATING  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  THOMAS  BRANNAN  AND 
WIFE  OF  GALENA  TO  THE  STATE  SOLDIERS'  HOME  AT 
FORT  DODGE. 

Honse  concurrent  resolution  No.  85. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Brannan,  age  seventy-five  years,  and  his 
wife  Lillian  Brannan,  age  sixty-eight  years,  of  Galena,  Chero- 
kee county,  Kansas,  are  in  destitute  and  necessitous  cir- 
cumstances by  reason  of  age  and  infirmity  and  are  unable  to 
support  themselves  and  are  a  public  charge ;  and, 

Whereas,  This  couple  has  resided  in  Kansas  continuously 
for  more  than  fifty  years ;  and, 

Whereas,  Said  Thomas  Brannan  is  an  honorably  discharged 
soldier  of  the  Civil  War,  being  an  ex-member  of  Company  H, 
5th  Kansas  Militia,  and  is  not  pensionable  and  is  not  admis- 
sible to  the  State  Soldiers^  Home  at  Fort  Dodge,  Kansas,  be- 
cause of  the  inadequacy  of  the  law  of  this  state  pertaining  to 
said  Soldiers'  Home :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  That 
said  Thomas  Brannan  and  Lillian  Brannan,  his  wife,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  State  Soldiers'  Home  at  Fort  Dodge,  Kansas, 
and  shall  be  accorded  all  the  privileges  and  rights  therein,  the 
same  as  the  inipates  of  said  Home  now  receive :  Provided, 
that  their  admission  shall  not  displace  those  who  are  eligible 
under  the  law.

Whereas,  Senator  George  H.  Wark  of  Montgomery  county, 
Kansas,  was  by  the  United  States  government  commissioned 
as  captain  of  3rd  infantry,  Kansas  National  Guards  and  sent 
with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  to  France  in  com- 
mand of  company  B,  129th  machine  gun  battalion  of  the  35th 
division ;  and 

Whereas,  Senator  Wark  was  cited  by  his  Major  General 
Peter  E.  Traub  for  his  bravery,  coolness  in  the  face  of  extreme 
danger,  ability  to  command  and  for  his  conduct  on  the  morn- 
ing of  September  26th,  1918,  in  reforming  and  leading  for- 
ward a  line  composed  of  scattered  units  of  infantry  and  ma- 
chine gun  organizations  near  Cheppy,  France,  and,  by  his 
example,  inspiring  and  enabling  them  to  complete  their  ad- 
vance into  Cheppy ;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Kansas:  (1)  That 
this  body  hereby  expresses  to  the  world  its  unbounded  admira- 
tion for  and  appreciation  of  the  gallant  and  heroic  conduct  of 
Senator  Wark,  and  with  just  pride  calls  attention  to  his  record 
for  bravery  and  ability  and  the  unexcelled  example  of  man- 
hood and  patriotic  devotion  which  he  has  set  for  us  all;  (2) 
That  the  United  States  flag  be  displayed  on  his  desk  during 
his  absence. 


SENATE  RESOLUTION  No.  9. 

A  resolution  and  memorial  concerning  the  death  of  Senator 

Robert  B.  Barr. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

That  in  the  decease  of  Hon.  Robert  B.  Barr,  senator  from 
the  eighth  senatorial  district,  the  Senate  of  the  state  of  Kansas 
has  lost  one  of  its  most  valuable  and  worthy  members;  that 
the  following  memorial  be  spread  upon  the  journal  of  the 
senate : 

IN   MEMORIAM. 

Robert  B.  Barr  was  bom  near  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  on 
the  battlefield  of  Antietam  Creek,  April  16, 1874.  He  removed 
to  Kansas  in  1884,  and  began  to  learn  the  printer's  trade  with 
the  distinguished  editor,  John  H.  Rice,  then  owner  and  pub- 
lisher of  the  old  Fort  Scott  Monitor.  He  was  later  connected 
with  the  Wichita  Eagle,  and  then  for  the  second  time  with  the 
Monitor,  with  which  publication  he  remained  until  in  1892  he 
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associated  himself  with  George  Marble  in  the  publication  of  the 
Fort  Scott  Tribune.  Ten  years  later  he  married  Rosa  Jackson, 
whom  he  left  a  widow  with  an  infant  daughter  to  mourn  for 
him.  He  took  his  seat  in  the  senate  of  the  state  of  Kansas  in 
January,  1917.  His  talents,  industiy  and  interest  in  good  roads 
placed  him  at  the  head  of  the  committee  on  roads  and  highways 
during  that  first  session,  and  the  remarkable  advance  made  in 
highway  construction  during  the  past  two  years  has  been 
largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  Senator  Barr.  He  had  at  the  time 
of  his  death  been  visiting  a  brother,  who  lived  at  Arcadia,  and 
was  stricken  with  heart  disease  while  driving  a  car  accom- 
panied by  his  wife  and  child.  His  death  followed  a  long  contin- 
ued exertion  in  the  Red  Cross  campaign  made  in  the  early 
winter  of  1917.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  this  work  and 
undoubtedly  fell  a  victim  to  his  indomitable  zeal  and  labor. 
He  had  lived  the  life  of  a  public  benefactor  in  his  own  town  of 
Fort  Scott  and  county  of  Bourbon.  Thus  he  died  as  he  had 
lived,  a  patriot  devoting  his  services  to  his  county,  state  and 
nation. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  be  instructed  to  prepare  an 
engrossed  copy  of  this  resolution  and  memorial,  and  forward 
the  same  to  Mrs.  Barr ;  and  that  the  senate  be  immediately  ad- 
journed until  10  a.  m.  January  15, 1919. 


SENATE  RESOLUTION  No.  26. 

A  Resolution  relating  to  the  service  and  compensation  of  Senator 

George  H.  Wark. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

That  the  members  of  this  Senate  sincerely  regret  that  the 
duties  of  Senator  George  H.  Wark  of  the  twelfth  senatorial 
district  of  this  state,  a  member  of  this  body,  n()w  a  captain  of 
infantry  in  the  United  States  army  in  France,  deprive  his 
fellow  senators  of  the  benefit  of  his  presence  during  the  -pres- 
ent session  of  the  Legislature,  but  we  take  special  pride  in  the 
record  of  his  service  in  the  Vosges  mountains,  and  in  the  San 
Mihiel  and  Argonne  offensives,  and  we  authorize  and  request 
the  president  and  secretary  of  this  Senate  to  execute  and  cer- 
tify all  vouchers  in  order  that  the  records  in  the  office  of  the 
auditor  of  state  may  be  satisfactorily  preserved  and  that  the 
ordinary  warrants,  for  the  compensation  4)f  Captain  George 
H.  Wark,  as  a  member  of  this  Senate,  be  issued  without  delay. 
And  be  it  further  resolved  that  this  resolution  be  engrossed 
and  a  copy  thereof  sent  to  the  senator  from  Montgomery.

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  That  we  express  our  deep  and  heart- 
felt sorrow  and  extend  to  Senator  Nighswonger  and  his  family 
our  earnest  and  sincere  sympathy.

HOUSE  RESOLUTION  No.  11. 

Whereas,  The  largest  metal  mining  industry  in  the  State 
of  Kansas  is  the  zinc  mining  industry ;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  industry  has  been  greatly  crippled  by 
reason  of  the  immense  importations  of  zinc  ore  from  foreign 
countries,  which  said  importations  amounted  in  four  years 
ending  July  30,  1918,  to  the  huge  total  of  824,000  tons;  and 

Whereas,  The  War  Industries  Board  has  recently  removed 
the  embargo  of  April,  1918,  which  prohibited  the  use  of  ship 
bottoms  for  the  importation  of  zinc  ores ;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  now  350,000  tons  of  zinc  ore  concen- 
trated in  Australia  ready  for  shipment  to  the  United  States, 
together  with  a  potential  importation  of  150,000  tons  of  zinc 
ore  per  year  from  Mexico  and  Canada :    Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  That  immediate  action  is  necessary  to  save  the  zinc 
mining  industry  of  the  State  from  destruction  by  reason  of 
these  huge  importations,  and  therefore  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  is  hereby  requested  to  take  immediate  action  to 
save  said  industry  by  attaching  a  rider  to  the  present  revenue 
bill  providing  for  a  tariff  of  two  cents  per  pound  upon  the 
metallic  content  of  all  zinc  ore  imported  into  the  United  Staters ; 
and  be  it  further 
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Resolved,  That  the  Senators  and  Congressmen  from  the 
State  of  Kansas  be  requested  to  immediately  confer  with  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  of  the  House,  with  a  view  to  having  such  a  pro- 
vision incorporated  in  the  revenue  bill.

Honorable  Edward  White  Joslin  was  born  December  14, 
1875,  in  Hiawatha,  Brown  county,  Kansas.  He  removed  to 
Stevens  county,  Kansas,  and  was  county  treasurer  of  that 
county  during  the  constitutional  term  of  years  from  1907  to 
1911.  He  was  engaged  in  the  real  estate  and  banking  busi- 
ness, and  with  the  exception  of  the  county  treasurership  of 
Stevens  county  he  never  held  any  official  position  in  this  state 
until  he  was  nominated  by  the  Republican  party,  and  was 
elected  in  November  of  1918,  to  represent  the  124th  district 
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at  this  session  of  the  legrislature.    He  died  November  27,  1918, 
leaving  a  family  consisting  of  a  wife  and  eight  children. 

Honorable  J.  T.  Sellards,  who  represented  the  67th  dis- 
trict in  the  session  of  1917,  was  bom  in  Kentucky  forty-six 
years  ago;  was  engaged  in  the  business  of  farming  in  Dickin- 
son county,  Kansas,  his  home  address  being  Solomon,  Kansas, 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  His  political  affiliation  was  with  the 
Republican  party,  but  he  never  held  any  other  official  position 
in  city,  county  or  state  except  that  of  member  of  this  House. 
He  left  surviving  him  a  wife,  a  son  and  a  daughter. 

Honorable  C.  T.  Goodier  represented  the  109th  district  in 
the  session  of  1917;  was  amative  of  Kansas;  lived  for  awhile 
in  the  state  of  Colorado,  but  returned  to  make  his  home  in 
Oakley,  Kansas.  He  served  during  the  sessions  of  1916  and 
1917  in  this  House,  but  never  held  any  other  official  position  in 
city,  county  or  state.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  engaged 
in  business  as  furniture  dealer  and  undertaker.  His  political 
affiliations  were  with  the  Republican  party.  He  was  forty- 
four  years,  five  months  and  twenty-one  days  of  age,  and  left 
surviving  him  a  wife,  two  sons  and  a  daughter. 

Honorable  Abraham  Moser  was  bom  at  Meriden,  Kansas, 
August  12,  1888.  He  was  a  citizen  of  Meriden  during  his 
entire  life,  and  died  in  that  city  on  December  16,  1918.  He 
was  president  of  the  rural  high  school  board  in  the  Meriden 
district ;  was  treasurer  of  the  Red  Cross ;  was  a  member  of  the 
local  draft  board  for  Jefferson  county,  and  represented  the 
4th  district;  was  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  session  of  this 
House  in  1913,  and  represented  the  4th  district  in  the  session 
of  1917.  He  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  in  Meriden, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  the  owner  and  manager  of 
the  Moser  Mercantile  Company,  and  was  representative  of 
the  third  generation  in  that  business,  the  fall  of  1918  being 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  store.  He 
was  affiliated  with  the  Democratic  party,  and  introduced  the 
anti-trading-stamp  bill,  which  he  assisted  very  materially  to 
place  upon  the  statute  books  of  this  state  in  the  session  of 
1917.    He  left  surviving  him  a  wife  and  three  children.

Infantry,  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  who  put  on  immor- 
tal'ty  in  the  advance  from  the  Argonne  to  Sedan,  October  6th,

"Mersenheim,  Germany,  Jan.  28,  1919. 
''Dear  Mrs.  Dawson: 

"Your  brother,  Warren,  was  a  very  dear  friend  of  mine.  We 
came  into  the  army  together  on  the  same  day,  and  soldiered  to- 
gether until  the  end.  We  became  as  brothers.  So  when  your 
letter  of  January  6th  came  yesterday,  addressed  *To  some  one 
in  K.  Co.,'  it  was  handed  to  me. 

"Warren  was  killed  in  action  October  6th  in  the  hardest  fight 
of  four  months  at  the  front.  His  death  was  instantaneous,  and 
thus  he  was  spared  the  pains  of  long  suffering.  Every  man  in 
the  company  loved  him,  for  there  was  no  hardship  he  would 
not  endure  to  lighten  the  burden  of  a  comrade. 

"It  pains  me  to  write  this  letter;  but  I  want  you  to  know  that 
your  brother  gave  his  life  not  thinking  of  self  at  all,  but  of 
the  cause  for  which  he  was  fighting — ^f or  which  he  died — ^the 
cause  of  his  country.  While  it  is  sad  for  a  young  life  to  pass 
out  while  the  future  looks  so  promising,  no  nobler  death  can 
come  to  a  man  than  came  to  Warren. 

"I  am  a  Kansan,  and  my  home  is  Lincoln  Center.
